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FOREWORD 


There haye come many inquiries about the date of the next meeting of 
the Northern Baptist Convention. The Detroit Committee, with com- 
mendable promptness, has suggested dates which will enable delegates 
and visitors subsequently to attend the sessions of the Baptist World 
Alliance in Toronto, June 23-29, 1928. Just as the Foreword goes to the 
printer there comes a message from President Coleman authorizing the 
announcement of June 16-21, 1928, as the dates of the Convention. 

Following the precedent of last year there are listed in Appendix A only 
the active committees of the Convention. Such committees as reported at 
Chicago will be found in the minutes or by consulting the “Annual” 
for 1926. 

A new feature this year is the omission of the mid-volume “Index to 
the Convention Section” and the appearance of a complete index at the 
end of the “Annual.” This change has been made in response to many 
requests and, it is believed, will amply justify itself. 

It is gratifying to have a share in the publication of the “ Annual” and 
thus place in the hands of delegates and others not only an accurate record 
of the significant sessions of the Convention held in Chicago, but also an 
invaluable reference book for all who would keep informed about the 
program and progress of Northern Baptists and their part in the King- 
dom of God. 

The Editor once more acknowledges with gratitude his indebtedness to 
all who have aided in producing this issue of the “ Annual.” Special men- 
tion should be made of his associates in the Recording Secretary’s Depart- 
ment—the Rev. R. A. Ashworth, the Rev. C. M. Gallup, and the Rey. F. C. 
Stifler; the Rev. W. C. Bitting, Corresponding Secretary of the Conven- 
tion, and the Rey. C. A. Walker, Statistical Secretary. It has been a 
privilege once more to labor with the Rev. D. G. Stevens, Book Editor of 
The American Baptist Publication Society, and his associates, Miss Lydia 
J. Dunning and Miss Dorothy R. Hormann, who with characteristic 
patience and painstaking, supervised the work in Philadelphia.

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DECLARATION 


The Northern Baptist Convention declares its belief in the independence 
of the local church, and in the purely advisory nature of all denomina- 
tional organizations composed of representatives of churches. It believes 
also that, in view of the growth of the Baptist denomination and its 
extension throughout our country, there is need for an organization to 
serve the common interests of the entire denomination as State and dis- 
trict organizations serve their respective constituencies. 


ACT OF INCORPORATION 
OF THE 


NORTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


Chapter 384 of the Laws of New York of 1910. 
Became a Law June 6, 1910. 


Secrion 1. All persons who are now or who hereafter may become 
members of the organization called the Northern Baptist Convention, 
formed in the city of Washington, in the District of Columbia, in the 
ear nineteen hundred and seven, are hereby constituted a body corporate 
with the name “Northern Baptist Convention,’ and under that name 
shall have perpetual succession and shall have the right to. purchase-or to 
acquire by gift, devise, bequest, or otherwise, and to sell, convey, or other- 
wise dispose of, any real or personal property. 

Src. 2. The object of the corporation shall be to give expression_to 
the opinions ofits constituency upon moral, religious, and denominational 


matters, and to premote_denominational unity and efficiency in efforts for 
: * ——, nee 
the evangelization of the world. 


Ec. 3. The corporation, at any time it shall determine so to do, may 
elect or appoint such officers and may adopt such by-laws or regulations 
in relation to its organization, to the management, disposition, and sale 
of its real or personal property, to the duties and powers of its officers, 
and to the management and conduct of its corporate business and affairs 
as it shall think proper, provided such by-laws or regulations are not 
inconsistent with the laws of the United States or this State. 

Src. 4. Meetings of the corporation may be held at such time or times 
and at such place or places in the United States as thé corporation may 
determine from time to time. 

‘Sec. 5. This act shall take effect immediately. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE 1 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The Convention shall be composed of accredited delegates 
as follows: 


(a) Any Baptist church in the United States may appoint one delegat 
and one additional delegate for every one hundred members, provided the 
church during the year immediately preceding the annual meeting of the 
Convention shall have cooperated in the financial support of the work of 
at least one of the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, or the work of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of 
the Northern Baptist Convention, or the work of the Board of Education 
of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Accredited officers and members of Boards of Managers of the 
organizations named in the preceding paragraph shall be delegates 
ex officio. 

(c) Officers and members of committees of the Convention during their 
terms of service shall be delegates ex officio. 


ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


Section 1. The officers shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a 
Second Vice-president, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, 
a Statistical Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Convention 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall exercise a general super- 
vision over the affairs of the Convention. 

Sec. 3. In the case of the absence of the President or his inability to 
serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president in attendance 
who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
of the Convention, shall send notices to the members of the Executive 
Committee of the times and places of its meetings, shall inform the 
chairman of each committee of the names of its members and of the pur- 
pose for which it was appointed, and shall perform such duties as the 
Executive Committee may direct. 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of the Convention in a book provided for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. The Statistical Secretary shall collect, tabulate, and prepare for 
publication in the Convention Annual all statistics relating to the work of 
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the Convention down to the first day of October preceding the publication 
of the Annual. 

Should the officers of any State Convention fail to furnish the statistics 
of its own territory to the Statistical Secretary, it will be the duty of the 
latter to collect such statistics from any available source. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer, under the instructions of the Executive Com- 
mittee, shall administer the financial affairs of the Convention except so 
far as they are connected with the raising of moneys for the prosecution 
of the work of the Convention, of its cooperating organizations, and of 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board; shall receive all moneys 
belonging to the Convention, keep an accurate account thereof and of the 
sources from which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them 
out on the direction of the Convention or of the Executive Committee, 
and at each annual meeting make a written financial report. 

Sec. 8. Each officer shall be elected by ballot and shall serve from 
the close of the meeting of the Convention at which he is elected to the 
close of the next annual meeting, and until his successor is elected. 

Sec. 9. Any member of a Baptist church in the United States is eligible 
to any office or to serve on any committee, except where otherwise 
provided. 

ARTICLE III 


MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Convention shall meet annually on the Wednesday be- 
fore the first Sunday in June, at such place as shall be fixed by the Con- 
vention. For a special reason the Executive Committee, on conference 
with the Boards of Managers of the cooperating organizations, may desig- 
nate some other place or some other time for the annual meeting. 

Sec. 2. Each delegate to an annual meeting shall pay a registration 
fee of two dollars and shall be entitled to receive a copy of the Annual. 


ARTICLE IV 


COM MITTEES 


Section 1. (a) There shall be an Executive Committee composed of 
the officers, of former presidents who have served as such within the 
last three years preceding the annual meeting, and of thirty others elected 
by ballot, of whom at least fifteen shall be laymen. Of the thirty elected, 
ten shall serve for three years, ten for two years, and ten for one year. 
And thereafter shall be elected annually ten to serve for three years. 
Vacancies caused by death, resignation, or refusal to act of any of the 
thirty may be filled by the remaining members of the committee. 

(b) No one, other than an officer and a former president who has 
served as such within the last three years preceding the annual meeting, 
shall be eligible to membership in the Executive Committee after service 
thereon for six consecutive years, until the expiration of one year after 
the termination of such service. 
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(c) It shall be the duty of this committee to make arrangements for the 
meetings of the Convention, and to care for its interests between the 
meetings. It shall have the control and disposition of the real and personal 
property of the Convention, and the sale, leasing, and mortgaging thereof. 
It shall have the right, upon the advice and consent of the Law Committee, 
to accept and to hold in the name of the Convention any real or personal 
estate conveyed to the Convention by gift, grant, bargain, sale, devise, 
bequest, or other alienation whatsoever, and to sell and to convey the 
same, and in the name of the Convention to enter into any Trust Agree- 
ment or any Annuity Agreement, which the law Committee may approve, 
Provided that no Annuity Agreement shall be based upon a higher annuity 
rate than the highest rate at that time allowed by any of the cooperat- 
ing organizations, and Provided that no real estate shall be held upon 
any trust which is to continue more than five years from the date thereof 
without the right to the Convention to sell the same and convert it into cash, 
and Provided that all investments, that may be made by it from time to 
time, shall be made in accordance with the laws of the State of New York 
regulating the investment of trust funds. It shall prepare for recommenda- 
tion to the Convention a budget of its receipts and expenditures, and present 
the same to the Board of Missionary Cooperation one month before the 
annual meeting of the Board. It shall appoint annually one of its members, 
whose term does not expire the current year, to act as an additional member 
of the Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. It shall present 
at each annual meeting of the Convention the names of persons to be 
appointed by the Convention to fill such vacancies in the Board of Managers 
of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist 
Convention and in the Board of Managers of the Board of Education of 
the Northern Baptist Convention as shall exist at the annual meetings of 
said Boards. 

(d) No appeals for money shall be made and no collections shall be 
taken at the meetings of the Convention which have not been approved 
by the Executive Committee. 

(e) A resolution offered upon the floor of the Convention making an 
appropriation of funds shall be referred, without debate, to the Executive 
Committee for consideration. 

(f) If a special committee be created by a resolution to consider any 
matter, when an appropriate committee exists, the Executive Committee 
may refer that matter to the existing committee. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of nine persons. 
It shall be the duty of this committee to provide for the examination and 
auditing of the accounts of the Convention, of its Committees and agents, 
of the Board of Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, of the 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, of The Baptist, and of the cooperating organizations, and to pre- 
pare and present to the Convention, at its annual meeting, a proposed com- 
bined budget of the Convention and its cooperating organizations for the 
ensuing fiscal year. Between meetings of the Convention no adjustments 
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of the budget shall be made without the approval of the Finance Committee. 
In case of any emergency arising between meetings of the Convention the 
Finance Committee may approve the incurring of indebtedness by a 
cooperating organization. Should such approval be given, the Finance 
Committee shall report its action with the reasons therefor to the Con- 
vention at its next annual meeting. 


Sec. 3. There shall be a Law Committee consisting of six persons. It 
shall be the duty of this committee to consider and report upon all 
matters referred to it by the Convention, its officers, or the Executive 
Committee. 


Sec. 4. There shall be a Committee on City Missions consisting of fifteen 
persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study questions related 
to cooperation between city mission organizations and State Conventions, 
and the cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist Convention, 
and also all other general questions related to city mission work through- 
out the country. . 

Sec. 5, There shall be a Committee on Social Service consisting of 
twelve persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to study social 
conditions and needs, to ascertain the activities of Baptist churches in the 
field of social service, to organize and enlist Baptists in practical and 
definite lines of community service in city and country, to cooperate with 
similar agencies of other religious bodies, and from time to time to report 
its findings and recommendations through the religious press. 

Src. 6. There shall be a Committee on Denominational _Day consisting 
of nine persons. It shall be the duty of this committee to acquaint the 
denomination with the facts of its history, its distinctive principles, and its 
missionary and educational enterprises, and to provide for and to promote 
the observance of Denominational Day. 

Sec. 7. There shall be a Committee on the Coordination of Baptist 
Bodies Using Foreign Languages consisting of twenty-five persons, to be 
appointed by the Executive Committee. Each foreign-speaking national 
body shall have the privilege of nominating one member of this committee. 
It shall be the duty of the committee to study and report on the best 
methods for coordinating Baptist bodies using foreign languages with one 
another and also with other Baptist bodies; to cultivate a closer fellowship 
between such bodies and the Convention, by distributing such information 
as will further these aims, and by arranging for an interchange of frater- 
nal delegates, and in such other ways as may be deemed advisable; and 
also to report such facts and statistics related to the work of the com- 
mittee as to it may seem proper. 

Sec. 8. There shall be a Committee on Enrolment consisting of five 
persons, which shall be appointed at the first session of each annual 
meeting. To this committee shall be presented the credentials of dele- 
gates to the Convention, and the committee shall prepare from these 
credentials and shall report to the Convention a roll of delegates. 

Sec. 9. There shall be a Committee on Order of Business, which shall 
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report each day to the Convention a proposed order of business for the 
next day. 

Sec. 10. There shall be a Committee on Nominations for Officers and for 
vacancies in the Executive Committee. No one shall be a member of the 
committee who is a salaried executive officer or an employee of the Con- 
vention, or of a cooperating or of an affiliating organization, or of a 
Standard City Mission Society, other than a pastor, or who is a member of 
the Board of Managers of a cooperating organization, or a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Convention, unless under the authority of a 
by-law he shall be appointed a member of the Committee on Nominations 
without the right to vote. 

Sec. 11. There shall be a Committee on Resolutions which shall consider 
and report upon all resolutions referred to it by the Convention, and may 
originate and report others. A motion to refer to this committee shall 
not be debatable. The final report of the committee shall be presented in 
printed form not later than at the morning session of the day prior to the 
last day on which the Convention meets. After the final report shall have 
been presented, no proposed resolution referring to a subject not included 
in the report shall be referred to the committee, but, without debate, shall 
be sent to the Executive Committee for submission to the Committee on 
Resolutions at the next annual meeting of the Convention. This by-law 
may be suspended by a three-fourths vote. 

Sec. 12. There shall be a Committee on Selection of a Place for the 
Next Annual Meeting, which shall report before the adjournment of the 
last session of the Convention at which the committee is appointed. 

Sec. 13. Of the members first appointed on the Finance Committee, 
the Law Committee, the Committees on City Missions, on Social Service, 
on Denominational Day, and on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using 
Foreign Languages, one-third shall serve for three years, one-third for two 
years, and one-third for one year, and thereafter there shall be appointed 
annually one-third of the number of members to serve for three years. 
The members of these committees shall be appointed by the President 
on the nomination of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 14. The Executive Committee, the Finance Committee, the Com- 
mittees on City Missions, on Social Service, on Denominational Day, and 
on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages shall 
report in writing at each annual meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 15. The Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on 
Selection of a Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions 
shall be composed of one of the delegates from each State to be nom- 
inated by such delegates and elected by the Convention at the second 
session of each annual meeting. A vacancy in any one of these com- 
mittees shall be filled by the delegates from the unrepresented State. 

Sec. 16. The President shall appoint all committees, and shall fill any 
vacancy in any committee, except when otherwise provided. 

Sec. 17. The word “State” means any State, Territory, district, or 
dependency of the United States. 
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ARTICLE V 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATIONS 


SECTION 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention by 
a two-thirds vote, any general denominational missionary, educational, or 
philanthropic organization, whose constituency resides in the States repre- 
sented in the Convention, may become a cooperating organization. 

Sec. 2. A cooperating organization must agree: 

(a) To insert in its by-laws a provision that all accredited delegates to 
the Northern Baptist Convention shall be members of the organizaticn 
during the period of their appointment; 

(b) To regulate its expenditures in accordance with a budget to be 
annually approved by the Finance Committee of the Convention; 

(c) To solicit funds only on the approval of the Convention, or of its 
Finance Committee given between the annual meetings of the Convention; 

(d) To incur no indebtedness without the previous approval of the 
Convention, or of its Finance Committee; 

(e) To submit its books and accounts to the inspection of the Finance 
Committee of the Convention; to prepare its budgets and to make its 
financial reports in such form as the Board of Missionary Cooperation 
shall request. 

Sec. 3. The Convention, through its Executive Committee and Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, will aid in raising funds needed to carry on the 
work of each cooperating organization. 

Sec. 4. Cooperation between the Convention and a cooperating organiza- 
tion shall be terminated on the expiration of a year after written notice 
of a desire to terminate cooperation shall have been given by one to 
the other. 

ARTICLE VI 


BOARDS 


Section 1. (a) There shall be a Board of Missionary Cooperation 


whose duty shall be, always subject to such regulations as the Convention 
may from time to time adopt, to assemble and transmit to the Finance 
Committee of the Convention, by the first day of January in each year, 
the proposed budgets of the Convention, of its cooperating organizations, 
of the affiliating organizations and such Standard City Mission Societies 
as are in Class A, as that class is defined by the By-laws of the Convention, 
and such other organizations as may participate in the combined budget, and 
to make advisory recommendations respecting such budgets; to request the 
Secretaries of the State Conventions to apportion the amount of the unified 
budget, as approved by the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, among the States, and when this apportionment is approved 
by the Board of Missionary Cooperation, the allotments thus made shall 
be the allotments to the States; to hire and lease in the name of the Con- 
vention such property, both real and personal, as may be necessary for 
the purposes of the Board; from time to time to borrow money in the 
name of the Convention and to pledge the credit of the Convention therefor, 
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and for that purpose to execute, deliver, and renew promissory notes and 
other obligations of the Convention; to disseminate among the constituency 
of the Convention information concerning the work of the Convention, 
and its cooperating and affiliating organizations, and of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board and of the Board of Education; to 
aid in developing a spirit of beneficence among the constituency; to 
devise and promote ways and means for raising the money necessary for 
the prosecution of the work of all the organizations last mentioned; to 
coordinate such of their activities as have to do with the stimulating of 
the interest of the churches in the denominational program and with the 
raising of funds for its support; to receive all moneys raised for the 
prosecution of such work; to attend to the distribution of such money or 
property as may come into its hands, and in conformity with any condition 
imposed by a donor and accepted by the organization for which the money 
or property may be received; in the prosecution .of these ends to work in 
close conference and cooperation with these organizations, and with the 
organizations afhliating with the Convention, to seek the cooperation 
of all these bodies and to avail itself of the services of the officers of 
the cooperating organizations in presenting their work to the denomi- 
nation. It shall make a full written report to the Convention at each 
of its meetings. 

The Board shall consist of (1) three members of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Convention, to be elected by the Committee; (2) three mem- 
bers of each cooperating organization, each Board of Managers to elect its 
own representatives; (3) three members from the Ministers and Mission- 
aries Benefit Board, to be elected by its Managers; (4) three members 
from the Board of Education, to be elected by its Managers; (5) one 
member from each affiliating organization, to be elected by the latter; 
(6) one member from each Standard City Mission Society in Class A, to 
be elected by the Society; (7) and nine members at large from the Con- 
vention, all of whom shall be women, to be elected by the Northern Baptist 
Convention upon nomination of the Committee on Nominations, 

If, at the time of his election, either the Executive Secretary or the 
Treasurer of the Board be not a member of the Board, he shall become 
such by virtue of his election. 

(b) A Standard City Mission Society in Class A, referred to in the 
preceding subdivision (6), is an incorporated Society located in a city 
having a population of 500,000 or more, or having at least 10,000 members 
of Baptist churches, and which expends annually not less than $10,000. 
Such a Society must agree annually to submit its budget to the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, must report annually its receipts and expenditures 
to the Convention of the State with which the Society is affiliated, and 
must maintain an office with an executive officer. 

(c) The members named in the preceding subdivisions (5) and (6) 
shall be elected annually, and each shall serve until his successor is elected. 

(d) As soon as practicable after the adoption of this by-law one-third 
of the members named in the preceding subdivisions (1), (2), (3}, (4), 
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and (7) shall be elected for one year, one-third for two years, and one- 
third for three years, and their successors shall be elected for three years 
or to fill vacancies for the unexpired terms, and each shall serve until his 
successor is elected. 

(e) There shall be a Central Accounting Department of the Board. 
In connection with this Accounting Department and to cooperate with it 
there shall be: 

1. A Treasurer of the Board who shall be an unsalaried officer. 

2. An accountant who shall be in charge of the books, reports, and 
accounts, and who shall have such assistants as from time to time shall 
be provided by the Administrative Committee. 

3. A committee composed of the Executive Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Board and of the treasurers of the cooperating organizations, of 
the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board, and of the Board of Educa- 
tion, with the right to each Board to appoint from time to time an alter- 
nate. It shall be the duty of this committee to supervise and direct the 
work of the Accounting Department and to report in writing from time to 
time to the Administrative Committee. 

(£) All funds for designated organizations shall be sent, each calendar 
month, as collected by the State Collecting Agencies to the Treasurer 
of the Board, except in those cases where donors request that their 
contributions be sent direct to the organizations designated. All undesig- 
nated funds, so collected, shall be distributed as follows: 

1. Each State Collecting Agency shall retain the proper proportion for 
its State; 

2. The remainder shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Board 
for division among the other organizations participating in the unified 
budget according to the allotments thereof. 

(g) The expenses of the Board of Missionary Cooperation shall be 
met out of the unified budget, and to this end the Treasurer of the Board 
shall be authorized to withhold from distributable receipts month by month 
a proportionate amount of its approved budget before making distribution 
to the participating organizations. 

Sec. 2. A vacancy in the Board of Missionary Cooperation caused by 
the death, resignation, or refusal to act of an elected member except 
a member at large, shall be filled at its next meeting by the body electing 
such member; but a vacancy caused by the death, resignation, or refusal 
to act of any member at large may be filled by the Board itself, the 
person so elected to hold office until the close of the next meeting of 
the Convention. 

Sec. 3. On the adoption of this by-law the Executive Committee shall 
appoint as members of the Board of Missionary Cooperation: 

(a) The representative of each affiliating organization. 

For such appointment its chief executive board may present nomina- 
tions, but if any such executive board shall fail so to do the delegation 
from the unrepresented State Convention may present such nominations 
to the Executive Committee. 
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(b) The representative of each Standard City Mission Society in said 
Class A. 

(c) On the adoption of this by-law the Executive Committee shall 
appoint nine women as Members-at-Large of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation under group (7) of Subdivisions (a) and (d) of Section 1 
of Article VI. 

Each person thus appointed by the Executive Committee shall hold 
office until his successor is elected by the organization which he repre- 
sents; which election shall take place at the first regular meeting of 
such organization after the adoption of this by-law. All such elections 
shall be reported to the Corresponding Secretary of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The representatives of the affiliating organizations and of the 
City Mission Societies in the first of their respective groups shall serve 
for three years; those in the second group, shall serve for two years; 
those in the third group shall serve for one year from their election 
by the organizations which they represent; and those thereafter elected 
as successors to those whose terms of office expire shall serve for three 
years. 

Sec. 5. The chief executive officer of the Board of Missionary Co- 
operation shall be designated as its Executive Secretary, and shall be 
elected by the Board. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall appoint an. Administrative Committee, a Bus- 
iness Committee, and a Council, and such other committees as the Board 
may from time to time deem necessary. 

Sec. 7. The Administrative Committee shall consist of nineteen members 
of the Board of Missionary Cooperation, as follows: The Chairman 
of the Board, the Treasurer of the Board, one representative, not a 
salaried officer, of each of the cooperating organizations, of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, and of the Board of Education, two 
representatives of the State Conventions, and one representative of the 
Standard City Mission Societies in Class A, each of said representatives to 
be nominated by the body or bodies to be represented, and one representa- 
tive of Schools and Colleges, who with six additional members shall be 
appointed by the Board. Of the six additional members, two must be 
women, two must be laymen, and two must be pastors. ‘The members of 
the Administrative Committee shall be appointed at the first meeting of the 
Board to serve to the close of the next annual meeting, and thereafter the 
committee shall be appointed annually to serve to the close of the next 
annual meeting. 

Sec. 8. The Business Committee shall be composed of such members 
of the Administrative Committee as it may designate, and of the treasurers 
of the cooperating organizations and of the Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board and of the Board of Education, with the right to each 
Board to appoint from time to time an alternate for its treasurer. 

Sec. 9. The Council shall be composed of the Executive Secretary of the 
Board, who shall be the chairman of the Council, and of an administrative 
officer of each cooperating organization, of the Ministers and Missionaries 
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Benefit Board and of the Board of Education, of one secretary of the 
affiliating organizations, and one secretary of the City Mission Societies 
in Class A, each such administrative officer or secretary to be appointed 
by the organization or organizations which he represents. 

It shall hold regular meetings, and for its advice questions may be 
submitted to it by the Executive Secretary and the Administrative Com- 
mittee. It may also initiate policies and, after review by the Executive 
Secretary, present them to the Administrative Committee whether approved 
by the Executive Secretary or not. 

It shall prepare the budget of the Board for submission to the Adminis- 
trative Committee. 


Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Board of Missionary Cooperation: 

(a) To recommend a combined budget for the Convention and its 
cooperating organizations for the next ensuing fiscal year, and also the 
amount to be apportioned to each of the affiliating organizations, and to 
communicate to the Apportionment Committee of each such organization 
the amount apportioned to it. : 

(b) Not less than three months before the annual meeting of the Board, 
through the Executive Secretary, to request from each affiliating organiza- 
tion and each Standard City Mission Society in said “ Class A,” a report of 
its proceedings, its proposed budget for the next ensuing fiscal year, and 
other information respecting its plans. Each affiliating organization shall 
be requested also to make recommendations respecting moneys proposed or 
necessary to be raised by or for the denominational educational institu- 
tions in the State, and concerning any other contemplated financial 
campaign. “~The Board may express its judgment upon and may make 
recommendations respecting these budgets and campaigns. 

(c) To report its proceedings to the Executive Committee, to the Board 
of Managers of each of the cooperating organizations, to the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, to the Board of Education, to each 
affiliating organization, to the State Boards of Finance and Promotion, 
and to the Standard City Mission Societies. It shall also make a full 
report to the Convention at its next annual meeting. 


Sec. 11. Always subject to such regulations as the Convention may 
from time to time adopt, the Board may adopt by-laws for its government 
which are not inconsistent with the Act of Incorporation or the By-laws 
of the Convention, and also may elect its own Treasurer and other officers 
and define the duties of such other officers. 


Sec. 12. The Treasurer of the Board, under its instructions, shall re- 
ceive all moneys raised for the prosecution of the work of the Northern 
Baptist Convention, of its cooperating organizations, of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Benefit Board, and of the Board of Education, by means 
of such collecting agencies as may be appointed by these bodies in 
cooperation with the Board of Missionary Cooperation. He shall keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received by him and of the sources from 
which they were derived, and shall deposit and pay them out on the 
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direction of the Board or of the Administrative Committee, and when- 
ever required by them shall make a written financial report. 

Sec. 13. The Administrative Committee of the Board shall appoint 
annually a member of the Board to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. 


ARTICLE VII 
AFFILIATING ORGANIZATIONS 


Section 1. On its application and the approval of the Convention any 
Baptist State Convention in any State represented in the Convention may 
become an affiliating organization. 

Sec. 2. An affiliating organization should agree: 

(a) To adopt the following statement of its objects: 

‘To, promote\in the StateOfs...0. sess the preaching of the gospel, 
ministerial and general education, the establishment, maintenance, and 
assistance of Baptist churches and Bible schools, and the care of worthy 
pastors, their wives or widows, and their dependent children. 

To give expression to the opinions of its constituency upon moral, 
religious, and denominational matters, to promote denominational unity 
and efficiency in efforts for the evangelization of the world, to support 
earnestly the work of cooperating organizations of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and by affiliation with that Convention to promote its plans 
and work, 

(b) To provide for the promotion of these objects by thorough and 
efficient organization. 

(c) To appoint an Apportionment Committee whose duty it shall be to 
receive from the Apportionment Committee of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention the statement of the 
amount apportioned by the latter to the territory of the State Conven- 
tion, to add to that amount the sum adopted by the State Convention for 
all other objects, and to apportion the aggregate amount equitably among 
the churches of the territory of the State Convention and to notify each 
church of the amount apportioned to it. The Secretary of each State Con- 
vention shall be an advisory member of the Apportionment Committee for 
the territory of each State Convention. 

(d) To become the agent of the Northern Baptist Convention in dis- 
seminating within the territory of the State Convention information con- 
cerning the work of the Northern Baptist Convention and its cooperating 
organizations and in raising money for said Convention and cooperating 
organizations; working in these matters under the geneéral direction of the 
Administrative Committee of the Board of Missionary Cooperation of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. y 

(e) To present each year to the Board of Missionary Cooperation of the 
Northern Baptist Convention its proposed budget of receipts and expendi- 
tures for the next ensuing fiscal year for the consideration and counsel 
of such Board, 
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ARTICLE VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 


Section 1. On all ballots for officers and for members of the Executive 
Committee there shall be reserved a space after the name of the nominee 
for each office, and after the names of the nominees for the Executive 
Committee, in which spaces may be inserted the name or names of any 
other person or persons to be voted for, as the case may be. 


Sec. 2. (a) When any motion is pending before the Convention, its 
consideration may be temporarily suspended by a motion that a vote 
on the subject shall be taken by the delegations from the States, and 
such a motion shall be deemed carried when supported by one-fifth 
of the delegates voting; and upon the report of the result by States a 
motion to concur shall be in order; and in case it shall be decided in 
the affirmative, the matter shall be deemed settled; but if the Convention 
votes not to concur, the matter shall be dismissed from further considera- 
tion at that meeting of the Convention. 

(b) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to as many votes 
as it has State Conventions and an additional vote for every ten thousand 
members of Baptist churches within each State Convention in affiliation 
with the Northern Baptist Convention. 

If in any State there be no State Convention in affiliation with the 
Northern Baptist Convention, but there be in such State twenty-five 
Baptist churches which contribute money for said Convention and its 
cooperating organizations, said State shall be entitled to one vote and 
an additional vote for every ten thousand members of such contributing 
churches. 

(c) The vote of each delegation from a State shall be determined by 
the majority of its delegates voting. 

(d) A motion to vote by States shal] be in order at any time while 
a motion is pending, shall not be debatable, and shall not close debate 
on the original motion. 

(e) For use at each annual meeting the Statistical Secretary shall 
prepare a statement of the number of votes to which each State shall be 
entitled according to the best denominational statistics available. The 
statement thus prepared, when approved by the Executive Committee, shall 
be authoritative. 


ARTICLE Ix 


AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended at any annual meeting of the Con- 
vention, either on the recommendation of the Executive Committee, given 
at a previous session of the Convention at which such amendment is sub- 
mitted, or after written notice of the proposed amendment, given at a 
previous annual meeting and signed by at least twenty-five delegates, 
representing not less than five States.

Resolved, That, when the time for electing committees at the first 
afternoon session is reached, a recess of thirty minutes shall be taken 
to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Convention to 
meet, organize, and nominate to the Convention the committeemen on the 
Committees on Order of Business, on Nominations, on Selection of a 
Place for the Next Annual Meeting, and on Resolutions. The mem- 
bers of the Committee on Nominations shall be nominated by ballot. 

That, at the close of the recess, the Recording Secretary of the Con- 
vention shall call the roll of States; that the chairman of each delegation, 
from his place on the floor, shall announce the names of the committeemen 
nominated to the Convention (a list of names having previously been sent 
to the Secretary’s table) ; and that then the Convention shall proceed to 
the election of the committees thus nominated. 

Immediately after the election, it shall be the duty of the President 
to announce the rooms in which the several committees so elected shall 
meet on adjournment of the session. The convener of each committee 
shall be the committeeman from the State or territory in which the 
Convention is meeting, or, in his absence, the committeeman from the 
State or territory in which the Convention met the previous year.

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(1) That the debate now close, that the Convention recess for fifteen 
minutes to allow the delegates from the territory of each State Conven- 
tion to meet in their designated places on the floor of the Convention to 
take the vote, and that at the close of the recess the vote be reported to 
the Secretary, recorded, and announced, or, 


(2) That the vote by States be reported, recorded, and announced at a 
certain hour at some future session of the Convention, that the delegates 
from the territory of each State Convention meet at the close of this 
session of the Convention, in their designated places on the floor, and 
either then and there take their vote, or provide for further discussion 
within the delegations at their convenience at some other time and place. 


In case the second of these motions should prevail, debate on the main 
question may continue at the pleasure of the Convention, but a motion to 
close the debate shall be in order at any time.

STANDARD City Mission Socteties 


At a meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention held in 1924 the 
standing resolution defining a Standard City Mission Society was 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“Tn addition to City Mission Societies of Class A as they are defined 
by subdivision (b) of Section 1 of Article VI of the By-laws, there shall 
be two other classes designated as Class B and Class C.” 

A Society of Class B is an incorporated Society located in a city having 
a population of from 100,000 to 500,000 and which expends annually not 
less than $5,000. 

Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the State Convention 
with which the Society is affiliated and must maintain an office with an 
executive officer, whose election shall be subject to the approval of the 
Executive Board of said State Convention and of the Board of Managers 
of The American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

A Society of Class C is a Society located in a city having a population 
of less than 100,000 and in which there are at least three Baptist churches. 

Such a Society must annually submit its budget to the State Convention 
with which the Society is affiliated and must be a constituted agent of 
said State Convention. 
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On the application of a City Mission Society and the approval of the 
Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention such Society may 
be recognized as a Standard City Mission Society in one of the three 
classes before mentioned. 


CLASSIFICATION OF STANDARD City Mission Socrerirs oF CLAss A AND 
or AFFILIATING ORGANIZATIONS 


That the Standard City Mission Societies of Class A be divided into the 
following groups: 

Group 1: Boston, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Chicago, Cleveland. 

Group 2: Detroit, Kansas City, Los Angeles, New York, Philadelphia. 

Group 3: Pittsburgh, Rochester, San Francisco, St. Louis. 


That the affiliating organizations be divided into the following groups: 


Group 1: Arizona, California North, California South, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, District of Columbia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas. 


Group 2: Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Montana, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma. 


Group 3: Oregon, Pennsylvania, Porto Rico, Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Utah, Vermont, Washington East, Washington West, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, Wyoming.

Il. MATTERS REFERRED TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


(References are to Annual for 1926.) 


The following matters were referred to the Executive Committee by the 
Washington Convention: 


SECTION 6 


1. Appointment of Messengers to the World Conference on Faith and 
Order, to be held at Lausanne, Switzerland, in August, 1927. (Page 162, 
IV, 2.) Since the resolution adopted last year provided that those who 
attended this Conference should do so at their own expense, the Executive 
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Committee was limited. After the appointment of several brethren who 
consented to go under the conditions named in the resolution, the Executive 
Committee voted to authorize the President of the Convention to “appoint 
as messengers to the World Conference on Faith and Order to be held at 
Lausanne, Switzerland, in August, 1927, all Baptists who would attend at 
their own expense.” This action was taken for three reasons: (1) That 
it was manifestly improper to ask anybody to go at his own expense; (2) 
the Convention itself had made no deliverance upon matters of “ Faith 
and Order,” and those who went could not express a denominational 
opinion, but only personal convictions; (3) Baptists have not been con- 
cerned, like bodies of Christians organized around confessional standards, 
to adopt any statement of faith, nor do they concern themselves with 
orders in the ministry, and hence nothing could be said about the pur- 
poses of the coming Conference that would represent the Baptist denomi- 
nation. The Secretariat of the coming Conference was fraternally in- 
formed of the situation, and of the action by the Executive Committee. 
Any thought of discourtesy was disavowed and expressions of interest in 
Christian unity were affirmed. 


2. Advisability of the establishment by the Northern Baptist Convention 
of a Board of Homes and Hospitals. (Page 166, Item 192.) The resolu- 
tion concerning the advisability of establishing this Board was referred 
to a subcommittee of the Executive Committee which has the matter under 
consideration. Considerable investigation is necessary, and we hope soon 
to report upon the main matter. 


II. RECOMMENDATION CONCERNING COMMITTEE ON 
YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK 


Section 7 


The Exccutive Committee recommends “ That the Committee of Fifteen 
on Young People’s Work be replaced by a Committee of Five on Co- 
ordination of Young People’s Work, the Committee to be composed as 
follows: one member representing the Board of Education, one member 
the Publication Society, and one member the Baptist Young People’s 
Union of America, and two members at large; and that $500 be appropriated 
for the expenses of the Committee.” 


The Committee as it exists at present consists of fifteen persons, whose 
places of abode are scattered all over the territory of the Convention. 
Hence the expense of mectings is considerable; furthermore, the three 
organizations mentioned in the recommendation are all engaged in some 
phase of work for young people. It was deemed wise to coordinate the 
work of these three organizations, rather than to establish a fourth agency. 

The Committee on Young People’s Work now existing is not a Stand- 
ing Committee of the Convention, but was appointed under a resolution at 
the meeting of the Convention at Milwaukee. (See Annual for 1924, page 
292, item 323.)

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Sixteenth Annual Report of the Baptist Board of Education 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Board of Education herewith submits its sixteenth annual report, 
the seventh since its incorporation with the American Baptist Education 
Society. 


CHANGES IN PERSONNEL 


There have been but two changes in the membership of the Board of 
Managers during the past year. On January 22, 1927, after a prolonged 
illness, Rev. George Edwin Horr, D. D., LL. D., President-emeritus of the 
Newton Theological Institution, entered into rest. Doctor Horr will long 
be remembered as one of the outstanding leaders in Christian Education 
among American Baptists... The interest of Doctor Horr in education was 
not limited to the field of theology, nor to the development of the institu- 
tion over which he presided. He was among that little group of courageous 
souls, deeply concerned for the educational situation among Baptists, who 
brought about the reorganization of the Board of Education of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in 1912. From that day until the day of his 
death there were few interests to which he gave himself with more concern 
than the efforts under the direction of the Board of Education, of which 
he was vice-chairman, to bring in a new day among Baptists, In the 
fifteen years that followed its organization until the day of his death he 
missed scarcely a single meeting. There was no phase of our educational 
problems that failed to receive his interested attention; whether it was 
the saving of a small academy, the development of a weak college, the 
establishment of a new seminary, the care of Baptist students, the mis- 
sionary development of our churches; whether it was a problem of policy, 
or program of finance, his interest was always keen, his insight clear and 
penetrating, and his wisdom unfaltering. Whenever he spoke, the mem- 
bers of the Board listened with the keenest interest, for they knew that 
his contribution would go a long way toward the solution of the problem 
which they had under consideration. He will long be remembered by his 
fellow members as belonging to a trio of great men who had an unusual 
insight into the many-sided phases of education and who made a marked 
contribution to the development of a new educational situation among 
Baptists—President Ernest D. Burton, Professor Albion W. Small, Presi- 
dent George E. Horr—all of whom finished their courses within twenty 
months. 

The position on the Board so long held by Doctor Horr has been filled 
by the election of Dr. A. R. Mann, Dean of the College of Agriculture, 
Cornell University. The standing of Doctor Mann in the educational 
world gives assurance of the wisdom of his election. 

In the fall of 1926, Dr. R. A. Pearson, President of the Iowa State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanical Arts, became President of the Uni- 
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versity of Maryland, and as he removed from our territory, he resigned 
from the Board. His position has not yet been filled. 

In the presidencies of our schools there have been several changes during 
the year. Dr. E. Carl Herrick, for twelve years pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Fall River, Mass., has succeeded Doctor Horr as president of 
the Newton Theological Institution. Dr. Peter Stiansen has become Dean 
of the Norwegian Baptist Divinity School in Chicago. Dr. A. A. Shaw, 
pastor of the Emmanuel Baptist Church of Brooklyn, N. Y., has been 
elected president of Denison University, and will assume his duties during 
the summer. President J. W. Million resigned the presidency of Des 
Moines University in August. His successor has not been elected, nor has 
a successor to President C. E. Goodell of Franklin been secured. Rev. J. 
A. Cooper has succeeded Dr. Fred G. Boughton as president of Sioux 
Falls College. Dr. Elkanah Hulley has resigned after a long period of 
service as president of Broaddus College, and will be succeeded this sum- 
mer by Dr. W. W. Trent. Mr. R. M. Hayes has succeeded Mr. E. C. 
Fuller as principal of Ricker Classical Institute in Maine. 


CHANGES IN SCHOOLS 


We regret to record the loss of one school from our lists, Hardin Col- 
lege at Mexico, Mo., which has long been on our list of junior colleges. 
It was the first of the many junior colleges of Missouri to be accredited 
by the State university. During the year the Board of Trustees trans- 
ferred the ownership of the school to the Missouri Baptist Association. 
As this State Convention is affiliated only with the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, we were reluctantly compelled to discontinue it as one of our 
institutions. We regret to lose the school, but we have only the best 
wishes for its continued success and prosperity. 


PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE 


The advancing costs of education make increasing demands upon the 
resources of all our schools and colleges, and the institutions, in order 
to meet the demands of increasing student bodies, must always be in search 
of new friends and new funds. This year has been no exception. We have 
no complete list of the campaigns in progress, and can note only part 
of them. 

The Swedish Baptists have been endeavoring to raise their Diamond 
Jubilee Fund of $300,000 for the endowment of their academy and seminary, 
and their missionary work. Heroic efforts pressed throughout the year 
are bringing good returns. 

The Newton Theological Institution, under the leadership of its new 
president, has just inaugurated a campaign for a million dollars for increase 
of the endowment funds. The Northern Seminary is carrying on a quiet 
effort for a similar purpose. 

Ottawa University has recently conducted a campaign for $600,000, and 
Linfield College for $250,000. Colby College is seeking funds for a new 
gymnasium and a new building for women. Kalamazoo is pressing its 


. 
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campaign for new buildings and endowment. Shurtleff is seeking $250,000 
from friends in its vicinity, for a new administration building, and Keuka 
is asking its friends for a million dollars for endowment. Bates is 
rejoicing in a new gymnasium and field house, Hillsdale in a new dormitory 
and gymnasium, and Kalamazoo has the promise of a new science building 
in the fall. 

~In the junior college field Broaddus and Alderson have raised $200,000 
to remove indebtedness and provide for the future. The splendid develop- 
ments at Stephens and Frances Shimer have warranted each of them in 
appealing for new funds. They are well warranted in their appeals, for 
each of them has made its work self-sustaining and is giving an unusual 
example of successful college financing. 

The academies are also asking for funds. Hebron suffered in the early 
spring a most disastrous fire, and lost its beautiful main building. It must 
have funds for a new building at once. Cook is campaigning for $250,000, 
and Coburn for $500,000. The academies have reestablished themselves in 
recent years and have demonstrated that in our complex educational situ- 
ation there is a distinct place for the Christian secondary school. They have 
an important contribution to make. 

A piece of great good news has just come. The Berkeley Baptist Divinity 
School has just received from a generous-hearted friend a gift which will 
mean to the seminary an addition of over one million dollars to its funds. 
Without searching the records for definite data, we venture the assertion 
that this is the largest single gift that has ever been made to any Baptist 
theological seminary. We extend most hearty congratulations to Doctor 
Hill and his fellow workers. Doctor Hill has given a large part of his 
life to building this institution. He began with nothing. The development 
has been slow but sure. It is now assured that he will himself see the 
consummation of his fondest dreams. This means the certainty that we 
are to have on the Pacific Coast, where our Baptist hosts are developing 
rapidly, an institution that will be a worthy companion to our longer estab- 
lished schools on the Eastern Coast. May other Baptists of large means 
take knowledge of this generous friend and “go and do likewise.” Our 
other seminaries need similar friends. 


Our Ai to ScHOOLS 


For the last three years the Board of Education has been aiding a 
limited number of our schools on their current expenses. Without this 
assistance some of them would have been in serious situations. We are 
sure, however, that this is not the most effective way of helping our 
schools to attain permanency. Last year, at our request, the Convention 
granted us permission to make our grants for endowment and equipment 
instead of for current expenses when in our judgment this should seem 
wise. This new method we shall inaugurate this coming year, and so 
far as possible our grants will be made for the permanent development of 
the schools, but it is quite apparent that for the present we must-continue 
to aid some schools on their current expenses, or they will not be able 
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to goon. The embarrassing fact is that, like the other societies and boards, 
we do not have funds enough to meet the needs even in a limited way. Dur- 
ing the final year of the New World Movement, 1923-1924, the schools 
received from the denomination something over two million dollars, but 
this year we distributed to them only $240,000. The requests which the 
schools have presented to us for next year amount to more than $575,000, 
but if the full budget is raised we should have only $400,000 to meet these 
needs. It requires the greatest wisdom to know how to distribute these 
funds most wisely in order to meet the most pressing needs. There is 
no phase of its work to which the Board of Managers gives more careful 
consideration. We hope that before long the denomination will provide 
more generously for its cooperative work, and when that day comes we 
trust that we can meet the needs of our schools more adequately. 


Tue Size or Oun ENTERPRISE 


We doubt very much whether many of our people appreciate the size of 
our educational enterprise. Because the Board of Education is the youngest 
of all the national societies and boards, and its allotment in the budget the 
smallest of them all, it is easy to deduce the conclusion that it represents 
a small enterprise. But a little study would reveal the fact that education 
is our largest Baptist enterprise. We have sixty-one schools and colleges 
with an investment of over $138,000,000. The operating income of these 
institutions is over $13,000,000 a year, which is a sum twice the annual 
expenditure for all our mission work at home and abroad. Few people . 
realize the significance of these facts or have an adequate appreciation of 
the wide scope of our educational operations. Instead of being our smallest 
work, it is our largest. We have Baptist schools in every State east of 
the Missouri River, except Delaware. In the Western States where State 
education is more largely developed, we have few schools, and perhaps 
we shall not found any more. But taken the country over, our educational 
program is a most worthy undertaking. 

Because the receipts of these schools are so large some one may jump 
to the conclusion that our schools are wealthy and have all the money 
they need. A study of the budget of any one of them would quickly con- 
vince him to the contrary. No enterprise in America, except the auto- 
mobile industry, has grown in such a phenomenal way since the close 
of the war. In 1917 the_total attendance at all our Baptist schools was 

LlQtal atte! 
22,417. Last year it was 30,800, an increase of almost fifty per cent. in nine 
years. Above a certain number every added student is a liability. No 
student ever pays more than two-thirds of the cost of his education; 
most of them pay less than a half, and many of them not more than a 
third. A proposition that every student should pay the full cost of 
his education would cause consternation among parents and prospective 
students. Every additional student, therefore, adds to the burden of the 
school, and to meet the demands that are pressing so hard upon them, 
the schools simply must have more money, and to whom should they look 
so naturally as to the churches that founded them? Hence their ever 
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recurring appeals to the denomination. What more important investment 
can any generation make than in the preparation of the succeeding genera- 
tion to take up the tasks which it will soon lay down? It is our glorious 
privilege to “hand on the torch.” 


Tue CHrRIstTIAN ELEMENT IN EDUCATION 


Every believer in Christian education surely has reason for gratitude, 
for the growing interest of educators in the building of character in their 
students. It is not so long ago that great numbers of them spurned interest 
in the subject entirely, declaring that the task was not at all in their field. 
Today we are witnessing an almost complete reversal of this point of view. 
Educators are now asserting most emphatically that this is a distinct part 
of their task. They are holding conferences to discuss methods for 
attaining the goal. They are devising all sorts of plans for making the 
building of character an essential part ake whole program, We are 


being swept on by a great wave of interest and enthusiasm. 

In all this, those of us who believe in Christian educatign, haye a great . 
stake. This whole movement is distinctly in our favor. want to Sivg ‘I 
it our enthusiastic encouragement. And we ought to take advantage of : 
this rising tide of interest, to redouble our efforts in all our Christian 


schools, to develop the distinctly Christian character of our students. 


The Board of Education is keenly conscious of the need in this direction 
and is lending its aid wherever possible. _To this end it invited the presi- 
dents of all our schools and colleges to be its guests at a conference last 
January when the company discussed the question as to how to make 
our schools more distinctly Christian. There is no question as to the 
attitude of the presidents of our schools and colleges toward this matter. 
They are deeply concerned that our schools should succeed in turning out 
men and women of true Christian character. They are struggling with 
the difficulties which beset them, determined that our schools should be 
distinctly Christian. There is little doubt but that in our own schools, and 
in other schools in general, we are going to see great progress in the near 
future in what, to many of us, is the first task in Christian education, 
namely, the making of Christian character. 


Our University Work 


Our work with students in the larger colleges and universities makes 
most satisfactory progress. We have our representatives now at_forty 
different institutions. We began work at two new points this last year, 
the University of New Hampshire, and the University of North Dakota. 
Our plans are completed to undertake new work at two large normal 
schools next year. Our investigation has convinced us that the normal 
schools offer the most important unoccupied field and a_ responsibility 
which we can not longer avoid. From these schools thousands of young 
people go out every year to be teachers in our public schools. They have 
unestimated influence in determining the character of our future citizens. 
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It is highly important that they go out with a right attitude to the Christian 
church and with an enthusiastic interest in it. We are sure, therefore, that 
our responsibility to these young people must be accepted. This does not 
mean that we plan to place student secretaries in all normal-school centers, 
but only at the largest and most strategic schools. At other points we are 
seeking to lend our aid by visiting the local churches in normal-school 
towns and helping them to plan wisely their work with the students. Our 
secretaries have been most cordially received wherever they have sought 
to render this service. 5 

We are gradually realizing our. hopes for permanent residences for our 
university pastors as centers for their work. This last year we have pur- 
chased houses in Cambridge, Massachusetts, and Lawrence, Kansas. Each 
of these houses is ideally located for its purpose, easily accessible to the 
students: Several years ago the Board purchased a fine residence for our 
pastor at Cornell University. Residences are owned by the State Con- 
ventions of Illinois, Iowa; and Michigan, and by local foundations at 
Lincoln, Nebraska, Madison, Wisconsin, and Philadelphia. Plans are 
under way for securing similar houses at Ames, Iowa, and Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia. It is interesting to note how many different types of buildings 
have been erected at the university centers. Experimentation is still 
going on, but after careful study we are convinced that the type of build- 
ing which we desire is a home. We believe that our university representa- 
tives are primarily pastors, and that they can function best by having 
homes to which they can invite the students frequently and where students 
will share the joys of home life. These properties are giving us a good 
return on our investments. 


Tue YEAR OF EVANGELISM 


Following the decision of the Convention at Washington to make this a 
year of evangelism, we sought the cooperation of the schools and col- 
leges in this effort. We addressed letters to the presidents of all our 
schools asking them to keep this purpose in mind in their plans for 
the year, and to make special efforts during the year to lead students to a 
definite decision for the Christian life. We received the most cordial 
letters from our presidents assuring us of their purpose to make the appeal 
effective to their students. Reports indicate that they have not failed to 
do this. Some of them have conducted special series of college services 
with satisfactory results. 

Our student secretary, Dr. Allyn K. Foster, has made this a year of 
definite evangelism. Reports from many schools indicate that this has 
been, in many ways, the best year of the seven which he has spent in the 
college field. He has had a most attentive hearing wherever he has been. 
It is a great test of a man’s ability to minister to students to be able 
to return year after year to the same institution and always have a 
hearty welcome. Doctor Foster is, without question, called of God to 
this special service, 
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We hear a good deal in these days about our students that is decidedly 
disconcerting. We should not allow ourselves, however, to be unduly 
disturbed. We must not forget that it is the unusual and the sensational 
which the newspapers like to publish. Other things they are not inter- 
ested in. But one who lives with the students of this generation knows 
‘them to be an earnest group of men and women, still seeking for the 
light to be sure, but guided by a seriousness of purpose and an idealism 
that has not been surpassed by their elders of any generation. It could 
be wished that many people could have been in attendance at the great 
student convention in Milwaukee last Christmas when 2,500 Christian 
students spent five days together seeking to discover for themselves and 
for their generation “ Jesus’ way of life.’ Those who sat with them 
those five days as silent listeners, came away with reestablished con- 
fidence in the soundness, the saneness, and the Christian devotion of the 
Christian leaders of this student generation. God still leads on.

On the preceding page of this report we have outlined the work of the 
Department of Missionary Education as a service organization, showing its 
Trunk Line Routes, Branch Lines, Equipment Features, Connecting Lines, 
Personnel and Schedules, its Terminal Objectives, and its Personal Service. 
The work of the Department is presented in this form for convenient 
reference rather than as an outline for this report. 

Since the Department of Missionary Education has been made re- 
sponsible for the cultivation of the interests represented in all our Baptist 
Missionary Societies, we have recognized the obligation to exercise our 
best watch-care in the preparation of materials, and in the building and 
promotion of adequate methods. We need only mention in this connec- 
tion that the changing world situation, the introduction of new problems 
of interracial relations, and the changing emphasis in missionary service, 
require our constant attention if we are to suit material and method to 
the occasion. 

Second to this obligation is that of permeating our entire denomina- 
tional life with a sense of the missionary meaning of the Christian message. 
The missionary undergirding of our denominational life calls for re- 
newed emphasis ‘on the missionary motive as inherently Christian. It is 
not the printing of bits of attractive missionary literature—a sort of patch- 
work without purpose—but it is the continuous emphasis upon well- 
established programs and methods of missionary education in the local 
church that leads to the formation of educational habits. 

We are increasingly convinced that missionary education which seeks 
to make vital the missionary motive, is not so much an aspect of religious or 
social education, as it is comprehensive of them. The missionary motive 
must result in missionary conquest, and missionary education, therefore, 
must be actively aggressive in its effort to broaden the horizons of human 
fellow feeling and to strengthen the grip of Christianity on the thinking 
of the whole world. Any definition of our task that is less inclusive is 
not in accordance with the New Testament emphasis and program. The 
utterances of two outstanding Baptists, one a theologian and one a former 
secretary and statesman, express this conviction. 


Christianity is fundamentally missionary. By this we mean 


1. That the missionary ingredient is an original, essential, necessary, and 
indispensable major element in it; 
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2. That the missionary spirit is no off-shoot or by-product, but belongs 
to the very central core of our religion. 


3. That Christianity is not itself without it.

LITERATURE 


The literature of the Department, prepared on a graded basis and suited 
to various Baptist groups, is more widely in circulation, we believe, than 
ever before. This literature is built into extensive reading and mission 
study programs, courses for teaching, training, and institute uses, and is 
suited to the needs of rural, suburban, town, and metropolitan churches. 
In addition to these general materials, the Department is building up each 
year a new body of needed biographical literature. 


CostuMEs or Mission FIELDS 


The Department of Missionary Education recognizes the dramatic 
element in missionary materials, and undertakes to cooperate with those 
desiring to secure full benefits from its use. The visual presentation 
of missionary fact and story gives life, color, and reality to the missionary 
message. 

The increasing use of dramatic materials in missionary education 
emphasizes the growing importance of missionary costumes. The Depart- 
ment has in constant circulation upwards of 500 such costumes and 200 
flags. During the year it has filled 405 orders for their use. Miss Helen 
L. Lytle, in charge of this important enterprise, has also answered 1,581 
inquiries. The costumes and flags are being used by all the Protestant 
denominations on a rental basis. 


Fretp SERVICE 


The field service of the Department is the most extensive we have 
yet undertaken, and reaching into every State, city, town, and rural com- 
munity, aims to stimulate missionary interest and training and seeks to 
reenforce the cultivation of missionary support by the other missionary 
agencies. 

Two field secretaries are now at work giving all their time to mis- 
sionary education. Rev. Floyd L. Carr has traveled across the country, 
speaking in pastors’ conferences, missionary conferences and _insti- 
tutes, summer assemblies, State Conventions, associational meetings, and 
theological seminaries. State-wide programs of missionary education 
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have been carried out in several States with fruitful results. Special 
attention has been given to the cultivation of missionary interest among 
Baptist boys. Miss Mildred Davidson has entered the service of the 
Department as joint field secretary for the World Wide Guild and 
Children’s World Crusade. Miss Davidson is a graduate of Chicago 
University, in the class of 1920, having taken her degree in the arts 
course, and she subsequently received a business training at a business 
college. Her eight years’ service in her local Guild, and four years in 
the Chicago Guild Union, in addition to her activities in connection with 
the B. Y. P. U. of Chicago, qualify her in an exceptional degree to 
discharge the important duties of her office. Attractive positions offered 
her by the Y. W. C. A. and other organizations, she declined in favor of 
Guild service. She has returned from a round-the-world tour and visit 
to the mission fields in preparation for her new work among Baptist girls. 


The Associate Secretary, Miss May Huston, and also Miss Alma and Miss 
Mary Noble, have further augmented our field work during the year by 
a generous participation in institutes and conferences. 


In addition to the field work of the staff, we would like to call atten- 
tion to the fact that a force of over 1,400 Baptist women have been doing 
splendid voluntary service in the interests of missionary reading, general 
missionary education, World Wide Guild, and Children’s World Crusade 
work. Thirty-four men are also rendering voluntary service in the culti- 
vation of missionary education for boys. 


COOPERATION WITH ReELicious EpuCcATION 


In the summer assemblies of 1926, the Department assisted in the build- 
ing of the courses of study and supplied teachers of mission study for 108 
classes. These teachers in addition made 174 addresses in the summer 
assemblies. In some itineraries, as for example, in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, and Pennsylvania, a director of religious education traveled with 
our missionary education team, giving the instruction to the young people’s 
group. Members of our staff participated with the directors of religious 
education in several five-day institutes, notable among which were those 
in Tremont Temple, Boston, and at the Baptist Temple, Charleston, W. Va. 
Other institutes of this character were also planned. The direction of 
our summer assembly promotion of missions has been in charge of Miss 
May Huston, Associate Secretary, who in large measure is responsible for 
the fine relationship existing between the State committees and the 
Department. 

An outstanding instance of our cooperative relations with the religious 
education forces were the special conferences held in Ohio, where the 
Ohio leaders met the staff members of the Department of Religious Educa- 
tion of The American Baptist Publication Society and the Department of 
Missionary Education of the Board of Education. A findings committee 
is now at work upon a unified program for the local churches of Ohio, 
built as a result of this conference. The tentative report of the findings 
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committee promises a well-correlated program of religious and missionary 
education for that State. 

Mention should be made at this point of the participation of the Depart- 
ment in World Wide Guild house-parties, interdenominational conferences, 
and summer schools of missions. We supplied teachers during the sum- 
mer of 1926 for 131 classes, and these teachers in addition made 223 
addresses. There were 1,024 life decisions recorded as the fruit of the 
summer conference endeavors. 


Tue Missionary TRAINING OF Baptist YOUNG PEOPLE 


We regard no other obligation of greater importance than the missionary 
training of Baptist boys and girls. It is basic to their Christian disciple- 
ship, and the future of the denomination and its world program depends 
upon it. Hence the special attention which the Department is giving 
to the Children’s World Crusade, the World Wide Guild, and the Royal 
Ambassadors, all of which have Christ and his world program at their 
very center. 


CHILDREN’S WorLD CRUSADE 


Under the continued and faithful leadership of Miss Mary L. Noble, this 
enterprise continues its wholesome growth. During the year just closed 
368 new companies were organized among children of the churches and 
Sunday schools. Their program is not a substitute for, but rather aug- 
ments the regular Sunday-school instruction. Secretaries are at work 
in all but four States of the Convention territory. 

The stewardship activities of the Crusaders in their regular gifts 
through the local church and in their abundant participation in special 
gifts, continue to demonstrate the value of education in giving, as will be 
noted in the following results:

Worip Wipe GUILD 


The report of the executive secretary of the World Wide Guild, Miss 
Alma J. Noble, shows 500 new chapters enrolled during the year; 21 
States having Guild house-parties during the spring, summer, and fall; 
over 200 Chapters having qualified in the missionary reading contest, and 
increased interest in mission study and program activities. The total num- 
ber of mission study classes among Guild groups for the year was 1,347, 
and the total number of program meetings was 19,844. The Guild also 
reports splendid cooperation in the Christian Life Program and a general 
awakening of enthusiasm among Baptist young women, special mention 
being made of the interest among college girls in World Wide Guild 
activities. 

The stewardship habits formed by the Guild girls by means of careful 
educational processes have resulted in their giving to the entire denomina- 
tional program through the local church treasury and in generous offerings 
to special objects. 

A text-book of methods entitled, “ The Guild Book,” by Alma J. Noble, 
is just issued, published by the Department. 

The special gift of the World Wide Guild to the missionary work of the 
denomination was $40,781. Forty per cent. of this was a special gift to the 
Golden Anniversary Fund of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society. 

Tue RoyaL AMBASSADORS 


We wish to make special mention of this new and appealing enter- 
prise for the missionary education of our boys. The programs and plans 
aim to give them a real acquaintance with Baptist affairs, the great mis- 
sionary project of Baptists, and will tend to cultivate in them an attitude 
of friendliness toward the world work of Baptists and make of them an 
efficient and loyal body of Baptist laymen. The long roll of the deceased 
in boys’ clubs and societies over the past twenty years is due partly at 
least to the-fact that too many things were undertaken, and secular 
interests were written into their programs and activities to the exclusion of 
the religious ones. Our program, while broad in its scope and while 
sympathetic to all the boys’ normal characteristics, is nevertheless built 
around the religious and the missionary motive. 

We have outstanding men, mostly pastors, in each State, known as 
High Counsellors, who have been selected for their recognized ability 
to do this kind of work. They have been nominated by the State Conven- 
tion Secretaries, and their expenses are borne by this Department. Our 
total staff of High Counsellors numbers 35, 31 of whom are State men, 
and 4 city men. We have enrolled to date 171 chapters in 31 States, and 
in addition there are chapters in Burma, Porto Rico, and Canada. Among 
the race groups in the United States, we have chapters including French, 
North American Indian, Swedish, Italian, Mexican, Japanese, and Negro. 
The total actual enrolment is 2,020, and in addition there are many groups 
of boys in other organizations using the materials. We estimate that these 
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groups include at least as many as are enrolled, thus giving an estimated 
total of 4,040 boys now being reached by our new materials. 


We now have two Missionary Heroes Courses available and a new 
course on Comrades in Christian Service, descriptive of present Baptist 
missionary work. The popular reception given to these courses is such 
that we are in constant fear of the necessity for reprint editions. Mr. 
Carr during his travels has worked out this material after a wide reading 
in missionary biography. 

On invitation to present its Royal Ambassador materials, the Depart- 
ment is cooperating this summer in boys’ camps in New York, New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania. The Department is conducting at Ocean Park, Maine, a 
Royal Ambassador camp, endorsed by the New England Baptist Confer- 
ence and the New England State Headquarters offices. Twenty-two men, 
mostly young ministers, are offering their services on the faculty without 
charge. 


Missions IN Our THEOLOGICAL SCHOOLS 


After making several briefer studies of missionary courses in our 
theological seminaries, the Department secured the assistance of Prof. 
K. S. Latourette of Yale and Rev. Stacy R. Warburton, now of the Chair 
of Missions in Berkeley Theological Seminary, for the securing of data 
which would afford a trustworthy basis for an estimate of curriculum 
needs in the field of missions. The survey which resulted after this study 
already has heen placed at the disposal of our seminaries. We are already 
gratified to receive some specific indications of desire to strengthen the 
missionary courses which are intended to equip young pastors to discharge 
their missionary responsibilities. 


We believe a Chair of Missions should be established in each of our 
theological schools at the earliest moment, for the following reasons: 


1. To give missions a place of dignity and equality with other depart- 
ments of the seminary. We have given such a place to the new Depart- 
ments of Christian Sociology and Religious Education, almost every 
seminary having professors of these two subjects. It remains now to 
give missions an equal place of opportunity. 


2. To make possible an adequate study of the curriculum from the point 
of view of the missionary needs of the student. This cannot be done 
by those who are interested primarily in other subjects, although their 
advice will be valuable. It needs some one definitely charged with mis- 
sionary responsibility and who can give continuous study to the subject. 


3. To provide the missionary courses required by those entering the 
pastorate. A study of the courses given in the seminaries shows that 
it is only in those seminaries that have a distinct department of missions 
and a full-time professor that full provision is made for the missionary 
training of prospective pastors. 


4, To guide the training of those who are to enter missionary seryice, 
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It is clear that a special course of this character needs a special department 
to plan it and guide the students in their studies. 


5. To provide facilities for missionaries on furlough to continue their 
studies along missionary lines and to guide them in relating their studies 
to their missionary plans. 

6. To guide missionaries on the field in the continuing of their studies. 

7. To help pastors continue their missionary studies and to aid the 
churches in their missionary plans.

Correspondence 


The increase of interest in these enterprises means increased correspon- 
dence and office attention. In each case particular attention is necessary, 
and in many cases a sustained correspondence with pastors and committees 
is required. Our office bookkeeping shows that for a ten months’ period 
we filled 3,607 orders for pay material, an average per month of 336 orders. 
During this same period we filled 1,838 orders for free materials, an average 
of 171 per month. The total orders filled for pay and free materials were 
5,445, an average of 507 orders per month. These materials are related to 
our missionary education projects and are distinct from the other mission- 
ary literature of the Literature Department of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation. It is therefore apparent that the increased use of our 
materials, plans, and methods means increased office facilities. With extra 
assistance over a year ago, we are still having great difficulty in giving 
prompt attention to order requirements. 


In closing this report, we wish to emphasize the Missionary Education 
Objectives toward which the Department is directing its energies: 

1. The training of Baptist boys and girls in the world interest ideas of 
Jesus Christ. 

2. The preparation of seminary “graduates in the missionary program 
and objectives of the denomination. 

3. Realization by all age groups of the essentially missionary character 
of Christianity. 

4. A more sympathetic and intelligent denominational acquaintance with 
past and present missionary achievement. 

5. A denomination awakened and aroused to the meaning of Jesus’ 
program of world friendship. 

6. The evangelization of the people of all races everywhere.

Your Committee on Denominational Day designated April 24 as Denomi- 
national Day, and chose “ Baptists Cross the Continent” as the subject.

The folder this year 
contained a brief sketch of the development of the home-mission enterprise 
in the field of our convention, and followed logically that of the previous 
year, which had as its subject “ The Beginnings of Baptist History in 
America.” The Committee has tentative plans for following these two 
with brief presentations of the origin and growth of our foreign-mission 
work and also with the story of the development of Baptist schools and 
colleges in these Northern States.

Report of the Delegates to the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Federal Council, composed as it is of delegates from the national 
bodies of the several denominations affiliated, represents in a central fashion 
the convictions and purposes of Protestantism in the United States, and 
has secured wide-spread recognition as the common organ for expressing 
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them as occasion may demand. It also undertakes specific pieces of work 
in the field of inquiry and research and in applying the common mind of the 
churches to religious, moral, and social problems. Whatever may be 
thought of the prospects or the desirability of organic church union, which 
is much agitated today, it must be evident to all thinking men that the 
effectiveness of Protestantism and the propagation of its message in the 
face of the obvious or subtle influences that obstruct it in our day demand 
the increase of the spirit of cooperation and of the ability to plan and work 
together. To that policy our Convention is thoroughly committed. 


There are many signs during the past year of development in both the 
spirit and the technique of interdenominational fellowship, notably in the 
provision of a plan of cooperation between the Council of Women for 
Home Missions, the Home Missions Council, and the Federal Council. 
Each Home Mission organization is to have five representatives on the 
Administrative Committee of the Federal Council so that, conferring to- 
gether, the three bodies can now approach the field as a unit and concen- 
trate the strength of the united denominations upon their common problems 
and projects. 

In the present wholesome emphasis on evangelism which pervades many 
communions the Council’s Commission on Evangelism and Life Service 
has cooperated to the full, and its Cooperative Program of Evangelism 
has been adopted more widely throughout the country than any other 
evangelistic program which the churches have ever issued. Through 
conferences, literature, and secretarial visitation and inspirational addresses 
the cause of evangelism has been pressed without cessation. 


The recent appointment of a Committee on the Development of the 
Spirit and Practise of Religious Worship marks the initiation of a form 
of service to the churches of an educational and stimulative character, 
applied to church services, young people’s organizations, family worship, 
and the individual devotional spirit, for which there is much need and 
from which we may hope much. 


The Council has continued to develop its contacts with Christian move- 
ments in other lands, and has sought to maintain and develop the spirit of 
international friendship and understanding. During the past year Dr. W. 
W. Peet, for forty years a missionary in Turkey under the American 
Board, and greatly trusted in the Near East, has been laboring there as an 
Ambassador of Good Will, promoting mutual understanding between the 
American churches and the Eastern churches, under appointment of the 
Council in cooperation with other organizations having interests in these 
lands. 

The Council’s Committee on World Friendship Among Children has 
carried out a most interesting project in sending American dolls to Japanese 
school children for participation in the annual Festival of Dolls, a national 
institution of Japan. Ten thousand “doll messengers of friendship ” went 
from New York alone, and were received in Japan with special honor by 
the national Department of Education. 


* 
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The Commission on Relations with Religious Bodies in Europe has con- 
tinued its work of interpreting the churches of the two continents to each 
other and has furthered the spirit of understanding, cooperation, and 
fraternity between them, commending to the churches of America such 
movements on behalf of the religious bodies of Europe as it deems worthy 
of their interest and support. The value of its continued help in the 
maintenance of the Central Bureau for the Relief of the Evangelical 
Churches of Europe has been increasingly apparent. 


The Council has given its support also to movements for international 
good-will and peace which accord with the sentiments of its constituent 
denominations. It has expressed its sympathetic interest in the problems 
confronting our fellow Christians in China and has thrown the weight of 
its influence in favor of the expressed determination of our government 
to take up the negotiation of new treaties on a basis of “sympathetic 
interest in the national awakening in China.’ In the perplexing problems 
growing out of our relations with Mexico it has stood for the method of 
arbitration accepted “in principle’ by our government, and at the meeting 
of the Executive Committee in December expressed as the judgment of the 
churches that “some method of peaceful settlement can and should be 
found, either by further direct negotiations or by conciliation, arbitration, 
or judicial procedure.” The Council has consistently urged that the 
present outbreak of suspicion of the United States in Latin America be 
made the occasion for formulating a clear policy, free from even the 
appearance of attempting to control by force the internal affairs of other 
nations. 


Military training in schools and colleges is still a live question, and in 
accord with the action of many of its constituent bodies the Council has 
epposed its continuance in high schools and its compulsory features in all 
civilian educational institutions, and in a pamphlet presenting the arguments 
both for and against such training has invited the churches to a careful 
study of the whole situation. 


The Council stands for the elimination of all racial prejudice and 
“through its Commission on the Church and Race Relations and its Com- 
mittee on Good Will between Christians and Jews has sought to draw men 
of all races together in a spirit of mutual appreciation and helpfulness. 
The Interracial Conference of Church Women held in September was a 
most notable gathering. Interracial Committees have been organized in 
many cities, and the developments of the past year have exceeded that of 
any previous similar period. A National Interracial Conference is being 
planned for the near future. 


The Council has continued its aggressive support and advocacy of Pro- 
hibition and had the honor to open the presentation of the argument in 
support of the present prohibition laws at the hearing before the Committee 
of the Senate in April of last year. 


In Social Service the Council has sought to express the Christian con- 
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science of the churches and to promote the practise of the principles upon 
which a Christian social order depends by the holding of industrial con- 
ferences in many cities and in Cuba, by encouraging the observance of 
Labor Sunday, and by special studies, which have been made available to 
the public, of specific situations in the light of Christian ideals, all in the 
effort to foster mutual understanding, sympathy, and cooperation among 
_ diverse social groups. The Commission on the Church and Social Service, 
through which these activities are carried on, has maintained a service 
bureau for the aid of churches in their social programs. At the time of 
the Florida disaster it rendered valuable aid to the American Red Cross 
and to the churches of the stricken area. It has done special work on 
behalf of prohibition and in the interest of the abolition of child labor and 
the promotion of sex education. 


“Of particular interest to us is the appointment of Dr. John M. Moore, 
of our own communion, as one of the General Secretaries of the Council. 
He will give his full time to developing interchurch cooperation in local 
communities and in State-wide areas. There are today nearly fifty local 
and State councils of churches, and the appointment of Doctor Moore to 
this field marks the determination of the Council to set these interests in 
the forefront of the Federal Council’s concern. His experience and his 
capacity fit him in an eminent degree for leadership in this country-wide 
ministry. ; 

Space fails for the recording of multifarious activities of the Depart- 
ment of Research and Education and of Commissions and Committees not 
thus far mentioned. The presidency of Dr. S. Parkes Cadman has been 
characterized by aggressive yet wise leadership, and his wide fame and 
his access to great multitudes of our citizens through the radio and the 
public press have brought the Federal Council and its ideals to the favorable 
attention of large areas of its constituency and of the country at large. 


This brief summary of the interests which engage the attention of the 

' Council indicates not only its desire to be useful to the churches, but the 
practical nature of its activities and the wide range of its possibilities, 
and the increasing influence which it is exerting in the religious life of 
America and of the world. The Federal Council in its origin and in its 
purposes is the cooperative expression of the churches and communions of 
which it is composed, and close relationships should be maintained between 
it and all its parts that it may most faithfully and most effectively make 
its expression the composite testimony of Protestant Christianity in America.

39. The following report of the Committee on the Roger Wil- 
liams Memorial was presented by Rev. H. W. Virgin, of Illinois, 
and, on his motion, was adopted: 
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Report of Committee on the Roger Williams Memorial . 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The National Baptist Memorial to Religious Liberty has been so far 
finished as to be ready for occupancy by last October, when the local con- 
gregation began the use of it with special opening services. The interior 
effect is markedly beautiful in its simplicity, and the drawing aside of the 
handsome curtains back of the columns gives a fine, large area of rare 
harmony, and the acoustics are nearly perfect. The full seating capacity 
is about 1,400. 

The Northern quota of $175,000 was completed last June. When the 
Southern is fully paid the structure as it now stands will be practically 
covered. The splendid Austin organ was a special gift from our beloved 
and honored Ambrose Swasey. The pews are in part being provided by 
the States and are to be marked with the State names. 

Still much remains to be done. The architect’s plans call for the chang- 
ing of the facades of the old building to suit the stone and design of the 
new. Also, the terracing and balustrading about the new building are yet 
to be done, and the large memorial windows to be put in. The plan is 
that these should be made in memory of our Baptist Pioneers, and it may 
be by the Home and Foreign Boards of the North and South. 

Then there is the proposed statue of Roger Williams to be arranged for, 
and a modern Sunday-school building on the lot owned by the church and 
adjoining on the Fifteenth Street side. - 

It is surely hoped and believed that a way will be found, in God’s 
providence, for these things to be done, specially those which are necessary 
to the completion of the Memorial itself. While the Presbyterian and 
Disciple denominations are coming along with plans for one- and two- 
‘million-dollar national churches in Washington, certainly the Baptists, 
North and South, will complete their own beautiful and significant struc- 
ture on the finest site in the city. ; 

Dedication awaits the further progress of the work.

40. The following report of the Committee on International 


Justice and Good-will and Near East Relief was presented by 
Rev. J. M. Moore, of New York, and, on his motion, was adopted : 


Report of the Committee on International Justice and Good-will and 
Near East Relief Advisory Committee 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


During the past year this Committee has kept in close cooperative rela- 
tions with the Commission on International Justice and Good-will of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America through the represen- 
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tatives of our churches on that Commission, and also through the vice- 
chairman of this Committee, who is one of the General Secretaries of the 
Federal Council. 

The chief single activtty of this Committee was the mailing last 
October to 6,500 pastors of a pamphlet on Armistice Week for 1926, with 
a covering letter. The pamphlet contained a large amount of suggestive 
material for adult and young people’s groups, as well as for pastors. The 
Committee would be glad to know how helpful that pamphlet was to our 
pastors and whether they would welcome a similar pamphlet next fall. 

The Committee calls attention to the Annual Report of the Federal Coun- 
cil’s Commission. It gives a comprehensive survey of the cooperative work 
of the churches for the abolition of war, and outlines definite programs for 
making the ideals and spirit of Jesus dominant in international relations. 

Of special interest to this Committee is the fact that twenty-six com- 
munions now have their own Committee on International Relations. The 
possibility of a joint educational campaign in all the denominations therefore 
exists today as never before. 

This Committee records with deep disappointment the failure of the 
United States to become a member of the Permanent Court of International 
Justice. We believe that the churches of the United States should con- 
tinue to voice their judgment that the interests of world justice and peace 
require full support of and membership in that Court by the United States 
of America. We submit and recommend the adoption of a resolution to 
this effect by the Northern Baptist Convention. The Committee also hopes 
that individual pastors will take this matter to their local congregations, in- 
forming them of the situation and seeking to Secure their hearty support in 
the creation of an effective public opinion on this issue. 

This Committee is glad to report the striking reception of the Doll 
Messengers of Friendship on their arrival in Japan. They were given 
remarkable official as well as popular welcome. The entire nation, and 
especially the millions of girls in kindergartens and primary schools, have 
thrilled with feelings of good-will toward the young people of America who 
sent the 12,633 doll ambassadors. We are glad to learn that many Baptist 
churches had a part in this unique project, and recommend to all our 
churches cooperation with the Committee on World Friendship Among 
Children in its project for the current year for cultivating good-will between 
the children and young people of the United States and those of Mexico. 

Your Committee regards with grave concern the tension that has developed 
between the Governments of the United States and Mexico in regard to 
the Mexican petroleum and land laws. We deplore the thought of inter- 
vention or even of a lifting of the embargo on arms. We believe the 
Northern Baptist Convention might well express in the clearest possible way 
the judgment of the churches that no oil or other property interests of 
American citizens in Mexico can possibly justify the United States in 
resorting to violence of any kind for the enforcement on Mexico of its own 
interpretations of American rights in that land. 

Your Committee desires to express what we believe is the wide-spread and 
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sincere sympathy of our churches with the Chinese people in their struggles 
for an independent and sovereign government, and in their demands that 
“unequal treaties,” “tariff domination,” “ extraterritoriality,’ and “con- 
cessions ” shall be equitably ended. We believe our people and our Govern- 
ment are in sincere agreement with those objectives of the Chinese people. 
The tragic setback to the Christian movement in China, and particularly the 
wide-spread anti-Christian sentiment in that land are due in no small 
measure to the failure of Western Christianity to expel the arrogant and 
aggressive spirit from Occidental nations and to prevent the attempt to 
expand their political domination and financial development by violence 
and war. We recommend that the Northern Baptist Convention express to 
President Coolidge and to Secretary Kellogg the earnest hope that our 
Government take promptly every practical step to carry out the spirit and 
the purpose of the Porter Resolution. 

Your Committee desires to record with utmost emphasis its judgment 
that the most urgent and terrible problem confronting the world is that of 
war and peace. If during the coming decades the leading industrial nations 
do not find a way to settle their disputes without resort to war, the destruc- 
tion of our very civilization looms ahead as an imminent danger. The 
duty of meeting this crisis falls especially on the churches: they must bend 
all their energies to this stupendous and urgent task. 

Your Committee believes that peace can come only as the leading civilized 
nations learn to work together for the creation of an orderly and peaceful 
world. We see in the League of Nations the one going concern now dealing 
with this task in a large and increasingly effective way. We therefore deeply 
regret the absence of the United States from this peace council of the 
nations. We trust the day may not be too far distant when the United 
States will be ready to become a member of the League, and thus take its 
full share of responsibility and activity in guiding the thought and purposes 
of the nations toward the achievement of world justice, fair play, good- 
will, and peace. 

This Committee has received from the Federal Council’s Commission 
the following ‘statement of a constructive policy and program for world 
justice and peace embodied in eight short sentences, as adopted by the 
Federal Council’s Administrative Committee : 


“1. Treaties of Complete Arbitration. In harmony with its historic ideals 
and policies, the United States should seek the peaceful settlement of every 
dispute in which it may become involved and, as a means to this end, should 
not only enter into treaties of complete arbitration with as many other 
nations as will join in such action, but also endeavor to secure a general 
treaty of arbitration between all the principal nations. 

“2. The Permanent Court of International Justice. The United States 
should utilize the permanent Court of International Justice in every dispute 
capable of judicial settlement. 

“3. Other Appropriate Methods. The United States should cooperate 
in providing other appropriate methods, such as tribunals of arbitration, 
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commissions of inquiry, and boards of conciliation, for the peaceful settle- 
ment of all international disputes which are not considered suitable for set- 
tlement in a court of law. 

“4. A New Definition of- Aggression. The United States in conjunction 
with other civilized nations should regard as an aggressor any government 
which, refusing to submit its dispute to some suitable international pro- 
cedure for peaceful settlement, or refusing to accept the decision or recom- 
mendation that results from such procedure, resorts to war. 


“5. Refusal to Help an Aggressor. The United States, in case of war 
between nations which have accepted tests of aggression as applying 
between themselves, should with other nations so interpret its neutral rights 
of private trade in munitions of war as not to become the accomplice of an 
aggressor nation, self-confessed by the violation of its own covenants. 


“6. Abolition of Aggressive War. The United States should join with 
the other nations in declaring aggressive war a crime under the law of 
nations. : 

“7. Reduction of Armaments. Vhe United States should continue coop- 
eration with other nations in planning for such reduction of armaments as 
will ultimately, and as rapidly as possible, limit the military and naval forces 
of all nations to the needs for the maintenance of law and order. 


“8. Better Economic World Adjustments. The United States should 
cooperate with other nations in securing better adjustment of the world’s 
economic conditions and thereby lessen the causes of international friction.” 


The question is asked of your Committee whether or not this policy is 
approved by us and by our Baptist churches. The Committee, upon careful 
study of the proposed policy, finds itself in hearty agreement with each of 
its eight proposals, and believes that our churches would universally endorse 
the policy were they familiar with it and did they understand its full sig- 
nificance. Your Committee, therefore, recommends that the Northern 
Baptist Convention urge all Baptist churches to study this policy carefully 
and thereafter to report to the chairman of your Committee such action of 
endorsement or otherwise as may be thought wise. ; 

The Committe recommends that the Northern Baptist Convention place 
itself on record as follows: 


1. We deplore the failure of the United States to become a member of the 
Permanent Court of International Justice, and believe that the churches 
should continue to voice their conviction that the interests of world justice 
and peace require full support of and membership in that Court by the 
United States of America. 

2. In the relations between the Government of the United States and 
the Government of Mexico, we deplore the thought of intervention or 
a removal of the embargo on arms; and express our strong conviction that 
there are no property interests of American citizens in Mexico which justify 
any resort to violence for the enforcement on Mexico of the American 
interpretation of the property rights of its nationals in that land. 
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3. We recommend that the Corresponding Secretary of the Northern 
Baptist Convention express to President Coolidge and to Secretary Kellogg 
on our behalf, the earnest hope that our Government take every practical 
step to carry out promptly the spirit and purposes of the Porter Resolution 
concerning our relations to China. 


NEAR EAst RELIEF 


The cooperation, contributions, and intercession of the Baptists in behalf 
of the orphans in the Bible Lands are deeply appreciated by officials of the 
organization to which Congress has intrusted this work, the Near East 
Relief. Our continued aid will be necessary for a brief period until the 
orphans still under its care can be brought to self-support or placed to 
advantage in homes. 

Baptists generally know that the work is largely confined to orphans 
in the institutions and those who have been outplaced but still need partial 
oversight and partial support. The consolidation of the institutions enables 
more careful training of the children for the trades in which they will be 
able to exercise community leadership after they leave the orphanages. - 
Conspicuous service in the improvement of this training has been rendered 
in recent years by several Baptist laymen, among them Drs. Paul Monroe, 
Reeder, and O. S. Morgan. Dr. John M. Moore of this Committee has 
for many years been one of the most active American helpers in the whole 
enterprise. 

Thirty-four thousand orphans are still dependent on American charity. 
Half of these are in the institutions, the other half having been placed out 
in native homes and still under supervision of Near East Relief. These 
homes are not able to provide for the orphans, and the expense must be 
carried for a time by the organization. Supplemental emergency feeding 
has been necessary for over 2,000 additional children in the camps. Clinical 
and hospital aid, food and some personal service for about 3,000 adults 
have been required and rendered. The Near East Industries, inaugurated 
by Near East Relief, give employment to about 13,000 adults and graduate 
orphans—this work is self-supporting. 

Barclay Acheson, Director General of the overseas operations, states the 
needs of the Near East countries, as follows: Improvement in sanitation and 
health conditions, economic stability, higher average of trustworthiness, 
peace, and security. Orphan graduates coming out of Near East Relief 
institutions will make a very large contribution toward the solution of 
these problems. Prominént visitors from our country report unanimously 
that the training of these children is wisely directed, and that its continuance 
is absolutely dependent on funds from America for a few more years. 

We recommend continuation of the Convention's Committee on Near 
East Relief and approval of continued participation by our churches, Sun- 
day schools; and other organizations in this remarkable international Chris- 
tian service, either in community campaigns or in the Golden Rule Sunday 
Observance. 


Report 
Com. of Nine 
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It would be un-American to desert the remaining orphans and it would 
be unchristian to discontinue the training for future religious leadership 
that they are receiving while they are America’s wards. 

We rejoice in the remarkable degree of cooperation given by the Eastern 
Orthodox Church leaders in the spiritual care and training of the children, 
and we believe this new cooperation will promote the best interests of the 
Kingdom in the Bible lands. 

The Advisory Committee has kept in close touch with the overseas work 
and with the campaign plans in America. It was not anticipated that a 
committee so widely separated geographically would hold meetings between 
sessions of the Convention. It is our custom to hold an annual session 
with other friends of the orphans at the time of the Convention. We 
also meet individually with Near East Relief officials and committees in 
our several cities as the needs of the work may require. The committee sent 
a letter to all our pastors on the observance of Golden Rule Sunday; and 
another letter was sent to Sunday school superintendents about the same 
time by the Secretary of the Department of Religious Education. 

It should be stated that Rev. Herbert S. Johnson does not concur with 
the rest of the committee in signing the report.

41. The following report of the Committee of Nine on the 
Report of the Advisory Committee to the Finance Committee was 
presented by Rev. C. M. Gallup, of Rhode Island, and, on his 
motion, the report was received, and action thereon deferred to 
a later session of the Convention : 


Report of the Committee of Nine 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Committee of Nine has given serious and prayerful consideration 
to the report of the Advisory Committee. In addition to the meetings, the 
correspondence, and conference of last year, the Committee met for a two- 
day session of prayer and discussion, in March, 1927; and after carefully 
reviewing the tentative report prepared in 1926, we submit the following 
recommendations, with the sincere hope that they will lead the entire 
denomination to think not in terms of changing machinery, but of a chal- 
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lenging spiritual task which calls for the utmost in consecrated intelligence 


applied to our problems of organization. 
Where the Committee of Nine failed to come to an agreement, the 
fact is noted along with the recommendation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. FINANCE AND ACCOUNTING 


In view of the fact that the Finance Committee, through the Advisory 
Committee, has called to the attention of the denomination the pronounced 
lack of uniformity in matters of accounting, investment of funds, care of 
securities owned, annuity contracts, etc., we recommend: 

That the Finance Committee be authorized to adopt such uniform 
policy of accounting, investment of funds, and custody of securities as 
shall, in their judgment, best safeguard the interests of the denomination in 
such matters as: 


Investments: 
Character of securities considered safe for Trust Funds. 
Policies to be followed in relation to securities donated. 
Periodical appraisal of investments. 


Annuities: 
Rates of interest to be paid on contracts, based upon tables prepared 
upon an actuarial basis. 
Reserves and accounting. 
Prices at which securities donated shall be accepted. 


Mortgages: 
Appraisal of properties securing mortgages purchased. 
Per cent. of appraisal value to be loaned. 
Investigation of titles. 


‘Faxes and insurance on property secured by loans not purchased from 
responsible companies guaranteeing same. 


Mortgages donated. : 


Real Estate: 
Conditions on which real estate may be accepted as a gift. 


Reserves: 
Conditions on which the setting up of special reserve shall be allowed. 
Treatment of such special reserves in annual reports. 
Special gifts for the enlargement of work or for new work. 


Policy to be pursued where no provision is made by donor for carry- 
ing on the work when once enlarged or inaugurated. 
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Conditional gifts—general policies. 


Appropriations set up as expenses. 
Treatment of such appropriations in annual reports. 


Loans to churches. 
Bonding of custodians of funds. 
Custody of investment securities. 


When such governing policy has been accepted by the Finance Committee, 
they shall report same to all the organizations submitting their annual 
budgets to the Finance Committee of the Convention for approval or re- 
view, preparatory to the presentation by the Finance Committee to the 
Convention of the unified budget for the cooperative program. Organi- 
zations shall then proceed, after approval by the Convention, to put the 
same into effect, except such part or parts thereof as may be inconsistent 
with the laws of the State in which any organization may be incorporated 
or operating. 

We further recommend that, in the interest of uniformity, all organiza- 
tions within the cooperative movement accept April 30 as the close of 
their fiscal year. 

(This recommendation, No. 1, unanimously carried in committee, with 
a reservation by one member that this plan shall be advisory only for 
organizations deriving money from sources other than through the budget 
of the Northern Baptist Convention.) 


2. MertHop OF PRESENTING THE BUDGETS 


We recommend that the method of presenting the budgets in terms of 
work to be done rather than in terms of dollars to be raised be continued 
and extended as the best means of acquainting the denomination with the 
work to be accomplished by the participating organizations. 


(This recommendation, No. 2, unanimously carried in committee.) 


3. REGIONAL PROMOTION 


We recommend that the territory of the Northern Baptist Convention 
be divided into regional promotion units, the boundaries of which shall be 
the same as those of the districts of the two women’s societies; that a 
promotion committee be appointed in each regional district, to cooperate 
with the Board of Missionary Cooperation; that this committee shall con- 
sist of the State Secretaries, the Promotion Directors, and the Administra- 
tive Vice-President and Secretary-Directors of the women’s State organi- 
zations within the regional unit. It is further suggested that in each 
regional unit the first meeting be convened by the Administrative Vice- 
President of the women’s organizations, who at present is the sole regional 
officer. 


(The vote of the committee on this recommendation, No. 3, was: 
Affirmative, 8; Negative, 1.) 
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4. ADJUSTMENTS BETWEEN THE Home Mission Sociery AND 
THE PUBLICATION SOCIETY 


We recommend that The American Baptist Home Mission Society and 
The American Baptist Publication Society, prior to the meeting of the 
Northern Baptist Convention in 1928, arrange their work so that there 
shall be no overlapping. 

(The vote of the committee on this recommendation, No. 4, was: 
A firmative, 8; Negative, 1.) 


5. ADJUSTMENTS BETWEEN THE PUBLICATION SOCIETY AND THE 
BoarpD oF EDUCATION 


We recommend that the Board of Education extend its work of mis- 
sionary education and continue its services to our schools and colleges. 

That the Publication Society and the Board of Education be asked to 
coordinate their respective tasks with a view to promoting the future best 
interests of the denomination and according to the best established principles 
of Christian education. 

(The vote of the committee on this recommendation, No. 5, was: 
Affirmative, 8; Negative; 1.) 


6. CONSOLIDATIONS OF MISSIONARY SOCIETIES 
In order to simplify our present missionary work, we recommend: 


That there be one general Foreign Mission Society as a medium for the 
execution of all missionary projects in the foreign fields. 

That all mission projects in the home fields be carried on through a 
coordinated effort. 

That the unifications referred to in the foregoing be effected by the 
union in one corporate body of the American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society and the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society; and 
by the union in one corporate body of The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society and the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

That there be an equal number of men and women upon the Boards thus 
constituted. 

That the membership of the Boards of the two general societies be 
representative of the entire territory of the Northern Baptist Convention 
and of the interests involved. 

That, in order to comserve and enlarge the happy, fruitful, and vital 
contact of the women’s societies with the missionary life of the churches, 
a standing committee, a majority of whom shall be women, be appointed 
in each general Society, whose special function shall be the further de- 
velopment of existing contacts with the missionary activities of the women 
of the churches. 

That the foregoing consolidations, however, shall be effected only on 
_condition that each Society shall consent to the consolidation upon recom- 
mendation of its Board of Managers; and’ that neither consolidation be 
effected unless both are effected. 
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In the event of the consummation of the aforesaid consolidations, we 
recommend the establishment of coordinated and cooperative relationships 
on the part of the State Conventions and the Standard City Mission 
Societies with the new corporate body to be known as The American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society. In order to secure the establishment of the 
above relationships and necessary adjustments, we-recommend the appoint- 
ment by the President of the Convention of a Committee composed of 
seven members, as follows: 


4g-Two from each of the existing Home Mission Societies. 
1—From the Standard City Mission group. 
2—From the State Convention group.

Report of the Finance Committee 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The proposed budget for the year ending April 30, 1928, which your 
Finance Committee herewith recommends for adoption by the Convention, 
is based on the following resolutions transmitted to the Finance Committee 
from a conference of representatives of the various organizations partici- 
pating in the unified budget: 


RESOLUTIONS 


1. That we express our conviction that the time has come when we 
should challenge ourselves and our Baptist churches to a great Forward 
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Movement, believing that we cannot under present conditions fail to respond 
to the demands of this hour. 

2. That we believe we should plan for a program covering a three-year 
period, that for the year 1927-1928 we. should concentrate on an effort to 
secure adequate housing for the churches under our city, State, and home 
mission agencies; that for the year 1928-1929 we should concentrate on a 
similar effort to provide for Judson College and other advances abroad; 
and that for the year 1929-1930 a like effort should be made for our Minis- 
ters and Missionaries Benefit Board, and our schools and colleges. 

3. That we recommend that the operating budget from donation” sources 
for the year 1927-1928 be the same as for the current year, with the addition 
of $75,000 for the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society, 
making a total of $6,435,000. 

4. That the amount to be distributed as quotas to the churches be fixed 
at the same figure as last year, namely, $5,360,000, and that the balance of 
$1,075,000 be raised by gifts from individuals. 

5. That a special fund of not less than $1,000,000 be raised from individ- 
uals during the year 1927-1928 to assist in the building of church edifices 
under the direction of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, the 
affiliated State Conventions, and the Standard City Mission Societies, Class 
A, and that this sum be allocated among the above-mentioned agencies as 
may be determined by the Finance Committee in conference with the Con- 
tinuation Committee of the Associated Home Mission Agencies. 

6. That the Publication Society be allowed the Children’s Day offering 
the same as this year, adjustment to be made through the Contingent Fund 
and provision made to give credit to the churches on their quotas. 

7. It is understood that the Board of Education will assume $1,000 of the 
amount requested by the Norwegian Conference.

SPENDING BUDGET 


Each year your Finance Committee recommends a budget which it 
believes to be easily within the financial ability of our denomination to raise. 
At the same time your Committee feels it necessary to pursue such a finan- 
cial policy as will avoid the incurring of burdensome debts by our mis- 
sionary and benevolent organizations if funds for the full amount of the 
budget adopted should not be contributed by the denomination. 

During the past fiscal year the receipts fell far short of expectations and 
were considerably less than eighty per cent. of the budget adopted at the 
Washington convention. This situation, coming at a time when it had been 
thought that the downward trend of the giving for our denominational mis- 
sionary and benevolent enterprises had been stopped and that the trend 
would again be upward, has caused your Finance Committee to consider 
most carefully the pending budget for the fiscal year 1927-1928. Unwilling 
as the Finance Committee is to make any recommendation which would 
seem to mean curtailment of our Lord’s work, yet it feels also the compul- 
sion laid upon it of recommending such a financial policy as is in accordance 
with the mandate of the denomination as expressed in its giving. 

After fullest consideration, your Committee recommends that the par- 
ticipating organizations limit their expenditures to a basis of 70 per cent. 
of their allotments from the distributable funds, plus their entire actual

income from non-donation sources, and that any donation receipts in excess 
of said 70 per cent. and up to 75 per cent. be first applied by those organiza- 
tions having deficits to the extinguishing of such deficits, and that any excess 
over 75 per cent. may be utilized for further reduction of the deficits or for 
operating items within the budget as such organizations may elect. In the 
case of organizations having no deficits, any excess of donation receipts 
over 70 per cent. may be applied to their budget purposes aiter an increased 
spending percentage has been authorized by the Finance Committee. 

Your Committee regrets exceedingly the backward step, indicated by the 
recommendation of a 70 per cent. spending budget this year as compared 
with the 80 per cent. recommended to, and adopted by, the Convention last 
year. The responsibility is, however, solely on the denomination. Some 
of our organizations have incurred or increased their indebtedness as a 
result of the failure of the denominational giving of the past year to reach 
even 80 per cent., let alone the entire amount of the hoped for distributable 
receipts. Under these circumstances your Finance Committee would be 
recreant to its trust if it recommended a scale of expenditure during the 
current fiscal year which is not warranted by the giving during the past 
year, a year of large business prosperity and of a high wage-earning level 
throughout the country as a whole. 


CuurcH Epirice Funpb 

Pursuant to paragraph 5 of the resolutions hereinbefore quoted, a Com- 
mittee of the home mission agencies drafted the following recommenda- 
tions with respect to the special fund of $1,000,000 to be raised from 
individuals during the fiscal year 1927-1928 to assist in the building of 
church edifices: 

1. That the primary objective shall be to secure capital funds for finan- 
cing new. building enterprises, and not for the payment of debts and 
mortgages. 

2. That new enterprises in any community regardless of population be 
considered within the scope of the plan. 

3. That we make a cooperative simultaneous campaign for the raising of 
funds for church edifice extension work, the amount of which shall here- 
after be determined by the Finance Committee of the Northern Baptist 
Convention, and which it is hoped will be considerably in excess of the 
one million dollars recommended at the Chicago Conference; with the 
understanding that an adequate proportion of the amount raised, which 
shall also be fixed by the same Finance Committee, be under the control of 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society, and that the expense of 
raising funds be borne proportionate to the receipts. 

4. That in the location of new enterprises reasonable comity standards 
shall be observed. 

5. That the funds raised shall be treated as Property Revolving Funds. 

6. That money loaned from such funds shall be secured by mortgages. 

7. Interest shall be required on all loans beginning the first year, rate to 
be graduated. ; 
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8. That instalment payments on principal shall be required after a given 
specified date. 

9. That the Home Mission Society be requested to employ a State and 
city planning advisor to work with such State Conventions and Class A 
Standard City Mission Societies as shall undertake to secure church edifice 
funds under the proposed plan. 

10. That the reasing of such funds as shall be approved shall be under 
the supervision of the Board of Missionary Cooperation, and that action 
of any given State or city shall be after conference and agreement with 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

11. That the chairman and secretary of the Affiliated Home Mission 
Agencies communicate with the several State and city organizations to 
inquire whether the given organization desires to participate in the effort 
to secure such church edifice funds. 

12. That we recognize that the action of the Chicago Conference and of 
the Finance Committee at Chicago limits the period during which the solici- 
tation of funds for this purpose is authorized to one year, namely, the 
fiscal year beginning May 1, 1927. 


PARTICIPATIONS IN FUND 


These conditions to govern the raising of the proposed revolving funds 
met with the approval of a subcommittee of your Finance Committee to 
which they were submitted for consideration. Further, the following 
schedule of amounts to be included in the effort for the raising of the 
proposed fund was approved:

CHINA EMERGENCY 


The chaotic conditions in China, and the antiforeign movement in par- 
ticular, with the need for bringing our missionary personnel from outlying 
stations to the coast and the losses sustained by our missionaries, have 
imposed an unexpected financial burden on our foreign mission societies. 
The need for immediate action to secure the funds required led your 
Finance Committee to approve a special appeal by the foreign mission 
societies to our churches on Sunday, May 22, 1927, for the amount of 
$150,000. A transfer of $25,000 from the legacy reserve account of the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Society to the budget of the past year 
for immediate use for Judson College was also approved by your Finance 
Committee.

43. The following report of the Ministers and Missionaries 
Benefit Board was presented by Secretary P. C. Wright, and, on 
his motion, was adopted : 


Report, of the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


The Board presents herewith its Sixteenth Annual Report as of April 
30, 1927. It does so with a keen sense of satisfaction. Even at its best, 
old age is full of pathos. Age with want and sickness, however, is tragic. 
Widowhood also elicits sympathy, especially if accompanied by lack of 
support. The Board has extended the helping hand to many of these worthy 
aged ones. There are at the present time 2,087 beneficiaries. This is an in- 
crease of 172 over the previous year. As time passes we anticipate that 
the number of beneficiaries may relatively decrease, while the number of 
members in the Retiring Pension Fund and pensioners therefrom will 
more largely increase. 


DeatTus 


Death has come to 64 of the beneficiaries. The average age of these 
who died was approximately 75 years. The average term of seryice of 
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the men in this list was approximately 35 years. After many years of 
worthy service they finished their course. 

The help of the Board was a-comfort, as the following sentences from a 
recent letter indicate: “The last winter has proved the hardest of my eight 
long years of widowhood, and I would not care to live it over again, for 
it has been filled with severe illness and financial struggle. The God of 
the widow has been with me. My heart fairly sings with joy that I now 
can meet my bills.” 

Aid on account of need was for years the sole enterprise of the Board. 
Strong emphasis has always been put upon worthiness as a claim for help. 
Aid granted is in recognition of service rendered. Not only is ordination 
important, but service even more. Grants are not mere philanthropy. 


Tue RetiriInc Pension Funp 


The membership in the Fund steadily increases. Up to the present 
time 2,012 certificates have been issued. £ these 260 recently have passed 
their sixty-fifth birthday and are now receiving pensions. Six have be- 
come totally and permanently disabled and are receiving disability allow- 
ances. , 

Seven benefits are provided under the Rules and Regulations: 


Normal pensions. 

Additional retiring pension allowances for men whose normal pensions 
are less than $500. 

Joint pensions for the widows of members. 

Disability pensions. 

Paid-up pensions for such members as are compelled for various rea- 
sons to cease cooperation before attaining age 65. 

Widows’ pensions. 

Minors’ pensions, 


CuHuRCHES SHOULD COOPERATE 


Many pastors find it impossible to share in these benefits because they 
are unable to pay their part of the cost. This is particularly true of 
pastors receiving a salary of less than $1,500. Yet the cost is small. 
The deacons and trustees of more of our churches should find out the 
exact cost in the case of their pastors and advise the churches to provide 
for it in the annual current expense budget. Many churches already are 
doing so. Other denominations are doing this to a much greater extent 
than our own. Only in exceptional cases are ministers able to provide 
for years of retirement. Justice and every other Christian consideration 
demand that their old age shall not be spent in poverty. It is a happy 
event that the denomination is making provision for the old age of its 
servants on a systematic, business basis. If all the churches will cooper- 
ate with this Board, our worthy pastors, missionaries, and their wives 
and widows may be cared for. 
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Tur Funps 

Reference to the Treasurer’s Report will reveal that the Permanent Fund, 
the income of which may be used for the general purposes of the Board, 
is approximately $7,500,000. The Retiring Pension Guaranty Fund, princi- 
pal and interest of which must remain as a guaranty to meet the con- 
tractual obligations represented in the present certificates of members, is 
approximately $5,000,000. It is true that the funds increased rapidly dur- 
ing the early part of the current decade. It is also true that the demands 
upon the funds have grown even more rapidly and are still increasing. 
For three or four years past the funds have remained practically station- 
ary while the demands still increase. 

The denomination must very soon seriously consider the necessity of 
increasing the funds of this Board, just as the Presbyterians are doing in 
a special campaign to raise $15,000,000 in addition to their present funds. 
This action will be necessary if the denomination is to provide adequately 
for our aged and worthy workers. Old age does not tarry. 


Tue Report OF THE TREASURER 


The Treasurer’s Report will reveal the care with which the funds are 
invested, and the clear manner in which the accounts are kept. While it 
will be seen that the total assets have increased over those of last year, 
the increase will for the most part be found in the Pension Guaranty Fund. 
The Permanent Fund, the income of which may be used for the general 
purposes of the Board, is not being increased except by legacies. and 
matured annuities. 

OFFICIAL CHANGES 


Rev. E. T. Tomlinson has been the Executive Secretary since the 
organization and incorporation of the Board. The formative years of any 
great enterprise require extraordinary qualities of leadership, particularly 
the early years of an institution, the nature of whose work necessitates a 
long, scientific look into the future, the accumulation of considerable 
endowment funds, and the administration of these funds to meet accrued 
liability obligations of a philanthropic service and of an equitable nature. 
Doctor Tomlinson has met these great demands with a high degree of 
wisdom and skill united with utter abandonment of self to exacting 
service. The years have taken their toll of strength. For a long time 
past his physicians have urged a decreased application to routine work. 
Doctor Tomlinson finally yielded to their urgent insistence, and the Board, 
loath indeed to lose his valued service, on November 9, 1926, elected him 
Advisory Secretary. By this arrangement Doctor Tomlinson is relieved 
of administrative responsibility, but renders incalculable aid of an advisory 
nature. The Board has happy anticipation of his long continued ministry 
in this capacity. 

On November 9, 1926, Rev. P. C. Wright, who has served as Associate 
Secretary since 1920, was elected Executive Secretary. Doctor Wright 
was a member of the Board from its beginning until his appointment as 
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Associate Secretary, and served as Recording Secretary until his election 
as Executive Secretary. His intimate knowledge of the life and work 
of the Board, his close relation to Doctor Tomlinson as Associate Secre- 
tary, and his wide acquaintance in the denomination have provided a 
good preparation for his new responsibilities. 

The resignation of Doctor Wright as Recording Secretary led the Board 
on February 15, 1927, to elect Rev. C. M. Gallup, Providence, R. I., as his 
successor. Doctor Galiup has ably served many years as a member of the 
Board and its Executive Committee. 

Mr. Arthur M. Harris, Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, has been spending a part of the year abroad. During his absence 
Mr. J. Herbert Case, Deputy Governor of the Federal Reserve Bank of. 
New York, has been the Acting Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee. Messrs. G. W. Bovenizer and H. Theodore Sore have been 
associated with him. Mr. Case and his fellow members have given 
freely of their time and expert knowledge of financial problems. Much 
credit is due these busy business men for the time and care they have 
given to this important phase of the work. 

Only words of praise may be spoken for Dr. George L. White, the 
Western Secretary, and also the members of the office staff, each of whom 
has evinced loyalty and faithfulness in the discharge of their work. 


Deatu or Mr. E. S. ReinHoLp 


Mr. E. S. Reinhold, of Chester, Pa. passed to the greater fellowship 
on August 29, 1926. He belonged to that noble group of laymen who have 
served the Board with distinction. In the earlier days of the work Mr. 
Reinhold was Chairman of the Committee on Accounts. As an experi- 
enced bank officer, coupled with great devotion to the cause, he rendered 
valuable assistance. 


THE Work ESTABLISHED 


The work of this Board can no longer be said to be an experiment. 
The real need for such an enterprise has been discovered. The organiza- 
tion has been planned; the fund, though yet insufficient, has been well 
established. A workable and harmonious cooperation has been established 
in every part of the field of the Convention. Special mention should be 
made of the splendid cooperation of the Secretaries of the State Conven- 
tions. The Board records herewith its great appreciation of their help- 
fulness. 

In closing this brief report we cannot fail to express gratitude to 
Almighty God that the Board has been able in so brief a history to achieve 
so much in behalf of men and women who have served so well the gospel 
at home and abroad. The servants of Christ who have given all must 
not be forgotten in their old age. Gifts, legacies, annuities must multiply 
until the Board is able to assure food, raiment, and shelter for the aged 
workers,

REPORT OF THE TREASURER 
As Submitted by the Acting Treasurer, J. Herpert Case 


For THE FiscaL YEAR Enpinc Aprit 30, 1927 


The Treasurer of The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board of the 
Northern Baptist Convention takes pleasure in submitting this the fifteenth 
annual report for the year ending April.30, 1927. It is proper that attention 
‘should be called to certain items in the report. Some of our securities 
were sold during the past year at a net profit of $213,503.18 over book value 
aiter reducing the book value of some of our investments to par. 


Reference to the report shows that the book value of all investments 
as of April 30, 1927 was $13,759,177.41, an increase over the book value for 
the year ending April 30, 1926 of $970,265.54. The market value of all 
investments as of April 30, 1927 was $15,051,697.16 or an excess of 
$1,292,519.75 over book value. 


The Board is now receiving an annual income of 5.21— percent upon 
the book value of all its investments. 


Referring to the balance sheet you’ will note under “Item A” an item 
of $4,093,477.98 to guarantee pensions. This is the amount which the Board 
has set aside from its own funds to guarantee the payment of pension con- 
tracts at maturity. The item under “C” of $1,243,896.92 represents income 
from investments in the Pension Guaranty Fund, also dues received from 
members on account of their pension contracts since the organization of 
the pension plan. 


We would call your attention to the fact that the Pension Guaranty Fund 
must of necessity increase regardless of whether the denomination makes 
any contribution to the work of the Board or not. To illustrate: The 
Board received during the past year an income of $236,909.87 from invest- 
ments in the Pension Guaranty Fund, also membership dues from members 
in the pension plan amounting to $248,212.23. These amounts as received 
each year must be reinvested and added to the “Retiring Pension Fund” in 
order to enable the Board to meet its pension contracts at maturity. 


We would again state that all securities owned by this Board are held 
in“trust for the Board by The Equitable Trust Company of New York. 
The Trust Company collects and credits the income monthly.

57. The following report of the City Mission Committee was 
presented by Rev. C. E. Tingley, of California, and, on his motion, 
was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on City Missions 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 

You Committee has confined its studies and investigation to the four- 
year period, since the New World Movement. The studies have been along 
the following lines: 
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1. The causes for the abandoning of many of the oldest city church organ- 
izations. 

‘The causes for this disbanding have not varied much from those set 
forth in the previous reports of this Committee. In this four-year period 
the number of churches abandoned has steadily decreased. This has been 
due to the increased service from City Mission Societies; closer cooperation 
of the churches with one another; a better understanding of city problems 
and a greater foresight of the churches to act quickly; more efficient pro- 
grams; a new Baptist consciousness of the need for one or more Baptist 
churches in the heart of the city, and changes for the better in neighbor- 
hoods formerly considered lost to the Protestants. Many new congregations 
of Negroes and a few foreign-speaking congregations have taken over some 
of the abandoned buildings. 

2. All our cities report old buildings sold, the moving of congregations 
to new locations, the combination of two or more congregations to form 
a strong one. The favorable attitude toward combinations is more marked; 
city churches are more readily following the leadership of the City Mission 
strategists. 

3. In spite of the diminishing funds from Northern Baptists in this 
period the City Societies and city churches have been most venturesome 
in buying new plots, in the erection of buildings for newly organized 
churches, and in better equipping established churches. The honor for the 
largest number of new churches organized is claimed by Los Angeles, 17; 
then follows Chicago with 13; Detroit, 8; Cleveland, 5; Camden, 5; 
Brooklyn, 5; Queens, 4; with the other cities having rarely less than 2. 
The City Societies have shown daring and courage in borrowing large sums 
from banks, in securing loans from individuals, and in the creation of 
revolving funds. In some cases they have profited from the sale of old 
buildings but not to such an extent as often imagined. 

4. Every City Society is clamoring for more funds with which to meet 
the staggering needs. They welcome the next “denominational Advance” 
for a Church Edifice Revolving Fund, of a million dollars or more. The 
cities unite in requesting every Northern Baptist to enter into sacrificial 
giving to make this fund possible. They recommend that this convention 
place itself on record as in hearty accord that this Revolving Fund shall 
be the denominational advance for this year. 

5. All the cities but one report good effects from the denominational 
emphasis on evangelism. 

6. The committee has thoroughly examined the spiritual condition of the 
city Baptist churches, and the ability of these churches to supply the spiritual 
qualities needed. Our city leaders are confident that our cities, spiritually, 
are on the upward trend in spite of seemingly countless difficulties. They 
are more than ever convinced that what our cities need is not fewer churches 
but more. To this effect they labor not in vain.

58. The following report of the Property Revolving Fund was 
presented by Secretary C. H. Sears, and, on his motion, was 
adopted : 


Property Revolving Fund, Northern Baptist Convention 


The proposition to raise within the territory of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention Property Revolving Funds aggregating at least $1,000,000 grew 
out of the following considerations: At the All-Secretaries’ Conference 
held at Chicago in 1926, the city secretaries gave prominence to the urgent 
need of attention to rapidly growing suburbs pointing out the existing 
suburban trend; the effect of the suburban trend upon the churches in the 
older residence areas, resulting in decreased giving and consequent loss to 
denominational and other kingdom enterprises; the failure of all evan- 
gelical church bodies, particularly Baptists, to church the suburban areas 
properly. 

At the same conference the following Home Mission agencies: The 
American Baptist Home Mission Society, the Woman’s American Home 
Mission Society, The American Baptist Publication Society, the several 
State Conventions, and City Mission Societies, were brought into loose 
affiliation, and a central committee was constituted consisting of two repre- 
sentatives each from the several organizations or groups of organizations. 

The Central Committee of the Affiliated Home Mission Agencies re- 
ported to the All-Secretaries’ Conference held in Chicago in September, 
1926, recommending that during the fiscal year 1927-28 considerable funds 
should be raised to encourage the churching of suburban areas. 

This proposition was considered by the Affiliated Home Mission Agencies 
and later by the All-Secretaries’ Conference, and recommendation was made 
that the raising of considerable Property Revolving Funds should be ap- 
proved. This proposition was in turn considered by the Budget Adjust- 
ment Committee representing the Conference consisting of Joseph Robbins, 
F. W. Padelford, Mrs. Katherine Westfall, C. E. Goodall, and Charles H. 
Sears; and the following recommendation was presented by this committee: 

“That a special fund (of at least $1,000,000) be raised from indi- 
viduals during the year 1927-28 to assist in the building of church edifices 
under the direction of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, the 
affiliated State Conventions, and the Standard City Mission Societies Class 
A; and that this sum be allocated among the above-mentioned agencies as 
may be determined by the Finance Committee in conference with the Con- 
tinuation Committee of the Associated Home Mission Agencies.” 

’ Later this resolution was reported back to the Conference as a whole 
by the Finance Committee with its approval without change except for the 
insertion of the words “at least,’ as appear above. “ 

During the past year representatives of this Committee have been called 
into frequent conferences with the Finance Committee, and all decisions 
of the Finance Committee haye been with the concurrence of representatives 
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of this Committee. We call attention to the most important matters which 
have been under consideration. 

Agreement was reached upon the following statement of the objectives 
and general principles which should control the raising and administration 
of the several Property Revolving Funds, though it is clearly recognized 
that the administration of these funds will be in the hands of the several 
organizations to which these funds are contributed: 


1. That the primary objective of raising Property Revolving Funds shall 
be to secure capital funds for financing new building enterprises, and not 
for the payment of debts and mortgages. 


2. That new enterprises in any community regardless of population be 
considered within the scope of the plan. 


3. That we make a cooperative simultaneous campaign for the raising 
of funds for church edifice extension work, the amount of which shall 
hereafter be determined by the Finance Committee of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, and which it is hoped will be considerably in excess of the 
one million dollars recommended at the Chicago Conference; with the 
understanding that an adequate proportion of the amount raised, which 
shall also be fixed by the same Finance Committee, be under the control 
of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, and that the expense of 
raising funds be borne proportionate to the receipts. 


4. That in the location of new enterprises reasonable comity standards 
shall be observed. 


5. That the funds raised shall be treated as Property Revolving Funds. 


6. That money loaned from such funds shall be secured to the several 
organizations by mortgages. 

7. That interest shall be required on all loans beginning the first year, the 
rate to be graduated. 

8. That instalment payments on principal shall be required after a given 
specified date. 

9. That the Home Mission Society be requested to employ a State and 
city planning advisor to work with such State Conventions and Class A 
Standard City Mission Societies as shall undertake to secure church edifice 
funds under the proposed plan. 

10. That the raising of such funds as shall be approved by the Finance 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be under the super- 
vision of the Board of Missionary Cooperation, and that action of any 
given State or city shall be after conference and agreement with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation. 

11. That the chairman and secretary of the Affiliated Home Mission 
Agencies communicate with the several State and city organizations to 
inquire whether the given organization desires to participate in the effort 
to secure such church edifice funds. 


12. That we recognize that the action of the Chicago Conference and of 
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the Finance Committee at Chicago limits the period during which the solicita- 
tion of funds for this purpose is authorized to one year, namely, the fiscal 
year beginning May 1, 1927. -

Other applications are pending the tentative approval of which involves 
an additional amount of $300,000. 

Attention is called to the authorization to the Home Mission Society to 
raise $200,000. It is recognized that the several State Conventions and 
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City Mission Societies deem it inexpedient to attempt to raise separate funds. 
The need of a considerable capital fund to be administered by the Home 
Mission Society in addition to similar funds now administered by it is 
recognized. Cooperation of all agencies with the Home Mission Society 
in securing the $200,000 is urged. 

In the interest of full understanding it should be stated that prior to 
the approval of the raising of the several Property Revolving Funds the 
Chicago Executive Council had received the general approval of the Finance 
Committee to raise a fund of $500,000 understood to involve the solicitation 
of pledges payable over a period of five years. It is the understanding that 
this authorization is not affected by the foregoing except by the inclusion 
of $100,000 of the amount in the totals approved above. 

It should also be stated that the Baptist Church Extension Society of 
Brooklyn and Queens is undertaking to raise a Property Revolving Fund 
of $500,000 during a period of years; that this fund will include receipts 
from the sale of properties and from bequests. 

Moreover, it is understood that there may be adjustments within the 
amounts approved by a given State Convention and a City Mission Society 
or Societies within the State, and between the two City Societies within the 
New York Metropolitan area. 

It is deemed important that energetic attention should be given to the 
raising of these funds within the period defined, both because of the 
urgency of the need and also to clear the way for other causes during 
subsequent years. 

To meet any great population shift involves a large expenditure of thought, 
energy, and resource, The Christian churches of America, and particularly 
our own denomination through the Home Mission Society set itself two 
or three generations ago to meet the needs of the Pioneer Movement West- 
ward. Our home-mission policies for two generations have been shaped 
largely to provide churches and other Christian institutions including col- 
leges upon what was then regarded as the frontier. Now these frontiers 
have shifted. 

To a less degree for the past ten or fifteen years our home-mission 
policy through the several home-mission agencies has been shaped to meet 
two other major population movements: (1) the City Trend and (2) 
Immigration, both of which have grown out of industrialism and the 
sudden shift in America from agriculture to industry. 

Because the home-mission forces of America have to such a degree failed 
to meet these two population movements, the spiritual tone of America 
has been lowered and “ Western Civilization” has become a term of 
reproach in foreign-mission fields, causing a tremendous repercussion, 

Let us not again fail to meet the requirements of another major population 
movement—the Suburban Trend. The suburban trend is causing, on the one 
hand, a displacement of population in the older residence areas of our 
cities involving severe loss to long-established churches, but on the other 
hand is presenting rich new opportunities in the suburban areas. The loss 
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is not only te the churches in the older residence areas but to all kingdom 
enterprises. Advance in the suburban areas means a release of material 
resource and man-power—child life, exuberant energy, and marginal leisure 
—for all kingdom enterprises. While the suburbs spell opportunity, they 
present perils growing out of present materialistic tendencies, the love of 
ease and indulgence, and loss of Christian idealism. Let us remember that 
it is as important to Christianize a godless suburb as to redeem a pestilential 


slum.

Report of the Committee of Fifteen 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: : 


In accordance with the action taken at Washington authorizing the 
appointment of this Committee and defining its duties, the committee met 
on June 30, 1926, and organized by electing Frank A. Smith chairman; 
William Reid, of Rhode Island, secretary; and to facilitate the task ap- 
pointed an Executive Committee as follows: Frank A. Smith, William 
Reid, J. C. Massee, Frank M. Goodchild, and Samuel G. Neil. They also 
chose H. F. Stilwell, Superintendent of Evangelism of the Home Mission 
Society, as Director of the campaign. The name given the Commitiee of 
Fifteen was thought to be confusing, and the committee voted to conduct 
its work under the title of The Cooperative Committee of Evangelism of 
the Northern Baptist Convention. For reason of economy the committee 
has met only twice during the year and has conducted its business largely 
by correspondence. 

Doctor Stilwell withdrew as director of the campaign on November 1 
to become Professor of Evangelism in the Eastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary. This committee desires to record its deep appreciation of the 
splendid service which Doctor Stilwell rendered the cause of evangelism 
during the years of service as Superintendent of Evangelism for the Home 
Mission Society. With unmeasured diligence and sacrificial devotion he 
went from State to State, and city to city, holding conferences, speaking 
in churches, and conducting many series of evangelistic services. His im- 
passioned messages and splendid platform qualities gave him a position of 
national leadership, and the evangelistic atmosphere, which he was privi- 
leged to create, has been of primary importance in projecting the cam- 
paign of the last two years. On January 1, the Home Mission Society 
elected Rev. Benjamin T. Livingston Superintendent of Evangelism, and 
he was immediately chosen as director of the campaign for the remainder 
of the year. 

The vote of the Convention in creating the committee failed to carry 
any appropriation for conducting its work, but the Home Mission Society 
coordinated its evangelistic organization and budget with the task of the 
committee and added from its special funds $11,150. The American Baptist 
Publication Society also pledged its help, and the Finance Committee 
of the Northern Baptist Convention approved of additional financial 
assistance if necessary. This was not called for as the campaign has 
been conducted within the original estimate. 

The Convention was committed to two tasks: (1) A year of Evangelism; 
(2) The work of the Board of Missionary Cooperation in raising the mis 
sionary budgets.

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It was agreed between representatives of the Cooperative Committee 
and the Administrative Committee of the Board of Missionary Cooper- 
ation that the convention year should be so arranged that each of these 
tasks would have a period of exclusive appeal. Evangelism was given the 
right of way from October 1 to January 1, and from March 1 to Easter. 
The work of raising the missionary budget was given the right of way 
from January 1 to March 1, and from Easter to the end of the fiscal year. 


Forty regional conferences were planned under a committee of pastors 
in each area. ese conferences were remarkable for attendance and 
interest. Dr. J. C. Massee, whose prophetic address at Washington led the 
way for the year’s work, gave himself to conference work with abandon 
and consecration. Tremont Temple generously released him for several 
consecutive Sundays, and he also gave unstintedly of his time and strength 
for many more weeks. This was without compensation, a labor of love. 
He was accompanied during his first long trip to the West by Dr. Samuel 
G. Neil. A letter was also sent to every pastor, urging him to begin his 
evangelistic work early in the fall. Over thirty conferences were held 
before December 15, The cooperation of other men was enlisted at con- 
ferences and from State Convention platforms. It was discovered very 
early in the movement that the heart of the denomination was longing for 
an outpouring of the Holy Spirit. The time was ripe in all parts of our 
land for a great evangelistic movement. Churches that had grown apathetic 
to the evangelistic appeal responded eagerly. The fact that it was a de- 
nominational movement gave it acceptance in quarters where there had been 
a distrust of evangelism owing to unfortunate methods and experiences. 


The denominational press rendered invaluable aid by frequent articles 
and advertisements. Special days were emphasized. The greatly increased 
volume of correspondence which naturally resulted was handled by the 
regular office force of the Missionary Department of The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society with scarcely any added expense. To these 
faithful, but unheralded workers, this committee owes a sincere debt of 
gratitude. 


The interest created by the reading of the Missionary Log in January 
was capitalized in an appeal calling for “Over One Million Baptists 
Reading the Log of the First Missionaries in March.” One hundred 
thousand ies of Mrs. Montgomery’s translation of the of Acts 
were distributed free of cost. The American Baptist Publication Society 
printed a special edition of 120,000 copies, and contributed half of the 
necessary expense. The demands far exceeded the expectation. All orders 
after the first few days were cut to sixty per cent. of the request, and 
there were unfulfilled orders for over 20,000 copies at the close. It is 
probable that the total number of copies requested reached 200,000. There 
has never before been such a wide-spread and concerted movement for 

1 reading among American Baptists. e Publication Society also 
gave the Committee 5,000 copies of its pamphlet entitled, “Our Bible,” 
for free distribution. 
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It is difficult to estimate the entire cost of the year’s campaign for the 
reason that certain expenses have not been included which would normally 
come within the evangelistic budget of the Home Mission Society, and no 
estimate has been made of that part of the general expenses of the Home 
Mission Society which the work of this committee involved, nor has there 
been included any estimate of the contribution of the Publication Society 
in several grants of special printing, and other items. The total expenses 
incurred by the committee, including the distribution of the book of Acts, 
special printing, and a larger amount of traveling for special speakers, 
and conferences, amounted to over $10,000, of which the Publication 
Society paid one-third. In addition to this they gave many thousand 
evangelistic tracts. 

The period from March 1 to Easter was given to the final evangelistic 
appeal. Statistical results are not attainable at the time of the writing 
of this report, but it would seem reasonable to assume that very few 
churches in the Northern Baptist Convention territory have let the period 
pass without some evangelistic effort. The committee has not_attempted 
to foster any one type of evangelism. Local conditions must_determine

There was a wide-spread feeling at the beginning of the year that a 
very distinct Providence was manifested in the acceptance of the plan, 
and the committee has moved forward in complete dependence upon God. 
They desire humbly and thankfully to acknowledge their gratitude to 
Almighty God for his presence and blessing. They look forward with con- 
fidence into the days to come, believing that God stands ready to pour out 
a great blessing upon his church in this supreme task. They believe that 
American Baptists are ready to devote themselves whole-heartedly to 
winning souls for Jesus Christ as Lord and Saviour of men. 


We recommend: 

1. That this Convention recommend to every Baptist church that they 
appoint a local evangelistic committee to assist the pastor in his work of 
soul-winning. 

2. That the Intensive Campaign of Evangelism shall be continued. 

3. That the Convention shall continue the Committee of Fifteen to be 
known hereafter as the Cooperative Committee of Evangelism, and this 
committee, functioning through the Home Mission Society, as during the 
past year, shall endeavor to enlist the support of the entire denomination in 
effecting a suitable program, and to secure the cooperation of pastors and 
churches and all denominational agencies. The committee to be of a 
similar representative character as last year.

118. The following report of the Committee on Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages was presented by Rev. H. C. Gleiss, of 
Michigan, and, on his motion, was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on the Coordination of Baptist Bodies 
Using Foreign Languages 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Your Committee is finding that it is necessary for it to take up new 
matters pertaining to the work of the groups organized as Foreign-speaking 
Bodies. Last year a certain difficulty among the group of Roumanian 
churches called for careful and continued study and advice. We are happy 
to say that these difficulties have now almost entirely disappeared. To have 
representatives of 13 or more groups meet around a common table, dine 
together, and for a whole day study the problems and needs of all of these 
groups, with the advice and friendly counsel of our home missionary 
agencies, means a new day for our work among the foreign-speaking bodies. 

At the gracious invitation of Doctor and Mrs. Anderson, of the Interna- 
tional Seminary, East Orange, N. J., your committee met as the guests of 
this Seminary, March 19, with 19 members present. After reviewing the 
reports for the past year, a brief statement was received from each of the 
Baptist Bodies Using Foreign Languages. The “ Directory of Foreign- 
speaking Conferences,” attached hereto, will give to every one fresh in- 
formation. The review shows that the past year has been marked by 
splendid progress in the work of these various bodies. It is evident that the 
needs of this work and the opportunities that it presents are as great as ever 
they were. Both the need and the opportunity change as the years advance, 
but do not grow less. A change of conditions is continually calling for a 
change in methods and in the equipment of the workers. The men at the 
head of the four foreign-speaking seminaries or departments are awake tq 
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the needs, and are ever adapting their course of instruction to the changing 
needs. We need to stress the necessity of the provision of a sufficient 
number of properly trained leaders, competent to deal with the changing 
situations which constantly arise. If means could be devised by which 
exceptionally able and devoted young women, themselves, perhaps, foreign- 
speaking, could be trained and used in the foreign-speaking work, it is 
evident that a large place of usefulness would be open to them. A genuine 
spirit of true Americanism characterizes this work, though done to a large 
extent through the medium of these various foreign languages. 

The two great problems confronting us as Baptists, in doing this work 
among these new Americans, are these: The Language, and the Finances. 
In the matter of language, all who have made a careful study of the 
situation know that the new Americans must be reached mainly through 
their native tongue. In the second and third generations it comes to be 
largely a bilingual work. In this period more attention is given to the 
work among the children. In the third and fourth generations it comes 
to be very largely a ministry done by means of our national language, and 
yet the problem is not solved; for instance, there are certain German and 
Swedish churches which might dispense with the use of the language of 
their forefathers, if there were no new immigration, but the constant 
inflow of considerable numbers from European countries makes it im- 
perative to continue the use of a foreign language, even though it is done 
in a minor way. 

The financial problem comes to us in several aspects. There is a 
constant need of larger financial support for the work that needs to be 
done in our home mission fields. Our general denominational organizations, 
city, State, and national, do not have the funds to support this work as 
fully as it has need of. It is necessary therefore to place heavier responsi- 
bilities upon these missions from year to year. These churches must also 
be encouraged to give their best efforts to the raising of their missionary 
quotas, 

Your committee is cooperating with the several foreign-speaking churches 
to make the support of their own local work primary. This is a process 
of education and is constantly gathering momentum. It is further the con- 
viction of your committee that where they contribute funds for work in 
fields for which there are national organizations charged with responsibility, 
it would seem to be most desirable that, wherever possible, such funds 
should be expended in consultation with such organizations. Many of the 
members of these churches are in close touch with conditions in the 
European countries from which they have come; they know of needs as no 
outsider can appreciate them. It is but natural that they desire to help meet 
these crying needs. Also there are fields and conditions in which the national 
Societies connected with this Convention cannot operate, and that therefore, 
any aid given, must be given more directly. Nevertheless your committee 
would emphasize the desirability that, where possible, all mission funds 
should go through our regularly constituted missionary organizations. 
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Your committee would again call attention to the large service rendered 
by the foreign-language religious press. It has an essential part to play in 
our work, and should be heartily supported. This foreign-language religious 
press is a mighty agency in the evangelistic work, also in the educational 
work of developing these missions and churches. It is an essential neces- 
sity, because it forms the bond of union among widely scattered groups, 
and preserves in printed form much of the history of this work which 
would otherwise be lost. It also gives a large opportunity to present the 
principles of the Baptists and the faith for which we stand, and the 
principles of a true Americanism among peoples to whom we have 
practically no other access.

119. The following report of the Committee on Young People’s 
Work was presented by Rev. E. L. Dakin, of Wisconsin. On 
motion of Rev. D. I. Coon, of Nebraska, the recommendation 
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therein contained was referred to the Executive Committee, and 
on motion of Rev. E. L. Dakin, of Wisconsin, the report was 
adopted. 


Report of the Committee on Young People’s Work 


The program and demonstration of last evening, June second, has effec- 
tively set before this Convention the significance and possibilities of its 
young people. 

For the first time in the history of the Northern Baptist Convention, we 
were brought face to face with the full rounded needs of our young 
people. Such a program would not have been possible but for the three 
years of persistent effort on the part of your Committee. 

The new world movement made no place and asked no distinctive service 
of our young people, a serious oversight which we sought to correct. 

The Committee which shaped the Board of Missionary Cooperation 
sought to give to the various groups of our young people the same recog- 
nition as is given its adult groups and to provide for the strengthening 
of their unit as a constituent part of our denomination. 

With this in mind, a Conference was held here in Chicago, composed of 
officers, leaders of our national agencies doing work for young people, 
and representatives of young people’s groups, that the young people of our 
denomination should be treated as a unit and as such brqught in on the 
ground floor of all future denominational programs. 

The Christ-centered Program, 1924-25, presented carefully by the director 
of religious education of the Publication Society, the Department of Mis- 
sionary Education of the Board of Education, and the B. Y. P. U. A., was 
the first direct and needed result of that Conference, and gave to the young 
people of our denomination the first semblance of a unified program. The 
second result was the appointment of a commission to study the situation 
in respect to the young people of our denomination and report to the 
Seattle Convention. 

The report of that commission recommended the appointment of a stand- 
ing committee on young people’s work which should bring together a 
specified representation of all agencies in the territory of our convention 
doing work for young people across our Convention Constituency. That 
committee or fifteen was appointed and charged with the tasks of coopera- 
tion and unification. Hope and enthusiasm ran high among our young 
people. 

The committee was notified of its appointment, but when it got ready for 
its work, it found to its amazement that the denomination had not only 
made no provision for its support but, through its Executive Committee, 
declared itself unable to finance even a single meeting. However, in spite 
of the fact that the denomination has not given the committee a red cent, 
it has functioned vitally. 

The Christ-centered Program has now become the enriched Christian life 


Rep. Young 
People’s Work 
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program, and all Baptist Young People’s Groups, including the hitherto 
unrecognized Baptist Christian Endeavorers, had a hand in the task. 
Through this effort the whole denomination has been brought to see new 
light and the necessity for a unified program for our young people has 
become an inescapable demand. What has been done, however, is the 
merest beginning, but it has given our young people new heart. 

Our young people recognize that there is as much need of a means of 
coordination and cooperation for the agencies doing work for the young 
people of our Northern Baptist Convention as there is for the continuance 
of the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

If this Convention is wise enough to provide its young people with a 
unified program and even more vitally unified leadership which shall treat 
them as a unit and not as groups of organizations, our denomination will 
soon find itself enriched with a new solidarity and a new power for 
kingdom service. ‘ 

The recommendation of the Executive Council reducing the Committee 
on Young People’s Work to five was made without consultation with the 
Committee, and was acted upon before the Committee had opportunity to 
consider it. The Committee so reduced becomes nothing more than a 
Conference of Official Leaders. It gives absolutely no recognition to our 
large Baptist Christian Endeavorers’ Group, and worst of all, makes no 
provision for the intelligent endeavor of our young people themselves. So 
this great Northern Baptist Convention, unless it changes this action, will 
go home without having appointed a single young person of its entire con- 
stituency to a position which makes it possible for it to avail itself directly 
of the kind of initiative and ability that we saw demonstrated here last 
evening. 

The denomination is now without any agency which can gather all its 
young people together. This ought not so to be. It is a shameful situation. 
Surely this denomination will not be intending to ignore the resourcefulness 
and power of our young people and their right to recognition. We ought, 
as a denomination, to make provision for the enrichment of our life by the 
direct participation of our young people. 

The Committee on Young People’s Work ought to be composed of at 
least five young people, in addition to the official representatives of the 
B. Y. P. U. A., Missionary Department of the Board of Education, the 
Publication Society, and a representative of Baptist Christian Endeavor. 
This Committee should seek in cooperation with the young people’s depart- 
ment of our State Convention to promote a Congress of Youth in as many 
Conyention areas as possible, in order that our young people as such may be 
brought to a deeper sense of their unity and intc a more vital sense of their 
partnership in our whole denominational enterprise. 

In the light of these facts, we recommend that three of the members 
of the Committee on Young People’s Work be young people; that the 
remaining two shall be pastors, and that the representatives of the B. Y. 
P. U. A., the Publication Society, the Missionary Department of the 
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Board of Education, together with a representative of our Baptist Chris- 
tian Endeavorers be ex-officio members thereof.

120. The following report of the Committee on Interracial 
Relationships was presented by Sec. G. R. Hovey, of New York, 
and, on his motion, after discussion by Rev. W. R. Carter, of 
California, was adopted: 


Report of the Committee on Interracial Relationships 
To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


Progress toward a better understanding between races is a slow growth. 
Narrowness of sympathy and the feeling that “I and mine are a little 
better than he and his,” or even “than you and yours,” seem ingrained in 
human nature, especially in Nordic nature, unless indeed it is equally strong 
in Chinese and Indian and Zulu nature, where any one of these races nearly 
fills the horizon of the people’s vision. Unfortunately those who make 
loudest profession of religion, and who have the strongest faith that their 
religion is the only religion, are often the least tolerant and least regardful 
of the feelings and rights of others. But the life of Christ shows the com- 
patibility of unquestioning faith with love for other races and classes. 
The Christian church has hardly begun to learn the lesson of human 
brotherhood. Witness the exploitation of weaker nations by the so-called 
Christian nations, the Ku Klux Klan, and the attitude of Americans toward 
the dark races, and toward the many foreigners. 

Yet progress is made not only by centuries as shown by the abolition of 
slavery, the diminishing frequency of war, and at least the wide-spread 
attempt to establish a World Court and a League of Nations; but also by 
decades as indicated by the decrease of lynchings from over 100 annually 
in the United States thirty years ago to an average of forty-six the last ten 
years, and thirty-one the last five years. New laws have been passed against 
lynching in the South, and the activities of the Commission on Interracial 
Cooperation in the South and of the Commission on the Church and Race 
Relations of the Federal Council of Churches have brought about a far bet- 
ter understanding and feeling between large sections of the two races. Much, 
however, remains to be done. The number of lynchings almost doubled in 
1926 those of the preceding year, rising from seventeen to thirty. The 
danger of race friction is not confined to any single part of the country. 
Of the thirty-three attempts at lynching thwarted by officers of the law, 
four were in Northern States. In many respects Negroes in the North 
suffer hardships resulting from race feeling as severe as in the South. 

We believe that the only agent which can bring into the world the spirit 
of universal brotherhood is the church, and that it can do it only by pro- 
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121 


claiming the gospel of Christ, which is the gospel of love, and by furthering 
knowledge and acquaintance between the races. Little knowledge of another 
race is knowledge of externals, in which races differ. More intimate 
acquaintance brings recognition of deeper characteristics in which all races 
are alike. It reveals something capable, sensitive, admirable, divine in the 
members of every race. 

The Interracial Commissions—North and South—are doing a great 
service in bringing together in hundreds of cities the better representatives 
of the two races for better understanding and acquaintance. Remarkable 
results in good-will and sympathy and in actual diminution of friction have 
come from these meetings. In view of these facts your committee would 
recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That we endorse most heartily the work of the Commission on 
the Church and Race Relations of the Federal Council of Churches of 
North America, and the work of the Commission on Interracial Coopera- 
tion; that we commend the Church Women’s Committee of the Commission 
on Church and Race Relations of the Federal Council in promoting local 
conferences of white and colored women, and we urge the hearty coopera- 
tion of our women in these efforts; that we commend the growing practise 
of exchange of pulpits and choirs between the races on Race Relations 
Sunday, and the securing of Negro speakers at home-mission meetings in 
the white churches. 


Resolved, That, recognizing the far-reaching injury to foreign-mission 
work resulting from lynching in this professedly Christian land, the utter 
inconsistency of this practise with the teachings of Christ, its violation of 
every ideal of the church and of the foundations of our government, and the 
duty of the Christian church to do everything possible to prevent this evil, 
we would commend to the churches every effort to make this a lynchless 
land, and would urge pastors and people to support officers of the law who 
stand for order and justice and protect prisoners, to take necessary steps 
against officers who fail to use means in their power to protect prisoners 
and uphold the law, and to promote legislation for the strengthening of 
law enforcement.

Report of the Committee on Resolutions 


HOosPITAaLity 


Resolved, That whereas the officials and citizens of Chicago and the con- 
stituency and friends of the local Baptist churches have extended to the 
delegates and visitors to the twentieth annual meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Convention their cordial and gracious kospitality, we hereby return 
to all of these friends our sincere thanks; 

That we record our appreciation of the efficient services of the general 
local committee and the several subcommittees and assistants and of the 
manner in which the details for our comfort, entertainment, and pleasure 
have been carried out. 

That we express our especial gratitude for the help and courtesy of the 
press. 

FRATERNAL DELEGATES 


Resolved, That we express our appreciation of the visits and the greet- 
ings of the several fraternal delegates who have honored the convention by 
their presence and inspired the delegates with their messages. 

Especially would we recognize the high character and spiritual value of the 
messages of Dr. George W. Truett, President of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention, and the deeper sense of brotherhood with our Baptist people in 
every land through the presence and address of Dr. E. Y. Mullins, President 
of the Baptist World Alliance, and Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke, President of the 
British Baptist Union, together with the representatives from Ireland. 


INTERRACIAL RELATIONS 
Resolved, That we rejoice in the happy relations existing between the 
several racial groups as expressed in the program and fellowship of this 
convention, and recommend that the spirit of this relationship be reproduced 
in the life of our local communities. 


EVANGELISM 


Resolved, ‘That we record our profound gratitude and thanksgiving to the 
great Head of the Church for the best year of evangelism in the history of 
the Convention; 

That we urge our churches to throw themselves heartily into the advance 
movement outlined by the Committee of Fifteen; 

That in view of the fact that large numbers of persons whose names are 
carried upon the rolls of our churches are not actively participating in the 
work and worship of the churches, and that their active enlistment would 
itself constitute a revival of huge proportions in our denomination, we recom- 
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mend that our churches establish a definite standard of membership and 
inaugurate a program for the enlistment of their entire membership, and the 
reclamation, so far as it may be possible, of those who have become inactive, 
gradually eliminating those who cannot be reclaimed; 

That the Committee of Fifteen formulate such a program and, as a 
part of its task, assist the churches with plans and methods to carry it out. 


EpucATION—GENERAL 

Resolved, That while we rejoice in the. general development of our 
nation through the splendid educational institutions of our land, we remind 
our Baptist constituency that there remains a unique need for our 
denominational colleges to furnish our young people a general education 
that shall be so permeated by the ideals of Jesus Christ as to supply our 
churches and the world with well-equipped leaders; 

That to this one great end we commend to our people our Baptist schools 
for more generous support in prayer and gifts; 

That we urge our churches to seek to establish revolving educational 
funds, of as substantial proportions as possible, to be loaned by the churches, 
with or without interest, to their young people of promise who, without 
sufficient means, may seek higher education. 


RELIGIouS EDUCATION 
Resolved, That, whereas the Christian Church has the responsibility for 
the religious training of its youth, we urge our churches to avail them- 
selves of the materials and methods of a carefully planned program of 
religious education which are available, especially the suggestions for church 
school improvement asemade by our American Baptist Publication Society. 


MIssIoNARY EDUCATION 

Resolved, That, whereas the sessions of this convention have been char- 
acterized by a spirit of unity and enthusiasm for our world-wide kingdom 
task and an earnest desire to conserve the gains already made; and whereas 
the effective carrying out of this task depends upon the training of our 
constituency, the younger generation in particular, for participation in this 
great work, we heartily commend the program outlined by the Department 
of Missionary Education; 

That, in view of the stimulus derived from the World Tour, we recom- 
mend to the Board of Missionary Cooperation the preparation of some such 
educational project for the coming year. 


THE MISSIONARY BUDGET 
Resolved, That, whereas the Board of Missionary Cooperation has formu- 
lated and recommended to the churches a standard missionary promotiona) 
program which has for its purpose the pledging in full of the denomina- 
tional missionary budget before the beginning of each fiscal year and the 
regular and proportionate production of such budget throughout the year, 
we heartily recommend to the churches the adoption of this program. 
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PROHIBITION 


Resolved, That we record our approval of the continued activity of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America and its branches in the several States, and 
of the work of kindred organizations ; 

That we condemn as what we regard as a prostitution of official authority 
the action of a committee of the Senate of the United States which, having 
taken possession of the books and correspondence files of the League, 
allowed, intentionally or unintentionally, these books and this correspon- 
dence to be made available to liquor organizations and to be exploited and 
misrepresented by a wet press. 


Law ENFORCEMENT 

Resolved, That, in view of the wide-spread effort to defeat the purposes 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, we call upon our churches to remember 
again the fundamental principles of our government, the social and moral 
well-being of our citizens, and that obedience to law is a corner-stone of 
democracy ; 

That nothing more dangerous faces our land today that the spirit of 
nullification which is making law enforcement impossible in many localities ; 

That, with this spirit abroad, we regard it a matter of great concern that 
men should aspire to the presidential office who are not deeply and devotedly 
committed to the enforcement of our anti-liquor legislation. 

That while we attack or defend no party, we register our conviction that 
patriotism is paramount to party, and that no man who is disloyal to our 
laws or who is a friend of the outlawed and persistently lawless liquor traffic, 
or who stands for the nullification of the Constitution and laws of the 
United States, is worthy of our support. 


Tue Home 
Resolved, That owing to the increasing number of broken homes as 
revealed in the reports of our divorce courts we urge all pastors and other 
leaders to employ their best endeavor to assist in stabilizing family life in 
their communities. 


OBSCENE AND IMMORAL LITERATURE 
Resolved, That we view with alarm the flood of obscene and immoral 
literature in our country, and urge our people to cooperate in all well- 
directed efforts to suppress such literature. 


LaBoR AND CAPIBAL 


Resolved, That, on acccount of the increasing importance of the problems 
growing out of the relations between labor and capital, we recommend that 
the churches take practical interest in all efforts to improve the standards 
and conditions of labor; 

That we believe that the Spirit of Christ, as expressed in the Golden Rule, 
is the solvent for all differences between the two groups; 
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That we favor the adoption of an amendment to the national Constitution 
which will make possible the removal of the evils of child labor and enable 
us better to conserve our national welfare. 


Wortp PEACE 
Resolved, That we reaffirm the conviction that a primary Christian interest 
is the advancement of peace on earth, good will to men, and as means to 
that end, 
First, we most heartily favor the idea expressed by the term, “the out- 
lawry of war”; 
Second, we indorse all efforts looking toward the reduction of armaments ; 


Third, we proclaim adherence to the ideal of fellowship among the 
nations and commend as complete cooperation as may be in the work of the 
World Court and the League of Nations; 

Fourth, we indorse the principle illustrated at Locarno, and emphasized by 
the recent approach to the Government of the United States by the Govern- 
ment of France regarding bilateral anti-war agreements between nations, 
and urge the application of this plan as widely as possible between our 
Government and the governments of the other nations of the earth. 


CHINA 


Resolved, That at this time of grave crisis in the history of China we 
express our faith in the justice of her aspirations and our belief that the 
Spirit of Christ alone can guide her into a new life of liberty and of order; 

That we do not ask any special privileges for our missions or mission- 
aries, but as heralds of the gospel to a free people we trust those people 
ultimately to establish order and to do justice; 

That we recognize that the processes of revolution require time and that 
excesses may be committed here and there; 

That our counsel to our home churches be to express sympathy and 
exercise forbearance, to have faith in the Chinese Christians, and to main- 
tain and support our foreign mission boards so that missionaries may return 
to their fields as soon as circumstances warrant; 

That during these difficult days we trust that our Government will con- 
tinue its policy of independent action, reduce its military activities to a 
minimum, and demonstrate to China and to the world a sincere attitude 
of good-will and of justice; so that when a New China comes into being 
she will recognize America as her friend; 

That we express to our missionaries and Chinese brethren our high appre- 
ciation of their heroism under trying circumstances and of their fidelity to 
the spirit of the Master. 


RELIGIouS LIBERTY 
Resolved, That we express our deep sympathy with the Baptists of 
Rumania in their struggle for religious freedom, including liberty of wor- 
ship, of preaching, and of organization; and also record our indignation 
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that loyal and God-fearing citizens should be subjected to imprisonments, 
fines, and other forms of persecution; 
That we indorse the terms of the protest which the Baptist World Alliance 
has prepared on behalf of religious liberty and the rights of minorities.

that the Northern Baptist Convention authorize the President of the Con- 
vention to appoint a Committee on Prohibition and Law Enforcement, this 
Committee to be six in number, two appointed for one year, two for two 
years, and two for three years, and thereafter two to be appointed each 
year for the term of three years. Further, this Committee shall serve under 
the direction of the President and the Executive Committee. The Execu- 
tive Committee shall have power to appropriate such funds as may be 
needed to make effective the work of this Committee on Prohibition and 
Law Enforcement. 


207. Sec. F. W. Padelford on behalf of the Board of Education 
presented the following statement with regard to Des Moines 
University : 


Statement Regarding Des Moines University on Behalf of the 
Board of Education 


Des Moines University was organized about 1917 by a combination of the 
old Des Moines College and the Baptist interests of Central College at 
Pella. For the location of the new institution a property in Des Moines, 
known as Highland Park College, a Presbyterian School, was purchased 
by the Trustees. At the time this seemed to the Trustees to be a most 
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desirable acquisition for the new school, as it was purchased at a reason- 
able price. However, the necessity of paying for the property, the very 
high overhead cost of running the plant, the maintenance of a much more 
elaborate institution than the income warranted, and the failure to receive 
from the New World Movement anything like the amount of money that 
was expected—about $418,000 out of $1,360,000—found the school at the 
close of the New World Movement period with the property paid for, but 
with heavy obligations, and practically no endowment—about $186,000. 


From that time, with decreasing receipts from the denomination, the situa- 
tion has become steadily worse. Last summer, in order to give themselves 
time to turn, the Trustees consolidated as much of the debt as possible in 
a bond issue of $225,000. During this past year the College has faced bank- 
ruptcy almost constantly. 


In April the Board of Education sent two representatives experienced in 
college finance to study the whole situation. They advised the Trustees that 
the college was bankrupt, and that if they were to continue they must have 
at least $150,000 to pay their floating debts and finance the institution in 
the fall. In addition, if the continuance of the college was to be assured, 
it must in the near future secure an endowment of half a million dollars. 


The Trustees saw no way to secure even a fair portion of the first sum. 
Last fall they had presented their case to the Iowa Baptist State Con- 
vention and appealed for help in the desperate situation. The Convention 
voted to raise $50,000 at once, but the churches have given during the year 
only $10,000. 


Feeling that the case was hopeless, the Trustees entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Trustees of Drake University, a large institution of the 
Christian Church, located in Des Moines, for an amalgamation of the two 
institutions, and for the liquidation of the Des Moines property. The 
Trustees were hopeful that the liquidation would prove that the assets 
were sufficient to cover the liabilities. 


The Board of Managers of the Iowa State Convention felt that the assets 
of the institution were greater than the liabilities, and if anything was 
saved, it should go to the Baptists rather than to Drake University. They 
therefore advised the Trustees of their protest and of their desire to under- 
take the liquidation. This is the way the matter stood when we came to 
Chicago. 


Meantime some of the Alumni, anxious for the continuance of the school, 
approached the Baptist Bible Union and sought to interest them in the 
college. A series of conferences has been held here in Chicago between 
representatives of the Bible Union, the Trustees of the College, and the 
Iowa State Convention. These have resulted in the signing of papers by 
the three parties whereby if the Bible Union shall be able to present next 
week to the Trustees cash to the amount of $50,000 to pay teachers’ salaries 
and other pressing obligations, these representatives of the Trustees have 
agreed to recommend to their board that they turn the institution with all 
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its assets and liabilities over to the Baptist Bible Union. This will con- 
summate the arrangement, unless in the meantime the Trustees should find 
some interested people who are willing to back them financially in saving 
the school. 


What has the Board of Education done to save this situation? This is 
a question to which you are entitled to an answer. 


1. The Board has in no way been a party to this transaction. We have 
been advised as to the proceedings, but we have not been a participant. 
The three parties have been the representatives of the Trustees, the Iowa 
State Convention, and the Baptist Bible Union. 


2. The Board of Education transferred to Des Moines University from 
New World Movement funds $418,000, the largest amount with one single 
exception to go to any institution. Since the close of the New World 
Movement, we have made annual appropriations to the running expenses 
of the school as large as the resources would permit. In all we have 
invested about a half million dollars in the University since the New 
World Movement began. 


3. When the Trustees faced the necessity of closing last January, we 
made an extra appropriation and used our credit to the very limit to 
enable the school to continue till June. 


4. We have sought in every way in our power to help the Trustees solve 
this problem. 


In a crisis like this, money is the only thing that counts. If we were 
to have put enough money into this situation now to save it, we should 
have had to invest, provided we could have borrowed it, at least $120,000, 
which is one-half of the total amount which we received for the schools 
this last year. We do not believe, in view of the desperate need of many 
other schools, that we had any moral right to invest half our possible 
receipts in one school, and put several others, like the Northern Baptist 
Seminary and the Kansas City Baptist Seminary, into jeopardy. These 
institutions are dependent for a large part of their income on the Board 
of Education. 


We wish our friends of the Baptist Bible Union all success in their new 
project. We hope they will succeed. But we regard the loss of this school 
as nothing less than a tragedy and an unspeakable disaster. We had hoped 
to see developed at Des Moines our strongest school between the Missis- 
sippi and the Coast, and now it is gone. 


But what are we todo? The last year of the New World Movement you 
gave us $2,000,000 for the schools. Last year you gave us a budget of 
$400,000, but gave us cash $240,000. I give you fair warning that unless 
the denomination is more generous to its schools, and more generous speedily, 
other schools will follow into disaster. They cannot make bricks without 
straw. It is time to wake out of our sleep.

Tuirp ANNUAL Report, 1926-1927 


“For we cannot but speak the things which we have seen and heard.”— 
Acts 4: 20. 


To the Northern Baptist Convention: 


To capture the attention of fifteen hundred thousand people implies, in 
any case, elements of an extraordinary kind. To gain the attention of so 
great a number in circumstances that transfer the center of interest from 
the environment of daily life to a great and spiritual ideal is an undertaking 
of the first magnitude. The problem, as stated, is one that the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation continually and necessarily faces. You are asked 
to hold this thought in mind as you consider the report of the Board for a 
year whose events were of deep significance to the denomination. People 
will invariably respond to the wants that seem most important. Their insis- 
tent desires are what fix attention, and we have no more vital task in con- 
nection with our cooperative program than to develop wants that are now 
felt indifferently into an impelling, irresistible demand of the soul. 

Another and related duty of the Board of Missionary Cooperation is to 
endeavor so to present the denominational aims and needs as to induce 
simultaneous action by the 7,000 churches of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. The behavior differences in churches, like those in individuals, will be 
found in that to which they habitually attend. Therefore the means 
employed to advance the cooperative program must bring into the field 
of active attention those missionary interests which, though they may be 
latent, are deep in the life of the church community. Vision is as‘ neces- 

‘sary as fact. The emphasis placed upon such matters as quota acceptance 
and a complete enlistment of the membership has a sympathetic understand- 
ing when one sees beyond the method to the glorious results which an 
attentive interest in cooperation makes possible. 


PLAN AND OBJECTIVE 


These are broader aspects of the task of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation. They suggest considerations which largely influenced the 
Board in formulating a plan for the fiscal year 1926-1927 that linked imme- 
diate action with a distant objective. That objective was the placing of 
our annual united budget financing on a new basis in so far as the timing 
of the successive preparatory steps is concerned. In other words, it was 
sought to fix the attention of the denomination, at an earlier date than in 
the past, upon the responsibility to be assured for the year to follow. By 
so doing it was hoped, with a longer period of preparation in the local 
churches, to secure correspondingly earlier and more general acceptance of 
quotas, and to insure, before the actual beginning of a fiscal year, a more 
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certain and complete arrangement of our missionary finances than was 
possible under the practise that had prevailed. This realignment plan, in 
outline, was approved at Washington,.and to its execution in the detailed 
form developed after the meeting of the Convention every means at com- 
mand was applied throughout the year. 


The need for the change that the Board had in mind has long been appar- 
ent. Through a full century and more the Baptist missionary structure 
grew until it reached proportions for which the methods of earlier years 
would not suffice. Now, with the whole fabric of human society so 
changed that no institution can maintain itself, much less grow, without 
cooperation, it is nevertheless said sometimes that church-members will 
contribute to a cause but not to a budget. One cherished hope of the 
Board of Missionary Cooperation is that to all who hold this attitude of 
mind may come speedy realization of the manifest truth that there can be 
only one cause when the purpose is to spread the gospel under the condi- 
tions of modern life. The budget is a cause, and a magnificent one if it is 
perceived as the instrument by which the churches can best apply their 
combined strength wherever it will do most to advance the Kingdom of 
Christ. 


The day of isolated and more or less independent projects is gone, and 
you can no longer detach one religious activity from the others without 
destroying it. Therefore, one of the facts to which the Board has con- 
tinually to find informing methods of winning attention is that every part 
of a universal Christian enterprise is necessary to the other parts, and, 
furthermore, that it is as impossible to maintain a sharp distinction between 
the local church and missions as it is to draw a permanent line between 
religion and life. If we persist in placing on quite different planes of 
interest the work of the church for its own members and the work of the 
church for world redemption, as the ally of other churches, then serious 
injury is done to our Northern Baptist service as a whole. Through a 
series of years, unfortunately, the denomination has been doing that very 
thing. 


A Gap to Be Brincep 


The denomination has established a certain scale of missionary opera- 
tions and then has declined to contribute the minimum amount of money 
necessary to maintain that establishment. Year after year the total dona- 
tion receipts have failed by a wide margin to reach the mark of necessity 
as measured by a budget that is far below the proved capacity of the 
denomination to give. If Northern Baptists visualize the situation, they see 
that the gap has been filled in a fashion, but it is filled with closed mission 
stations, missionaries on furlough, unable to return to their posts, aban- 
doned fields, and neglected opportunities. The gravity of this annually 
recurring shortage lies in the fact that if donations were to reach the full 
limit of the budget they would barely cover urgent needs of existing mis- 
sions, without any provision for future growth whatever. Thus, in every 
year when donation sources do not yield the budget total, we not only fail 
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to enlarge the old house, or even keep it in repair, but actually tear part of 
it down. 


In an effort to bridge this disastrous gap, it was resolved to try and 
remedy certain unfavorable conditions. For one thing, the period of great- 
est activity in raising the current year’s budget coincided with the season 
that would logically be devoted to planning the finances of the year follow- 
ing. This led to such delays in the consideration of quotas and the pledging 
of individual members that the new year was well advanced before any 
considerable flow of missionary funds was established, the denomination 
was in arrears, borrowing became necessary, a great burden had again to 
be assumed in the final months, and so a vicious circle was established. 
Another perplexing condition was the very general tendency to irregularity 
in the time of collecting and remitting missionary funds. 


PURPOSE OF THE WortpD Tour 


The Board of Missionary Cooperation decided to inaugurate its plan 
designed to improve this condition by an effort to awaken the interest of all 
Northern Baptists at one and the same time and enable them to visualize at 
a glance, as it were, the agencies of the denomination at work in every part 
of the world. It was essential to the purpose that this should be accom- 
plished in a short time, not as a detailed or statistical survey, but in such 
a manner that when the denomination turned to the essential matter of 
dealing with its responsibility, it would be with a vivid and inclusive impres- 
sion of the whole Northern Baptist range of action. 


To accomplish the desired end the World Tour was planned, and it 
achieved a success that exceeded the most sanguine hopes. It is now com- 
mon knowledge that, in the interest evoked, the enthusiastic participation 
of churches and individual members, and especially the number who read 
with attention the Log of the Airship Evangel, this circuit-of the globe on 
the wings of imagination was equal to anything the denomination has done 
in all its history. We asked not only for the attention, but for the prayers 
of the people, and it is gratifying to report that in its devotional aspect lay 
one of the strongest elements of the World Tour. Thousands of Baptist 
families followed the suggested Bible readings with the same fidelity that 
they did the daily chapters of the Log. 


The Board of Missionary Cooperation. decided at the outset that there 
should be no promiscuous distribution of the Log, but that shipments 
would be made only in the quantities that were actually called for on the 
basis of enrolment. Nevertheless the first printing was exhausted long 
before January, and a second edition was necessary to supply the demand. 
In all, we distributed 365,000 copies of the Log, and it can be said with 
confidence that no other piece of literature ever issued by the denomination 
was read by so many Baptists in the same space of time. Best of all, per- 
haps, is the conclusive evidence that the form of presentation employed 
caused the missionary message to find solid lodgment, for the Tour, months 
after the event, is still a popular subject of discussion, and the Board con-

tinually receives requests for more missionary information of similar 
appeal. 


Earty Quota ACCEPTANCE 


It was in the atmosphere created by the World Tour that, in February, 
the various State Conventions, cooperating with excellent effect, presented 
to the churches the definite question of accepting in that month the quotas 
which had already been suggested. The results were most encouraging 
and justify the claim of a distinct success for the plan as a whole. By the 
first of March, some States had a number of acceptances that exceeded the 
final total of the previous year, and that with not all churches heard from. 
Almost every State and Association that reported showed material gains 
in the number of acceptances as compared with the corresponding dates in 
1926, and not a few reported cases of the increase of suggested quotas by 
the voluntary action of churches. 


Enough information is at hand to make it certain that we have made a 
material advance in the number of churches accepting quotas and a very 
marked increase in the number accepting early enough to complete an 
Every-member Canvass and obtain individual pledges covering the quota 
before the beginning of the new fiscal year. There is, furthermore, an 
advantage that should be apparent hereafter, in the fact that the churches 
have simultaneously given attention to the necessity of making the fiscal 
year a period of twelve months’ sustained missionary contribution. It must 
be evident to all Baptists who comprehend the extent and importance of the 
denomination’s missionary establishment that so great a work cannot be 
maintained on an intermittent and uncertain revenue. Experience proves 
that where a late start is made and quota payments fall into arrears, it is 
highly improbable that the lost ground will be regained, even with strenu- 
ous exertion in the later months of the year. Under such handicaps our 
missions, at home and abroad, have suffered not gnly in the limitation of 
work already begun, but in the inability to provide properly for the future 
needs of the most promising fields. By gaining momentum in the first 
month of the year, we may reasonably expect to do better in succeeding 
months than if we permit spring to run into summer and summer into 
autumn before organized and serious action is taken to meet missionary 
requirements, 


TEAM-WoRK AT HEADQUARTERS 


The Board of Missionary Cooperation serves the denomination through 
departments that have definite duties but which so unify their work by 
means of constant, and often daily, staff conferences that they all concen- 
trate upon each of the major tasks of the year. Every phase of the work 
is related in this manner to every other phase, and the individual may be 
and frequently is drafted for a service in the office or in the field that takes 
him outside his usual duties. It is a necessary development of team-work, 
and so is the practise of taking counsel with groups outside the organi- 
zation, and when occasion requires, calling on those able to serve actively 
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in carrying out a program. Cooperation that brought into action Baptist 
forces of every magnitude, from the individual church-member to the 
national society, has helped the Board in executing the plans for the year. 
Without this willing and whole-hearted assistance it would not have been 
possible successfully to carry through such an enterprise as the World 
Tour, because to set in motion at a.given time a constituency so large and 
occupying a territory of such extent as the Northern Baptist Convention 
would tax the resources of a much greater organization than the Board 
regularly maintains. 

In our field activities there were at times approximately fifty people 
engaged, including missionaries, secretaries, and field representatives, who 
were assigned to the State Conventions that asked for assistance. The 
President of the Convention, Doctor Brougher, again took the field and 
with the Executive Secretary of the Board made two speaking tours, one 
in the West in late autumn and the other in the East in January. In almost 
all of the cities visited on these tours three meetings were held each day, a 
conference of pastors at noon, one of church workers in the afternoon, and 
a mass meeting in the evening. Under the direction of the Committee on 
Field Activities, pastors’ conferences to deal with the realignment program 
were held in practically every important center in the Convention area, 
and they were excellent in attendance and in spirit. 

During the final weeks of the year particular attention was given to the 
extension of the Every-member Plan, which in the month of March was 
put into effect in many churches. This was in accordance with the general 
realignment program of the year, to the accomplishment of which the stew- 
ardship work also was directed. The stewardship staff. cooperated with a 
number of individual churches to show the possibilities of such endeavor 
and, to take a notable example, in one local church more than 300 new 
subscribers to missions were obtained. Education aspects of stewardship 
have also received a great deal of attention. A member of the staff has 
become directly related to the work of the B. Y. P. U. and sits in council 
with the young people, through whom new approaches in stewardship are 
made to the constituency. This year it was a three months’ adventure in 
tithing. Plans, including preparation of the necessary printed helps, have 
been made to continue work on this line, not only among the young people 
but generally, for there is a growing tendency to advance stewardship and 
related aims by securing the cooperation of various organized groups and 
making the actual presentation through them. 


MEANS OF SPREADING INFORMATION 


In the field of denominational literature, the Board seeks, through publica- 
tions offered for free distribution and for sale, to make available to its 
constituency information concerning the: work of the organizations partici- 
pating in the denominational program and concerning what is being accom- 
plished through the money given for the denominational work. It is our 
policy to relate our literature to other elements of the promotional program 
in such a way as to contribute most effectively to the general purpose which 
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all our activities have in view. An example of this is to be found in the 
largest single enterprise of the year just closed, which was the publication 
of the Log of the Airship Evangel, used in connection with the World 
Tour. Because this was part of a coordinated plan, it was possible to pre- 
pare, print, and distribute an edition of unusual size at minimum cost and 
in sufficient time so that copies of the Log were delivered without any 
delay to the thousands of readers in every part of our territory. At the 
beginning of the year was published The Missionary Quiz Book, which in 
48 pages, by the question and answer method, sought to give a unified 
presentation of the work of all our missionary organizations. Of this, 
65,000 copies were distributed in addition to 50,000 received by the sub- 
scribers to Missions as a part of the June issue of that magazine. The 
Book of Remembrance has had a slightly increased circulation during the 
last year. 

It did not require the evidence supplied by the World Tour to demon- 
strate the usefulness of pictures and graphic methods generally, but that 
experience has enhanced former estimates of visual appeal. In recent years 
there have been great changes in the use of visual aids. More stereopticons 
and moving pictures were used in churches last year than ever before, and 
Northern Baptist churches contributed to this increase. Due in part to 
the World Tour, the denomination used 8,097 sets of slides in the first eleven 
months of the fiscal year, or 1,496 more than were used in the year pre- 
ceeding. The aggregate attendance at the lectures where these pictures 
were shown exceeds the total enrolled membership of the denomination. 
Special measures were taken to make available to the churches lectures and 
pictures bearing upon the fields and scenes of the World Tour, thus further- 
ing the general purpose of enabling our people to gain a vivid and lasting 
impression of the actual missionary situation. 

The publicity service of the Board was also related directly to the general 
plan of the year, both in the special task of preparation for the World 
Tour and in keeping the denomination informed, especially through the 
Baptist press, of developments affecting the cooperative program as a 
whole. In this division the State bulletin service inaugurated three years 
ago has developed to a point where there is now practically 100 per cent. 
cooperation in every State within the boundaries of the Convention area. 
State papers which do not make use of the printed bulletin cover or inserts 
supplied by the Board, all use part of the same material, and in most cases 
they use it all. In response to many requests from local churches that 
desire to give more Baptist missionary information in their church calendars 
or weekly bulletins, the Board has arranged to supply hereafter, at nominal 
cost, syndicated or partially printed sheets, samples of which pastors or 
others interested may obtain from any of the Literature Bureaus. 


THE DENOMINATIONAL PRESS 


From the denominational press the Board received much help in a year 
when the program was of a kind that made publicity especially important. 
This has been true of both local and national publications. The editors 
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of The Baptist and of Missions have worked in close cooperation with the 
Board and constitute valued channels of information. They and The 
Watchman-Examiner rendered a signal service by giving ample space to 
supplementary material regarding the World Tour, an effective and much 
appreciated contribution to the outstanding effort of the year. 


THE WoMEN’s Part 

It is right to acknowledge the service of Northern Baptist women in 
giving effect to a program of such character that their help was of extraor- 
dinary value. Making the World Tour a matter of family participation 
was one of the best ideas incorporated in the plan, and to the women of 
the denomination is due a generous measure of credit for_the fact that 
during the month of January tens of thousands of Baptist homes became 
missionary reading circles. Since 1925 a secretary representing the Woman’s 
Committee of Conference has been a member of the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation staff, establishing a channel through which contact is main- 
tained with women’s organizations in all parts of the Convention territory. 
In great numbers the women’s societies in local churches were brought into 
active support of the World Tour, the quota acceptance plan, and all the 
successive steps leading to the objective of the year. 


THE LAYMEN 

Conditions are lending increasing importance to the organized activities of 
laymen, and an encouraging factor is the spirit in which they are moving 
toward a larger acceptance of responsibility. The National Council of 
Northern Baptist Laymen has maintained close contact with the Board 
throughout the year, and the services of their field force have been available 
whenever desired for the..advancement of the denominational program. 
There is complete cooperation between the Council and the Board in respect 
to future plans, and the Laymen are arranging their schedule for the new 
fiscal year with special reference.to the general program. 


YOUTHFUL VOLUNTEERS 

There is a double satisfaction in according the warmest praise to the 
Baptist young people, for with the gratitude inspired by their willing and 
effective service is joined a well-grounded confidence in the future of the 
churches which these same young people will in due time lead. No account 
of the World Tour would be complete without acknowledgment of the 
energetic part of youth in making it a success. Throughout the period of 
special activities connected with the realignment plan, the Board received 
the most valuable assistance from the young people’s group. The young 
people have in fact demonstrated in actual performance the possibilities 
of volunteer service and have set an example in that respect which it is 
hoped the entire denomination may be induced to follow. 


MoTIvE AND METHOD 
All of the organized activities of the Board have for a major and 
continuing purpose such a presentation of the denominational task as will 
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win that active attention upon which stress has been laid. The motive 
cannot be separated from the method in this work, and not merely facts 
but the background of facts where shines the everlasting truth that Christ 
is the world’s only hope must appear to every church and every church- 
member if the service due Christ’s kingdom is to be placed above multiplied 
material wants. - 

The Board therefore proposes to continue on a line to which the denom- 
ination has been responsive and make renewed efforts to implant in the 
membership such an understanding knowledge of the situation and such a 
sympathy with the aspiration to world-wide Christian fellowship that all 
minds and hearts will be moved to help. In the day when every local 
church becomes mastered by a missionary passion like that of the apostle 
who spoke the things he had seen and heard because he could not do other- 
wise, the churches themselves will attain a new growth and a new dignity. 
The whole of Christian history proves it. The Baptist denomination is a 
shining example of it. Down through the century and more since Judson’s 
day, you can trace in every decade the relation between missions and the 
condition of the churches on which missions depend. The local churches 
have gone forward every time there was a general missionary advance, and 
one is justified in the belief that the whole denomination has simply been 
in a period of preparation for an advance to surpass all others. 


THE CHALLENGE IN THE CONVENTION Mortro 


We thrill with no common hope, for it is a hope inspired by Him whose 
name is borne upon the banners of this Convention. The Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation, knowing that the denomination has the power to trans- 
form the situation, believes also that the will exists and that it is certain to 
respond to the awakening of a wider consciousness of the world’s spiritual 
hunger. It is an attitude of confidence that does not depend on statistics, but 
remember, “ The heart has its reasons, of which the reason knows nothing.” 
There have been, especially from the period of the World Tour on, unmis- 
takable proofs of a new depth of interest, a new alertness of attention. It 
is in such manifestations and in the encouraging record of early quota 
acceptances that ground exists for hoping that the denomination will this 
year place Northern Baptist missions on a sound footing of growth. Let 
us with one accord resolve.to do it. 

The circumstances of the hour call for all we have of fortitude, faith 
and willingness to sacrifice. The position America occupies in the eyes of 
the world brings a new and grave responsibility. The very fact of this 
country’s envied prosperity and power has made the people of the United 
States the subject of a jealous and universal scrutiny. The example 
of the American churches, for good or ill, will count more heavily than 
ever before, and every other evangelical denomination will be profoundly 
affected by what we do. As we advance or retreat, we shall help to raise or 
depress the level of missionary effort throughout the world. 

All of these things remind us that it was in an hour of darkness and 
danger and seemingly hopeless obstacles that the ancient command was 
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given, “Speak unto the children of Israel, that they go forward.” As 
Israel advanced with unfaltering confidence, so should Northern Baptists. 
In a resolute going forward will be the best possible answer to the 
challenge that is implicit in the motto of this Convention, “ Jesus Christ, 
the world’s only hope.” As the banners bearing those words are seen afar 
there comes back to us the ery of anguished hearts, “ What will you do in 
this new year to awaken in millions who despair the hope that followers 
of Christ proclaim?” Every hour we hear the challenge repeated by 
numberless voices, in a multitude of forms. ; 

We are challenged by the call of our youth, who are bewildered by the 
darkness which we have created and are longing and seeking for light. 

We are challenged by the call of our brethren, who, in little groups in 
the lonely places of the earth, in the heart of the great cities, in the iso- 
lated villages, out .on the wide plains, are loyally proclaiming their faith 
in the Christ, but longing for the fellowship and encouragement of their 
friends in that faith. 

We are challenged by the call of the strangers within our gates, who 
have listened to the beckoning voice of our fair land, but who have not 
yet discerned that the secret of any glory or charm which we may possess 
lies in Him whom we claim our King. 

We are challenged by the teeming millions of our human kin across the 
seas, who have a civilization with a glorious past and a history of which 
no man need to be ashamed, but who are now struggling in the world’s 
greatest revolution; who need above all their other needs, dimly though 
they may perceive it, the leadership and the lordship of Jesus Christ. 
To crown Him will bring order out of their chaos and peace out of their 
tumult. 

We are challenged by the loyalty and devotion of our brethren in 
Christ in those eastern lands, who have been led into this allegiance to 
Him by the testimony which we have given and who, though few in num- 
ber, in the midst of the great turmoil in which they now live are giving 
witness of their steadfastness in a manner which no man can gainsay. 

We are challenged by the continued evidence of the blessing of 
Almighty God upon the work which we have wrought in His name, 
in the multiplying number of those who are becoming obedient to the 
faith and who are giving unmistakable evidence that they are growing 
in grace and the knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

By these voices and a multitude of others, we are challenged to a re- 
newed faith in the power of Christ and in Him alone, to meet the deepest 
needs of the human heart and the deepest needs of human society. 

We are challenged to a clearer realization that however much the 
methods of our work may change, the great underlying purpose and 
passion of it all, to make Christ a living, vital, powerful factor in the 
lives of men, never changes. 

We are challenged to a new life of prayer, knowing that “More 
things are wrought by prayer than this world dreams of.” 
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We are challenged by a myriad of voices that ring from our great 
cities, from our towns and villages east and north, from the plantations 
of the south and the plains of the west, from the great throbbing, chang- 
ing lands of the Orient, Japan, China, India, and the islands of the sea, 
to a new loyalty to Christ and a new liberality of heart and life. 

Undismayed, though humbled, by any of our failures of the past, undis- 
couraged though repentant for our shortcomings, challenged by these 
insistent voices which are but echoes of the voice of God, we dedicate 
ourselves to Him in this year of the world’s greatest need, that under the 
leadership of His spirit we may put forth our supreme effort to help 
make “the Kingdom of this world the Kingdom of our Lord and Christ.”

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PREFACE 


i the early part of the nineteenth century the position of Baptists in 

America was not one of great prominence. With little organiza- 
tion, they were widely scattered and without facilities in those days for 
easy communication among themselves. The formation of the English 
Baptist Missionary Society, which had taken place in 1792, and the early 
efforts of the pioneer missionaries in India had, however, aroused a deep 
interest in this country, so that considerable money was raised and sent 
to their aid. The interest thus awakened and fostered was accentuated 
also by the reading of letters from Dr. William Carey, which appeared 
from time to time in the Massachusetts Baptist Missionary Magazine. 
When early in 1812 a company of five young men was set apart for service 
in foreign lands, and sailed from our shores, a deep impression was made 
upon Baptists, although the volunteers were of another denomination. 

One of these young men, Adoniram Judson, read his New Testament 
with great thoroughness during his voyage to India, and as a result 
accepted the Baptist view of baptism and wrote a letter which was re- 
ceived in Boston, January 19, 1813, in which he said: “Should there be 
formed a Baptist Society for the support of missions in these parts, I 
should be ready to consider myself their missionary.” This challenge pro- 
foundly stirred the Baptists, so that they began at once to make plans 
to undertake this work. Luther Rice, another of the young men, having 
experienced a like change in belief, returned to America to plead the cause 
of missions among the Baptists, the direct result of his efforts being the 
organization at Philadelphia, May 21, 1814, of “The General Missionary 
Convention of the Baptist Denomination in the United States of America 
for Foreign Missions,” popularly known as the Triennial Convention. The 
delegates assembled on May 18, a fact which has led to the erroneous 
statement frequently made, that the Convention was organized on that date. 

It is significant that the call to engage in foreign mission work was the 
first thing that led to organization and unity among Baptists in this coun- 
try. In 1845 the Southern Baptists withdrew because of a difference of 
Opinion growing out of the slavery question, and in 1846 the name of the 
Society was changed to The American Baptist Missionary Union. The name 
was again altered in 1910, becoming American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society. The headquarters were established at Boston, Mass., in 1826, and 
in 1920 were removed to New York. At the annual meeting in 1908, the 
Society became a cooperating society of the Northern Baptist Convention. 
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BY-LAWS 


As Adopted at Annual Meeting, 1910, and 
Subsequently Amended

PREAMBLE 


This corporation, organized and existing under the laws of the states of Pennsy]l- 
vania, Massachusetts and New York, for the purpose of diffusing the knowledge of 
the religion of Jesus Christ by means of missions throughout the world, has, pursu- 
ant to the power bestowed on it by the several states of Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
and New York, adopted the following by-laws: 


ARTICLE I 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as follows: 

(a) Of all persons who are now life members or honorary life members. 

(b) Of annual members appointed by Baptist churches. Any church may appoint one 
delegate, and one additional delegate for every 100 members, but no church shall be 
entitled to appoint more than ten delegates. 

(c) Of all missionaries of the Society during their terms of service. 

(d) Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 

(e) Of the officers of the Society and the members of its Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. No member shall be entitled to more than one vote. 

ARTICLE II 
OFFICERS 


Sec. 1. The officers of the Society shall be a President, a First Vice-president, a 
Second Vice-president, a Treasurer, a Recording Secretary, and one or more adminis- 
trative Secretaries. The President, the Vice-presidents, the Recording Secretary and 
the Treasurer shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting. The administrative 
Secretary or Secretaries shall be elected by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society; in the case of 
his absence or inability to serve, his duties shall be performed by the Vice-president 
in attendance who is first in numerical order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries and such officers as the Board of Managers 
may appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, and shall discharge such 
duties as may be defined by its regulations and rules of order. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful performance of his 
duties as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Src. 5. Each officer elected at the annual meeting shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which he is elected, to the close of the next annual meeting, and 
until his successor is elected. 


ARTICLE III 
Boarp oF MANAGERS 


Sec. 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of the President of the Society and 
twenty-seven persons elected by ballot at an annual meeting. At the meeting at 
which these by-laws shall be adopted, one-third of the managers shall be elected for

one year, one-third for two years, and one-third for three years, to the end that 
thereafter, as nearly as practicable, one-third of the whole number of managers shall 
be elected at each subsequent annual meeting to fill the vacancies caused by the 
expiration of terms of office. As many more shall be elected also, as shall be neces- 
sary to fill any vacancies in unexpired terms. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal office of the Society to 
organize as soon as practicable after the annual meeting, 


Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the affairs of the 
Society; shall have the power to elect its own Chairman and Recording Secretary and 
to appoint or elect one or more administrative Secretaries of the Society and such 
additional officers and agents, and such committees as to it may seem proper, and to 
define the powers and duties of each; to appoint its own meetings; to adopt such 
regulations and rules as to it may seem proper, including those for the control and 
disposition of the real and personal property of the Society, the sale, leasing or 
mortgaging thereof, provided they are not inconsistent with its Act of Incorporation 
or its by-laws; to fill all vacancies in the Board of Managers and in any office of 
the Society until the next meeting of the Society; to establish such agencies and to 
appoint and remove such agents and missionaries as to it may seem proper by a 
three-fifths vote of all members present and voting at the meeting when said vote 
is taken; it being understood, however, that in case of missionaries of the Society, 
an absolute majority of the Board shall be necessary for suspension and a_two- 
thirds majority of the whole Board for dismissal; to fix the compensation of officers, 
agents and missionaries; to direct and instruct them concerning their respective duties; 
to make all appropriations of money; and at the annual meeting of the Society, and 
at the first session of each annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention, to 
present a printed or written full and detailed report of the proceedings of the Society 
and of its work during the year. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall appoint annually one of its members, whose 
term does not expire with the current year, to act as an additional member of the 
Committee on Nominations, without the right to vote. 


ARTICLE IV 
ELicIBILITy TO APPOINTMENT 


All officers, all members of the Board of Managers and all missionaries must be 
members of Baptist churches, 


ARTICLE V 
ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


The Society shall meet annually on the third Wednesday in May, unless for some 
special reason another time shall be fixed by the Board of Managefs in conference 
with the Executive Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention and with repre- 
sentatives of its other cooperating organizations. The meeting shall be held where 
the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be held. Special meet- 
ings may be held at any time and place upon the call of the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE VI 
RELATIONS WITH NORTHERN CONVENTION 
Sec. 1. With a view to unification in general denominational matters, the Northern 


Baptist Convention at each election may present nominations for officers and for the 
Board of Managers. 


Sec. 2, The persons elected each year as the Committee on Nominations of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, shall be for that year the Committee of this Society on 
Nominations for its oficers and members of its Board of Managers to be then elected. 

Sec. 3. The Annual Report of this Society, as soon as it shall be prepared, shall 


be forwarded to the officer or committee of the Northern Baptist Convention authorized 
to receive it. 


ARTICLE VII 
BALLots AND VOTES BY STATES 


Sec, 1. On all ballots for officers and for members of the Board of Managers 
there shall be reserved a space after the name of the nominee for each office, and 
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after the names of the nominees for the Board of Managers, in which spaces may 
be inserted the name or names of any other person or persons to be voted for, as the 
case may be. 


Sec. 2, (a) When any motion is pending before the Society, its consideration 
may be temporarily suspended by a motion that a vote on the subject shall be taken 
by the delegations from the States, and such a motion shall be deemed carried when 
supported by one-fifth of the delegates voting; and upon the report of the result 
by States, a motion to concur shall be in order; and in case it shall be decided in 
the affirmative, the matter shall be deemed settled, but if the fociety votes not to 
concur, the matter shall be dismissed from further consideration at that meeting of 
the Society. : 


(6) On a vote by States, each State shall be entitled to as many votes as it has 
State Conventions and an additional vote for every ten thousand members of Baptist 
churches within each State Convention in affiliation with the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. 


If in any State there be no State Convention in affiliation with the Northern Baptist 
Convention, but there be in such twenty-five Baptist churches which contribute 
money for said Society, said State shall be entitled to one vote and an additional vote 
for every ten thousand members of such contributing churches. 


(c) The vote of each delegation from a State shall be determined by the majority 
of its delegates voting. 


(d) A motion to vote by States shall be in order at any time while a motion is 
pending, shall not be debatable, and shall not close debate on the original motion. 


(e) The statement of the number of votes to which each State shall be entitled, pre- 
pared by the Statistical Secretary of the Convention and approved by the Executive 
Committee thereof, shall be authoritative for this Society. 


ARTICLE VIII 
AMENDMENTS 


These by-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written notice of the proposed 
amendment shall have been given at the preceding annual meeting of the Society, or 
such amendment shall be recommended by the Board of Managers. 


RESOLUTION GOVERNING PROCEDURE IN A VOTE BY STATES 


Resolved, Whenever a vote by States is ordered, as provided in the by-laws, either 
of two undebatable motions shall be in order: 


(x) That the debate now close, that the Society recess for fifteen minutes to 
allow the delegates from the territory of each State Convention to meet in their 
designated places on the floor of the Society to take the vote, and that at the 
close of the recess the vote be reported to the Secretary, recorded, and announced, or 

(2) That the vote by States be reported, recorded, and announced at a certain hour 
at some future session of the Society, that the delegates from the territory of each 
State Convention meet at the close of this session of the Society, in their designated 
places on the floor, and either then and there take their votes, or provide for further 
discussion within the delegations at their convenience at some other time and place, 
before the hour of reporting the vote as above provided. 

In case the second of these motions should prevail, debate on the main question 
may continue at the pleasure of the Society, but a motion to close the debate 
shall be in order at any time. 

When the vote by States has been reported, recorded, and announced, the motion to 
concur, provided for in the by-laws, shall follow immediately without the intervention 
of any other business and without discussion.

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GENERAL REVIEW OF THE YEAR 
1926-1927 


The observer of today and the historian of tomorrow will agree 
that the missionary crisis in China was the outstanding 
development in the work of the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society during the past year. As this 113th annual report of 
the Society goes to press, all missionaries in South China have 
withdrawn to Swatow; all in East China with one exception are 
in Shanghai; and all in West China with five exceptions have left 
their stations and have proceeded to Shanghai. However, the 
observer of today may fail to recognize what the historian of 
tomorrow will more clearly apprehend. The disturbed condition 
is only temporary; the movement of missionaries is an emergency 
development necessitated by 2 climax to the violent anti-foreignism 
and the prolonged civil war with which for several years China has 
been afflicted. The personal safety of missionaries and the impor- 
tance of avoiding serious local situations that might embarrass 
the United States Government in its negotiations with the Chinese 
Government made temporary withdrawal from mission stations 
advisable. 

The work of Christian missions in China is not ended. Under 
date of April 12, 1927, Foreign Secretary James H. Franklin as a 
member of the Special Deputation to the Far East, mentioned 
elsewhere in this report, cabled from Shanghai: 


Missionaries think it advisable to remain in Shanghai for the present in 
order to maintain contact and to be prepared for return to their stations. 
The general opinion seems to be that they should remain as near as pos- 
sible and prepare as far as possible for their return as soon as possible 
when the opportunity offers. Mission work in China is not ended. While 
the situation gives great cause for concern, and is exceedingly serious, yet 
eventually it may give opportunity for desirable reconstruction of the work 
with larger Chinese direction. Chinese are at present conducting the work 
in all stations in East China, except the schools in Kinhwa. Soldiers have 
occupied a few chapels, but the churches continue services. The Executive 
Committee of the Chekiang Baptist Association (Chinese) held unusually 
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successful meetings in Ningpo during last week. Missionaries participated. 
Relations were the very best between the Chinese Christians and the mis- 
sionaries. Fellowship was deepened. They do not desire that missionaries 
withdraw. No serious disturbance at Shanghai Baptist College. Good 
enrolment. Most of our own missionaries still very hopeful. Bid the 
denomination to trust God, the Chinese Christians, and the missionaries. 
God is in the storm, 


In similar vein a missionary in the remote West China field, 
amid the confusion and turmoil that surrounded him, wrote: 


We are at the age-old task, the redemption of men and women by 
a new birth in Jesus Christ our Lord. No temporary scheme of political 
reformation will suffice for China now. She needs to be saved. 


In that sentence he summarized not only the need of China but 
also that of the other mission fields where Northern Baptists, in 
harmony with the charter of the Society, have been diffusing 
“ knowledge of the religion of Jesus Christ by means of missions 
throughout the world.” That sentence revealed also the high 
purpose that prompts the service of the 790 missionaries now 
holding commissions from the Society and underlies all their work. 
World conditions today point unmistakably not alone to the need 
of political reformations, but also to the overwhelming need for 
regeneration in Jesus Christ. 

In presenting this report the Board of Managers, mindful of 
the achievements of yesterday, recognizing the critical conditions 
of today, and faced with the problems of tomorrow, records first 
of all its appreciation of the devoted and self-sacrificing service of 
its missionaries, expresses gratitude to the churches for their sup- 
port, and humbly ascribes praise to God for His manifold bless- 
ings, for the reality of His unfailing presence and leadership, and 
for what has been accomplished during a year of extraordinary 
emergencies. 


Evangelism and the World Turmoil 


Notwithstanding the conditions of turmoil existing in many 
of our fields, another year of great evangelistic ingatherings 
has just closed. Perhaps indeed one might more justly say 
because of the present turmoil the year has been one of large 
results, in harmony with the Master’s assurance: “ In the world

you shall have tribulation; but be of good cheer, I have overcome 
the world.” 

Most of the fields have been heard from at the time this report 
goes to press, and already 20,482 baptisms are reported. It is 
gratifying that for the second time in its history the Society 
has passed the 20,000 mark, the former such record having been 
made last year. Out of China’s sore travail souls are born. 
Rev. Donald Fay, a Chinese leader of West China, writes: 


In spite of the political and religious disturbances our Chengtu church 
had a profitable and satisfactory year, although the program which we 
had mapped out was not largely carried out. The church had an Easter 
group of thirty-nine new members joining the church, among whom twenty- 
two came from the outstation at Tsochiao. 


This is merely an illustration of evangelistic results achieved 
in the very midst of the military disturbances. Our missionaries 
in India write of “hundreds signifying their desire to know the 
true way to God,” while in Africa wild and almost inaccessible 
areas are yielding a great spiritual harvest. Rev. L. A. Brown 
sends in these encouraging words from the remote station of 
Vanga, Congo Belge: 


Just previous to the special week of prayer I began an inquirers’ class 
for boys. I rather expected there might be thirty or forty. The first 
night there were about sixty, the next a couple of hundred. Last time 
there were about a hundred and seventy-five. 


Conditions in China 


Throughout the past year the eyes of the world have been 
focussed on China. Internal unrest, wars between rival military 
factions for control of territory, anti-foreign demonstrations, 
wide-spread propaganda activities, uprisings of students, out- 
breaks of mob violence, clashes. between Chinese and the armed 
forces of Western nations sent to protect their nationals, and 
other disturbances have made China a center of international 
friction and a menace to international peace. In large areas the 
central Government at Peking appears increasingly to have lost 
both influence and control, while the Nationalist army has steadily 
advanced, and at this writing practically the entire territory south 
of the Yangtse River is in its control. In a recent article in the 
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Yale Divinity News Prof. Kenneth S. Latourette, formerly a 
member of the Board of Managers, summarized developments in 
China as follows: 


For sheer magnitude no change in any country in all the history of 
the race has equalled that which is now in progress in China. Here in 
process of rapid transition are four hundred millions of people, a fourth 
of the human race, the largest fairly homogeneous group of mankind. 
Intellectually the mind of the nation is being made over. New systems of 
education have been introduced, Western science has in part supplanted the 
old classical studies, and a written form of the vernacular is being substi- 
tuted for the older erudite classical language as the vehicle of literary 
expression. The family, the fundamental social institution of China, is 
undergoing modification and other basic changes in social custom are in 
progress. Christianity and other systems of thought and belief new to 
China are altering her religiously and ethically. Western industrialism 
and systems of transportation are reshaping her economic life. Observers 
have repeatedly pointed out that changes as profound as those experienced 
by Europe in the Renaissance, the Protestant Reformation, the Industrial 
Revolution, and the French Revolution are occurring in China and are 

being condensed into one generation. 


A Summary of the Demands of China 


Although much of the confusion throughout the year in China 
has been due to internal conditions, the Chinese have apparently 
been prone to attribute their turmoil largely to the treatment 
accorded them in past years by foreign nations. Furthermore, the 
several military factions, notwithstanding their own differences 
and objectives, have shown unanimity in the contention that 
China’s territory and natural resources as well as her government 
must be administered by Chinese for the benefit and welfare of 
China. The basic facts about the situation in China therefore 
center around four chief demands, summarized briefly as follows: 


1. Tariff Autonomy. Unequal treaties negotiated long ago make it im- 
possible for China, except with foreign permission, to fix tariff rates and 
thereby obtain revenue for effective governmental control of the country. 

2. Abolition of Extraterritoriality. Subjects of most foreign powers 
residing in China are not subject to China’s law or courts. Legal cases 
in which they are involved are tried in foreign courts or, in some cases, 
in “mixed” courts. 

3. Return of Concessions. In several cities large foreign concessions 
are controlled by municipal councils composed almost exclusively of 
foreigners. (The United States has no foreign concession.) 
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4. Complete Exercise of Normal Rights of Sovereignty. Although 
China is recognized as a sovereign nation, foreign gunboats patrol China’s 
coasts and inland waterways, and foreign nations in general are suspected 
of cherishing a desire to exploit the Chinese. 


Regardless of whether or not such charges are fully justified, the 
tides of nationalism and patriotism have become increasingly 
strong and have manifested themselves in wide-spread anti-foreign 
sentiment. 


Attitude of Baptist Mission Boards 


As long ago as September, 1925, the Board of Managers and the 
Board of the Woman’s Society recognized the gravity of the 
approaching crisis and in joint session passed an expression of 
opinion favoring sympathetic consideration of the desires of the 
Chinese people by our Government. This was duly conveyed to 
the President of the United States and to the Secretary of State. 
In another joint session in November of the same year, the two 
Boards again took action favoring a revision of existing treaty 
arrangements. Copies of these resolutions were published in the 
annual report of the Society for 1926. In view of what has 
occurred in China since then, these actions are obviously of 
greater significance than if they had been taken under the pres- 
sure of the existing situation. It was not until January, 1927, 
that the governments of the United States and of Great Britain 
gave formal expression to similar points of view. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers on February 8, 1927, 
the following resolution was adopted: 


Wuereas, The Board of Managers of the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society has definitely and repeatedly given expression to its hearty 
sympathy with the people of China in their aspirations for just, equal, and 
fraternal relations with other nations; and 


Wuereas, There is now pending before the Congress of the United 
States House Concurrent Resolution 46, popularly known as “The Porter 
Resolution,” which proposes a revision of existing treaties upon an 
equitable and reciprocal basis; and 


Wuereas, On January 26, 1927, the Secretary of State of the United 
States transmitted to the Government of China and to the various powers 
through their representatives at Washington a declaration of the readiness 
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of the United States to negotiate a treaty or treaties with China which 
shall be mutually acceptable; 

Therefore, The Board of Managers of the American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society resolves to urge upon the Congress of the United States 
the adoption of the Porter Resolution, in the hope that the Government 
of the United States may at the earliest practicable moment enter into 
negotiations with accredited representatives of the Chinese people looking 
to such revision of existing treaties as shall put our mutual relations upon 
a wholly equal and reciprocal basis. 


At the meeting on April 12, 1927, the Board of Managers reaf- 
firmed its position with respect to the desires of the Chinese people 
as indicated in the following action: 


Resolved, That the Board reemphasize its stand for the unity and 
sovereignty of the Chinese people and against foreign aggression and 
exploitation in China and against the unequal treaties and reaffirm the 
actions already taken in this connection even as early as in September 
and November, 1925. 

That efforts be made to secure the cooperation of other mission boards 
in the preparation of a further statement on this subject for use in 
America and to be cabled to China. 


A Special Deputation to the Far East 


Early in the fall of 1926 the Board of Managers recognized 
that conditions in China were rapidly becoming acute. The 
personal safety of missionaries, the continuance of Christian 
institutions, the fidelity of Chinese Christians, the removal of 
the stigma of foreignism from Christianity, the reality of the 
Christian faith, the maintenance of the spiritual emphasis in the 
entire missionary enterprise—all were involved in the startling 
changes in China. After long consideration of information and 
advice received from the mission fields, the Board decided unani- 
mously that conditions required the sending of a special deputation 
which should make an extensive tour of study and investigation, 
culminating in a general conference of Baptist missions in Shang- 
hai. This was held in March, 1927, at which Chinese and mission- 
aries from the three Chinese fields were in attendance. The person- 
nel of the deputation included Foreign Secretary J. H. Franklin; 
Rev. D. B. MacQueen, of Rochester, a member of the Board; 
Rev. J. F. Watson, Secretary of the West Washington Baptist 
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State Convention; Treasurer G. B. Huntington, who joined the 
deputation upon his return from India, and Rev. A. W. Beaven, 
of Rochester. Mrs. Beaven and Foreign Secretary Miss Mabelle 
R. McVeigh were appointed by the Woman’s Board. Doctor and 
Mrs. Beaven and Miss McVeigh made the trip without expense to 
the two Boards. In its itinerary this deputation included the 
Philippine Islands as well as Japan and China for here also great 
and urgent problems «equired attention. 

Probably no deputation ever sent by American Baptists to their 
mission fields faced a larger responsibility. The South China 
field with its spectacular movement toward independence; the pro- 
posed governmental registration of mission schools in China; the 
increasing demands for freedom from foreign control; the future 
policy of Shanghai Baptist College, in view of problems affecting 
its administration; the unparalleled congestion of missionaries in 
Shanghai as they arrived there as refugees from their stations; 
these and other important questions received attention by the depu- 
tation. In the South China field conditions were fairly quiet dur- 
ing its stay so that visits to individual stations could be made with 
safety. In East China, unfortunately, military developments around 
Hangchow, the capture of Shanghai by the Nationalist Army, and 
the anti-foreign uprising in Nanking made visits to individual sta- 
tions impossible, although the deputation was able to attend the 
laying of the corner-stone of the new Baptist Mission Hospital in 
Ningpo on December 29, 1926. As this report is being written 
the deputation is gn its homeward journey. Its investigation will 
be brought to the attention of the Board at a meeting early in the 
new year and a full report will be presented at the annual meeting 
of the Society in Chicago. 


Baptist Missions in China 


As every well-informed Baptist knows, the Society for many 
years has carried on extensive missionary activities in China. 
During the past year 214 missionaries, including wives and single 
women missionaries were assigned to the three fields in China, 
viz., East China, South China, and West China. Some were at 
home on furlough. The others were distributed over immense 
stretches of territory. Only six of the nineteen Baptist mission 
stations in China have direct rail or steamer connection with or 
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are within easy access of port cities. As the accompanying map 
indicates, it is as far from Shanghai to the West China field as 
from Chicago to Salt Lake City. Three days’ travel by rail is 
ample to cover the distance in America, In China it means weeks 
on a river steamer and weeks on a dirty Chinese houseboat or in 
sedan-chairs, borne on the shoulders of Chinese carriers, over 
lonely mountain ranges and through bandit-infested districts. 
Last year missionaries had as their associates 1,060 Chinese, loyal 
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and consecrated workers who served as pastors, teachers, and 
physicians in the nineteen stations. There are 188 Baptist 
churches, which in 1925 enrolled 10,710 church-members. Dur- 
ing that same year 675 converts were baptized. There are 241 
schools, ranging from primary schools to union women’s schools, 
women’s medical college, Shanghai Baptist College, Ginling Col- 
lege, Nanking University, and the West China Union University. 
In the three latter institutions Baptists cooperate with other 
denominations. Medical work is done at 11 hospitals and 19 dis- 
pensaries which in 1925 treated 91,154 patients. The Chinese 
appreciated this medical service, for they paid $48,603 toward a 
total cost of $70,642, exclusive of the salaries of the missionary 
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doctors. At Ningpo, where Dr. J. S. Grant, who died January 
29, 1927, was stationed for more than 30 years, the Chinese, not- 
withstanding serious anti-foreign riots, pledged more than 
$50,000 toward the construction of a new hospital. Total appro- 
priations for Baptist work in China for the fiscal year 1925-26 
amounted to $350,085.06. Of this total, $169,466.15 paid the 
salaries of missionaries, the remainder being applied to mission 
work, transportation, and property. 


Effects of the Situation in China on Baptist Missions 


The most visible effect of the disturbances of the past year in 
China upon Baptist missions has been the departure of most of 
the missionaries from their stations. Not that there has been any 
general hostility to the missionaries. On the contrary the Chinese 
about them have been generally friendly. In most cases the mis- 
sionaries have left interior posts where comparative quiet pre- 
vailed and where friendly Chinese surrounded them, lest any 
far-off clash of Chinese and Westerners should make their pres- 
ence at their stations a hindrance to the real progress of Chris- 
tianity in China. They have moved only reluctantly and on advice 
of consuls. Before leaving they have made all possible provision 
for the continuance of the work. And the work does go on even 
in their absence. The Chinese Christians gather in their chapels 
and worship. Chinese physicians carry on their ministry of heal- 
ing. Chinese teachers, long associated with the missionaries and 
their labors, seek to instruct the young. Believers are baptized. 
The Chinese who have accepted the Christian way are tested as 
by fire, but just as has always been true in the history of the 
Church of Christ many of these humble Chinese Christians are 
standing forth amidst ridicule and personal danger as worthy to 
be catalogued with the heroes of the faith. The work is not 
destroyed. It is seriously hindered. Responsibilities which the 
missionaries have always intended to give over to the Chinese as 
soon as they should be ready to assume them have of necessity been 
placed upon the Chinese, often under unfavorable circumstances. 
It is not all a loss. Some mistakes will be made, no doubt. On 
the other hand, some Chinese Christians, given heavy responsibili- 
ties under trying conditions, will the more rapidly grow in the 
knowledge and stature of Christ. Furthermore the missionaries 
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are as far as passible remaining in Shanghai, Swatow, or neigh- 
boring Japan, ready to return to the stations to resume the work 
just as soon as conditions permit. The Chinese Christians express 
the desire for their return, affirming that the day when missionary 
colaborers will no longer be required is by no means in sight. To 
be sure a new relationship between missionary and Chinese fellow 
workers is bound to exist. The Chinese must increase, and the 
missionary decrease. It must be a truly Chinese church. Yet it 
may well be that after time has passed it will be seen that, as in 
Boxer days, and as in apostolic times, opposition and persecution 
build the church of Christ. 


The Ling Tong Baptist Council 


The process of working out the plans of the new Ling Tong 
Baptist Council in South China has been going on in spite of the 
present upheaval. It will be recalled that this new independent 
organization came into being under the pressure of the anti-foreign 
agitation a year ago. Missionaries now serve in an advisory 
capacity only, as there are only fifteen on the General Committee 
consisting of eighty members. The Executive Committee con- 
sists of nine Chinese with three missionary advisers. The Council 
is functioning along five lines of activity: evangelism, medicine, 
education, social service, and finance. Concerning the progress 
of this new development in indigenous Christianity Missionary 
Jacob Speicher of Swatow wrote: 


This movement of Chinese initiative and leadership is now in its 
second year. We should be able to give a fair appraisal of the movement 
by this time. The writer unhesitatingly states that never in the history 
of the South China Mission have the Chinese Christians (especially the 
young men and women) shown such sustained interest in their church 
work and church problems as during the past eighteen months. They are 
determined to accomplish the work set before them and to see that it is 
done properly. They are urging the necessity of greater evangelistic work. 

The Chinese leaders are campaigning in all churches to raise the annual 
budgets for conventional and associational work. The sums mount into 
thousands of dollars. Unfortunately, the economic conditions of the Ling 
Tong district are not so good as they were several years ago. But these 
young leaders are not afraid. At one of our associational meetings the 
problem of how to present the budget for the year 1927 to the local 
churches was discussed. The amount to be raised among the twenty-seven 
local churches appeared prohibitive. But it was proposed that the leaders 
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of the movement for autonomy make their own personal contributions 
before putting the matter up to the churches. It became a period of 
hilarious giving. In my thirty-one years of mission work in China J 
never witnessed such a scene. 

The Board’s Special Deputation encouraged the leaders of the Ling 
Tong Council. They felt from the beginning that Secretary Franklin was 
their friend, and now that they have heard his words of encouragement 
and received the message from the Board these young men are determined 
more than ever to prove themselves worthy. The understanding missionary 
takes the position John the Baptist took, “I must decrease, but he must 
increase.” This does not mean that the work of the foreign missionary is 
at an end in South China. Far from it. Nor does it mean that the 
American churches need not contribute toward the extension of the king- 
dom of God in the Ling Tong district. Surely, American Baptist churches 
are not going to chastise and cut off this indigenous movement from 
future help. 


The Board has been deeply sympathetic with this new develop- 
ment. The use of missionary funds continues under safeguards 
such as were applied when missionaries alone directed the expen- 
ditures. Even though a great forward step has been taken, too 
much must not be expected at once. Mistakes will doubtless be 
made, but they will not be more serious than many made by mis- 
sionaries in former years. The Chinese Baptists need the genuine 
sympathy and the hearty cooperation of their American brethren 
while they work toward the establishment of an entirely indepen- 
dent group of Chinese Baptist churches. 


Erroneous Newspaper Reports 


Naturally, the present situation has given rise to many erroneous 
newspaper reports both in China and in America. Some of them 
on investigation proved to have been wildly exaggerated. For 
example, in the report of the attack by students on Missionary 
A. H. Page of Swatow as given in American papers, it was stated 
that both Mr. and Mrs. Page had used shotguns. In the Chinese 
press the students claimed that they were attacked by Mr. and 
Mrs. Page. In reply to an inquiry for verification the following 
cablegram was received at the headquarters of the Society: 


Dissatisfied students. attacked without any warning Rev. A. H. Page 
when alone, January 11, 1927. He escaped from them. He carried no 
arms. He has fully recovered. He injured no students. Mrs. Page was 
not present. It is not true that missionaries have requested gunboats. 
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While the Board’s Special Deputation was in South China, the 
Swatow district was thrown into excitement due to falsehoods 
circulated in the newspapers in regard to the reported carrying 
away of dead bodies of infants from a Roman Catholic orphanage 
at foo Chow. Desperate efforts were thereupon made by the 
propagandists of the anti-Christian movement to arouse hatred 
against missionaries and Chinese Christians. 


These incidents will suffice to suggest the importance of verifica- 
tion before accepting at face value any sensational reports pub- 
lished either in China or America concerning missionary activities 
in China under present conditions. 


Registration of Mission Schools in China 


One of the more perplexing problems arising with the growth 
of nationalist sentiment in China has been the demand that mis- 
sion schools register with the government. Both the northern 
government and the southern government have issued regulations 
under which private schools, and this includes mission schools, 
are required to register. In general the regulations issued by the 
southern government seem more sweeping, though to a large 
degree both sets of regulations cover the same ground. The con- 
tention of the officials issuing the regulations is that educational 
institutions should have one primary function, education, and that 
all educational institutions in China, whether public or private 
schools, should be under suitable supervision from the Chinese 
educational authorities. The regulations also provide for a 
majority of Chinese on the local governing bodies of the schools 
and for Chinese presidents and principals, although there is some 
relaxation of this requirement in certain cases for the time being. 
With their deepening national consciousness the Chinese cannot 
approve for China educational institutions which-are foreign in 
tone and influence. Furthermore they demand, not, as some sup- 
pose, that all religious instruction be abandoned, but that all com- 
pulsion in religious instruction be avoided, and that pupils have 
freedom to elect courses in religion or not, as they choose, and 
that attendance upon chapel worship be voluntary. In some areas 
a time limit has been fixed before which registration must be 
effected. Graduates of other than registered schools are at a 
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grave disadvantage as compared with graduates of registered 
schools. 

There has been constant discussion of these matters in mission 
circles, and far from unanimity of opinion. It must be said, how- 
ever, that Chinese, whether Christian or non-Christian, are much 
nearer to agreement that mission schools should register than are 
the missionaries. To many of them it seems an axiom of Chris- 
tianity that religion should be on a voluntary basis. Some schools 
of various denominations have registered and report that the 
results have not been harmful. Other schools have not registered 
but have put all religious observances and studies on a voluntary 
basis, and are gratified to find that Chinese pupils voluntarily 
choose courses in religion and attend voluntary chapel in grati- 
fying numbers. [Everywhere in China the matter is still under 
discussion. 

The Board of Managers of this Society has not formulated its 
final policy in the matter, but is awaiting the recommendation of 
the Deputation to the Far East which has studied this among 
other problems. 


Developments at Shanghai Baptist College 


Shanghai Baptist College has carried on with good enrolment 
and gratifying results during these recent months which have been 
characterized by unrest in educational institutions in China with 
student strikes in many schools and colleges. President F. J. 
White and his missionary coworkers have been able to maintain 
such fraternal relationships with the Chinese members of the 
faculty and the Chinese friends of the institution that they have 
avoided in large measure incidents which might hinder the prog- 
ress of the institution. Even so the question of increased partici- 
pation of the Chinese in the administration of the College has been 
to the fore. While President White has expressed his readiness to 
resign his presidency when it is best that he do so, there has been 
general agreement that the time to take this step has not yet 
arrived. There has been a change of vice-presidents. Dr. C. C. 
Chen resigned the office to take advanced studies at Yale Univer- 
sity. The choice of another able Chinese, Mr. Frank Lee, to suc- 
ceed him has been a popular one. The wisdom of increasing the 
Chinese on the local Board of Managers in Shanghai to a majority 
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has had extended consideration. On April 9, 1927 the local Board 
of Managers in Shanghai took an emergency action increasing the 
Chinese on the Board to a majority of three. The College is still 
open, though situated outside the International Settlement and 
although the city of Shanghai, with the exception of the foreign 
settlements, has come under Nationalist control. Situated on the 
eastern side of the city, toward the sea, and near the river, it has 
thus far escaped serious disturbances. 


The Future of Missions in China 


Many have naturally asked about the future of missionary work 
in China. Let no one imagine that the missionary task is ended. 
Not everything is unfavorable nor are all the Chinese bitter 
against foreigners. The missionary enterprise faces now its 
greatest period of opportunity and expansion. On February 8 
the National Christian Council of China cabled to America: 


While missionary work under present conditions may be temporarily 
restricted, the future offers an enlarged opportunity for Christian service. 
Certainly require the continued sympathy and cooperation of Western 
Christians. 


Latest reports from Baptist missionaries substantiate this view. 
One of them closes his annual report for 1926 as follows: 


There is but one decision to be made in the face of all these tests of 
faith and endurance; it is that we do not even entertain the thought of 
retreat, but, in the strength that comes from close companionship with 
our Lord, we resolve to push the battle to the gate. 


The report of another missionary heroically emphasizes a simi- 
lar note: 


Catastrophe may overtake some of us, but the work will go on just the 
same, and it is the hope that a sacrifice here and there will in its own way 
contribute to the good end which is set before us. 


Out of the desolations of war and the struggle to be free China 
will eventually emerge as a nation, Christian in her own name 
and in her own right, and responsible to no one for her sustenance. 
Many American Baptists recall the dreadful events in China 
during the Boxer uprisings more than 25 years ago. Missionaries 
lost their lives and possessions, and it seemed at that time as if 
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their work was to be totally destroyed. Yet out of those perilous 
days the Christian movement in China, tested by fire, emerged 
stronger and purer than ever before, and the ensuing years wit- 
nessed its greatest expansion and growth in influence throughout 
China. In 1900 there were only twenty-eight Baptist churches and 
2,996 members in China; today there are 188 churches with 10,710 
members. In like manner the present period of turmoil and con- 
fusion will prove to be but a temporary halt in the onward march 
of Christian progress in China. 

Conditions today therefore summon Baptists not only to give 
moral support to every legitimate aspiration of the Chinese people, 
but to continue in enlarged measure their prayerful and financial 
support of the missionary enterprise in China. While attending 
the meeting of the China Baptist Council at Shanghai, March 12, 
1927, Foreign Secretary Franklin wrote: 


Organizations and methods are being shaken, and we must be ready to 
accept great changes, but in the midst of the disturbances and the necessity 
for “eating bitterness,” as the Chinese say, there is evidence now that 
Christ is being found in lives here, which is clearer and wider than I have 
ever seen before. 


I am finding the richest fellowship I ever enjoyed with Chinese Chris- 
tians, and I think others would say the same. Indeed, some are saying 
there is now a chance to make a fresh start in the work and along lines 
more in harmony with the prevailing conditions. 


This is not the time to abandon or even curtail the cause of 
Christ in China. 


Tke Return of Missionaries 


How soon missionaries will be able to return to their stations 
obviously cannot now be determined. Although many of them 
have been temporarily withdrawn to port cities, their ultimate 
return to their vacated stations is confidently anticipated. This 
was clearly recognized by missionaries and by the Special Deputa- 
tion which took the following action at a conference of mis- 
sionaries in Shanghai in March: 


Whereas, A large number of missionaries, especially women and chil- 
dren, of the West, South, and East China Missions, have left their stations 
and have come into Shanghai and Swatow, upon the urgent and repeated 
advice of the American Consuls in China; and 
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Wuereas, The missionaries were urged by the officers of the two So- 
cieties, now in China, to cooperate with the Consuls in an effort to avoid 
the possibility of local troubles which might embarrass the American Goy- 
ernment in negotiations with the Chinese Government, looking to the sub- 
stitution of equal or reciprocal treaties for the treaties now in force; and 

Wuereas, It appears to be the opinion of some well-informed and 
sympathetic Christian Chinese that the withdrawal and continued absence 
of missionaries from their stations may, in some cases, cause serious mis- 
understanding among both Christian and non-Christian Chinese, as to the 
real spirit and purpose of missionaries in China, and as to their political 
relation to their own Government: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of the Special Deputation to the Far 
East, that while neither the Boards nor their representatives now in China 
can assume the responsibility, in the present serious situation, of advising 
the missionaries to return to their fields, any missionary who with full 
realization of the risk involved, and after consultation with the Emergency 
Committee of his Mission in the light of existing conditions, desires to 
return to his station, should be permitted to return. 


Unforeseen Expense Due to Crisis in China 


An unfortunate development in connection with the disturbed 
situation in China is the extraordinary expense which is being 
incurred. The unexpected expenditures include: the expense 
due to the necessary movements of missionaries from their stations 
to port cities or to this country in the case of those whose fur- 
loughs have been somewhat advanced, the higher expense of 
living in congested centers, the necessity for larger outlay to main- 
tain the Chinese staff in schools where the income from fees has 
been temporarily suspended, and the inevitable personal losses 
which are being suffered by our missionaries who have had to 
abandon their homes and belongings. 

This situation was brought to the attention of the Finance 
Committee of the Northern Baptist Convention and was at once 
recognized by them as constituting an emergency requiring prompt 
action. With the approval of the Finance Committee, this matter 
was presented to the Administrative Committee of the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, which passed the following action: 


Voted: 1. That the Administrative Committee express its judgment that 
the extraordinary expenditures which the two Foreign Mission Societies are 
being called upon to make owing to the present disturbances in China con- 
stitute an emergency making necessary a special appeal to the denomination 
for extra funds to meet the need. 
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2. That, in view of the approval by the Finance Committee of a special 
effort to secure from churches and individuals the sums needed by the two 
Foreign Mission Societies to meet the emergency in China, such an effort 
be undertaken immediately, and that the churches of the denomination be 
asked to take special offerings on May 22 for this purpose. 

Voted: That, in the judgment of the Administrative Committee, the 
amount of money which the denomination is asked to raise to meet the 
special emergency needs in China should be at least $150,000. 


Reconstruction in Japan 


We turn now to the situation in another of our mission fields 
in the Far East: Japan. Reconstruction is still the key-note in 
this great field. 

Funds available for the reconstruction of buildings destroyed 
in the Japan earthquake of 1923 have made possible appropria- 
tions during the past year to several churches in Tokyo and 
Yokohama. Money has also been released to begin construction 
of one unit of the permanent buildings of the new Mabie Memorial 
School. The completion of the reconstruction program, however, 
calls for the reinvestment in new sites and buildings of the pro- 
ceeds from sales of mission properties which are not to be retained 
because of plans for the prosecution of the work which have been 
made by the Mission since the earthquake. It is hoped that these 
sales may soon be accomplished and the income made available 
to carry forward the rebuilding program. Meanwhile the visit of 
the Deputation to Japan has enabled officers of the Society to 
confer with representatives of the Japan Mission concerning the 
next steps to be taken. 


Future Work in the Inland Sea 


A year ago it was reported that the Board proposed to sell the 
Gospel Ship of the Inland Sea of Japan, although there was no 
intention of giving up the work in the islands of the Inland Sea, 
but rather to carry on the work by different methods. During the 
past year Missionary Laughton of the Gospel Ship has been in 
the United States on furlough, and the ship has been anchored in 
a safe harbor in Japan. One part of the program of the Deputa- 
tion to the Far East has been a restudy of the various aspects of 
this work. It is anticipated that when their report is presented 
the Board will take further action upon their recommendation. 
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Hindus and Mohammedans Clash in India 


Will communal jealousy, the clash between Hindu and Moslem, 
wreck self-government? That is an acute question in India today. 
These two great groups are divided roughly into three-fifths and 
one-fifth of the whole population. Eight centuries have not united 
the Mohammedan invader and the invaded Hindu. Religious dif- 
ferences appear to grow wider. Under British rule for two cen- 
turies, cities or provinces were able to rely on impartial protection 
in case of need, and communal rioting had grown less and less. 
Now with increasing Indianization of the Government, Moham- 
medan officials have been found distributing the spoils of their 
coreligionists, while the Hindu in turn has filled all positions pos- 
sible with his fellow caste men. The Indian official has not always 
been able to resist communal pressure in. his administration. 
Democracy in some cases has meant the rule not of the people, but 
of a particular caste or community, while to each group any 
thought of being under the rule of the other brought suspicion 
easily turned into violence. Curiously enough a seeming trifle has 
been the immediate cause of most of the communal riotings. To 
the Hindu, religious processions with music are a vital part of 
life. To the Mohammedan at prayer in his mosque such music is 
an abomination. Processions with music passing too near a 
mosque have been in most cases the cause of bloody rioting which 
in the past three years cost over 250 killed and over 2,500 injured. 
Few provinces have been free from it. This clash of religions 
must be checked if complete Home Rule is to be established in 
India. 


Education in India 


In 1834 Lord Macaulay by his famous minute set up in India a 
system of “ Western education” through the English language. 
He expected as a result that within thirty years there would “ not 
be a single idolator among the respectable classes in Bengal.” 
Today Mayhew, for many years an important Government official 
in India, in a keen analytical survey “ Education of India” finds 
that this education stripped of religion, has left the Indian living in 
two worlds: the occupational life, with its externals definitely 
marked “ Made in Great Britain,” and the communal life where 
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seethe his intense emotions: his love of home, his love of country, 
and his religion. These vital things Macaulay’s “ useful informa- 
tion” has left just as they were in 1834. But for its by-products 
the results would be disastrous. 

There are two chief by-products. This education has opened 
for thousands the English Bible, and it has made possible mission 
schools. The English Bible and more especially mission schools 
have wrought such marvelous changes as to lead Mayhew to con- 
clude that “ Moral progress in India depends on the gradual trans- 
formation of education by the explicit recognition of the Spirit of 
Christ.” This alone can remove the causes of Hindu-Moslem 
strife. This alone can make possible true democracy. Fortunately 
for the continued existence of these schools, each year sees 
advances on the part of the nationals of India in their support 
and management. In Burma over 80 per cent. of the more than 
900 mission schools are entirely supported, and in the gfeater part 
managed, by the Baptists of Burma. 

This should not, however, mean a decreased foreign support ; 
rather a releasing of funds for establishing further schools in 
places where the Government finds itself financially unable to go; 
for mission schools can bring what no Government can bring— 
the explicit recognition of Christ. That the schools of the Society 
are doing this reports from many fields indicate. From the Moul- 
mein Karen School an average of 30 baptisms per year is reported 
during the past five years. From Tura, Assam, comes the report 
of a fine year’s work in that field with 901 baptisms, 406 of whom 
were pupils in the schools. These are only two of many such 
reports. 


Judson College 


Isolated from the rest of India by mountains and the sea with 
a comparatively sparse population, a rich soil, and an assured rain- 
fall, Burma with its Malaysian races has attracted to its shores 
hordes of Indians and Chinese. This cosmopolitan group looks to 
Rangoon not only as its political and commercial capital, but as the 
great educational center of the province. Here Northern Baptists 
have the Union Hall High School for Indians, the Pegu High 
School for Karens, and two high schools for all races, the Cushing 
High School for boys and the Kemendine High School for girls. 
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Here also is Judson College drawing its cosmopolitan student body 
from 14 Baptist High Schools in addition to those in Rangoon, and 
from a large group of institutions not of the Baptist mission. 
During its first 27 years, the growth of the College was gradual. 
During the last six years there has been such a rapid growth in 
applications for admission as to make the refusal of many neces- 
sary. The present buildings are greatly overcrowded. Providen- 
tially, to meet this situation, there are now coming to fruition the 
plans of a dozen years. Judson has been given a site of more than 
60 acres of beautifully wooded land in a suburb of Rangoon on 
the Kokine Lakes. One-half of the building costs are promised 
from Burma. In accordance with the proposed three-year finan- 
cial program Northern Baptists will be asked in 1928-29 to con- 
tribute the other half of the required total. Construction has 
begun on a men’s dormitory, two faculty residences, and the men’s 
dining-hall. These are to meet the immediate urgent needs. 
Other buildings must follow as rapidly as possible, and it is 
planned within five years to have a fine plant for this, the only 
Christian College in Burma; a plattt adequate to the task of giving 
a thoroughly Christian training to the future leaders of Burma. 


Political Developments in India 


The year 1920 was a turning-point in the political development 
of India. The British Government set up a system of Dyarchy, a 
preliminary stage of self-government, with a definite promise of 
revision in 1930. This is a government of two: the British civil 
servant and the elected Indian legislator. Six of these proba- 
tionary ten years are past. Three of the four elections of that 
period have been held, and two Legislatures have completed their 
work. A third is just assuming the reins of government. Non- 
violent non-cooperation, with Mahatma Gandhi its leader, has 
passed out of practical politics. The Swaraj party with its policy 
of wrecking the Legislatures from within is losing power. At the 
election last autumn, although it was held amidst threatenings of 
renewed communal strife, violent manifestations were suppressed. 
There was still a tendency to appeal to the old-time enmity 
between Hindu and Moslem, yet the general results were encour- 
aging. There was a lessening of the strength of the Swaraj party 
in all provinces save one. The Responsivists, who are prepared 
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to work the Constitution for all it is worth, have gained in power, 
and there is ground for reasonable hope that India as a whole will 
make real strides toward responsible self-government during the 
remaining years of the probation period. 


Ripe Harvest Fields in India 


Reports on evangelistic work in the four India Fields are full 
of encouragement. In Assam there have been two Jubilee celebra- 
tions; one among the Ao Nagas, the other among the Garos. 
Both groups held great meetings full of inspiration for evangelistic 
advance. These, together with associations, conferences and Bible 
classes for preachers, give great promise for the future. The year 
just past has seen 4,022 baptisms. The Bengal-Orissa Mis- 
sion is located in one of the most densely populated and most 
difficult fields. Non-cooperation in politics has tended to affect 
the church work. Yet the labors of the past are full of promise 
for the future. 

Burma has been passing through one of those periods of estab- 
lishing the church which often follow periods of great evangelistic 
advance. Yet, even while this has absorbed much of the energy 
of the churches, there were about 6,000 baptisms. The year 
before last was a record year for South India. This last year 
famine conditions with the frantic hunt for food, combined with 
a shortage of work appropriations for missionary travel, have cut 
the number of baptisms. Still, more than 4,200 have been 
reported. 


The Conference on Africa at Le Zoute, Belgium 


For the first time in the history of missions African Christians, 
missionaries, colonial government officials and others interested in 
Africa’s future were seated together to compare notes, exchange 
experiences and plan for the more rapid Christianization of the 
great continent as a whole. The meeting took place at Le Zoute, 
Belgium, September 14th to 21st, 1926. It will mark a turning- 
point in the development of Africa. 

It was brought out that the entire continent is passing through 
a period of rapid transition. Centuries are bridged ina day. The 
native who has been living amid conditions paralleling those of 
prehistoric times is suddenly thrust into the full sweep and swing 
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of present-day life. The task before missionary and government 
alike is no less than the remolding of a continent three times the 
size of Europe and this task must be carried out in the presence of 
a confusing multitude of new phenomena. The onrushing tide of 
outside influences comes upon Africa and the African like a 
mighty flood. The force of the new movement is beyond human 
power to resist, and evangelization must proceed in the very midst 
of these conditions. Great commercial enterprises and necessary 
governmental projects are calling for large numbers of workmen, 
and these are carried hundreds of miles away from their homes, 
sometimes for months or years, leaving the work of the native vil- 
lage to be carried on by old men, women, and children. ; 

The need for a full redemption for Africa’s people through 
Christ was ever to the fore in the conference discussions, but it 
soon became clear that the differing phases of the work were indis- 
solubly connected. Preaching involved teaching and teaching 
brought the need for letters. Literature led to a larger life, and 
healing must accompany all. Whatever the particular subject 
under discussion the deep note of a true and eager evangelism 
could be heard ringing through the thought expressed. The full 
sentiment of the conference might well have been summed up in 
the expression, “ The love of God for the need of Africa.” 

Resolutions were adopted covering methods in evangelism, 
cooperation in education, the raising up of a thoroughly trained 
African medical staff, and other matters of outstanding impor- 
tance. These resolutions will be of the utmost value in helping 
the missionary organizations to frame and pursue a coordinated 
policy calculated to hasten the accomplishment of the evangelizing 
and Christianizing task in which all are engaged. 


Developments in the Belgian Congo Field 


Beside the progress in the provision of buildings noted else- 
where there have been other developments of importance upon 
the Congo field. The spiritual awakening in the neighborhood of 
Sona Bata has continued with a total of 2,400 baptisms. 

The Belgian Government is increasingly recognizing the valu- 
able aid which our medical missionaries are able to bring it in its 
efforts to improve health conditions in the colony and especially 
in its campaign against sleeping sickness. 
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The Union Mission Hostel at Kinshasa in which the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society joins with five other missions in 
providing a comfortable home for missionaries en route through 
the metropolis of the Congo, has completed its third year and has 
proved an addition of the utmost value to the effectiveness of the 
entire evangelical missionary enterprise in Congo. It has become 
increasingly apparent that this hostel must be paralleled by a 
similar effort in Matadi. Our missionaries have been carrying 
the bulk of the entertaining for missionaries of all organizations 
in transit through Matadi for many years. It is hoped that relief 
may shortly be given them through a joint hostel supported by 
most of the missions at work in the interior of the Congo. 

A new and increasing demand for education is discovered 
among the native people. It has been necessary to limit the atten- 
dance at our school at Kimpese to thirty-five families. The 
school at the new Banza Manteke site has doubled in attendance. 
It has become clear that two more boarding-schools are needed 
on the Sona Bata field on account of the greatly increased Chris- 
tian constituency. A forward step was taken by our higher educa- 
tional institution at Kimpese during the year in the vote of the 
Board of Trustees that they would sympathetically consider the 
applications for entrance from students coming from the Upper 
River as well as from Lower Congo. 

The addition of Doctor Osterholm to the station at Vanga has 
not only released Doctor Leslie for more vigorous and extensive 
field work, but has also made it possible to carry on a medical 
work of extraordinary extent and effectiveness. 


The Congo Jubilee 


Of special interest-to Northern Baptists will be the Jubilee 
Conference of the Protestant missions at work in Congo Belge. 
This conference will mark the fiftieth anniversary of the begin- 
ning of Protestant work in this area. The honor of initiating 
evangelical work in Congo is shared by the Baptist Missionary 
Society of England and the Livingstone Inland Mission which 
is now the Congo Mission of the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society. 

During the five decades which have elapsed since the beginning 
of the work in Congo our representatives have carried on work 
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at the very portal of the great colony. Missionaries of the 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Society have kept open house 
for missionary wayfarers of all evangelical groups and have thus 
rendered an inestimable service by providing hospitality for their 
fellows of other organizations. : 

Since the early days of our work in Congo the number of mis- 
sions carrying on work on that field has increased from two to 
twenty-four. These organizations are now cooperating in most 
effective harmony through the Congo Protestant Council. Under 
this organization an interdenominational conference is held once 
in three years at which a large proportion of the total number of 
missionaries working in Congo come together for the exchange 
of experiences and for the purpose of projecting plans for coopera- 
tive effort. The triennial conference of 1928 marks the fiftieth 
year of the work, hence the Jubilee celebration. It is planned to 
hold the conference at the city of Kinshasa which lies at the head 
of river navigation about two hundred miles from the coast. 


Progress in Medical Missions 


Recent developments in our medical work emphasize points of 
interest which sometimes escape attention. Among these are the 
fruitfulness of our medical ministry in its production of evangelis- 
tic results. Many instances might be given, but it will be sufficient 
to quote the testimony of Doctor Meyer of Capiz, P. I., who 
speaks of patients being won to Christ directly by the hospital 
service and of some who were baptized while still convalescing in 
the wards. Progress in training native medical leaders should 
also be noted. A primary task of our medical missionaries is to 
pass on their skill to those who will multiply their efforts. At 
Kinhwa, China, the Pickford Memorial Hospital is carrying on a 
growing and influential work both evangelistic and medical. Chi- 
nese leaders have complete charge. Doctor Wang writes that “no 
patient who ever comes to the hospital goes out without hearing 
the gospel of our Lord.” Our medical missionaries are finding it 
possible to render an ever-expanding service in sanitation and 
preventive medicine, and the value of their work is recognized by 
government authorities who increasingly seek their aid and 
cooperation. 

The profound effect produced by the devoted lives of our med- 
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ical men and women was given its best illustration perhaps on the 
occasion of the funeral of Doctor Grant of Ningpo, who died 
January 29, 1927. At his funeral, in the midst of the present 
disorders, people of every class assembled to express their love 
and sorrow. A great merchant of Shanghai was seen weeping 
as if he had lost his own father. A humble farmer once became 
a. Christian in the Ningpo Hospital and trying afterwards to 
answer the questions of his neighbors about the God he had come 
to know, he could think of no better simile of description than, 
“ He is like Doctor Grant.” 


Cooperation with the China Medical Board 


The cooperation of the China Medical Board has been of very 
material assistance during this year as hitherto. Under carefully 
worked out agreements the Medical Board has made generous 
appropriations to supplement the resources of our own in the main- 
tenance of several hospitals in China. Buildings and equipment 
have been made available which the general giving of the denomi- 
nation was insufficient to supply. Young Chinese physicians 
and Chinese teachers of science in our Baptist institutions in 
China have been aided in pursuing advanced studies in America, 
thus leaving the Oriental Student Fund of the Board available 
for a larger number of students in other lines. The Medical 
Board has also made study grants to missionary physicians while 
on furlough to enable them to pursue studies that will keep them 
abreast of medical science. 


New Buildings 


Aside from the releasing of $50,000, secured in 1925-26 for 
Judson College, little was accomplished during the past year in 
meeting building needs in India. But for the gifts of one individ- 
ual, no other new buildings would have been erected in the British 
India Missions. The two projects, one completed and the other 
begun, are the Franklin Eesley Memorial Hostel in Balasore, and 
a group of residences, chapel, and temporary school buildings in 
the Mong Lem Field on the Chino-Burma border. These last are 
to meet the indispensable requirements of Rev. and Mrs. Raymond 
B. Buker and Dr. and Mrs. Richard S. Buker who have gone out 
this year, together with Rev. and Mrs. Harold Young, to give 
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long needed assistance to the latter’s father, Rev. William Young. 
The movement to Christ in this frontier field has been one of the 
most remarkable in modern missions. Several extremely urgent 
calls for the equipment of established work have had to be 
declined. Toungoo, Burma, was opened 75 years ago; the old 
lease for the Burman compound there has expired, yet there are 
no funds to purchase even land for a new missionary’s residence. 

In the Far East also during the past year property additions 
have been few. General conditions have been such in China that 
it has been advisable to defer building projects for the most part. 
A further appropriation was released to make it possible to secure 
additional land for the proposed new building of the North Shan- 
ghai Church. The final appropriation for the new hospital at 
Ningpo, where Dr. J. S. Grant served so long and so faithfully, 
was also released and conditions at Ningpo were such that the 
corner-stone of the new building was laid with appropriate cere- 
mony while Foreign Secretary J. H. Franklin was there late 
in 1926. Limited appropriations have been made for residences 
and to cover the cost of completing and furnishing structures 
already begun. Expenditures for property in Japan have fallen 
almost wholly within the Japan Reconstruction program for the 
replacement of the buildings which were destroyed by the earth- 
quake in 1923. 

The record of the year in Congo is somewhat better. For many 
years the work in this field has suffered severely for the lack of 
adequate buildings for use as missionary homes and in which to 
catry on the work of the mission. During the past year more 
progress has been made along this line than in any single year for 
a long time. Funds were given some years ago for the erection 
of three hospitals in the Congo field. The inability to secure 
trained builders for the purpose of erecting these buildings 
together with the undermanned condition of every station rendered 
their erection impossible. During the past year, however, progress 
has been made with the building program at several stations. 
At Ntondo, Mr. Ernest Atkins has been engaged in the erection 
of the hospital plant. At Vanga, Rev. L. A. Brown has nearly 
completed another dwelling-house and has added the woman’s 
ward and a house for attendants to the medical unit. At Tshum- 
biri a shed with a cement floor, twice the size of the station chapel, 
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has been built to accommodate the increasingly large number of 
people who are attending the Sunday services. Mr. Armstrong 
has devoted most of the year to work on the hospital plant at 
Sona Bata. At Kimpese much progress has been made with the 
Bentley Memorial building for the use of the school and a commo- 
dious brick dispensary has also been erected. At the new site for 
the Banza Manteke station much building material has been accu- 
mulated, trees have been planted, and the land has been prepared 
for the erection of new buildings. Mr. Geil adds that “ everything 
is ready for the BUILDER.” 


The Gift of Tongues 


No task of the missionary is more formidable than that of 
mastering the language. There is a grammar utterly different and 
hosts of new thought terms to be mastered. There are new sounds 
to learn to hear, and the vocal organs must then be trained to utter 
them. All honor to any one who accomplishes this task. But 
what of those who must not merely master the language, but who 
also carry to completion the task of translating into it God’s Word? 
One remembers Carey and the Bengali Bible, Judson and the Bur- 
mese Bible, and sometimes thinks of that task of translation as 
belonging to the pioneers of the first century of Foreign Mis- 
sions. Yet the year 1926 has been marked by the completion of 
two notable translations in India: these are for the rugged hill- 
people of the Burma-Assam borderland. Rev. William Pettigrew 
has placed in the hands of the printer the New Testament in Mani- 
' puri; the ambition of thirty-three years has been, in part, realized. 
He writes: 


We claim the Manipuris as our heritage in the work we have put our 
hands to, and the ambition, born of much prayer, is to translate the whole 
Bible into Manipuri before the Lord sees fit to lay us aside from the heat 
and burden of the day. 


May the Lord give him the needed strength and wisdom to com- 
plete this work, as Dr. Ola Hanson has been permitted to do for 
his Kachins in Burma, just over on the other side of the Hima- 
layan foot-hills from Manipur. 

Thirty-five years ago the Kachins had no alphabet ; thirty years 
ago Doctor Hanson published the first Scripture portions in

Kachin. Through succeeding years the whole New Testament 
has been translated and published, revised and published again. 
On the 11th of August, the goal of thirty years of unremitting 
effort was attained: the last chapter of Malachi was completed, 
and soon the whole of the Old Testament will be in print. Doctor 
Hanson writes: 


It is with heartfelt gratitude that I lay this work at the feet of my 
Master. I am conscious of the defects of my work. I have tried to 
master Kachin and make the translation intelligible to all. 


Many in America will join with Doctor and Mrs. Hanson in the 
prayer “that our Divine Master may bless this work to the salva- 
tion of the whole Kachin race.” 


Growth in Self-Support 


No news from the field abroad can bring greater gratification 
to the supporters of foreign missions in this land than the assur- 
ance that the new churches in mission lands are gathering strength 
and putting forth increasing efforts to meet their own financial 
need. Such news reaches us from many fields today. 

From Burma comes word that the example of the Bassein Sgaw 
Karens has inspired other fields to great building plans. Tavoy, 
Moulmein, Rangoon, and Henzada are carrying through such 
plans under missionary leadership. From Henzada, Rev. A. C. 
Phelps sends word, “ The contributions for Christian work have. 
increased from Rs. 16,000 in 1925 to over Rs. 33,000 in 1926.” 

The work of that great missionary, Rev. B. C. Thomas, and of 
his son, Rev. W. F. Thomas, and their sticcessors in this Karen 
field, is bearing fruit in plans for new buildings to cost 
Rs. 3,000,000, all of these funds to be raised in Burma. 

Kurnool, South India, celebrated its Jubilee in 1926. During 
the year the churches have reached the high-water mark in giving; 
seven substantial stone schoolhouses and chapels have been 
erected. The money outlay in no case was more than $150, but 
the erection of these buildings marks a real advance in equipment, 
and they were paid for entirely by funds raised on the field. This 
is a remarkable accomplishment in view of the poverty of the 
people. In this year of famine they increased their contributions 
for general work by ten per cent. 
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With the plea for an additional missionary for Bengal, comes 
the story of a notable advance in self-support. The total receipts 
reported by Rev. Zo D. Brown show that the church at Jamshed- 
pur has contributed Rs. 11,263, which is almost twice the amount 
of Mr. Brown’s salary, and the church plan, after purchasing a 
much-needed motor-car, is to give the balance of their offerings 
for evangelistic work in other parts of the Province. 

Steady progress has been made during the past year on the 
Congo field in self-support. At Banza Manteke the contributions 
surpassed those of all previous years. The church had already 
taken over the support of their own pastors*and teachers. This 
year an additional step in the same direction was made by their 
assuming the support of the superintending evangelists, so that the 
village work is entirely self-supporting. The total contributions 
from the native churches in all the stations of Congo were 89,478 
francs, and besides this the native people have paid large addi- 
tional sums for medical service and medicine. The high stand- 
ard of giving at Tshumbiri has been maintained during the past 
year and in addition Christians and non-Christians joined together 
in making good a loss of 1,200 francs which the church suffered 
-by theft. 


International Missionary Council in Jerusalem in 1928 


A significant gathering is planned by the International Mis- 
sionary Council to take place in Jerusalem March 24-April 8, 
1928. The International Missionary Council is the coordinating 
body which enables the various national missionary groups to 
cooperate in important pieces of service in which the interests of 
missionary organizations from all parts of the world coincide. 
The Council includes members both from countries which send 
missionaries and those which receive them. In view of the exi- 
gent nature of certain problems now facing the world-wide mis- 
sionary movement it has been planned for the purposes of this 
conference to call in addition to the members of the Council a 
number of outstanding missionary leaders, bringing the total rep- 
resentation to 200, chosen equally from the sending and the receiv- 
ing countries. The conference will concentrate upon a few prob- 
lems of such vital importance as to render their consideration at 
this time imperative. These subjects are as follows: The Chris- 
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tian Life and Message in Relation to Non-Christian Systems, 
Religious Education on the Mission Field, The Relation between 
the Younger and Older Churches, The Race Conflict, Industrial 
Developments, and International Cooperation. 

It is anticipated that this gathering of missionary leaders on the 
slopes of the Mount of Olives will set once again in clear relief 
the primary duty of the church as expressed in the Great Com- 
mission. 


European Tour of the President of the Baptist World Alliance 


During Septembewand October, 1926, a great inspiration came 
to the Baptists of Europe through the tour of Europe made by 
Dr. Edgar Y. Mullins, of the Southern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, President of the Baptist World Alliance. A deepened con- 
sciousness of a world Baptist brotherhood and increased courage 
for the tasks confronting them are the results in the hearts of the 
European brethren as they have sensed anew the fellowship of 
Baptists in America and England. Regional conferences of Bap- 
tists were held as follows: (1) In Barcelona for representatives 
from Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and Portugal. (2) In Buda- 
pest for Bulgaria, Jugo-Slavia, Roumania, Hungary, Austria, and 
Czechoslovakia. (3) In Lodz, for Poland. (4) In Riga, for Fin- 
land, Esthonia, Latvia, and Lithuania. (5) In Germany, at 
Konigsberg, Berlin, and Gelsenkirchen, the latter for Holland and 
Switzerland as well as for western Germany. (6) At Copen- 
hagen, for Denmark, Norway, and Sweden. Cooperating with 
Doctor Mullins were Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke, Baptist Commis- 
sioner for Europe, and Doctors Everett Gill, W. O. Lewis, and 
M. E. Aubrey, representing respectively Southern, Northern, and 
British Baptists, also for a part of the time Mr. George W. Norton, 
Treasurer of the Southern Baptist Convention. Everywhere the 
messages of Doctor Mullins and the cooperating brethren were 
gladly received. It would be hard to estimate to the full the value 
of the expressed fellowship of the larger American and British 
Baptist bodies to the smaller Baptist groups in these European 
nations who are often surrounded by fellow countrymen who have 
failed to catch the real significance of their witness. Doctor Mul- 
lins and his fellow travelers have rendered the Baptist cause a real 
service. 
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The Service of J. H. Rushbrooke as Baptist Commissioner 
for Europe 


During the past year Dr. J. H. Rushbrooke, Baptist Commis- 
sioner for Europe, has continued to represent the Baptists of 
Great Britain and of America in contacts with the officials of 
European governments. His efforts have been untiring on behalf 
of persecuted Baptist minorities in certain countries of Europe, 
particularly in Roumania. In cooperation with Dr. W. O. Lewis, 
the representative of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
in Europe, he has repeatedly conferred with Baptist groups in the 
various countries of Europe concerning the progress of the work. 
During the months of September and October, 1926, he was active 
with other Baptist leaders in carrying on a number of regional 
conferences of Baptists in strategic centers. He also served as 
Eastern Secretary of the Baptist World Alliance and as President 
of the Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ireland. 


Service of Representative in Europe, W. O. Lewis 


Dr. W. O. Lewis this year completed five years of service as 
Representative in Europe of this Society. He has represented 
the Board in its cooperation with the Baptist Unions of the various 
countries in the support of an evangelical ministry, in the work 
of evangelists and colporters, in the securing of suitable buildings 
for worship, and in the distribution of religious literature, as well 
as in the establishment and maintenance of schools for the training 
of limited numbers of Baptist ministers in various centers. Much 
of Doctor Lewis’ time and strength during the past year was 
devoted to the planning and service which resulted in the success- 
ful accomplishment of the Regional Baptist Conferences held 
during September and October, 1926, in various European centers. 
Heavy burdens have also rested upon him as representative of the 
Board in the conduct of the Compass Publishing Company in 
Lodz, Poland. Developments seem to indicate the wisdom of 
disposing of our interest in this printing-house when arrangements 
can be made assuring the return of the appropriation which the 
Board has made for the support of the enterprise. These nego- 
tiations have required Doctor Lewis to undertake long and arduous 
journeys to Poland. 
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The End of Life’s Journey 


Among the twelve missionaries whose death during the past 
year the Board records with deep regret, were several who were 
widely known for a generation or more in Baptist homes where 
missionary work and workers have been loved and honored. 


Mrs. Eleanor S. Adams 


Mrs. Eleanor S. Adams, known to all the missionaries of Central and 
Eastern China as “ Mother Adams,” died at her home in Kuling, Central 
China, on November 26, 1926, at about seventy years of age, having given 
forty-nine years to foreign missionary service. Married to Rev. Joseph S. 
Adams at Rangoon in 1877, she worked with him for the China Inland 
Mission until 1883 when, as representatives of American Baptists, they 
settled in Kinhwa, East China, as the first resident missionaries at that sta- 
tion. A thriving work was left at Kinhwa when in 1893 Mr. Adams was 
designated to open a new mission in Central China. Here again difficult 
pioneer work was rewarded by the establishment of a successful center of 
evangelistic endeavor. After the death of Mr. Adams in 1912, Mrs. 
Adams continued to live and work in China, except for two years given 
to student evangelistic work in America. In China she assisted the Buchman 
party in its work among missionaries in China, Korea, and Japan. She 
was a special source of help and inspiration to missionary wives and mothers, 
being herself the mother of nine children, five of whom have seen active 
missionary service. Though she had to be separated from her children 
through many years, Mrs. Adams wrote once to one of her sons, “The 
compensations of missionary work for this wonderful people far outweigh 
all sacrifices.” 


Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Barchet 


Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Barchet died at her home in Shanghai, East China, 
on August 3, 1926, at 77 years of age, having first gone out to China in 1866. 
She was the daughter of Rey. E. C. Lord, D. D., and was sent out to work 
with the China Inland Mission. Soon after her arrival on the field she was 
married to Dr. Stephen Paul Barchet, who for 43 years was a leading 
citizen of Ningpo. Dr. and Mrs. Barchet were Baptist missionaries in 
this city, and for a few years in Kinhwa. Then Doctor Barchet joined the 
American Consulate at Shanghai, where the two worked faithfully for 
the upbuilding of the North Shanghai church. After her husband’s death, 
in 1909, Mrs. Barchet continued to live in Shanghai and was active in good 
work as long as her strength permitted. She left many friends in the city. 


Mrs. Lily Clarke Case 


Mrs. Lily Clarke Case of the Lake Avenue Baptist Church, Rochester, 
N. Y., was appointed a missionary of the Woman’s Society and sailed for 
Burma in 1884. Mrs. Case began her mission work as superintendent of 
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the Kemendine Girls’ School. After her marriage to Rev. J. E. Case in 
1886, they opened a new station at Myingyan in Upper Burma. Here 
Mrs. Case began a school for Burman girls and boys which has grown 
with the years, and is now a high school with an enrolment of three hun- 
dred. She and her husband were ever earnest and self-denying workers, 
and they preached the gospel not only in Myingyan, but also in the out- 
lying villages. To this day their names are remembered even by the 
Buddhists on that field. In 1901 ill health, from which Mr. Case never 
fully recovered, compelled them to come home. Mrs. Case returned alone 
to Henzada in 1903. Ill health compelled her return to America in 1906. 
She passed away at their home in South Acton, Mass., on March 13, 1927. 
A son, Rey. Brayton C. Case, is continuing at Pyinmana, Burma, the good 
work to which his parents gave their lives. The second son, Rev. J. Russell 


Case, was for seven years a missionary in Burma, and is now pastor of the 
Baptist Church, Tunbridge, Vermont. 


Mrs. Rose Gilcrest Evans 


Mrs. Rose Gilcrest Evans, wife-of Rev. William Griffith Evans, died of 
heart disease on January 6, 1927, at the Ellen Mitchell Memorial Hospital, 
Moulmein, Burma. Mr. and Mrs. Evans in 1921 responded to a special call 
from Moulmein, and leaving an important and successful work in the 
pastorate of the Trinity Baptist Church of Cleveland, Ohio, they sailed for 
Burma. Their years in Moulmein have been exceedingly full years. In 
addition to the cosmopolitan ministry of the English-speaking church, they 
were responsible for the work of the immigrant Indian people, not only in 
that city but also in Tavoy and Mergui. Mrs. Evans served at times as 
a substitute teacher and was unceasingly helpful in the work at the 
English Girls’ High School. The tropical climate was always a severe 
strain upon Mrs. Evans, but they had hoped to take their furlough almost 
on the very date that the summons for her came. She gave herself to the 
very end to the service of Him she loved. 


James S. Grant, M. D. 


On January 29, 1927, Dr. James S. Grant, medical missionary to East 
China, died of pneumonia in Ningpo. Nearly 66 years old at the time, he 
had given 38 years of service on the foreign field. Doctor Grant went out 
in 1889, after receiving his medical degree from the University of Michigan. 
All of his long service was given in and around Ningpo. For 14 years 
he was Customs and Port Doctor, in addition to his regular work, using 
the income so derived for the enlargement and equipment of the hospital. 
His loving, sacrificial work opened every home in the city to him and made 
his name reverenced. During the anti-foreign riots of 1925, a mob refrained 
from wrecking his home because of the lives he had saved. His influence 
went out in a district where two or three million people live and extended to 
distant cities, from which old friends came back to consult with him. On 
his sixtieth birthday five hundred gifts were presented, being given to the 
hospital at his request. They included $5,000 for an X-ray. An additional 
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gift supplied the binding money used in the purchase of the land which is 
the site of the new Wha Mei hospital, now a memorial to Doctor Grant 
and other physicians, toward the erection of which $50,000 was subscribed 
by appreciative Chinese. In spite of the conditions in China at the time, 
the funeral of Doctor Grant was attended by Chinese of every class, who 
gathered to show their love dnd sorrow. 


Mrs. Libbey C. Griffin 

Mrs. Libbey C. Griffin went to Bengal-Orissa as a missionary of the 
Free Baptists in 1873. Overwork caused a failure of health, and she 
returned after three years to take up the study of medicine in New York 
City. In 1881 she married Rev. Z. F. Griffin, and two years later they went 
to the Bengal-Orissa field. Mrs. Griffin inaugurated the work of Bible- 
women and wrote school text-books which were accepted by the Govern- 
ment. In 1893 they returned to America and engaged in work in this coun- 
try for 21 years. In 1904 they returned to India for their last term of five 
years, part of Mrs. Griffin’s work being the establishing of a Normal Train- 
ing School. Mrs. Griffin died at Mt. Hermon, Mass., on January 5, 1927. 


Robert Harper, M. D. 

Doctor Harper was appointed a missionary in 1898. His service was a 
varied one, involving medical, educational, and evangelistic work as well 
as the supervising of extensive building operations in several different 
stations. His service was almost entirely in the Shan States, he being 
stationed first at Kengtung, at that time and since the scene of great evan- 
gelistic harvests. He was later at Namkham, his hospital being the medical 
outpost for that section of the Burmese frontier. While there he treated 
each year about 8,000 patients. In 1922 he rendered definite service to 
Government in helping to defeat the plans for revolt incited by a prince 
of the dethroned royal family. Doctor Harper’s service in Burma was 
recognized by the King in the presentation of a gold Kaisar-i-Hind medal. 
Heart trouble compelled Doctor Harper to return to America in August, 
1925. He died in Detroit on October 17, 1926. 


Rev. William Hosmer Shailer Hascall 

In 1872 Mr. Hascall sailed for Burma to take up work in the Mission 
Press. From 1876 to 1880 he served in Moulmein. He married in 1877 
Miss Emma A. Chace, a teacher at that time in Judson College, Rangoon. 
For a time he had charge not only of the Burman work but also of the 
Talain and Karen work in the Moulmein field, and of the Burman and 
Karen work in the Tavoy and Mergui districts. From 1883 to 1888, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hascall were stationed at Henzada. In January of 1888, they 
went to Upper Burma to open the station at Sagaing. All the family fell 
ill there. The baby Stephen died. Mr. and Mrs. Hascall and the three 
remaining children were ordered home, reaching America in May, 1889. 
There followed 14 years of busy pastoral service in America. In 1903 
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Mr. and Mrs. Hascall returned to Burma, being stationed first at Thonze, 
then at Bassein. They took furlough in 1910, on the way home repre- 
senting Burma at the World Missionary Conference in Edinburgh. They 
set out again in 1912, to enter upon their most taxing period of service 
as general evangelists for all Burma. The Hascalls made their last journey 
to America in 1917. There was needed a Burmese concordance. They 
took up this stupendous task, and Mr. Hascall carried it through to com- 
pletion even after his helper was stricken in 1922. Mr. Hascall passed 
away on March 24, 1927, at the home of his son, Charles, at Baldwin, 
Long Island. He was a man of exceptional humility and sweetness cf 
spirit. His place “over there” must be a high one, for is there not the 
promise, ‘“‘ Whosoever shall humble himself as this little child, the sarhe is 
the greatest in the kingdom of heaven”? 


Mrs. Alice Penley Manley 


Mrs. Alice Penley Manley, mother of Dr. C. R. Manley, of Hanuma- 
konda, and Rey. F. P. Manley, of Nellore, died at McMinnville, Oregon, 
on November 5, 1926. She, with her husband, Rev. William Russell Manley, 
went out to Rangoon in 1879. Shortly thereafter they were transferred 
to Ongole. Their second term of service was spent in Udayagiri, and their 
third term partly at Kurnool and partly in the pastorate of the Vespery 
Baptist Church, Madras. In 1912 they returned to Madras for their last 
term of service of four and one-half years. Mr. Manley died in March, 
1919. Their years of service were remarkably fruitful, and are being made 
doubly so in the lives of their two sons who are still in South India. 


Rev. Isaac E. Munger 


Isaac E. Munger was appointed to missionary service in Tura, Assam, 
in 1896. He arrived on the field in November of that year. Before a year 
had passed Mrs. Munger became seriously ill and her death took place in 
August, 1897. Though Mr. Munger’s term of service was short, he did 
excellent work. He had charge of the school at Tura, toured among the 
villages, examining the schools and holding evangelistic services, and 
worked with Rev. M. C. Mason on the Garo-English dictionary. Ill health 
compelled his return to America in January, 1899, thus terminating his 
service as a missionary of the Board. His energy and faithfulness are not 
forgotten. 


Rev. John Becket Murphy 


Rey. John Becket Murphy, who died March 23, 1926, at Portland, Oregon, 
was one of the pioneers in the Congo Mission. He was appointed to ser- 
vice April 18, 1887, and with his brother-in-law, Mr. Banks, opened a new 
station at Bolenge, then the most advanced station on the Upper River. 
He labored at that station for ten years. He also served at Palabala station. 
Mrs. Murphy’s ill health made it necessary for Mr. and Mrs. Murphy to 
leave the field. They then spent twelve years on the island of Jamaica, 
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having charge of five churches covering a large area. Upon coming to 
America, he was pastor of the Baptist church at Passadumkeag, Me., for 
two years, and then went West, serving in different parts of Oregon as 
pastor for the last sixteen years. 


Mrs. Elia Campbell Whitman 


Elia Campbell was appointed to missionary service in 1890 by the Woman’s - 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society of the West. Kaying became her station 
in 1892, where she was first a general evangelist and later a teacher in the 
Girls’ School. In 1897 she was married to Rev. George E. Whitman. 
Their missionary service together was given chiefly to the Kaying field 
until the spring of 1926, when Mr. Whitman, returning to China after 
furlough, was sent to Hopo. Mrs. Whitman did not accompany her hus- 
band on this last return to the field. She died in Seattle, Washington, on 
September 20, 1926, of heart failure. Friends in the Girls’ School at 
Kaying, the Hakka Convention, and the churches of the field paid loving 
tribute to her worth and her work. 


The Board also records with deep regret the death of four 
devoted friends and leaders who were deeply interested in the work 
of the Society and who through their service contributed to its 
progress: 


Henry C. Applegarth, D. D. 


The death of Dr. H. C. Applegarth on July 17, 1926, closed a long and 
faithful service in the Christian ministry. He had held pastorates in many 
of the strong churches of the East, his last regular pastoral service having 
been rendered with the Park Avenue Baptist Church in Rochester, New 
York. In this city he passed the years that remained after his retirement, 
though continuing to serve many churches as supply pastor. Throughout 
his long ministry Doctor Applegarth was a strong supporter of the mis- 
sionary enterprise. His emphasis on stewardship awoke in many people 
a sense of responsibility for the work of extending the kingdom, and 
through his personal efforts large sums were made available for the enter- 
prise carried on under the supervision of the Foreign Mission Board. From 
1907 to 1908 he served the Board as Financial Secretary. He was a fear- 
less ‘preacher, a humble and generous man, with a long record of efficient 
service for Christ. 


T. G..Field, D. D. 


A devoted friend and supporter of the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society was called away when Rev. T. G. Field, D. D., died on May 
24, 1926. For more than, twenty-five years he was District Secretary of 
the Society, working in the Ohio area and by faithful and effectual ser- 
vice promoting the interests of the missionary enterprise. After his retire- 
ment from this position, he served for twelve years as Treasurer and as a 
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member of the Board of Managers of the Fannie Doane Home for Mission- 
aries’ Children at Granville, Ohio. In this work he gave his strength and 
ability without stint and continued to render a fruitful service to the cause 
which he loved. 


Flora E. Freeman 


In the death of Miss Flora E. Freeman on December 26, 1926, the 
Society lost one of its most faithful and efficient office workers. On January 
1, 1927, she would have completed twenty-six years of service in the steno- 
graphic department. She began her service while Dr. Fred P. Haggard 
was Home Secretary, and she was largely instrumental in setting up the 
present filing system of the Society. Throughout all the years her work 
was marked by neatness, painstaking accuracy, and efficiency. 


Mornay Williams 


The Christian world lost a great friend when Mornay Williams, Esq., 
died on June 18, 1926. For many years he had rendered conspicuous ser- 
vice to the cause of Christ, both at home and in foreign lands. Mr. Wil- 
liams was born in New York City on June 21, 1856, and was a graduate 
of Columbia. Possessing a poetic imagination, a broad outlook on life, and 
a keen judicial mind, he had unusual resources to bring to any cause 
espoused by him. Though a busy practising lawyer, he devoted much time 
to literary and religious activities. Without hesitancy he made personal 
interests secondary and sacrificed time, strength, and professional oppor- 
tunity for the sake of the kingdom. Many years of service were given to 
a variety of Christian and philanthropic agencies, besides his activity within 
his own denomination, given especially to missionary causes. The Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement was organized largely as a result of his initiative 
efforts. He was a member of the Board of Managers of the Foreign 
Mission Society for eighteen years, and at the time of his death he was its 
senior member. Long before race prejudice began to hold the prominent 
place it has in present-day thought, he saw its menace, worked and prayed 
for its removal. He will be remembered as a Christian gentleman, great, 
kindly, and lovable, but most of all, to those who knew him best, as a man 
of prayer. 


Reenforcements Needed 


Reenforcements are needed on many of our fields. The staff 
of the Japan Mission is far below its strength of ten years ago. 
The Philippine Mission needs new men. For the moment our 
China missionaries have been forced to leave their stations. It is 
anticipated that a few of them may be used temporarily to render 
assistance in these adjacent fields, but the barrier of language 
will make it impossible for them to give the full service which is 
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demanded. Moreover, it is hoped and believed that before long 
our missionaries from China will be able to return to their own 
fields, where they will find awaiting them opportunities greater 
than ever, while these other needy fields of the Far East require 
permanent recruits, able to proceed at once with the acquisition 
of the language with a view to building their lives into the 
structure of Christ’s kingdom in these lands. 


South India is losing four families by retirement, while the 
present budget will permit the replacement of but two. Great 
evangelistic opportunities in Balasore, Bengal, are neglected for 
the lack of a missionary. Gauhati, in the rich Brahmaputra 
Valley of Assam, imperatively demands an evangelist. There is a 
Macedonian call from the Naga Hills. The promising work among 
immigrant Indians in Burma also makes urgent the appointment of 
another family. National feeling in India is waxing stronger every 
day. There is still, however, a real sense of dependence upon 
missionary inspiration and advice, and, too, there are large areas in 
the hills as yet little touched by the political movements. The 
sturdy hill-people are full of promise, yet only missionary leader- 
ship can bring any great fulfilment of that promise. Congo’s des- 
perate need for new recruits is manifested in the report of 
the last conference which sent urgent requests for missionaries 
as follows: 


Matapr: Missionary family. Man qualified for appointment as vice-trea- 
surer of mission. 


Banza MANTEKE: Builder, educationalist and a nurse. 

Sona Bata: Evangelistic and educational family and a nurse. 
LEOPOLDVILLE: Evangelistic family. 

Nronpo: Evangelistic family and a nurse. 

VANGA: Evangelistic family and a nurse. 

Moanza: Evangelistic family. 


The cases here mentioned by no means exhaust the demand 
for reenforcements, but are cited as illustrations of the under- 
manned condition which retards the development of the work 
on many fields, and prevents us from achieving the results which 
would be possible were we able to recruit our missionary staff 
to the basis of efficiency. 
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The Candidate Department 


During the past two years the Candidate Department has been 
seriously handicapped by a lack of sufficient staff. Recognizing 
that present conditions in the non-Christian world make even 
more important than heretofore the task of securing properly 
qualified new missionaries, the Board early in the winter deter- 
mined to designate again a secretary whose chief responsibilty 
should be conference with and the enlistment of volunteers for 
missionary service. Rev. Paul E. Alden was therefore appointed 
Candidate Secretary, and on February 1 he assumed responsibility 
for the work of this department.

The following new missionaries were commissioned during the 
past year and sailed to the fields indicated :

The following were also appointed and are expected to sail 
in the fall of 1927 or later: 


Dr. E. Sheldon Downs and his fiancée, Miss Gladys M. Hall; Rev. 
Frederick E. Bruce and his fiancée, Miss Mildred Blair; Rev. and Mrs. 
Marlin D. Farnum; Rev. Paul J. Braisted and his fiancée, Miss Ruth E. 
Wilder; Dr. Glen W. Tuttle. Mr. Edwin T. Fletcher, originally sent to 
Burma for a short term of service, and Mrs. Fletcher (née Miss Virginia 
Barrett) were granted full missionary appointment. 


Several other families will probably be added to this unusually 
small party for sailing in the fall of 1927. Notwithstanding these 
reenforcements, many vacancies caused by death, broken health, 
or retirement, will still remain on the fields. 


The Appointment of New Missionaries 


The Board considers the choosing and appointment of its new 
missionaries a duty of paramount importance. A candidate is 
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presented to the Board only after the most painstaking investi- 
gation. The Candidate Department first secures from him a 
statement concerning his past history, his church relationships, 
his education, and other important data. He is also required 
to write a special letter to the Board describing his Christian 
experience, his motives in desiring foreign service, and his Chris- 
tian belief. Inquiries concerning his fitness for the work are 
addressed to six or more persons who have known him inti- 
mately. The applicant undergoes a thorough physical examin- 
ation, the report of which is reviewed by the Medical Depart- 
ment and at least one of the regular medical examiners of the 
Board. After the candidate’s papers are completed, they are 
carefully reviewed by each member of the Officers’ Council, and 
if approved he is invited to meet the Candidate Committee of the 
Board. A complete statement covering the important details re- 
garding each candidate is sent to each member of the Board in ad- 
vance. In the meeting of the committee, the chairman asks the 
candidate to recount his Christian experience, motives for mis- 
sionary service, and views regarding Christian faith. This is fol- 
lowed by questions from each member of the committee to enable 
the committee to know the spirit and mind of the man. After 
the questioning, the applicant retires from the room, and the 
committee votes whether he shall be recommended to the Board 
for appointment. In case of an affirmative decision he is pre- 
sented to the Board and again is requested to state the gist of 
his Christian experience and message. After all the candi- 
dates have been thus presented they are asked to withdraw, and 
the Board votes upon their appointment one by one. Those who . 
are accepted are then asked to return, and the Chairman an- 
nounces to them their appointment and makes a cordial state- 
ment of welcome to the missionary fellowship. This is followed 
by prayers of dedication to their new task. 


Conference with Outgoing Missionaries 


The training conference with outgoing missionaries held June 
1-10, 1926, in cooperation with the Woman’s Board, covered a 
longer period and a wider range of subject matter than any 
similar conference in recent years. The curriculum included 
problems of foreign field administration, relationships with the

Board and the home churches, a course of lectures by members 
of the faculty of the Kennedy School of Missions of Hartford, 
Conn., on “The Sociological Aspect of Foreign Missions,” 
“Racial Problems and Ethnology,” “The Approach to the Non- 
Christian Religions,” and intensive courses on Phonetics and 
on Mission Accounting. A similar program is being projected 
- for the next conference in June. These training conferences are 
proving of great value to the new missionaries, especially in view 
of the rapidly changing conditions in the mission fields. 


The Board of Managers 


For the third time in recent years death invaded the ranks of 
the Board of Managers and removed one of its faithful mem- 
bers, Mornay Williams, who died January 18, 1926. He had been 
a member for eighteen years, and at the time of his death was 
serving as Vice-chairman. A _ biographical sketch of Mr. 
Williams appears on another page. To fill this vacancy the Board 
elected G. Ellsworth Huggins, of New York City. At the annual 
meeting for organization, June 29, 1926, the Board elected 
Frederick L. Anderson as Chairman, Herbert J. White as Vice- 
chairman, and William B. Lipphard as Recording Secretary. Ten 
meetings were held during the year, all of them, with the excep- 
tion of that at Washington, at the headquarters of the Society in 
New York. The attendance has ranged from eleven to nineteen 
members. Grateful appreciation is due the churches who so . 
generously made it possible for their pastors to devote the time 
to serve on the Board and likewise to the business organizations 
and educational institutions whose representatives through their 
courtesy were enabled to render the same service. In addition to 
transacting the large amount of business during the year, the 
Board had the pleasure of listening to distinguished visitors who 
included President E. Y. Mullins of the Baptist World Alliance, 
Rev. Johnston Myers of Chicago, Mr. W. E. Blodgett of Woburn, 
Mass., State Secretary William Reid of Rhode Island, Mrs. H. 
W. Peabody of Beverly, Mass., Rev. Tota Fujii of Japan, and 
Dr. Po Min, a distinguished Karen Baptist of Burma. At nearly 
all meetings missionaries at home on furlough were present who 
gave the Board reports and impressions of the work on their 
respective fields. 
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The Secretarial Staff 


The absence of Foreign Secretary J. H. Franklin, and of 
Treasurer G. B. Huntington, naturally placed larger burdens on 
other members of the secretarial staff. Assistant Treasurer For- 
rest Smith has been in charge of the Treasury Department, and 
Assistant Secretary H. F. Cawthorne of the Far East section of . 
the Foreign Department. As reported elsewhere, Assistant Secre- 
tary Paul E. Alden was transferred from the Home Department 
to the Candidate Department. Associate Secretary William B. 
Lipphard has continued his service on the editorial staff of 
Missions. All the officers, and especially Secretaries P. H. J. 
Lerrigo and J. C. Robbins, have given considerable time to visit- 
ing the churches and in interpreting to the constituency of the 
Society the present situation in China. 


The Commission on Investigation 


In the report of last year the Board announced that the Com- 
mission on Investigation, which had been appointed by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention at Milwaukee in May, 1924, and had 
rendered its report at Seattle in June, 1925, had left with the 
Board the names of eight missionaries for further investigation. 
Several of these cases were disposed of during the previous fiscal 
year. Throughout the past year the remainder have received the 
attention of the Board, and especially of its special committee 
appointed for this purpose. As this report goes to press only one 
case, that of a missionary from West China, who has just arrived 
on the Pacific Coast, has not yet received final consideration. 
The Board, therefore, reports that of the eight cases referred to it 
by the Commission, four missionaries have resigned and are no 
longer in the service of the Society, theological charges filed 
against three others have been dismissed, and the remaining case 
is to receive the attention of the Board as soon as the missionary 
has had an opportunity for personal conference. 


The Board of Missionary Cooperation 


Doctors Anderson, Taylor, and Lerrigo represented the So- 
ciety upon the Board of Missionary Cooperation during the past 
year, and Doctor Taylor received the signal honor of being chosen 
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Chairman of the Administrative Committee of that body. The 
staff of the Society has cooperated heartily in carrying on the 
joint promotional work, and has given much time to service under 
the Field Activities Committee. 


A Foreign Mission Year: 1928-29 


At the meeting of the Board of Missionary Cooperation which 
took place in Chicago September 29-30, 1926, an arrangement 
was entered into providing that special opportunity be given the 
various cooperating interests to present to the denomination their 
outstanding needs. It was agreed that during the year 1927-28 
a special fund of $1,000,000 should be sought from individuals 
to assist in the building of church edifices under the direction of 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society, the affiliated State 
Conventions, and the Standard City Mission Societies Class A. 
For the period of 1928-29 the two Foreign Mission Societies 
were authorized to plan for an effort to secure a similar fund to 
provide for Judson College and other advances abroad; and that 
for the year 1929-30 a like effort should be made for our 
Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board and schools and col- 
leges. 


Deputation Service of Missionaries 


The numerous requests for missionary speakers evidence again 
the urgent desire of the churches to hear at first-hand the story 
of the work on all our foreign fields. The health conditions of 
many of our missionaries and the need of others to pursue further 
study have greatly reduced the number available for deputation 
work among the churches. Those who have been able to under- 
take this service have therefore been obliged to add to already 
overloaded schedules, but this they have done most cheerfully, 
although the work has often entailed long absences from home. 
The Board acknowledges with gratitude the sacrificial service of 
the following missionaries during the past year:

Publicity 

In the promotion of interest and beneficence, the ustial emphasis 
has been placed on literature and publicity. News items and 
articles have been sent regularly to the denominational press. 
The Board records its appreciation of the cooperation rendered 
by the five denominational papers, namely, The Baptist, The 
Watchman-Examiner, the Baptist Observer, The Baptist Record, 
The Baptist Banner, in featuring the work of the Society. Pam- 
phlet literature included the publication of 13 new pamphlets, with 
a total printing of 101,500 copies. Several new pamphlets have 
been issued, among them a special news bulletin dealing with 
conditions in China, which was favorably received. A new Guide 
Book also appeared. Complimentary copies of the Annual Report 
were distributed to more than 2,000 pastors on receipt of special 
request for such copies. The joint magazine, Missions, under 
the competent direction of its editors, has continued its able 
service in disseminating information regarding the work of the 
Society. During the past year conditions in China especially have 
been featured intelligently and comprehensively. This magazine 
has received testimonials to its value not only from its own con- 
stituency but from other denominations. It would be impossible 
to estimate its stabilizing influence or to appraise its publicity 
value in the missionary enterprise. 


Homes for Missionaries and Missionaries’ Children 


Enforced separation from children, necessitated as it is by 
climatic conditions and lack of adequate educational facilities, 
is still the outstanding sacrifice in foreign mission service. In 
the two homes maintained by the Board for missionaries’ children, 
the matrons, Mrs. M. R. West of the home at Newton Center, 
Mass., and Miss Maude Brook of the Fannie Doane Home at 
Granville, Ohio, rightly consider their task a genuine part of the 
foreign mission enterprise. Under their devoted care the physical, 
mental, and spiritual development of the children is wisely guided. 
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During the year, 13 children representing eight missionary fami- 
lies lived at the Fannie Doane Home, while 19 children from 
8 families were at the home in Newton Center which the Board 
conducts jointly with the Woman’s Society, making a total of 32 
children from 16 missionary families. 

All of the eight furnished apartments for missionaries on 
furlough were occupied during the year. In these days of 
housing problems, missionaries greatly appreciate the Newell 
House at Newton Center, Mass., and the Judson House at Mal- 
den, Mass., each with two completely furnished apartments, and 
the four cottages at Granville, Ohio. 


Oriental Students in the United States 


The Board has this year continued its policy of bringing to the 
United States for advanced study a limited number of especially 
qualified students from the Orient. Students are selected upon 
the recommendation of the committees of the missions having 
intimate knowledge of the capacities of the students and the 
service already rendered by them among their own people before 
they leave for America. The purpose is to give this special train- 
ing to young men who have already revealed their ability and 
readiness to serve. The experience of the past year has not 
disappointed the hopes of the Board in this respect. During the 
year young men have completed their studies in America and 
have returned to China and Japan to accept responsibilities in the 
work of the missions in gratifying ways. Some have risked per- 
secution and danger with a loyalty to Christ that is an inspira- 
tion to those who know the facts. Tempting offers from other 
than Baptist institutions have been refused at personal sacrifice 
by returned students who have elected to continue in the Baptist 
work. The students who are now in the United States continue 
to give a good account of themselves. They constantly con- 
tribute much in the way of interpretation of their own nations 
to the people of America. They hold worthy scholastic standing. 
They are also giving such a clear witness for Christ here in 
America while carrying on their studies that they have been 
a source of inspiration to those before whom they have spoken. 
What God may bring to pass through these young men, no man 
can prophesy. 
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Visit of Treasurer George B. Huntington to the Mission Fields 


For several years the Board of Managers, and especially the 
Finance Committee, have desired that the Treasurer of the Society 
should visit the mission fields for the purpose of studying methods 
of financial administration, reviewing property conditions, and 
securing other information that will be of value to the Board 
in this department of the work. Accordingly Treasurer George 
B. Huntington sailed from New York August 14 and covered the 
following extensive itinerary :

Most of Mr. Huntington’s time on each field was necessarily 
given to conference with mission treasurers and with reference 
committees and property committees. He was, however, able 
to see various phases of actual missionary work in several stations 
on each field, and while in the Far East served also as a member 
of the Board’s special deputation. 


Fraternal Visitors to Mission Fields 


During the past year, Rev. and Mrs. S. J. Skevington of Holly- 
wood, Calif., undertook a remarkable missionary journey into 
China. It was a sequel to the tender moment remembered by 
many when on the platform of the Northern Baptist Convention 
at Milwaukee in May, 1924, they stood side by side with their 
two daughters, Gladys and Florence, who were about to sail for 
West China for missionary service. Now the parents themselves, 
in fulfilment of a dream they have entertained for two and a 
half years, have made the long trip up the Yangtse River in 
spite of all the political- disturbances and dangers incident to 
travel in that region. The contribution made by Doctor and Mrs. 
Skevington to our West China field was no small one. The 
large amount of time required for the journey has hitherto 
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deprived, this field of a secretarial visit. Doctor Skevington 
was able to convey messages from the Board, as well as to 
bring new inspiration and cheer to our devoted missionaries 
on this distant field. Other fraternal visitors to mission fields 
included Rev. George F. Holt of Pasadena, Calif., who at his own 
expense, toured nearly all the fields of the Society in the Orient, 
where he took many photographs which will be of publicity value. 
in future years; Mrs. H. E. Goodman, President of the Woman’s 
Society, who, accompanied by her daughter, visited the mission 
fields, bringing especially greetings to the women Christians on the 
fields; and Miss Mildred Davidson, recently appointed Field 
Secretary of the World Wide Guild. A report of Mrs. Good- 
man’s trip appears in the annual report of the Woman’s Society. 
Reports from missionaries have placed a high value on the service 
all these visitors rendered in bringing fellowship, encouragement, 
and inspiration to the missionaries. 


Open Doors Everywhere 


The remarkable accessibility manifested by peoples everywhere 
to the gospel message fills us with profound gratitude as we look 
back upon the old days when doors were tightly shut, and it was 
possible only at the cost of herculean effort to win a few con- 
verts here and a few there. In Congo the evangelistic possi- 
bilities are only limited by the time and strength of our mis- 
sionaries. On a recent journey made by Mr. Moody during 
which he covered one thousand kilometers, over 1,400 were bap- 
tized, and new avenues of contact were opened with peoples in yet 
more distant fields. Throughout the entire Congo field from 
our most distant station, Ntondo, through the wild Kwango area 
and down to the port of entry at Matadi, the spiritual awaken- 
ing continues. In Japan a recent letter from Missionary Foote 
speaks of a new attitude of receptiveness upon the part of the 
Japanese and gives the details of an arrangement whereby 
Kagawa, one of the leading evangelists of Japan, is undertaking 
to conduct special meetings in connection with several of our 
churches. Among the caste people-on the Ongole field Doctor 
Baker speaks of a great turning to Christ with many baptisms, in- 
cluding 585 from the Madiga caste, 384 from the Malas, and 20 
from five castes of the Sudras. The evangelistic interest center- 
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ing in Judson College spreads far and wide. Student gospel 
teams are carrying the message to many towns, sometimes at | 
considerable distances from Rangoon. At Bassein the team secured 
76 decisions for Christ, while 71, mostly Burmese Buddhists, 
signed cards asking to be given the opportunity of learning more 
about Jesus. In an area in South China over which the Southern 
‘Armies had swept time and again, G. W. Lewis discovered that a 
church which he supposed had perished in the revolution, far 
from being defunct, had thriven greatly, adding many new mem- 
bers and building a substantial house of worship. 


A Chinese Message to American Christians 


Thus it is borne in upon us that the gospel of Christ for a 
world of sin was never more needed and never more suitable 
than in these days of international disturbance, political disorder, 
economic revolution, and social distress. Mr. Herman Liu, a 
leading Chinese Christian, product of one of our own Baptist 
schools, says of the present situation in China that it is a time 
above all times ‘for American Christians to show themselves 
more Christian than ever.” Surely this message from the heart of 
a Chinese follower of the Master should awaken us to a new and 
deeper devotion to Christ. Not only in China but in every great 
world field the bared arm of God beckons us to be Christ-living 
and Christ-giving Christians. 
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FINANCIAL REVIEW OF THE YEAR 


A Real Crisis 


The year which ended April 30, 1927, has brought the Society 
to a genuine crisis in the matter of financial provision for its work. 
For six years the contributions of the denomination toward the 
objects included in the coordinated operating budget have steadily 
declined each year, with a single exception, from a total of $9,818,- 
813.74 in 1920-21 to $4,389,612.68 in 1926-27. The share of the 
Society in these contributions has declined from $1,371,636.84 in 
1920-21 to $832,955.14 in the year just closed. This falling off in 
receipts from year to year was so large that for the past two years 
the Finance Committee has advised, and the Convention has 
approved, spending budgets based on 80% only of the approved 
expectancy in donations. Two years ago at Seattle the Conven- 
tion declared that there must be no retrenchment in foreign mis- 
sion work and authorized the raising of the Lone Star Fund. The 
denomination responded generously, and not only was the full 
amount of $263,662 for the twe Foreign Mission Societies sub- 
scribed and paid in, but a substantial surplus, with the consent 
of the donors, was turned into the general receipts for the coopera- 
tive budget. Retrenchment was avoided for the year. During the 
past year, however, the denomination not only has not increased 
its contributions by an amount corresponding to the Lone Star 
Fund but has given to the Society a sum actually less by $50,000 
than it received in the preceding year, not including the Lone Star 
Fund. The Convention, on recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee, has authorized a spending budget of 70% instead of 80% 
on the same basal figure. It would seem that drastic readjustment 
and curtailing of work cannot longer be postponed. 


Financial Outcome of the Year 


At the close of April, 1926, the Society reported an accumulated 
deficiency of income amounting to $217,123.79. This was after 
taking into account the contributions to the Lone Star Fund and 
the adjustment of the fiscal year on the foreign field. The net 
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result of the year just ended was to increase the accumulated 
deficiency of income to a total of $278,100.87. The actual shortage 
of receipts applying on the budget of expenditures for the year 
was $100,713.02, but contributions of $1,872.77 applying on pre- 
vious years’. budgets together with savings and cancellations of 
previous years amounting to $37,863.17 reduced the net addition 
to the deficit to $60,977.08. 


Analysis of Receipts 


The total receipts of the year including specifics were $1,579,- 
792.59 as compared with $1,802,677.29 in the preceding year. 
Receipts for the regular budget were $1,436,124.12 as against 
$1,667,199.65 in 1925-26 including $188,445 on account of the 
Lone Star Fund. Income from sources outside donations 
amounted to $603,168.98, exceeding the expectancy by $47,168.98. 
Receipts in regular donations, however, were only $832,955.14 as 
compared with an expectancy in the approved budget of $1,246,100 
and actual receipts in the preceding year of $1,075,253.66 including 
the Lone Star Fund. Specific donations during the year amounted 
to $81,393.43 as compared with $135,477.64 in 1925-26. In addi- 
tion to these specific donations the sum of $62,275 was transferred 
temporarily from the Reserve for Equalization of Income from 
Legacies, with the approval of the Finance Committee of the Con- 
vention, to the Specific Budget to meet special emergencies. 


Budget Expenditures 


The expenditures of the Society for its work have been held 
rigidly through the year within the budget as approved on the 
80% basis. The total expenditure permitted under the regular 
budget was $1,552,880. The amount actually expended and 
appropriated was $1,536,837.14. The saving of $16,042.86 was 
effected almost entirely in home expenditures, the actual expendi- 
ture being $171,846.02 as compared with $187,450 in the approved 
budget and $188,976.05 actually spent in the preceding year. The 
item of interest on borrowed money shows a gratifying decrease 
from $4,872.68 in 1925-26 to $1,390.26 in the year just ended. 
Any comparison of foreign field expenditures with those of the 
preceding year would be unsatisfactory, if not misleading, for the 
reason that in 1925-26 provision was made for only six months’ 
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work on the foreign field. Owing to the fact that there was no 
addition to the 80% budget corresponding to the Lone Star Fund 
of 1925-26, substantial reductions in expenditures were compul- 
sory at several points, particularly in missionary reenforcement 
and in urgent equipment needs. 


Legacies and Matured Annuities 


After three successive years of greatly reduced receipts from 
legacies the amount received by the Society from that source dur- 
ing the past year was considerably above the average. The total 
received during the year was $270,969.99, of which $35,061.09 
was designated for permanent funds and specific objects and 
$62,275 was transferred to the Specific Budget—$37,275 to pro- 
vide for extraordinary emergency expenses of the missions in 
China and $25,000 for the Building Fund of Judson College. The 
amount transferred to the regular budget income was $100,000 
as compared with $120,000 in the preceding year. The balance 
remained in the Reserve for Equalization of Income from Lega- 
cies which, with the addition of interest, was increased from 
$74,054.36 on April 30, 1926, to $152,652.90 on April 30, 1927. 
Annuity agreements maturing during the year, on the other hand, 
amounted to quite a little less than the average for recent years. 
Forty-seven agreements matured, yielding total net proceeds of 
$35,168.16, of which $13,757.44 was designated for permanent 
funds and specific objects. The budget expectancy from this 
source had been increased from $25,000 to $40,000 because of 
large receipts for several years preceding, but it was necessary 
this past year to reduce the Reserve for Equalization of Income 
from Matured Annuities from $50,000 to $31,801.31 in order to 
meet the full budget item. 

New annuity agreements to the number of 82 were written 
during the year in return for gifts amounting to $129,823.37, or 
only $2,000 less than the preceding year, which had been the best 
year since the beginning of the New World Movement. These 
gifts on the annuity plan came from 56 individuals, 20 of whom 
already held annuity agreements of the Society. Payments to 
annuitants during the year amounted to $118,589.66 and income 
earned by annuity investments to $71,337.28. The excess of pay- 
ments over income is charged directly against the principal of the 
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annuity agreements. The number of agreements outstanding at 
the close of the year was 932 and the total principal of these 
agreements or Reserve for General Annuity Agreements was 
$1,542,958.04, an increase over the preceding year of $43,813.25. 

The permanent funds of the Society have been increased during 
the year by the sum of $58,543.61 and now amount to $7,131,- 
871.39. Of these additions $12,328.91 came from legacies and 
matured annuity agreements, and of the remainder $44,812.20 
represents an increase in the John D. Rockefeller Fund due to 
a change in investments. The income earned by these funds 
amounts to $445,534.85, of which $341,931.83 is available for the 
general purposes of the Society and $103,603.02 is designated for 
particular objects, most of which, however, are included in the 
regular budget, special notices being sent to the field covering all 
income designated for particular. objects. 


Budget for 1927-28 


The fact has already been noted that the Convention authorized 
a spending budget based on 70% only of the approved expectancy 
from denominational contributions. This expectancy as given in 
the coordinated denominational budget is $1,246,100. Seventy 
per cent. of this amount is $872,270, which added to the approved 
expectancy from sources outside donations, namely $555,000, 
makes a total authorized spending budget of $1,427,270. On 
account of the change in the fiscal year on the foreign field, to 
which attention was called in the report for 1925-26, it was neces- 
sary for the Board of Managers to adopt and notify to the mis- 
sions in March a budget effective May lst. With the best light 
obtainable, that budget was prepared as in the preceding year 
on the basis of 80% of the donation expectancy, which provided 
a total spending budget of $1,551,880. The action of the Conven- 
tion makes necessary a reduction of $124,610 in a budget already 
cut far below a reasonable standard of efficiency and moreover 
actually in effect for a month before the Convention met. The 
embarrassment caused to the work on the field by a downward 
revision of the budget after the year has begun can hardly be 
described. This is one of the great disadvantages arising from 
the change in the fiscal year policy. It would seem as though 
some plan must be devised by which such reductions after the 
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year has begun may be avoided, or the work on the foreign field 
may be thrown into great confusion. 

The budget adopted by the Board on the 80% basis provides 
for only 9 new missionary families to reenforce the depleted staff 
on 10 different mission fields. Only $65,000 was provided for 
new mission property in the face of needs for several times that 
amount. Both of these items undoubtedly will have to be severely 
reduced. The appropriations for missionaries’ salaries are $571,- 
855.11 as compared with actual expenditures in 1924-25 of 
$619,921.96, an indication of the decrease in the active missionary 
staff. Mission work appropriations are put at $296,650 as com- 
pared with $317,527.14 in 1924-25. The total of foreign field 
appropriations in the budget as adopted is $1,317,358.60 as com- 
pared with $1,428,391.18 actually spent in 1924-25, and the total 
of home expenditures as proposed is $186,127.50 as compared 
with $187,666.02 actually spent in 1924-25. Yet a further reduc- 
tion of $124,610 in the budget as adopted is necessary in order to 
keep within the figures indicated by the action of the Convention. 
Truly a genuine crisis confronts the Society as it enters upon the 
new fiscal year.

of the president, treasurer, and directors of said corporation, duly approved 
by the Commissioner of Corporations, and recorded in this office: 

Now, therefore, I, Oliver Warner, Secretary of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, DO HEREBY CERTIFY, that said Mary L. Colby, Elizabeth L. M. 
Williams, Sylvina Nickerson, Mary O. Loud, Amanda G. Chase, Mehitable 
A. Ballard, Caroline A. Benton, Adelaide L. Pierce, Hannah C. Hill, Mary E. 
Clarke, Sophia B. Packard, and others, their associates and successors are 
legally organized and established as, and are hereby made, an existing cor- 
poration under the name of the Woman’s Baptist Missionary Society, with 
the powers, rights, and privileges and subject to the limitations, duties, and 
restrictions, which by law appertain thereto.

The Woman’s Baptist Missionary Society, a corporation 
established in Boston under the general laws of this Commonwealth, the 
ninth day of November, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, shall 
take the name of the ““Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary Society.”

THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

AN ACT 
To change the name of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary Society, 
and to authorize it to hold additional real and personal estate. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled and by the authority of the same, as follows: a6 
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Section 1. The name of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, a corporation duly established by law in this Commonwealth, is 
hereby changed to Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society. 


Sec. 2. The Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society may, 
for the purpose of its incorporation, take and hold in fee simple or other- 
wise, lands, tenements, and hereditaments by gift, grant, purchase, or devise, 
not exceeding in value one million dollars, and may also take and hold by 
gift, grant, donation, or bequest personal estate to an amount not exceeding 
five million dollars. 


Sec. 3. The Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society shall 
meet annually at such time and place as it may appoint within the United 
States of America. 


Sec. 4. This Act shall take effect on the 15th day of May, nineteen 
hundred and fourteen. 


AN ACT 


To authorize the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society to 
make. contracts to pay annuities. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, a 
corporation established by law in this Commonwealth may, in consideration 
of the receipt of funds to be devoted to the purpose for which it is incor- 
porated, bind itself to pay fixed yearly sums in one or more payments each 
year to such person or persons as may be agreed upon, for a term of years 
or for the life of such person or persons. 


Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


(The foregoing was laid before the governor on the second day of 
February, 1917, and after five days it had “the force of a law,” as pre- 
scribed by the constitution, as it was not returned by him with his objec 
tions thereto within that time.)

BY-LAWS 
OF THE 


WOMAN’S AMERICAN BAPTIST FOREIGN 
» MISSION SOCIETY 


° ARTICLE I 


OBJECT 

The object of this Society shall be the elevation and Christianization 
of women and children in foreign lands. 

This object it shall seek to accomplish by engaging the earnest, 
systematic cooperation of the women of our Baptist churches in sending 
out and supporting women. missionaries to do evangelistic, educational, and 
medical work on the foreign fields; in developing and employing native 
Christian teachers and Bible women, physicians, and nurses, and in erect- 
ing a buildings as may be deemed necessary for the prosecution of the 
work. 

ARTICLE II 


MrEMBERSHIP 

All women members in our Baptist churches of the North, and all 
women contributing to this Society shall be considered members of this 
organization. 

The voting membership shall be composed as follows: 

(a) All life members of the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary 
Society and the Woman’s Baptist Foreign Missionary Society of the West. 
(b) All missionaries of the Society during their term of service. 

(c) Annual members based upon the number of women members in 
the Baptist churches in the Districts, the delegates to be appointed by the 
women of the churches of the Districts, and their credentials approved by 
the District Organizations. 

(d) All accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the Northern 
Baptist Convention shall be annual members. 


ARTICLE III 


ORGANIZATION 
The organization of this Society shall consist of Officers, a Board of 
Managers, and coordinate District Organizations, constituted and limited 
as laid down and limited in subsequent articles. State and local organiza- 
tions shall be auxiliary to such District Organizations. 


ARTICLE IV 


OFFICERS 
~ Section 1. The officers of the Society shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, a Secretary of the Foreign 
Department, a Secretary of the Administrative Department, and such other 
officers as may from time to time be deemed necessary by the Society or 
the Board of Managers. The President, Vice-Presidents, and Recording 
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Secretary shall be elected by ballot at each Annual Meeting and the other 
officers shall be appointed by the Board of Managers. Each officer elected 
at the Annual Meeting shall serve from the close of the Annual Meeting 
at which she is elected to the close of the next Annual Meeting, or until 
her successor is elected. 

Sec. 2. The President shall be the General Executive Officer; shall 
preside at all meetings of the Society, and, with the Treasurer, shall sign 
all: documents relating to the transfer of real estate and other legal papers 
not otherwise provided for. In case of her absence or inability to serve, 
her duties shall be performed by the Vice-President selected by the Board 
of Managers. d = 

Sec. 3. One Vice-President shall be the head of the Foreign Depart- 
ment, and one the head of the Administrative Department. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Foreign Depart- 
ment, under the direction of the Vice-President at the head of the Foreign 
Department, to conduct the foreign correspondence of the Society, and to 
discharge such other duties as may be defined by the Board of Managers. 


Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Administrative 
Department, under the direction of the Vice-President at the head of that 
Department, to conduct such business of the Society as relates to the ad- 
ministration of said Department, and to discharge such other duties as may 
be defined by the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 6. The Recording Secretary shall perform the usual duties of 
her office. 

Sec. 7. The Treasurer shall give such bond as the Board of Managers 
shall from time to time approve for the faithful performance of the duties 
of the office, which bond shall be deposited with the Recording Secretary 
of the Society. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive, acknowledge, preserve 
—by investment or otherwise—and pay out, the funds of the Society ac- 
cording to the direction of the Board of Managers or the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board. 

The accounts of the Treasurer shall be audited at least once a year, 
and also at such other times as the Board of Managers shall determine. 


Sec. 8. The Treasurer, the Secretaries, and such officers as the Board 
of Managers may appoint, shall be subject to the direction of the Board, 
and shall discharge such duties as may be defined by its regulations and 
rules of order. ‘ ; 


ARTICLE V 
Boarp OF MANAGERS 


Section 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of 27 regular mem- 
bers. [Each of the ten districts shall have upon the Board of Managers two 
representatives, namely, its Foreign Vice-President and its Administrative 
Vice-President. The remaining seven members shall be Members at Large 
to be elected annually by the Society at its Annual Meeting. The Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents, and Recording Secretary shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of the Board with power to vote upon all questions. 

There shall be Associate Members of the Board of Managers. These 
shall be the Presidents of Union Districts, the Presidents of Foreign Mis- 
sion Districts and such other members as the Board of Managers may 
from time to time elect. Associate Members shall have the power to vote 
on all save legal questions. 

The Board of Managers shall mect annually or semiannually as the 
Board itself may determine, and fifteen regular members shall constitute 
a quorum. 
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The President, Vice-Presidents, and Recording Secretary of the So- 
ciety shall be members of the Board of Managers. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet to organize as soon as 
practicable after the annual meeting of the Society. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of the 
affairs of the Society; shall have the power to elect its own Chairman, 
Clerk, and additional Officers, and appoint such committees as may seem 
proper, and to define the powers and duties of each; to appoint its own 
meetings, to adopt such regulations and rules as may seem proper, includ- 
ing those for the control and disposition of the real and personal property 
of the society, the sale, leasing, or mortgaging thereof, provided they are 
not inconsistent with its Charter or By-Laws; to fill all vacancies in the 
Board of Managers, and in any office of the Society until the next meeting 
of the Society; to establish such agencies, and to recommend the appoint- 
ment and removal of such agents and missionaries as may seem proper, by 
a three-fifths vote of all members present and voting at the meeting when 
such votes are taken; to fix the compensation of officers, Agents, and mis- 
sionaries; to direct and instruct them concerning their respective duties; 
to make appropriations of money, and at the annual meeting of the Society 
to present a printed or written full and detailed report of the proceedings 
of the Society and of its work during the year. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall appoint from its members a 
Finance Committee, which, under the direction of the Board of Managers, 
shall have charge, with the Treasurer, of the disposition of real and personal 
property of the Society, including the sale, leasing, and mortgaging of same, 
and generally exercise supervision over all the financial affairs of the 
Society. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Managers shall appoint eight of its own mem- 
bers, who, with the President, the two Vice-Presidents, and the Recording 
Secretary, shall constitute an Executive Committee which shall have 
charge of and transact all business requiring immediate attention in the 
interim of meetings of the Board of Managers. Said Committee shall 
at all times be under the control of the Board and shall abide by such 
rules and regulations as said Board may from time to time establish. 

Said Committee shall keep an accurate record of all its votes and 
proceedings and submit the same for the approval of the Board of 
Managers as often as the latter shall meet. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Managers shall appoint annually one of its 
members whose term does not expire the current year to act as an additional 
member of the Committee on Nominations of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention without the right to vote. 

Sec. 7. The Board of Managers shall appoint each year a Committee 
whose duty it shall be to recommend to the Board for appointment such 
officers and members of committees as are not elected by the Society. This 
Committee shall also bring to the Board for its consideration a list of the 
officers of the Society, including the seven Members-at-Large of the Board 
of Managers to be elected at its Annual Meeting. No action is to be 
taken by the Board on this list except in so far as it is deemed advisable 
for the guidance of the representatives of this Society on the Committee 
on Nominations of the Northern Baptist Convention. 


ARTICEE, Vi 


DistricT ORGANIZATIONS 


Secrion 1. The territory of the Society shall be divided into ten Dis- 
tricts, as follows: 
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SOUTH PACIFIC DISTRICT—North California, South California, 
Arizona, Nevada. 

COLUMBIA RIVER DISTRICT—Oregon, East Washington, West 
Washington, Idaho, Montana. 


ROCKY MOUNTAIN DISTRICT—Colorado, Utah, Wyoming. 
WEST CENTRAL DISTRICT—Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska. 


NORTHWESTERN DISTRICT—North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin. 


CENTRAL DISTRICT—Michigan, Illinois, Missouri. 
EAST CENTRAL DISTRICT—Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia, 


ATLANTIC DISTRICT—Pennsylvania, Delaware, New Jersey, Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


NEW YORK DISTRICT—East New York, West New York. 


NEW ENGLAND DISTRICT—Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut. 


Districr FuNcrIonSs 


Sec. 2. The functions of the District Organization, under the Board 
of Managers, shall be 


(a) To develop its own territory. 

(b) To assume responsibility for a definite share of the work upon 
the foreign field. 

(c) To contribute a percentage of the Society’s total administration 
expense, such percentage to be based upon the income of the district. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Sec. 3. Membership in a Baptist church in the District shall constitute 
a woman a member of the District Organization of the territory in which 
she resides. 

The voting membership in the meetings of the District Organization 
shall be based upon the number of women in the churches of the District, 
each delegate to be appointed by the Woman’s Missionary Organization 
in the church where such exists, and where such organization does not exist, 
by the women of the church. Each church may appoint one delegate and 
one additional delegate for each ten women members of the church, no 
church being permitted more than fifteen delegates. 


OrFIcers AND DuTIES 


Sec. 4. The Officers of each District Organization shall be a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, and such 
other officers as shall be deemed necessary for the proper conduct of the 
District work. 

They shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting of the District, 
and shall serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are 
elected until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
are elected. 

The President shall be the General Executive Officer. She shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the District. In case of her absence or inability to 
serve, the duties shall be performed by the Vice-President chosen by the 
Executive Board. 

One Vice-President shall interpret to the constituency of the District 
the interests of the Foreign Mission Cause and shall carry on correspon- 
dence with the foreign missionaries belonging to the District. 

The Recording Secretary shall perform the usual duties of her office. 
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The Treasurer of the District shall receive, acknowledge, and at least 
once a month forward to the Treasurer of the Society funds contributed 
from the District for the work of the Society. She shall receive and, under 
the direction of the Executive Board, disburse the moneys appropriated by 
the Society for District expense. She shall keep an accurate and detailed 
account of all receipts and disbursements. 

She shall give such bond for the faithful performance of her duties as 
the Executive Board of the District may direct. Such bond shall be filed 
with the Recording Secretary of the District. 

The accounts of the Treasurer shall be audited once in three months, 
and a report shall be furnished the Executive Board and also entered upon 
its records. A certificate shall be furnished annually. 


ExeEcuTIvE Boarp 


Sec. 5. There shall be in each District an Executive Board, consisting 
of the District President, Vice-Presidents, and all unsalaried officers of 
the District, and in addition twenty-one members, who shall be elected by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the District Organization. Of the twenty- 
one first elected, seven shall serve for three years, seven for two years, 
and seven for one year; and thereafter, there shall be elected annually seven 
to serve for three years. 

It shall be the duty of the Executive Board to devise and use means 
for diffusing missionary intelligence among the women of the churches in 
order to awaken a deeper interest in the special work of the Society and 
to stimulate missionary giving; also to seek out and recommend to the 
Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society suitable women to 
serve as missionaries, the power of appointment to rest with the Society. 

The Executive Board shall meet regularly, and nine members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 

At the first meeting following the annual meeting of the District the 
Board shall organize by electing a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Clerk. 

It shall appoint from its members a Finance Committee and such other 
standing committees as are necessary for the proper conduct of the work. 


ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


Sec. 6. The District Organization shall meet annually at such time and 
place as the Executive Board of the District may decide. This meeting 
shall precede the annual meeting of the Society. 


By-Laws For District ORGANIZATIONS 


Sec. 7. The Districts shall be empowered to make such By-laws for 
the government of their organization as may seem necessary, provided they 
conform to the policy of the Society. 


ARTICLE VII 


ANNUAL AND OTHER MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Society shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Board of Managers may appoint, to elect Officers, to hear the 
annual reports and to transact the proper business of the Society. 


Src. 2. When one-tenth of the delegates present request that a vote 
on any motion be taken by Districts, such a vote shall be ordered and the 
question determined thereby. The vote of each District shall be determined 
by the majority of its delegates present and voting. Each District shall have 
at least one vote, and one additional vote for each additional ten thousand 
women members of the churches in the District, or major fraction thereof. 
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When figures are lacking, the proportion of women to the membership of 
the churches shall be estimated at sixty-two and one-half per cent. 


Sec. 3. The persons elected each year as the Committee on Nomina- 
tions of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be for that year the Com- 
mittee of this Society on Nominations for officers and managers to be 
then elected. 


Sec. 4. The Annual Report of this Society as soon as it shall be pre- 
pared shall be forwarded to the officer or Committee of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention authorized to receive it. 


ARTICLE, Vii 


The By-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of members present 
and voting at any annual meeting of the Society, provided written notice 
of the proposed amendment shall have been given at the preceding annual 
meeting of the Society, or such amendment shall be recommended by the 
Board of Managers. 


A STATEMENT OF THE POLICY OF 
THE WOMAN’S AMERICAN BAPTIST 
FOREIGN MISSION SOCIETY 


1. The Purpose 


The purpose of the work of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign 
Mission Society in mission fields as expressed in its By-laws is “the 
elevation and Christianization of women and children in foreign lands.” 

The method of accomplishing this purpose was outlined in the 
By-laws and has been consistently followed, namely, “by sending out 
and supporting women missionaries to do evangelistic, educational, 
and medical work on the foreign fields; in developing and employing 
native Christian teachers and Bible-women, physicians and nurses, 
and in erecting such buildings as may be deemed necessary for the 
prosecution of the work.” 


2. Evangelism 


The primary object of the Society being the elevation and 
Christianization of women and children in foreign lands, it devolves 
upon its representatives so to present the appeal of the gospel as to 
lead to the acceptance of Jesus Christ as Saviour and Lord. This has 
been and is being accomplished not only through the lives and teaching 
of missionaries, but by the Bible-women whom they have trained, and 
the women and girls who, having set out on the Christian life, have 
been the means of winning others to the same faith in Christ. Evangel- 
ism through industry has also been a principle in various stations, 
where by means of handicraft and various industrial lines poverty has 
been relieved and a contact has been established for the teaching of 
the gospel. 


3. Education 

Realizing that women cannot in most instances adequately teach 
the gospel, improve their surroundings, or train their children unless 
they receive Christian education, the Society has provided and main- 
tains kindergartens, elementary schools, high and normal schools, col- 
leges, Bible and nurses’ training-schools, thus seeking to make it pos- 
sible for the Christian women of the Orient to have every adequate 
opportunity for training and service. 


4. Medical Work 


The relief of suffering is preeminently a task for Christian women, 
and the ministry of healing occupies an important place on the pro- 
gram of work for women and children of the Orient. 

The hospital is a great evangelizing force in the lands where 
women have not received proper medical care in the past. The medical 
missionary, whether doctor or nurse, finds doors open to her and op- 
portunities for evangelistic work offered which would not be to any 
other. The training of native doctors and nurses is an important 
factor in medical missions. 


5. Intensive Policy 


It is the policy of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society to strengthen its work at points where both the need and the 
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response to the gospel have proved to be greatest, and to make such 
adjustments and curtailments as may be necessary in order to care for 
the work adequately at strategic centers. It is deemed wiser to do this 
rather than to establish new work, especially at times of financial 
stringency. We realize, however, that the meeting of new oppor- 
tunities, particularly when special provision is made for them, may be 
indicative of the definite leading of God so often proved in the planning 
of our work. 


6. Native Leadership 


The prime necessity of all work of the Society in foreign fields is 
to develop native Christian workers to such standards of efficiency and 
such strength of faith and knowledge of the gospel that they shall be 
responsible for evangelizing and educating their own people. In view 
of the important place of women in society in any land it is self-evident 
that every effort must be made to develop Christian women leaders in 
every mission field. 


7. Cooperation 


In order to secure the best and largest results from the investment 
of life and money in foreign lands it has seemed necessary and ad- 
visable to cooperate with other Christian bodies in some educational 
institutions (especially colleges) and in international and interdenomi- 
national relationships, bearing in mind in all cooperative movements 
the ideals of salvation through Jesus Christ for which Baptist mis- 
sions have always stood. 

Among the most important relationships is that with the American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society in which close cooperation in unity of 
ideals and methods of work make for strength in the Christian 
churches on the field.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The year 1926-1927 has been full of problems—not just simple 
problems, but problems so complex and cumulative that correct 
answers are as difficult to find as those in complex and compound 
fractions which used to trouble us in our school days. 

Problems are of two kinds—those that come because of growth, 
and those that are caused by mistakes. The problems facing the 
W. A. B. F. M. S. are of both kinds, and the solutions have not 
yet been found. 

Most of the year I have spent in Japan, China, the Philippines, 
Burma, and India. I have visited our mission work in those coun- 
tries and have seen the problems caused by growth and those same 
problems disastrously complicated because of reduced financial 
support from home. Surely somewhere subtractions have been 
made instead of additions. Some one has divided instead of mul- 
tiplying ; some one has placed the decimal point between the wrong 
figures, or the problems of growth would not be made so difficult 
of solution. The decimal point is a little thing, but it is very 
important and depending on how it is used can indicate success 
or failure. 

After visiting our mission stations, I traveled through the Holy 
Land. I was amazed to find Palestine so small, so stony, so seem- 
ingly insignificant as a country, and yet it has had a greater 
influence over the history of the world than any other, large or 
small. In Genoa I stood before the home of Christopher Colum- 
bus, and I could not but ponder over what would have been the 
fate of a whole continent had he not launched out on his adven- 
ture of faith. 

Volumes could be written on the importance of the seemingly 
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insignificant in life. A decision to cut the budget for foreign 
mission work may seem an important decision, local only in its 
scope, yet, it will inevitably mean a difference in hundreds and 
hundreds of lives, for it will mean that the Light of Life will not 
reach them, it may even change the status of the whole world! 

We have prayed that God will bless the preaching of his gospel 
in non-Christian lands. He has answered these prayers, and the 
results bring us the problems of growth. The problems of insuf- 
ficient support are the problems caused by our mistakes. We dare 
not disregard the problems caused by growth; we cannot shirk the 
responsibility of the problems caused by our mistakes! 

Let us pray for guidance in finding the solutions. Let us 
covenant together to be courageous in following that guidance 
when given.

THE FOREIGN DEPARTMENT 


The year has brought crises in the Foreign Department of the 
Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society not only 
overseas but at the home base as well. Not only has our President 
been gone from us, but the absence of our Foreign Secretary for 
nearly six months of the year on a much-needed and much- 
deserved visit to China, Japan, and the Philippines has laid new 
responsibilities on the shoulders of the assistant to the Foreign 
Secretary and of the Foreign Vice-President. Miss McVeigh is 
returning just as the time arrives for submitting this report, and 
we have asked her to present some impressions of the work in the 
countries which she visited, while the year’s work in Africa and 
the four fields of British India has been prepared in happy col- 
laboration by Miss Dayton and Mrs. Wood. 

We say that the year has brought crises, and our thoughts turn 
first to China. It seems to us that our thought of China today is 
all heartache for the missionaries who are looking so bravely on 
the apparent wreckage of much of the work into which their lives 
have been builded, and for the whole fabric of the Church of 
Christ in China. We are counting greatly on the reactions which 
will be brought to us by Mrs. Goodman, Miss McVeigh, and Mrs. 
Beaven of the Board as we feel our way toward our future policy 
in China. Meanwhile we have two great causes for thanksgiving. 
First, we have such records of heroism and selflessness on the 
part of our missionaries who have suffered such disappointment 
and anxiety, and second, we know that God has not left himself 
without witnesses in that land and can still make the wrath of 
men to praise Him if a stronger native church shall rise out of 
the ruin. 

The second crisis was one which we have long dreaded and ex- 
pected unless financial relief could come. We have during these 
recent years been building our budget for each year within the 
figures authorized by the denomination, but with a constantly 
shrinking total of receipts from our denominational budget, it was 
voted at our January meeting, after many sessions of prayer and 
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struggle to find some other way of relief, “that readjustments 
should be made in next year’s budget so that we might live within 
our reasonable expectancy of income.’ These readjustments will 
affect our work in three ways: In the first place, they will mean 
reductions in the work appropriations of most of our fields. These 
appropriations pay a part of the salaries of the Bible-women and 
native teachers, help to keep buildings in repair, pay taxes on the 
property, and supplement the money raised on the field for the 
expenses of the Hospitals, the Day Schools, the Sunday Schools, 
and the most important evangelistic tours among the villages. We 
shall be unable to employ the additional native leadership for 
which we have hoped and prayed for many years and which is 
now ready for service. In the second place, it will mean a reduc- 
tion in the administrative expenses of our work in this country 
which have already been cut beyond the margin of efficiency. The 
Headquarters’ office is seriously understaffed now and is carrying 
the tremendous amount of work under handicaps which very few 
business firms would permit. The third, and perhaps the most 
serious, reduction will be in our missionary staff which is already 
in most cases below the point of efficiency and safety. Sixteen 
missionaries have been detained on extended furlough. It has 
been decided that all the missionaries on furlough from China, 
numbering eleven, should be detained, as the present unsettled 
condition in China warranted, to a certain extent, such action. 
Fourteen of the missionaries anxious and able to go back to their 
stations this fall are being asked to secure positions in this coun- 
try. Of these fourteen, one has given over twelve years of service, 
two have given eighteen years, and one has given twenty-four 
years of active service under our Board. Besides those sixteen 
missionaries who were expecting to go back to their fields but are 
being requested to postpone their return, there are eight mis- 
sionaries who cannot go back to their work because of broken 
health (in many cases due to the understaffed conditions of our 
stations), five more had not planned to go back because of family 
responsibilities at home, six more have withdrawn from active 
service this year because of marriage, retirement, or resignation, 
two have died since January 1, 1927, and twenty-four are now 
en route to America for much-needed furloughs. With the total 
of seventy missionaries away from their stations, on normal fur-

loughs and for the reasons stated above, and with just sixteen 
able to return to their work, and no new missionaries being sent 
this summer or fall to relieve the situation, many stations will have 
to be closed, more than fifteen of our girls will be compelled to live 
alone, which is against the policy of our Board, and many mis- 
sionaries will have to carry double responsibilities and in some 
stations do the work that was formerly carried by three mis- 
sionaries. 


Africa 


On our Belgian-Congo field, the work of our Board is limited 
as yet, but in a field where the results come “ by leaps and bounds ” 
it is vastly productive in proportion to the number of missionaries 
in service. 

At the beginning of the year, owing to the illness of one mis- 
sionary and the furloughs due, there were only three missionaries 
of our Board on the field. Two new appointees went out last fall, 
making five on four fields to meet opportunities which could have 
occupied many times that number. Our work for women and 
children has been vastly aided by the service of a large group of 
missionaries’ wives whose missionary service has been as truly 
heroic as that of their husbands. The field this year reports 
twelve hundred more baptisms than the preceding year and still 
more inquirers to prove that the great revival of the past five 
years is not over. The responsibility for training all these con- 
verts and for developing native leadership is therefore greater 
than ever, and we women are not doing our share, especially as 
the experts in the study of Africa’s need today are emphasizing 
the need of an educated womanhood to lift homes and communi- 
ties to Christian levels. 

Our educationalist in Banza Manteke reports one school which 
has doubled in size, a condition where thorough work is next to 
impossible. In addition, as there has been no American nurse 
there, she has had to help in the hospital. At Kimpese our be- 
loved Doctor reports thousands of women and babies cared for 
in her daily clinics now happily removed from the old iron shed 
to a commodious new brick dispensary. But here again, she must 
not only be the medical missionary but must spend her afternoon 
working in the “ practice school” where they have 140 children 
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and where she teaches the mothers hygiene as well. She pleads for 
release from some of these burdens that she may give still more of 
her time to the translating for which she is so well qualified. At 
Ntondo we have had only one missionary, a newcomer, for half 
the year, but there has been no nurse from our Board. The doctor 
there reports that without a hospital and without a nurse, he per- 
formed 45 major operations and lost only one! Next year he will 
have his new hospital and, we trust, his nurse too. At Sona Bata 
our nurse, in addition to carrying medical aid to the village, dis- 
tributing medicine through the evangelists, and instructing the 
girls in the schools in hygiene, has helped to carry 9,896 cases in 
the dispensary. At Vanga, a field of great opportunity, two 
heroic women, the widows of missionaries, have carried the greater 
part of the work for women and girls without any help from our 
Board, but with the strong station schools, with literally hundreds 
of village schools, with Bible study classes and a separate Sunday 
school for women, there is surely a great challenge which we are 
not meeting. We know our Master is pleased with what we have 
done for Africa. We wonder whether he is grieved over what 
we have not yet tried to do? 


Assam 


As we pass over to our four fields in British India, our hearts go 
to another pioneer field where we are only touching the fringes of 
Christ’s garment as He leads us to some of the greatest open doors 
of his work today. We support missionaries in six of the centers 
of work in Assam and make small appropriations for work in sev- 
eral other stations. The work in Assam is also seriously under- 
staffed. A table presented by the secretary of the Mission at their 
last Conference showed that the total number of missionaries from 
both Boards on the field in 1921 was 64 and in 1926 was 43. Even 
allowing for a larger number of missionaries on furlough in 1926, 
the total showed a net loss of eleven missionaries. It is especially 
hard for Assam to have a shortage of missionaries because such 
different languages are spoken in the hills and on the plains that it 
is practically impossible to transfer workers from one part of 
Assam to another. This shortage occurs, as has been said, in the 
face of unprecedented opportunities, especially the call of the vil- 
lages formerly so wild and now so eager for the gospel. In some 
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of the newly won tribes the evangelizing spirit is so strong that 
the native people are supporting more than half of their own evan- 
gelists and are planning constantly how to reach these new and 
alien tribes. The Assamese women, like their sisters in Burma, 
have organized a national missionary society. The story of the 
Garo Jubilee in November, 1926, gives us a chance to review the 
way in which our woman’s work has helped to bring about the 
contrast between the head-hunting Garo of fifty years ago and the 
Garo of today, “the friend of Christ,’ supporting hundreds of 
mission schools and twenty main churches and largely supporting 
two hundred and thirty-six branch churches. 

The two great needs which we women have not been meeting 
adequately in Assam are the hospital situation and the higher edu- 
cation of girls. Our Jubilee hospital building at Gauhati has not 
been used as a hospital because the young doctor who went out a 
year and a half ago to open it has had to come home after a vain 
effort to recover her health in India. But the Ellen Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital at Moulmein is sparing its senior doctor to 
open it this coming year amid the gratitude of all Assam. They 
say that “every medical missionary is a missionary and a half,” 
but with no other woman’s hospital in Assam, I think the mission- 
ary doctor there will be worth a dozen. All our stations report 
growing schools, but it seems pitiful that our inability to under- 
take new work fails to provide any high schools which will take 
the large product of our middle schools and hold them and train 
them further until they are old enough to teach. A hospital opened 
last year at Gauhati has made a beginning by giving a Christian 
home to a small group of girls in the Government high school. We 
dare not lose these Christian girls for they must be the native 
leaders of the next generation of girls in Assam. 


Burma 


“Tf one wants to find the key to the door that will open Burma 
to the gospel, he must seek it among the women of the country. It 
is they who dominate the home and religious life and to some 
extent the political and social life of the nation. They are intelli- 
gent, industrious, independent, and Christianity succeeds or fails 
as its teachings are accepted or rejected by the women.” 

When we read that we lift hearts of thanksgiving for the 14,200 
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girls who last year attended our mission schools. Schools like 
Kemendine and Morton Lane, each with nearly six hundred girls 
in attendance, each self-supporting except for a few salaries car- 
ried by the Home Board, have been our pride for fifty years. The 
High and Normal Schools at Mandalay and the English High 
and Normal at Moulmein are not quite as old or quite as large but 
are very strong, and at least a dozen others of Middle and High 
School grade have had an amazing growth in recent years. Like all 
children who grow fast, they have outgrown their clothes, and one 
of the places where our Board feels the pressure of poverty most is 
our inability to provide adequate buildings and equipment for these 
wonderful schools. These higher schools all have missionaries 
in charge, but their teaching staffs are mostly recruited from the 
normal departments of our own schools, and of course from our 
Women’s Department in Judson College of which we are so proud. 
It is our only college for women in Burma, but in the few years 
since women have been admitted, our girls have already come to 
form one-fifth of its total membership, which this year is 316. 

A large proportion of these higher schools are not only educa- 
tional but evangelistic centers. It is a growing custom for our 
students to go out in evangelistic bands through the cities and the 
villages, especially those from which the boarding pupils come, and 
there they hold gospel meetings and do personal work in the 
homes. They love to testify, and they have free access everywhere. 
Evangelizing also goes on through the Sunday schools. A teacher 
in Bassein writes: “I have a Bible class of Burmans, Hindus, 
Kachins, Pwo Karens, Sgaw Karens, and Pwo-Sgaws. Six are 
non-Christian, and two have not been baptized. As we observe 
the conscience clause, the non-Christians are not obliged to attend 
the Bible class, but the fact that they do attend regularly and listen 
attentively shows their interest.” And it goes on through a host 
of village schools. Witness this word from Shwegyin: “We 
have five village schools in a district which has been almost 
untouched by Christianity. More than 95 per cent. of our pupils 
are baptized Christians.” 

In this country where our work is so advanced and so largely 
self-supporting, the missionaries’ chief plea is for more workers, 
and Mrs. Goodman corroborates this as one of her strongest 
impressions from her trip around the world this year. One new 
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educationalist went to Burma last fall, and one has been appointed 
recently whose entire support is supplied by the great Kemendine 
school to which she goes. But these do not even begin to replace 
the two lost by death, one loaned, two lost by retirement and three 
by extended furlough, to say nothing of the large number on 
regular furloughs. 

It is a joy under such circumstances to see native leadership 
developing. One of the two Woman’s Missionary Societies, the 
“ All-Burma Society,” has this year built the “ Frederickson 
Memorial Home for Bible Women,” at the Burmese Women’s 
Bible School which it supports at Insein. On her recent visit Mrs. 
Goodman shared in the dedication of this building. Another dedi- 
cation which she rejoiced to share in was that of the Peabody- 
Montgomery Rest Haven at Taunggyi, where under the care of 
two of our retired missionaries a blessed work for the healing of 
our girls has been undertaken. 


Bengal-Orissa 

Bengal-Orissa has done strong work in three stations with a 
comparatively small corps of eight workers, one of them a new- 
comer. At Balasore they are very happy in the completion of the 
new Jubilee school-building and also the completion of the house 
for the headmistress, who in the absence of the senior missionary 
will this year be a young woman who has had less than two years 
on the field. However, we have yet to find the first “ new mis- 
sionary ” who refuses a hard task. In this school of 140, all but 34 
are Christians, and many are being baptized. Here also as in 
Assam there is need for greater resources to develop the high 
school work which has begun in order to bridge the gap between 
the age of fifteen when they finish the middle school and the time 
they are old enough for Bible training and teaching. 

The schools have also been prospered at Bhimpore and Midna- 
pore, although the latter school regrets the loss of our former 
charming Jubilee guest, Khanto Bala Rai, who like Doctor Nan- 
damah in Nellore has taken to herself a husband. She will be 
greatly missed, both as a teacher and as a Christian influence in 
the school. At Midnapore we have our veteran of all missionaries 
who first went to the field fifty-one years ago and who today 
catries on a heavy dispensary work, and also extensive village 
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evangelism and zenana work. She was one of a number to be 
“ decorated” by Mrs. Goodman on her recent visit with our medal 
of honor for twenty-five and more years of service on the field. 


South India 


Our work in South India is scattered through many stations 
varying greatly in size of staff and equipment, but when one con- 
siders the size of all the communities served, the dire need of the 
women, and their response, no work in India is small. The only 
small thing is the appropriations we send them. As in Africa and 
elsewhere, a notable group of wives of missionaries numbering 
nearly twenty, are carrying on the work for women and children 
in their stations with most meager help from us. 

“ Evangelism” seems to be a strong key-note in the reports 
from India this year. Every one of the hospitals reports growth 
in the response to the evangelistic efforts of the Bible-women and 
the missionaries. A typical instance is the weekly visit to two vil- 
lages in the Nellore field. “ We leave Nellore about 7.30 a. m., 
traveling over forty miles, and get back about 7 p. m., after having 
treated from 140 to 240 patients in the two places. A doctor, a 
nurse, a dispenser, a Bible-woman, and a preacher go on each trip. 
We begin with a meeting, and afterward there is a continual ser- 
vice going on while the medical members of our party are treating 
the sick who come to us in crowds. We believe that it is true evan- 
gelistic work.” At Ramapatnam we now have an evangelistic mis- 
sionary who works through the opportunities offered by the large 
Woman’s Dispensary there, and through the women connected 
with the theological school. At Madras, the day-schools help 
evangelism. A heavy task is upon the one young missionary’s 
shoulders as she supervises the school and visits with the eight 
Bible-women in the homes. “ Five schools with six hundred and 
seven children in attendance and twenty-four teachers to help and 
guide is enough to keep one young woman busy. When one 
realizes that nearly all the children in our city schools come from 
Hindu homes and that they return to these homes each day, some 
little idea may be gained of the splendid opportunity for the 
entrance of the gospel into these homes. Rarely are we turned 
away from a school child’s house.’’ We have also the touring 
evangelist who works directly, not through the hospitals or 
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schools. The evangelist in Narasaravupett reports that in thirty- 
three days she traveled 379 miles in a pony cart over rough roads, 
visited 65 villages, held 108 meetings, and found literally thou- 
sands of hearers and a far greater readiness and eagerness to listen 
as compared with the indifference of former years. 

We have not many new enterprises to report in India and only 
one new missionary nurse who went out to take the place of two 
who could not return. The building of the New England Jubilee 
hospital at Nellore is going forward, and the new dispensary is in 
use. Mrs. Goodman writes: “The opening of the dispensary 
was great. Plans for the complete hospital plant are fine.” 

We have two missionary doctors at Vellore Medical School, and 
one graduate has just gone to Nellore Hospital as an interne. At 
Madras Christian College, our other Union College, we also have 
two Baptist members on the faculty, and of the 140 students at the 
College eight girls are Baptists. We shall have more college girls 
when we have more schools qualified to fit them. The committee 
of Nationals at one station, where the higher grades of a promising 
school have had to be closed for lack of funds, reports to us. “ It 
is very expensive to train these young people to qualify themselves 
for leadership, but it is the crying need of the country. It is 
almost impossible to carry on the work without these leaders.” 

As we look back we see very few spectacular things which we 
have been privileged to report. Our straitened income means no 
new buildings, not even repairs, no new work, practically no new 
workers, just the “carrying on” of the strong old guard. But 
Christ does not judge the work in these five fields or anywhere by 
the spectacular features. He has given us what is best of all, a 
greater response than ever to his Evangel and a growing willing- 
ness to take responsibility among the people themselves. One of 
the speakers at the Foreign Missions Conference said that a mis- 
sionary must go out today “ ready to be a door-mat in the House 
of the Lord.” And if his message is gaining power, those who 
send it and those who carry it are alike willing to lose themselves 
in the power and glory of that message.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FAR EAST 


The year 1926-27 has been an unusual year in several respects 
and will not soon be forgotten by many Baptist women at home 
and on far-away mission fields. The usual activities in both places 
have been carried on with that boundless enthusiasm that always 
is characteristic of Christian women with the “ joy of service” in 
their hearts overflowing into the channels that carry blessings 
even unto the uttermost parts. 

The President of the Society, Mrs. H. E. Goodman, had the 
year before announced her intention of making a second visit 
to our mission fields accompanied by her daughter and two Bap- 
tist friends. Accordingly they set sail in August from the West 
Coast, planning to visit Japan, E. China, So. China, the Philip- 
pines, Burma, and India, returning to the United States for the 
Northern Baptist Convention. With her party, she was enthu- 
siastically received in mission homes and mission conferences, and 
all agree that her personal and loving interest has brought courage 
and joy into the hearts of those who are busy with labors of love 
in the name of Jesus Christ in foreign lands. 

Numerous other visitors have also called on our Baptist mis- 
sionaries at work, and the information gained from these first- 
hand contacts ought to bring great enthusiasm to those at home 
who are eagerly waiting to hear the latest news of the work. 
Indeed, as never before, the world is a neighborhood, and travelers 
to the Orient (Near and Far East) are growing more numerous 
every year. Surely a bond of Christian fellowship and true 
brotherhood will be the result. 

At the November meeting of the Executive Finance Committee 
it seemed most important that the Foreign Secretary should sail 
almost immediately for the Far East, and on November 29, she 
left New York for a visit to Japan, China, and the Philippines. 
The most important meeting on her schedule was the China Bap- 
tist Council to be held in Shanghai in March, to which the 
A.B. F. M.S. was sending a deputation, but there were numerous 
other matters that made the trip this year very timely. Because 
390 
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of this visit, it has seemed that the Annual Report of the Far East 
should be rather a description of the personal visit of the Secre- 
tary. The President did not return early enough to make it pos- 
sible, here, to include a story of her visit to the British India fields. 

During the absence of the Foreign Secretary, Miss Jean Dayton 
has served as the acting Foreign Secretary, and the heavy burden 
of the office work has called for extra hours and constant intense 
application. Baptist women are indeed grateful to her for her 
great devotion and cheerful service during these busy months. 
The Foreign Vice-president, Mrs. N. R. Wood, has carried great 
responsibility and unending duties, but has been constantly helpful 
and always busy with the demands of this great society and 
its work. 


Japan 

The Foreign Secretary visited Japan for a week pn the first 
stop. Every day was filled from early to late. At this time it was 
her privilege to see the Mary Colby Girls’ School at Yokohama, 
and the Hinomoto Girls’ School at Himeji in action. A great wave 
of thankfulness for this young life under Christian influence 
swept over her as she watched in both of the splendid high schools 
hundreds of Japanese girls march into the chapels with unusual 
precision and in perfect step. Kimonos in Yokohama, or the 
school uniform at Himeji, framed a beautiful picture of Japanese 
womanhood. Later (in March) Commencement Day in Sendai 
and Yokohama with kimonos of greater beauty for this special 
occasion made a more festive scene, but only served to bring more 
definite conviction that out of these schoolgirls will undoubtedly 
come the women leaders of the new day in Japan, when it shall be 
not only proper but natural for Japanese women to take places of 
responsibility throughout the land. 

There has been a question about our carrying on the Higher 
Departments which provide some advanced training of college 
grade in Music, Home Economics, and English, but all mission- 
aries related to the question agree that those more mature years 
are the time when life decisions are made, and the adolescent age 
gives only a foundation on which to build. At the Sendai Com- 
mencement program, when all the scheduled addresses were given, 
a father of a graduating student arose and asked for permission 
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to make a few remarks. He expressed great gratitude to the 
school and the faculty for the accomplishments of his daughter, 
and then gave good advice to the graduates. Missionary teachers 
there remembered, as he talked, how some time earlier his daugh- 
ter had become a Christian, and when the announcement had been 
made to the father, he had demanded that she leave school. She 
replied that she was willing always to obey him, but he could not 
change her heart-rest. Finally, he withdrew his objections, and 
the unexpected Commencement speech was the result. 

Although our two schools at Sendai and Yokohama provide 
higher training for a very few, the burden of this particular part 
of the work rests upon the Woman’s Christian College of Tokyo 
(Union) in which we have a part. The scholastic standard of the 
institution is excellent, and the Mission Boards related to the 
school must continue to send missionary teachers for English 
work in order to help President Yosui keep this a decidedly Chris- 
tian College. We may well rejoice that Baptist women are again 
to have a representative on the faculty, for Miss Ruby Anderson, 
now in the Mary Colby School, will transfer her service to the 
College in September, 1927. She is especially eager to help the 
college girls in their Sunday school work and their religious activi- 
ties, and her knowledge of the Japanese language and experience 
in a Mission School will be of great help to her and to the College. 

Kindergarten kiddies are very numerous in our mission work, 
and in addition to the weekly activities in which Christian teaching 
is an important part, it is the plan that all these children shall be 
in Sunday school, closely related to a church if possible. If ever 
a child is “king ” it is in the “ Land of the Rising Sun,” and so 
kindergarten programs call out the mothers into mothers’ meet- 
ings, and even the fathers are gathered together by the wise mis- 
sionary in charge. Around the kindergarten work is a great 
evangelistic service which cannot be scheduled or reported in 
detail, because it consists so largely of friendships. In Morioka, a 
splendid kindergarten building makes ample provision for a large 
group of adorable kimono-clad children. Here also are many 
meetings of alumni when all ages, graduates of this Kindergarten, 
come together to exchange experiences and pledge allegiance to 
this institution to which they are very loyal. 

On the day of the visit of the Secretary during school vacation, 
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the Japanese kindergartner (no missionary is now stationed there) 
had arranged a luncheon. While Japanese food and tea was served 
at the little kindergarten table, there sat together some of the 
women of the city whose children had been in school. They repre- 
sented the élite of the city, and part of them were members of the 
committee that plans for the work of the Kindergarten; one of 
them, the wife of the pastor, was a graduate of the Himeji Girls’ 
School. Then came in to call a present-day pupil of the Kinder- 
garten, next a graduate of the week before, all dressed in her 
beautiful “ Commencement ” kimono; then two girls, earlier kin- 
dergartners, but now in the fourth or fifth grade of the city school, 
and last but by no means least, three boys of 15, 16, and 17, who 
had once celebrated their commencement in this Kindergarten, 
but now are students in different preparatory schools in Tokyo. 

Among the questions asked of the Secretary was one by the 
oldest boy, who wished some suggestions as to how these grad- 
uates in the years to come may show their appreciation for the 
‘two or three years of training in this Christian Kindergarten. 

In two cities, Tono of the North of the Island, and Himeji in 
the South, are two missionary women who give their full time to 
the Christian life of the community. In Tono there is no other 
foreigner except this devoted missionary, who is responsible for a 
Kindergarten, a little white church and its membership, and.all the 
good she can do in the name of the Master, to the people there 
who have no other means of knowing the true way to happiness. 

In Himeji, it is the other missionary lady who works with the 
church and the women of the city. On the world’s day of prayer 
in March, she invited to her home the women of the woman’s 
society of the church for lunch, and then had a meeting in which 

‘she told of Christian women in other lands. True to the mission- 
ary passion these women on their own initiative asked why they 
shouldn’t take up a collection for the work of the W. A. B. F. 
M. S. to which they were related, and a gift went home from these 
Japanese women who wish to share in Christian world service. 

In addition to the city of Himeji, this missionary has “ held the 
fort” in numerous villages on the Inland Sea in the past months 
when no general missionary has lived there. She comes and goes 
among these little Christian groups, bringing inspiration and 
courage for their own service. 
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Splendid institutional work is being done by the students of the 
Osaka Bible Training School in the community, but especially 
through the Mead Christian Center, which affords an excellent 
practise for the Training School students. A thrilling illustration 
was a Christmas service held in a near-by factory for the children 
of the factory workers. To this service the Christian manager of 
the factory had invited the girls who work in the factory, and 300 
girls sat on the mat floor with eager, wistful eyes on the leader, 
while the old, old story was told again, and gifts were presented 
to the children. A Japanese student of the Training School took 
full charge of the service, assisted by other Christians, while the 
missionary was called upon only to tell the story. Never will be 
forgotten the faces of those girls, many of whom were hearing the 
wonderful story for the first time, while one little face was 
upturned to the speaker, and unconsciously she crept closer and 
closer to grasp the meaning of a love of which she had never 
heard before. When the meeting adjourned a package of pam- 
phlets including the gospel story was given to each, and the girls 
were all invited to Sunday night services at the Mead Center. 

There is great reason to rejoice in the splendid Christian Japa- 
nese workers that are taking places of great responsibility. We 
are very proud of the fine work done by Doctor Kawaguihi, Prin- 
cipal of the Sendai Girls’ School, and the large faculties of all the 
schools of which the great majority is Japanese. 

The following new venture should call for our prayerful assis- 
tance—Miss Ishihara, who has been Principal of the Kindergarten 
School in Tokyo, has now proposed to carry on this school without 
an appropriation from the Mission or the Board, and from May 1, 
1927, it will be a Japanese institution, with the Board lending the 
buildings and property to the enterprise for two years. A Joint 
Woman’s Committee of Missionaries and Japanese Women has 
begun to function, and henceforth the work of the Woman’s Board 
for women and children will be carried on with the advice and 
help of fine Japanese women in the management. They are quite 
capable and we welcome them to share in the plans for the future. 


China 


A description of the work in China today would begin and end 
with “general confusion.” It is hard for the missionaries to 
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understand really what is happening, and every one tries to 
prophesy only to find in a few days or weeks that the prophecy 
needs to be changed. The successes of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment seemed to indicate that within a reasonably short time China 
would be under the control of one party, but later reverses make 
everything uncertain. 

Registration of schools is a very live subject, but until one 
government is able to enforce its regulations, it does not seem 
wise or necessary to register our schools. Out of all the confusion, 
one thing is certainly true, and that is, that China and the Chinese 
will eventually control all the work carried on within her boun- 
daries. It is a time when Chinese Christians must assume respon- 
sibility, and there is reason to be encouraged by the pieces of work 
well carried on by our Chinese friends during these days of storm 
and stress. 

The missionaries, especially women and children, were called 
out of West China in January, and they hastened down the 
Yangtze to Shanghai, hoping that they would be absent from 
their work for only a brief period. Recent events seem to indicate 
a rather long period before it will be safe for them to make the 
long trip up the river again. In their absence strong Chinese 
leaders have carried on much of the work, but the distance makes 
it impossible to know just how well it is being done. 

The East China missionary women very reluctantly came to 
Shanghai also very early in the New Year, upon the advice of the 
United States consul, and restlessly waited for approval of their 
return to their various stations. About the time that it seemed 
possible for them to return, the Nanking trouble came on and 
made it most unwise for them to leave Shanghai. As in the case 
of West China, Chinese Christians opened schools and carried on 
the work in a very creditable manner. 

South China seemed more calm than any other section, due to 
the fact that the Nationalist Government has been in control for 
almost two years. Great economic improvements are in evidence 
in Swatow and vicinity, and one could hope for a wonderful change 
in China if this development could be made general. Conditions 
are not entirely satisfactory, however, as indicated by the strike of 
the Boys’ Academy, which was followed immediately by a strike 
in the Abigail Hart Girls’ School. The result of both was the 
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closing of these schools until plans could be made for the next 
step. There is a desire for a coeducational High School by the 
Chinese. Our mission schools are closed for the most part until 
it can be discovered just what the attitude of students is to be, but 
the Woman’s Bible School seems to be an exception to the general 
rule in atmosphere, and work is going on there in a very regular 
way. The hospitals are busy and serving the people as usual 
with medicine and heart balm, through doctors, nurses, and 
evangelists. 

During this period when the Girls’ High School is closed, it has 
been decided to try an experiment of working among the girls in a 
Government Normal School in Chaochowfu. If it is possible to 
establish friendships with students in Government schools, it may 
not be necessary to carry on large educational institutions in the 
future. 

The most important event in the visit of the deputation was 
their meeting with the Executive Committee of the Ling Tong 
Council. Here there were discussed plans for the new independent 
church movement, and ways and means of making their organiza- 
tion effective in establishing the Kingdom of Christ in South 
China. Advice was constantly asked of the guests from America, 
and a real Christian fellowship was enjoyed. The Woman’s Com- 
mittee of the Council consisting of about twenty wide-awake Chi- 
nese women, with missionary advisers, asked for a meeting with 
the Foreign Secretary, as they had also had one with the President 
a few weeks earlier. These women are very eager to carry their 
share of the work for their own people, and they were anxious 
for advice about how they might function most effectively. 

One splendid plan is already being put into operation whereby 
a full-time Chinese woman evangelist is to be set to work among 
the churches, and by her side will be an experienced missionary 
evangelist who had been released from other service to devote her 
full time and strength as adviser to the work among women and 
children of the churches. 

The women of China will soon be a constructive Christian force, 
for there is splendid ability there, with vision and determination. 
It should not be forgotten that the constitution of the Nationalist 
Government has written into it the equality of women and men, 
and numerous national organizations for women are appearing. 
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These national movements will make it easier for our Christian 
women to take more leadership in our own work. 

The China Baptist Council held its scheduled meeting in March, 
and planned for Baptist fellowship and Christian service through- 
out all China. Chinese women sat in the meetings and worked on 
committees, proving themselves capable and worthy of our con- 
fidence. 


Philippines 


Two things in the Philippines are constantly evident—students 
everywhere, and the high regard and respect for women. It may 
be the result of Spanish influence, but here women are not 
expected to do the heavy work of the field, and are quite the 
managers of the home. These two striking facts give us the keys 
to our greatest service to women in the islands. We ought to 
have more missionary women working among the homes, as is 
being done in Pototan, and we ought not to lose a single chance to 
present Christ to the students. 

Our dormitory in Manila touches about 36 university girls and 
leaves an impress of Christian life of the missionary in charge as 
she loses no opportunity to teach Christ in her messages and daily 
living of his word. Also in the dormitories in Bacolod and Iloilo 
is the atmosphere Christian, from the early prayer service in the 
morning at six or seven o'clock to the devotional period in the 
evening, often led by the girls themselves. No record can be made 
of the numerous heart-to-heart talks that help to solve personal 
problems, and make it possible to sow bits of Christian teaching 
in hearts that are quite prepared by the Christian atmosphere in 
which they live daily. This is also true of the Home School in 
Capiz, where a real Christian home is always full of small boys 
and girls whose parents are eager for them to be well trained in 
right living. 

The Bible Training School has a group of enthusiastic girls 
preparing for full-time Christian work. On Thursday morning 
they come together for a report hour, and here they exchange 
experiences of the week just passed, and time is spent in prayer 
for those visited who are reported to be not far from the Kingdom, 
or who seem determined not to accept the True Way as pointed out 
by these young evangelists. Saturday afternoon is spent by the 
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students in calling in the homes of the kindergarten children. Sev- 
eral kindergartens in which religious education is magnified are 
the practise schools in which these girls learn to gather the chil- 
dren of a community together and thus make for themselves an 
entrance into the hearts and homes of the parents. ; 

Closely related to the Training School is the Evangelistic 
Institute in which the lay workers are trained for lay evangelism. 
Together the students of the Institute and the Training School 
go out into suburban districts to hold Sunday afternoon Sunday 
schools and preaching services. It produces a real thrill to visit 
one service under the cocoanut trees which climaxes in a baptismal 
service in the river; another takes place in a crowded community 
in the shade of the houses, while listeners sit on high porches 
close by; another in the lower part of a large house; and another 
in the simple nipa hut home itself. 

On this busy Iloilo compound amid all the other activities stands 
Doane Hall, the home of the Student Church, in which on Sunday 
morning 120 students come together for worship, prayer, and 
praise, but often used also for evangelistic services for hundreds 
of students in the near-by schools.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE 
DEPARTMENT 


“Only as new tides of spiritual strength flow within the church 
can the waiting tasks be fulfilled.” 

Those who in the homeland are charged with the responsibility 
of providing spiritual and financial resources for the missionaries 
in non-Christian lands are baffled as well as challenged as they 
face shrinking budgets and expanding opportunities. 

The tremendous increase in the cost of carrying on foreign 
mission work, the multitude of appeals for local interests in the 
home church, the mechanical application of the Budget system, 
which has lost the personal touch, together with the lethargy and 
indifference of many of our constituency cause us to feel we must 
have a new realization of the urgency of the missionary enterprise, 
and of the need of adequate spiritual power if we are to achieve 
the aim and purpose of our Society, “ The Christianization and 
Elevation of Women and Children in Foreign Lands.” 

We have rejoiced that once again our beloved president, Mrs. 
Goodman, has been privileged to visit the mission fields and bring 
back to us new visions and facts for our guidance. We have 
missed her counsel and advice throughout the year at our Execu- 
tive sessions. In her absence, Mrs. Wood, our efficient Foreign 
Vice-president, has acted as Chairman of the Board, and we are 
grateful to our Heavenly Father for her wise leadership. 


Meetings 


The Executive and Finance Committees held meetings in Sep- 
tember, November, January, March, and May. The November 
and January meetings will long be remembered by those who were 
present. In November the Budget Committee brought the report 
of an intensive study which they had made, showing receipts for 
the last five years shrinking from $607,580 in 1920-21 to $350,984 
in 1925-6, and of the corresponding steady curtailment of work 
made necessary by this decrease in receipts. Our accumulated 
debt of $135,000 loomed before us as a threatening shadow. 
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After prayer and careful scrutiny of every resource the Com- 
mittee at the January meeting took the step which they had come 
to see was unavoidable. This was to retain at home 16 mission- 
aries now on furlough, to send no new missionaries to the field 
next year, to make a decided reduction in funds allowed to mis- 
sionaries for their work (which will result in closing some lines 
of work and placing new burdens on the shoulders of the already 
overworked missionaries), and to retrench at the Home Base. 

We are walking in the dark with God, but we believe his prom- 
ises and victory shall yet be ours. 


Committees 


In the interim of the Executive and Finance Committees special 
committees have met to plan, and promote the work abroad and 
at home. 

The members of our Committees have given unstintedly of their 
time and energy to serve our Board as well as the Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation: Mrs. Howard Wayne Smith as our repre- 
sentative on the Administrative Committee and the Federation of 
Women’s Boards; Mrs. Eulette on the Publicity, Literature, and 
Stereopticon Committee together with Mrs. Bishop; Miss Hudson 
on the Business Committee, and Miss McKay on the Council, 
Field Activities, Missions, and special programs. — 


Vizualization of Work 


In our efforts to retain the personal touch and make the unified 
budget real to our constituency, we are working on the project 
method of personal gifts. This year we have had an item in our 
budget of $138,815 for designated gifts. An understaffed office 
force and pressure of other work have prevented our raising this 
in full as it was our desire to do. 

The multiplicity of appeals at home for all kinds of activities 
along lines of work which have oftentimes a direct bearing on the 
life and community of the donor make it almost imperative that 
we keep vividly before our constituency the tremendous urgency 
of the Foreign Missionary enterprise with a more adequate and 
compelling explanation of its purpose and accomplishments. 

A bird’s-eye view of these personalized gifts gives us a glimpse 
of the yalue of consecration. The special donation of an old lady 
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who does tatting and gives the money she receives from its sale to 
God’s cause; an employer who has a missionary on his books as 
an employee and forwards her salary every month to us when his 
other workers are paid; a mother who lost her baby and maintains 
a baby’s bed in one of our hospitals, and others equally touch- 
ing in their self-denial and devotion are illustrations of this fine 
spirit. 

During the year we have had 744 designations from 31 States. 
They represent :

Deputation 


A vision of upturned faces of eager listeners in small rural and 
large city churches comes before us as we attempt to report the 
field work of our missionaries home on furlough. A church 
where for fifteen years no foreign missionary has been heard; 
another where they have never seen a foreign missionary ; another 
where the pastor isn’t interested and frankly tells the missionary 
so; many others where they say, “ We are giving, but not to 
denominational work ”—these are some of the discouraging re- 
ports coming to our office from our missionaries. 

Some of the encouraging reports are: One church, which had 
withdrawn from the denominational budget, this year gave $1,200; 
another Association which had dropped from $10,000 a year to 
$500 in their giving, this year hopes to swing back into the 
denominational work. We are deeply grateful to our missionaries 
who have contributed of their time and strength in helping pro- 
mote the cause of foreign missions in our home churches. As 
heretofore, this work has been conducted under the direction of 
the Field Activities Committee of the Board of Missionary Coop- 
eration with the close cooperation of the Administrative Vice- 
presidents of the Districts and the Secretary Directors of the 
States who help plan the itineraries. Our records show

1926-7. Put your imagination into these figures—170 cases (1300 
packages) containing 85,775 bandages, 2,793 pieces of bedding, 
and 3,004 articles of infants’ wear. 

Do you see the radiant smile on the face of the Missionary 
Doctors when they see real absorbent gauze or open a box filled 
with bandages of all sizes—and they know that they will not have 
to wash them until they are worn thin—or can you see the proud 
smile on the face of our Hindu or Chinese mother as she gazes 
on her new-born baby sleeping so peacefully between the strange, 
white sheets—she knows some women in America care?

Rocky Mountain, Northwestern, Columbia River, and South 
Pacific Districts send their supplies direct to the fields, and many 
churches throughout our whole territory send supplies direct and 
often fail to report them to the White Cross Director. 

Recently a letter received from Doctor Seagrave of Burma says: 
“Thanks to our White Cross, we have for the first time since we 
have been in Burma real American gauze for use during opera- 
tions. Before that, no matter how bloody the operation, we had to 
use sponges that would not sponge. I cannot thank you enough 
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for all the things that have come, many of them perhaps even more 
~ useful and necessary than the gauze, though to a surgeon nothing 
comes up to good gauze.” 

Many letters from our missionaries testify to the value of this 
extra service of love on the part of our women. 


Central Shipping Bureau 


More and more the packages coming to us are well packed with 
hospital supplies kept separate, and more letters come with a list 
of contents enclosed. Many of you have helped in a twofold way 
by sharing in the expense of shipping, and we are very grateful. 
With one young woman in charge of this work and packages 
coming at the rate of 20 to 60 a day it would be physically impos- 
sible to handle it without your cooperation. 

This year we hope to have the Overseas requisitions in your 
hands in time for work in the summertime if your churches need 
them, and a church may use its own discretion as to the time it 
will work on Overland or Overseas White Cross. 

Our blue Overseas White Cross leaflet is revised and ought to 
be in the hands of the White Cross Director in every church. It 
has been a source of deep regret that we could not afford to 
have a new White Cross Manual, printed, but sympathetic 
cooperation has made the work very successful in spite of limited 
literature. 


Summer Assemblies 


Through cooperation with the Department of Missionary Edu- 
cation we were able to have Foreign Mission representatives in 
55 Mission Study Classes during the summer of 1926. 

We believe there is a large opportunity here for enlarging the 
vision of our young folks who attend these conferences, and chal- 
lenging them for service in the difficult foreign fields. The Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society is cooperating with us in this work. 


Union Promotional Work 


A full report of the Civics Committee, Student Work, Commit- 
tee of Conference, Reading Contest, and all statistics of the Dis- 
tricts will be printed in the Hand Book.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON LITERATURE AND PUBLICITY 


“Once,” we are told, “the missionary call was to unoccupied 
continents. Now, the challenge includes great areas of life and 
thought which are yet unoccupied.” This is the field which one 
may enter wherever her residence, and to this territory belongs 
the work of the Committee on Literature and Publicity. Here 
are no geographical limitations, but a whole world may lie under 
our vision. 

So, often the most important features of our vast missionary 
enterprise may escape enumeration, and frequently, a service of 
great value attracts no attention and receives no recognition, but, 
‘in the world of literature, we may be discoverers of possibilities, 
achievements, and opportunities. Having once realized the wealth 
and resources of the new world, we shall wish to portray it in 
such true colors that others too will see its beauty. To this end 
much thought has been given during the past year to the prepara- 
tion of leaflets and articles which would give the work of the 
Woman’s Foreign Society in its entirety. 


Publications 


Our work in the Orient will assume new features this year, 
and that part of the Annual Report which is not incorporated 
in the joint Hand Book, will appear as Chapter Five of Our 
Work in the Orient. As the Annual Report this year contains the 
story of Miss McVeigh’s trip to Japan, China, and the Philippines, 
_in addition to other messages, the book will be of increased value, 
and the fact that it is to be one of those listed in the Reading Con- 
test gives added interest. 

A new series of leaflets relating to the medical work of our 
Woman’s Society will be found helpful in program building in 
connection with the new Mission Study books. The Hospitals at 
Nellore, South India; Gauhati, Assam, and Moulmein, Burma, 
have their separate leaflets. The fourth in the Series being “ Fol- 
lowing the Great Physicians in Hospitals and Dispensaries,” in the 
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ten fields. Miss Prescott has written one of her interesting letters 
about Nationals who have achieved things. 

There is a new publication relating to medical work, bearing 
the imprint of the two Foreign Mission Societies which gives vital 
items of information regarding origin, growth, and need of 
Medical-Evangelistic work. A booklet to which especial attention 
is callé@is the one entitled “The Evangel in the Orient.” This is 
the story in brief of direct evangelistic work done by our single 
Women Missionaries. The material is gleaned from letters from 
the field and supplements “The Log” which has been of such 
great interest to every one. 

Two Foreign Mission Bulletins have been issued this spring 
giving important news about the situation in China. During the 
year twelve leaflets have been printed. Miss Vickland furnished 
the material for The Jubilee Year at Nowgong. Miss Ruth 
Daniels for The Girls’ School in Midnapore, Miss Amy Acock 
wrote the Human Interest Story “ Whereas I Was Blind.” To 
accompany the Mission Study books, a collection of Impersona- 
tions were written and assembled in a folder. The White Cross 
leaflet for Overseas Service has been revised and a new edition 
printed. Mrs. Laws edited and compiled the new leaflet on 
Oriental Colleges. 


Special Publicity Material 

Since sustained interest depends so largely on information, 
the Committee has endeavored to keep our friends supplied 
with facts concerning conditions on the fields. Mimeographed 
copies have been furnished to Editors, Field Representatives, 
and various leaders under the titles of “ Significant Facts,” 
“Over Seas Mail,” “ Current Events in Mission Fields,” and 
“Human Interest Stories.” Items of interest to local societies 
have been furnished upon request, and articles have been pre- 
pared for program committees. 

The correspondence of the Publicity Secretary indicates that 
there is an increasing interest in this missionary information 
service, for she has been requested to prepare much more material 
than time will permit. The coworkers in this special feature are 
the Publicity Committees on the Field, and the various mission- 
aries charged with the responsibility of keeping the homeland in 
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touch with the work of the Society in its fulness and richness. 
Appreciation is expressed for the splendid response to Mrs. 
Goodman’s appeal for “ News, More News,” as she has visited 
the Orient this year. 


Plans for Extended Interest in Publicity 


At the last Annual Meeting of our Board, the Committee pre- 
sented recommendations regarding a wider scope for publicity. 
A survey of all publications was made and the following recom- 
mendations were sent to the District Boards asking their 
cooperation : 


Recommendations Regarding Publicity 


We recommend to the District a fresh study of the values of 
the Missionary Cause, and a carefully conducted and continuous 
publicity. We suggest the study of publicity methods in use by 
secular organizations and the adoption of such methods as may 
be suitable to be used for missionary purposes; Second, We 
recommend that special attention be given to publicity regarding 
our missionary publications. 

There may be first: Oral publicity secured by interesting and 
unusual announcements of the Literature at local and associa- 
tional State and District meetings, Summer Conferences, Foreign 
Mission Assemblies, Schools of Missions, etc. Second: Mission- 
ary publicity secured by calling attention through literature, by 
reference in conversation, by noting in private correspondence, and 
by insertion of sample pieces in letters, either official or personal. 
Three: Printed publication secured by inserting attractive notices 
in every available publication, such as church calendars, etc. 

Although no organized effort seems to have resulted from this 
request for a restudy, there is increasing interest in, and demand 
for, the three types of this special feature from the local women’s 
organizations, and this brings encouragement. 


Varied Work 


Your Secretary for Publicity edits the page “ Helping Hand” 
in Missions, and prepares the “ World Field” items for the 
Woman’s Society. She furnishes material to the Publication 
Society, The Watchman Examiner and The Baptist, also for other 
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denominational papers. She issues statements from time to time 
regarding the work of the Society. During the past year the 
plan of a non-resident secretary has been tried, and she has 
had the opportunity of wider personal contacts, making many 
addresses and serving on committees which were considering re- 
lated subjects. Hundreds of letters have been written in the 
past year, and about eight hundred missionary letters have been 
edited for different types of publicity. The writing and editing 
of leaflets is one of the duties of the Publicity Secretary. 


Cooperative Work 


One of the features of our cooperative work in the new fiscal 
year has been an increased publicity regarding the work which 
we as a denomination are doing. The plans of the United Com- 
mittee of Literature, Publicity and Stereopticon of the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, have met with ready response. Certainly 
making facts known and visualizing fields, stations, and pieces 
of work will lead to enlarged giving, and the value of church 
calendar and bulletin service cannot be overestimated. 

In cooperation with The Federation of Women’s Boards of 
Foreign Missions, publicity material from the Committee on 
Home Base Cultivation of the Federation is transmitted through 
the regular channels throughout our denomination. Your Secre- 
tary served as Chairman of the Program Committee for the last 
annual meeting of the Federation, and prepared a statement re- 
garding the comprehensive nature of the work. 

The year just closed has been a peculiarly happy one for your 
Publicity Secretary, for the conviction has grown with the months, 
that many hundreds of women whose names do not appear upon 
Executive Committees or Boards are reaffirming their belief that 
the supreme motive of missions is to make Christ known to the 
world, and that it is their joy and privilege to tell others. Grati- 
tude for the sympathetic cooperation of the entire Committee on 
Literature and Publicity is felt and expressed.

HE Board of Managers of The American Baptist Publication 
Society presents herewith its Annual Report for the work of 
the fiscal year 1926-1927. 


Meetings of the Board 


The usual high standard of attendance and interest in the work 
has been maintained throughout the year. The fact that we have 
been trying to maintain our General Field Work without re- 
ceiving any part of the distributable funds from the churches has 
stimulated us all to increased effort in careful management of all 
of our affairs. Especial attention has been given to Committee 
work so that all matters presented for Board approval may really 
be thought through before action is taken. 


Grants 


Unusual demands upon us for grants have caused an overdraft 
upon available grant funds. Our gifts during the year exceed 
$25,000. We have been glad to unite with the Cooperative Com- 
mittee of Evangelism in the distribution of 120,000 copies of the 
Centenary Translation of the book of the Acts. We have also 
distributed, free, tens of thousands of evangelistic tracts. These 
gifts have been over and above the usual grants of Bibles, New 
Testaments, Gospels, song-books, and Christian literature. We 
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have been glad also to help maintain two colporter Sunday-school 
workers in Canada. 


Prizes for Best Books 


The Society publishes on the average from twelve to fifteen 
books a year dealing with evangelism in its broadest sense. 
Through the generosity of a donor, the Board of Managers of 
the Society is enabled to offer, for the fiscal year beginning May 1, 
1927, three prizes for the best three books on evangelism pub- 
lished by the Society. Any book which is concerned with the 
problem of bringing the world to Christ will receive careful con- 
sideration. The first prize will be $500, second prize $300, and 
third prize $200. The giving of these prizes will not affect the 
author’s royalty. The judges will be appointed by the Board of 
Managers of the Society. 


Our Periodicals 


We believe that there is great educational value in our extensive 
line of Sunday-school periodicals and magazines. In spite of all 
our efforts there has been a falling off in sales during the past 
twelve months. 


John C. Killian 


May 15, Rev. John C. Killian came back to the work of our 
Society. Mr. Killian was at one time a chapel-car worker with us. 
We expect him to assist the churches in every way, and to help 
make a success of the general denominational program. 


Cooperation 


Our entire staff has sought in every possible way to cooperate 
in the general denominational program, and by public address and 
personal efforts will continue to do this. We have continued rep- 
resentation on boards and committees, being especially active in 
the Cooperative Committee of Evangelism and Home Mission 
Agencies conferences. 


No Debt 
We closed the year without debt in any department,

THE BUSINESS DEPARTMENT 


H. E. CressMAN, Business MANAGER 


It is gratifying in looking over the Society’s report for the 
past fiscal year to note the volume of merchandise and periodical 
sales. It is ever our endeavor to offer for sale the best to be had 
at the lowest price consistent with good business judgment. As 
all our profits go into the work of our General Field Department, 
and as we do not receive any of the distributable funds from the 
Churches, it is necessary that we receive all possible business 
from our churches and Sunday schools. Our Branch Stores and 
Headquarters are thoroughly equipped to increase this business at 
least 25 per cent. without any additional cost of management. 


Parallel Scripture Texts 


The announcement has already been made that beginning with 
the July quarter we shall use in all our Uniform Sunday School 
Lesson Helps the King James version of the Scriptures and the 
American Standard version in parallel columns. Beginning with 
October 1, we shall change from the Group Uniform Lessons to 
the Improved Uniform Lessons in Primary and Junior quarterlies, 
thus using the same Bible Text in all our uniform quarterlies, 
still carrying the parallel Scripture Texts. 


Graded Lessons 


Schools desiring the Graded Lessons will find the Keystone 
Graded Lessons well arranged for group use. The Children’s 
Lessons and the Children’s Leader will be consolidated with the 
Primary Class and Primary Teacher, the Jumior Class and the 
Junior Teacher. 


Reduction in Prices 


We are announcing approximately a 3344 per cent. reduction in 
this group of periodicals, viz., the Junior Class, Junior Teacher, 
Primary Class, and Primary Teacher. This reduction will cost the 
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Society approximately $10,000 in net profits. It is earnestly hoped 
that a greater part, if not all, of this loss will be made up by in- 
- creased orders. One year ago we announced a cut in prices that 
has meant a loss in profits of about $16,000 for the past year. 
These two reductions in prices will mean an annual loss of over 
$26,000 in business profits. 


Chicago Branch 


We are announcing as of May 1, a change of location for our 
Chicago Branch from 125 N. Wabash Avenue to 2328 S. Michi- 
gan Avenue, where the new quarters will be located in the Im- 
manuel Church Building. It is earnestly hoped that our people 
will appreciate this change to better quarters and take advantage 
by often visiting us. We are occupying the entire second floor. 


Appreciation 


The Business Manager greatly appreciates the cooperation of 
the Branch Managers, Heads of various Departments, and the 
employees as they strive to serve the denomination efficiently and 
faithfully.

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BOOK PUBLISHING 
DEPARTMENT

Since May 1, 1926, the department has produced twenty-five 
books, and more than sixty pamphlets large and small, including 
eight tracts in foreign languages, reports for the Northern Baptist 
Convention and three of its cooperating organizations other than 
the Publication Society itself, and reports: for organizations in 
the City of Philadelphia. 


New Hymnals 


The “New Baptist Hymnal” was issued in August, 1926, 
and met with a very hearty response. Prepared by representative 
Baptists of the North and of the South, under the direct super- 
vision of the Sunday School Board of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention and of The American Baptist Publication Society, it 
incorporates the standard hymns that have proved their worth as 
well as the best of the modern gospel songs, a group of hymns 
for children, and nearly one hundred Scripture readings in which 
the worship idea dominates. Indexes make all the material 
available. 

A “ Religious Education Music Manual,” compiled and edited 
by Lucy Carolyn Main, appeared in January, 1927. It is intended 
especially for use in week-day and vacation church schools, and 
to that end is arranged for the various departments—heginners, 
primary, junior, and intermediate—and in addition to many hymns 
and songs, contains Scripture readings, a relaxation section with 
music, fun songs and choruses, and descriptions of games. 

Executive Secretary William H. Main has compiled and edited 
“Conference Songs,” a book of 80 pages, containing selected 
hymns and Scripture readings, intended for use at conventions, 
assemblies, and conferences, where considerations of size and 
cost might forbid the use of larger hymnals. 
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“Songs, Shouts, Stunts,” compiled by Elizabeth M. Finn, Di- 
rector of Young People’s Work in the Department of Religious 
Education, has been prepared with a view to the needs of young 
people—at assembly, conference, rally, convention, banquet—and 
contains the hymns, songs, yells, and stunts that received the 
majority vote and the greatest number of requests from thirty-six 
States. The contents are classified, and an index puts the reader 
at command of the abundant material. The book is bound in such 
a way that leaves to be issued regularly in Young People’s Leader 
may be inserted from time to time. 


Other Standard Volumes 


The Department of Missionary Education of the Board of Edu- 
cation of the Northern Baptist Convention has provided the manu- 
scripts for three missionary study-books which the Society put on 
sale at the meeting of the Northern Convention in Washington in 
1926—“ The Second Century of Baptist Foreign Missions,” by 
W. B. Lipphard, “ The Baptist Family in Foreign Mission Fields,” 
by Miss Nellie G. Prescott, and ‘‘ Early Baptist Missionaries and 
Pioneers,” Volume II, by W. S:' Stewart. Obviously the two 
books first named met felt needs, for a large initial edition of each 
was distributed in about six months, at a price, however, which 
has barely paid the cost of publishing and handling, leaving profit 
neither to the author nor to the Society. While the Society is glad 
thus to render a denominational service, the fact should be recog- 
nized that the circulation of such books is a service, not a source 
of profitable income. 

It is a pleasure to report that, by special arrangement with 
Crozer Theological Seminary, the Society became the publisher 
of the Samuel A. Crozer Lectures for 1926, delivered by John 
Humpstone, D. D., on “ Eminent Preachers that Exemplify Chief 
Principles of Ministerial Efficiency,” and put forth in book form 
under the title “Man and Message.” The edition is limited, and 
the arrangements were such that only one-third of the total number 
of copies remained available for general sale. 

Four new books have been prepared to replace as many units 
in the General Required Course of Leadership Training as pre- 
scribed by the Department of Religious Education. These are 
“The Pupil in the Church School,” by Antoinette Abernethy 
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Lamoreaux, “Teaching in the Church School,” by Seldon L. 
Roberts, D. D., “ Christianity: A Way of Life and Belief,” by 
J. W. Bailey, D, D., and ‘ The Church and the Church School,” 
by William E. Chalmers. 

Of interest as showing the character of pulpit messages by men 
of different schools of thought are the evangelical sermons of 
James A. Francis, D. D., in “ The Real Jesus,” of John M. Moore, 
D. D., in “ Things That Matter Most,’ of John Snape, D. D., in 
“Soul Trapping and Other Sermons,” of Matthew T. Andrews, 
D. D., in “ Growing a Soul,” and of William A. Hammond, in 
“A Permanent Faith—A New. Approach.” 


Nature Stories 


Books of stories for children and young people have increasing 
appeal. The Society has found it wise to issue a number of books 
of true nature stories. “ Forest Friends,’ by Hubert R. Evans, 
appeared in May, 1926, and has had a gratifying sale. “ Wings 
and Paws,” by Willard Allen Colcord, a companion volume to 
“Animal Land,’ by the same author, has just come from the 
press. 


Foreign Literature 


Of the foreign tracts issued during the year, five were transla- 
tions into Roumanian, Polish, Hungarian, Slovak, and Russian 
from the same English original, “ Where to Find Rest ” or “ Rest 
in Jesus,’ and were issued for free circulation by the Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society. Two other tracts, in 
Roumanian, were prepared for the Bible and Field Department, 
and a third, in Slovak, “The Place of Baptists in World Recon- 
struction,’ completes the series of Americanization tracts. 


Bibles 


The Society’s Improved Edition of the Bible has been revised 
to eliminate some typographical errors and other faults, and the 
book has been reprinted from the corrected plates. An edition of 
the Authorized version of the New Testament from new plates 
will soon be available at a low price per copy. 

The Gospel of John, a Creole translation by Rev. Elie Marc 
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and some associates in Hayti, has been printed with the French 
version in parallel columns for use in home mission work in Hayti. 

The Book Editor desires to express his appreciation of the 
unfailing, intelligent cooperation of his assistants. 


DEPARTMENT OF SUNDAY 
SCHOOL PUBLICATIONS 


Owen C. Brown, Epiror-IN-CHIEF 


The Publication Society employes 14 men and women in this 
department for full-time service, and 19 others who send in 
regular contributions for our lesson helps. 

Our requirements are that all writers shall be true to the Word 
of God, well trained in their particular fields, and consecrated to 
the task of building the Kingdom of God through our denomina- 
tional program and activities. 

We receive an average of 60 manuscripts a day, both solicited 
and unsolicited, for our story papers and magazines of principles 
and methods. We select about one-sixth of this material for 
publication, seeking at all times to use only the very best. We 
welcome word from our readers suggesting ways of improvement 
in any part of our service. 


New Courses 


During the year we have published three new courses for 
Vacation Church Schools: “Playing the Game,” by W. G. Towart ; 
“The Heavenly Father’s Helpers,” by Mary Ruth Clemens; “ The 
Heroic Age,” by Nathana L. Clyde. We now have a total of 12 
courses for Vacation Church Schools, and 9 courses for Week-day 
Church Schools. 

The Book Publishing Department is issuing a new estan 
booklet of daily devotions entitled “ A Quiet Talk With God Each 
Day.” It is based upon the Christian Life Program of our Baptist 
young people and contains a Bible lesson, a meditation, and a 
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prayer for each day of the year beginning October 1, 1927. 
While it is prepared for young people it is well adapted to older 
folks and can be used with profit in family worship. 


Home Religion 


In all our periodicals for adults we are laying emphasis upon 
religious education in the home. Beginning with January, 1928, 
we will combine the quarterly magazine Babyhood with Home 
Department, and in a special section of this combined quarterly 
practical articles will be found to serve parents of small children. 


The Group Uniform Lessons 


For nearly four years we have published Group Graded Les- 
sons (Group Uniform so called) in Primary and Junior quarter-: 
lies. They contained Scripture lessons which differed from the 
Scripture lessons in our other uniform lesson quarterlies, and thus 
caused confusion and dissatisfaction in our ungraded schools. Be- 
ginning October 1, 1927, we will print the regular Improved Uni- 
form Lessons in these quarterlies, thus giving the same Scripture 
verses to all classes in the ungraded schools. 

The Group Lessons were prepared on the same plan as the 
Keystone Graded Lessons. Hence those who have found the 
Group Lessons valuable should begin October 1 of this year to 
use the Keystone Graded System, using them on the group plan 
where the school is small. By this plan schools combine the 
pupils of one department, e. g., Primary, 6, 7, and 8 years of 
age, into one class and teach one year’s course at a time. Even 
better results can thus be accomplished than were accomplished 
with the Group Uniform Lessons. 

Only those churches and schools which place good, denomina- 
tional literature into the hands of consecrated, well-trained teachers 
will produce denominational leaders for the future. 
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THE BIBLE AND FIELD 
DEPARTMENT

Throughout the year the emphasis has been on the spiritual and 
evangelistic notes. From every section of the field we receive tid- 
ings of quickened life, wider vistas of service, of hope, expectancy, 
enthusiasm; young men have seen visions of possibility, and old 
men have seen their dreams becoming realized—the obvious result 
of putting first things first. 


Dedication of “ The New England Memorial Chapel Car Auto 
No. 5” 


The chief reason for the Bible and Field Secretary’s recent 
visit to Porto Rico was the dedication of Chapel Car Auto No. 5, 
“The New England Memorial,” which took place at Carolina on 
Sunday, September 12. It was one of the outstanding days in the 
history of our Baptist work on the island. The car and the tent 
equipment were located on the plaza in the very heart of the town. 
About 800 people attended the dedication service. There were 18 
Baptist churches represented as well as the various evangelical 
churches at work on the island. The car has been received with 
great favor, not only by our Baptist missionaries and native 
pastors, but by all of the other evangelical workers. 

The Rev. Daniel Echavarria is the missionary in charge of the 
car. He has been the successful pastor of our Baptist church in 
Carolina, Porto Rico, and is recognized as one of the outstanding 
preachers on the island. His church has recently come to full self- 
support and called a minister to take up the work which Pastor 
Echavarria has laid down. 


Results of the First Campaign 


The results of the first campaign under Mr. Echavarria’s leader- 
ship exceeded our highest and fondest expectations. The meet- 
ings were held in the little country town of Palmer. Some of the 
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results, of course, cannot be valued by the number of con- 
versions, although there were 51 professions of faith and two 
new Sunday schools were organized. 

A lady in New England has provided the funds for the build- 
ing of a chapel in Palmer, and the work on the building has 
already commenced. 

Seven collapsible organs have been sent to Porto Rico, the 
money having been provided by the friends of the Society. Since 
the dedication of the chapel car auto on September 12, 1926, to 
February 28, 1927, there have been 811 conversions. 


Evangelistic Conferences in the Middle West 


During a large part of the month of October the Bible and 
Field Secretary accompanied Dr. J. C. Massee, pastor of Tre- 
mont Temple Baptist Church, Boston, Mass., in a series of 
evangelistic conferences in the States of Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Iowa, and Ohio. The spiritual tide in the various 
conferences reached a very high mark; the attendance was un- 
usually large and gratifying. The spirit and passion of evangel- 
ism have taken hold of the hearts of both pastors and people in a 
marked manner. 


The Bible in the World 


We are keeping to our one task. The one objective of The 
American Baptist Publication Society is to encourage the circula- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures. We have one aim—to put into the 
hands of every human being in his own tongue the best and most 
faithful translation procurable of the Word of God. Experi- 
ence has taught us that it is the message that tells, and not 
our ideas concerning it. Surely all other literature in the world is 
but dust in the balance as compared with the Bible, which sup- 
plies a new vision of God, a new valuation of man, and a new 
view-point in regard to life and the world. 

The Colporter-Missionary in his work of Bible distribution 
and house-to-house evangelism is the John the Baptist of the 
Missionary Societies—the pioneer, the bridge-builder, the road- 
maker. These colporters have pursued their great work with 
the patience of the saints and the perseverance of the dauntless. 

By its program of specialized house-to-house evangelism and 
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Bible distribution, The American Baptist Publication Society 
reaches systematically, year by year, upwards of a million people. 

For the period of ten months from May 1, 1926, to March 
1, 1927, The American Baptist Publication Society has made 
distribution of Bibles, New Testaments, Gospels, religious books, 
tracts, evangelistic and doctrinal pamphlets and religious lit- 
erature amounting to $26,525.28. 


Colporter-Missionary Work in the San Diego Mountains, 
California 


Rev. W. F. Harper, D. D., Executive Secretary of the Southern 
California Baptist Convention, says: 


“Mr. Warner, our Colporter-Missionary in the mountains of 
San Diego county, is doing an exceptionally fine piece of work 
in that district. I have never known his equal anywhere for the 
kind of missionary work he is called to do. His name has 
become a treasured one in all that wonderful section. He and 
his wife are going constantly, ministering to the people under all 
sorts of circumstances and conditions. 

“ He is the only preacher, and his visits and prayers are the 
only church services that many of the isolated homes in the San 
Diego mountains ever see or hear. I do not believe that there is 
a missionary anywhere, at home or abroad, doing any more vital, 
efficient, and necessary work than A. B. Warner. He is spread- 
ing the word of God all through those mountains, and where the 
name of Christ was almost unknown Warner carries it, and 
leaves so much of the Christ spirit that there is a real hunger 
for God’s word. He does not always follow the beaten track in 
his methods or in the roads that he travels. I have been through 
the mountains myself, and there is no name that brings such a re- 
sponse from the people as the name of Warner. He has the respect 
and admiration of all classes; the most wicked men in all that ter- 
ritory will take off their hats in the presence of this man of God.” 


Chapel Car Work in Colorado 


The Rev. F. B. Palmer, the Executive Secretary of the 
Colorado Baptist State Convention, reports as follows: 

“The recent dedications of the Baptist churches at Craig 
and Steamboat Springs, Colorado, mark a notable advance of

the cause of Christ in one of America’s great needy sections in 
a gospel sense, namely the Intermountain Country. The success- 
ful culmination of the work on the Moffat Tunnel will usher 
in a new era in this land of great opportunity. The Colporter- 
Missionary and Chapel Car Work that has been carried on in 
Routt and adjacent counties by the Publication Society, the 
Home Mission Society, and the Colorado Baptist State Conven- 
tion cooperating, will bear fruitage of an imperishable nature 
in the years to come. In some remote localities these Baptist 
missionary agencies are the only Christian forces attempting 
religious work of any kind. Strength should be added to them 
for the opportunities presented now may pass, never to be quite 
the same again.” 


Dedication of New $25,000 Church Building in Oregon 


The Rev. and Mrs. J. D. Chappelle, of Chapel Car “ Good 
Will,” have been greatly blessed in their work at Cottage Grove. 
The imposing new Baptist church home is a modern stucco 
structure of Normandy architectural style. It is two stories in 
height and covers ground space of 49% x 63 feet. 


New Church at Oroville, California 


The Rev. A. C. Blinzinger and wife, of Chapel Car ‘“‘ Grace,” 
are in the midst of a fine building enterprise in Oroville, Cali- 
fornia. In the face of great difficulties the Blinzingers have 
accomplished a piece of work that from every point of view is 
really worth while. ; 


Chapel Car Auto Work in Arizona 


The Rev. and Mrs. John L. Losh, who have recently been 
appointed as Missionaries in charge of “The Brockway Me- 
morial Chapel Car Auto No. 3,” have just closed a splendid 
campaign in and around Maricopa, Arizona. Whole families 
have been coming, over almost impassable desert roads, some 
five and seven miles to every meeting held. In one family the 
father was restored from a backslidden condition and four of 
his children, two girls and two boys ranging in age from twelve 
to twenty-four, believed and were saved.

Last week while going out seven miles over the desert in a Ford 
truck to visit the family mentioned above, they crossed thirteen _ 
“washes,” many of them still running with water up to “the 
nose”? of the machine. But it was a profitable visit, for in the 
home that day God used them to lead the twenty-four-year-old 
son to the Lord. 

Mr. and Mrs. Losh sing and whistle gospel melodies together 
and make soul-stirring music with folding-organ, violin, har- 
monica, and musical saw. Mrs. Losh plays, sings, and gives 
illustrated Bible talks. 


El Salvador 


The Rev. Percy T. Chapman, of El Salvador, Central America, 
writes as follows: 


“There is intense activity and interest at present, especially 
in the eastern end of the republic. I believe that we have now got 
the best two colporters that we have ever had. 

“Our first Colporter-Missionary, Jose Aguila, was in the 
Catholic Seminary here in San Salvador for two years with the 
intention of becoming a priest. He was so disgusted with what 
he saw that he cleared out, and when he came in contact with the 
gospel, was converted. He is now practically an outcast from his 
family. He has recently married a very nice girl, and they seem 
to be very happy indeed and very keen on his work which takes 
him away from home three weeks every month. He was for a 
long time employed in a law office, and in connection with the 
government. His knowledge thus attained is useful to us some- 
times. He recently got the President to give him and his com- 
panion colporter cards which translated read thus: 


“¢ Atronso QuinonEz Mottna, President of the Republic, and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army: 

“Commands the Civil and Military authorities to concede the guaran- 
tees that the Law recognizes to Sr. Don Jose E. Aguila, member of the 
Baptist Mission of this Capital. 

“San Salvador, first of July of the year one thousand, nine hundred 


and twenty-six. 
“*« (Signed) Atronso QuinonEz Mo.ina,’ 
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“This is a very-great concession, and I should like to have one 
myself. Years ago I could not get a very much less powerful 
document from even the Minister of Foreign Relations. So 
often out in the country when the local authority is dominated by 
the local priest, it is as though the law did not recognize us at all. 

“The new man, Pedro Argueta, a clean-cut young fellow, 
pleases me mightily. He made a record the first afternoon by 
selling two Bibles and five Testaments. It will keep the other 
Colporter hustling to keep up to him.” 


Colporter-Missionary Paul deMeurers 


Brother Paul deMeurers has gone to his coronation. The news 
of his going on December 15, 1926, at Berlin, New Jersey, brought 
genuine sorrow to a great many people in Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. When uncertain health compelled him to go to the hos- 
pital for an operation, there was general regret. We did not 
expect the heavenly summons would come so soon. He was a 
warm-hearted, generous, genuine, industrious, and_ sacrificial 
servant of Christ and the churches, absolutely loyal to evangelical 
Christianity, a welcome visitor in the homes of the people. What 
a lover of Christ and men he was! We are quite sure that he 
heard the Master say, “ Well done!” 


An Urgent Need 


A crying need throughout the various State Conventions and 
City Mission Societies is a concentrated movement to organize 
new churches and erect new meeting-houses in rapidly growing 
suburban communities. These communities are springing up in 
nearly all sections of the country. They are growing with astonish- 
ing rapidity. The trend of population is away from the city 
centers to suburban communities, due to the fact that transpor- 
tation is becoming more convenient and rapid. This trend will 
probably continue for years to come. Even suburban com- 
munities which seem a long way from city centers are only a few 
minutes from the hub of business and industrial life. 

We might as well face the situation. If unconverted people will 
not come to us, should we not go to them? Colporter-Missionary 
work is simply a return to the original type of evangelism. Jesus, 
the disciples, and the early Christians were that kind of evangelists. 
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Even in great evangelistic campaigns, where whole communities 
have been stirred and thousands saved, the personal appeal has 
produced the largest fruitage. The overwhelming need of our 
entire Baptist constituency is a rebirth of conviction and spiritual 
enthusiasm for the conversion of unsaved people. We need money. 
We need institutions. But, above all, we need to PRAY: “ Pray 
ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth 
laborers into His harvest.” 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT 


WititiAmM E. CHALMERS, SECRETARY 


It has been a happy year of service for the group of workers 
in Religious Education. North Dakota has been joined to South 
Dakota and been placed under the care of Director W. H. Bayles. 
In Vermont, our new appointee, Rev. Paul J. Morris, is Director 
of Religious Education and Evangelism, jointly appointed by the 
State Convention and Home Mission Society. The same arrange- 
ment will be made in Idaho with the appointment of Director 
Stanley A. Gillet. In the Inland Empire, Director H. W. Vodra ~ 
has become pastor of a small church and is giving us part-time 
service. We regret the necessity of reducing our force of Chil- 
dren’s Workers who are giving splendid service. In Northern 
California we have appointed a young woman to care for both 
young people’s work and children’s work. 

The Board released Miss Meme Brockway, General Director of 
Children’s Work, for special service in holding conferences for 
children’s workers on the foreign-mission field. Many expres- 
sions have come from missionaries and Sunday-school secretaries 
of her helpfulness to their work. 

The year has been marked by a closer understanding with the 
Department of Missionary Education of the Board of Education. 
Several conferences have been held between our religious-educa- 
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tion workers and the missionary-education workers. Jointly the 
two departments invited the Ohio Baptist Convention Department 
of Christian Education to consider with them a unified State 
program. Two worth-while days were spent in Columbus. It is 
expected that the results of joint program building in Ohio will be 
made available for other States. 

During the year the headquarters force met with the field 
workers of the Pacific Coast and Mountain States at Salt Lake. 
Four days were spent in a study of the needs of these States and 
in planning programs of children’s work, young people’s work, 
adult work, leadership training, vacation school, week-day school, 
summer assemblies, etc. A review of the decade in which the 
Society has been assisting in the development of this work in the 
Western territory showed marked gains. 

The Society has been interested in helping State Conventions 
to build strong departments of religious education. During the 
past year these State departments were asked to outline their ob- 
jectives. Most of them have defined what they are seeking to do 
for their churches, in line with the general programs of the Pub- 
lication Society. 

Religious-education workers have been making a study of the 
relation of the Sunday-school periodical and lesson courses to 
their work. Our directors have come to the conclusion that the 
success of their work is closely related to the effectiveness of our 
Baptist Sunday-school editorial staff. An organized effort is now 
being made to displace from Baptist church schools all literature 
which is of poor educational value and all literature which does not 
build Baptist churches. 

The department is cooperating in the evangelistic campaign. In 
the months of January, February, and March, Directors have-been 
emphasizing Sunday-school evangelism and the training of con- 
verts. They have been cooperating with the Department of 
Evangelism in the Home Mission Society and with State superin- 
tendents of evangelism. We are convinced that the evangelism of 
youth is a first obligation upon the church, and that pastors and 
Sunday-school superintendents and teachers need training in its 
special method. , 

General and State workers in this department are cordially par- 
ticipating in the plans and work of the International Council of 
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Religious Education. At the recent annual meeting of this body 
of leaders in religious education for the United States and Canada, 
Baptist workers took their places in professional advisory sections 
creating departmental programs, in the Education Committee, and 
in the Executive Committee. . 

The Society is much interested in the annual convention of B. Y. 
P. U. A. to be held in Philadelphia. It has joined with the State 
Convention and the Philadelphia Union in making possible the full- 
time service of a young man who is organizing the preparations 
for the convention.

In all, 39 Assemblies were held with an aggregate attendance of 
14,072; 5,746 Assembly credits were issued, and 334 Assembly 
diplomas granted. 

Work in the older first standard training-courses has been 
practically discontinued and is not included in this year’s report. 

These figures show a slight gain in almost every line of work 
over that of any previous year. The most notable advance has 
been in Baptist Standard Training-schools and standard work in ~ 
Baptist Assemblies, and in the International credits reported for 
the year. 
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REPORT OF YOUNG PEOPLE’S WORK 
EvizaspeTH M. Finn, DirEcToR 


It has seemed advisable and necessary to make an extensive 
study of the many programs for youth already in the field : denomi- 
national, interdenominational, and institutional. Cooperation is 
necessary, and to this end, the Leadership Council composed of 
the national paid workers of all organizations of the denomination 
at work with young people, has been formed. Thus programs may 
be built and promoted cooperatively. 

Interdenominational relationships are possible through State and 
International Councils of Religious Education. 

The director has spent 35 of the 52 weeks on the field. She has 
met in conference, individually, group, and general, practically all 
the State and city directors and is, on their recommendation, plan- 
ning a State organization for Baptist young people, which will be 
in the interests of a program of religious education for the local 
churches of the State. A new day for the Baptist youth is dawn- 


ing. 


CHILDREN’S WORK DIVISION 


Meme Brockway, DIRECTOR 


Miss Brockway is spending a year in deputation work as special 
representative of the World’s Sunday School Association. She 
reached Egypt about the middle of November, and gave ten days 
to teaching and speaking in Alexandria, Cairo, Assiut, and Port 
Said. On December first she went to Ceylon. Her itinerary takes 
her to India, Burma, Korea, Japan, and the Philippine Islands. It 
probably will be necessary to forego the proposed visit to China. 
It is expected that San Francisco will be reached just one year 
from the date of sailing. She will have a wonderful story to 
tell when she returns home.

Week-day Church Schools 


Little change has taken place in the legal situation of the Week- 
day Church School movement during the past year. The one out- 
standing event is the injunction against the White Plains, New 
York, schools applied for by the Free Thinkers Association of 
New York City. The injunction was refused by the local court. 
The organization appealed to the second court. In January, 1926, 
this court refused to reverse the decision of the lower court, and 
it now remains for the appeal to be carried to the “Court of 
Errors and Appeals.”’ It is earnestly hoped that this will be done 
by the Free Thinkers Association. If this court sustains the 
decisions of the lower courts, the court of last appeal will be that 
of the Supreme Court of the United States. This marvelous move- 
ment will not be safe in its progress of development until the 
Free Thinkers or some other antagonistic body secures a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States. 


At least five States and possibly more are seeking legislation 
authorizing school boards to grant them use of time from the 
public-school day in which children may go to selected places to 
receive religious instruction. The outlook for these bills is not 
encouraging, and it would appear that the outstanding difficulty is 
lack of instruction on the part of the constituencies of the various 
legislatures. Twenty-four States are still making use of some 
measure of public-school time. The number of communities has 
slowly increased, and the character of the work is advancing. Be- 
tween two and three thousand individual schools are being carried 
on. The average percentage of enrolment of the available pupils 
is between 85 and 95. The International Council of Religious 
Education through its professional section is slowly getting itself in 
shape to guide the movement wisely through both denominational 
and interdenominational channels as each community may deter- 
mine for itself. 
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Intensive Training Schools for Vacation Church School 
Workers 


Intensive training-schools are being held in all parts of the 
country. These are equally divided between strictly denomi- 
national schools and those which are entirely interdenominational. 
The division is encouraging each church or group of Baptist 
churches in a community to carry on its own intensive training- 
schools as early in the season as is possible, and later to unite with 
all other churches and hold an interdenominational school near the 
close of the preparatory period.

SOCIAL EDUCATION DIVISION 


Rev. Joun Wesrey Exvviorr, Drrecror 


The Social Education Division has been gratified by the cordial 
attention it has received in all quarters. The directors of re- 
ligious education in the States and cities have most heartily cooper- 
ated with the director of this division in the promotion of social 
education and adult interests in the local church schools, standard 
training-schools, and assemblies. Social-education courses were 
given in the majority of the assemblies last year, and indications 
point to even a greater number this summer than last. The young 
people seem to welcome discussion of those subjects which deal 
with the application of the principles of Jesus to every-day 
problems. 
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The division has continued its policy of preparing and distribut- 
ing gratis suggestive leaflets on adult and social-education prob- 
lems. Several new leaflets were issued during the year, and some 
old ones revised. The directors of religious education and pastors 
have rendered valuable service in the distribution of these leaflets 
to their constituencies. 

The division has maintained its contacts with interdenomina- 
tional and other social education agencies, and has been able to aid 
in some worth-while enterprises. At the present it is engaged with 
the Federal Council in a study of the rules and regulations govern- 
ing marriage and divorce in the various churches of the United 
States. When this study is completed, a statement which can be 
endorsed by all churches will be made on this very important sub- 
ject. Other phases of the home and family life are being studied, 
and the division is committed unreservedly to the promotion of 
Christian family life, including proper relations between man and 
wife, family worship, religious education in the home, etc. We are 
also addressing ourselves to the urgent problem of leisure time 
and social recreation. We are giving attention also to the promo-— 
tion of the principles of Jesus in all social relations, such as in- 
dustry, law observance, citizenship, world peace, and race preju- 
dice. 

The adult work in the church school is being promoted by 
leaflets, special courses, and conferences. The response could be 
more encouraging.

Grateful for the gifts of the churches and for the generous 
cooperation of many Baptists, some of whom have been called to 
their heavenly home, the Board of Managers renders this brief 
report of its stewardship at the ninety-fifth annual meeting of 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

It is interesting to recall that the Society began its work in 
Chicago in 1832, when Fort Dearborn was struggling for its life 
on the shores of Lake Michigan. The future of the community 
was much in doubt. Our first missionary reported to the Board 
that he thought a mistake had been made in sending him to such 
an insignificant village in a swamp. 

During these ninety-five years the Society has cooperated with 
the Baptists in Chicago in every forward movement, first among 
the English-speaking colonists and later among the various for- 
eign-speaking groups of people who have formed such a large 
and important part of the population. A great number of these 
Baptists of other races who have become earnest Christians and 
true and strong Americans, have attained large prominence in the 
economic, social, educational, civic, and religious life of the 
metropolis. The children and grandchildren of these English and 
foreign-speaking Baptists stand in the forefront of every phase 
of the city’s life which has become international and world-wide 
in its outreach. 


Scope of Activities 


Since our last annual meeting in Chicago, in 1910, the work of 
the Society has not only enlarged but increased in variety and 
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scope. The report of 1910 covered the standard subjects that 
had long appeared in the Society’s list of activities. To describe, 
however, the achievements of last year requires not only an allu- 
sion to all the activities formerly noted, but also to the numerous 
cooperative relationships with the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America; the intimate contacts with the Home Mis- 
sions Council; the more intimate relations with The American 
Baptist Publication Society, Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, State Conventions, and City Mission Societies ; 
the general denominational appeal through united promotion; 
the helpful social service rendered along spiritual lines in the new 
and numerous Christian centers that have been built in recent 
years in twenty-eight large congested areas; the Christian social 
outreach of all our missionaries whose work of Christian Ameri- 
canization and general improvement of social relationships are 
keenly felt to be the inevitable by-products of the teachings of 
Jesus and his apostles; our new interest in Indian work and edu- 
cation; the urban problem and the suburban trend involved in the 
increase of population which cannot be anticipated and which 
follows the transfer of industries and the application of scientific 
discoveries; church architecture; orphanages; hospital work; 
rural demonstration churches; a nation-wide concerted effort for 
pastoral and lay evangelism; the activities of City Mission Socie- 
ties of the A, B, and C types; interdenominational cooperation 
without the disintegration of denominational loyalties, in over- 
churched and underchurched communities. 

The Society’s missionaries today, numbering approximately 800, 
labor between the tenth and forty-fifth degrees of latitude and the 
seventieth and one hundred and seventieth degrees of longitude, 
stretching all the way from Maine to Nicaragua and from Porto 
Rico to Alaska, in six nations outside of our borders, in fourteen 
Indian tribes, in numerous groups speaking twenty-two foreign 
languages and in 45 States of the Union, cooperating with 34 
State Conventions and 13 City Mission Societies, and two national 
societies. It has mission schools among the Indians, foreign- 
speaking, Negro, and Latin-American peoples, and makes grants 
through its loan and gift funds for the erection of edifices, and 
through its Department of Architecture assists in their suitable 
erection and equipment. 
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A Pioneering Force 


From the beginning the Society has pioneered in new work, 
bringing the churches assisted to self-support at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, and endeavoring to place responsibility for initia- 
tive, supervision, and management, as financial strength and lead- 
ership have appeared, in various State Conventions and City 
Mission Societies. The Society has insisted that it should drop 
every piece of work which it has begun as soon as possible in 
order that it might cultivate new fields, to be in turn transferred 
to other hands. 

Following this plan often has been very difficult, but the method 
is justified by the results of a great number of self-supporting 
churches now contributing to the world-wide work of the denomi- 
nation. In the areas in which the Society pioneered are now 
strong State Conventions. 

During these decades there has been amazing growth in the 
development, wealth, and population of the country with its multi- 
plied new tasks, ever calling for missionary assistance. To meet 
these increasing calls on a falling tide of missionary receipts has 
made missionary navigation exceedingly difficult. 

Like any other child of God, in proportion as the Society seeks 
first the Kingdom of God and its righteousness, will all other 
things be added to it. 


Division of the Budget 


The budget of the Society for the current year, not counting 
certain amounts annually expended in our educational, church 
edifice, and missionary departments, and derived from funds 
sacredly set apart in trust agreements, is $980,000. Of this 
$470,000 is derived from non-donation sources, making a balance 
of $510,000 to be provided for by distributable receipts. On the 
advice of the Finance Committee of the Convention the Society has 
kept its expenditures within eighty per cent. of its share of the 
anticipated distributable receipts, in addition to its income from 
non-donation sources, its working budget for the year being 
$878,000, divided as follows: English-speaking and Indian Mis- 
sions, $74,950; City and Foreign-speaking Missions, $161,074; 
Social Service and Rural Work, $21,045 ; Colporter Missionary and 
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Chapel Car Work, $31,000; Evangelism, $47,273; Special Evan- 
gelistic Campaign, $11,150; Latin North American Work, 
$120,400; Church Edifice Work, $55,000; Education, $214,073; 
General Contingent Fund, $15,465; Administration and Head- 


quarters Expense, $126,570. 
The treasurer’s report is appended and exhibits in detail the 
actual expenditures. 


The Year of Evangelism 


In harmony with the action of the Northern Baptist Convention at Wash- 
ingion, May, 1926, with respect to a united program of evangelism for this 
year, the Home Mission Society pledged its support and its resources to 
the committee that was there appointed and which was afterward known 
as the Cooperative Committee of Evangelism. The committee took up its 
work after following a campaign that had begun in the fall of 1925 and 
closed April 30, 1926—a campaign that contributed its share im making the 
period memorable by reason of the large number of baptisms and additions 
to churches. Ai the first meeting of the Cooperative Committee of Evan- 
gelism, the secretary of missions was elected chairman and the superin- 
tendent of evangelism was appointed director of the campaign. Though 
the Convention appointed the committee, it made no appropriation for its 
work. The Home Mission Society pledged its support, coordinated the work 
of the State directors of evangelism with the plans of the committee, and 
provided $7,500 irom its funds to promote the campaign. The large amount 
oi office work involved in a Conyention-wide movement of this character 
was carried by the office force of the Missionary Department in addition 
to its regular work. The American Baptist Publication Society also p 
financial cooperation and generously gave a large share of the time of its 
Bible and missionary secretary. The Bible readers’ campaign, during which 
120,000 copies of the Book of Acts were distributed, was made 
by a generous grant of the Publication Society from its Bible funds, amount- 
ing to one-half of the cost of the printing. The long and fruitful service of 
Doctor Stilwell, former superintendent of evangelism, now of the 
Theological Seminary, had created an atmosphere which was of incalculable 
value to the present movement in evangelism, and the organization he had 
erected furnished a corps of workers and experts ready for the task. The 
complete report of the Cooperative Committee of Evangelism published in 
the proceedings of the Northern Baptist Convention, will appear under the 
title, “ Report of the Committee of Fifteen.” 

Superintendent B. T. Livingston, secretary of the New England Evan- 
gelistic Association and formerly secretary of the Rhode Island Baptist 
Convention, began his duties January 1, 1927, and has carried forward 
with fine spirit the aims of the campaign. 

Conferences on evangelism have been held at widely separated centers 
throughout the country. To insure their helpfulness, the pastors gave 
freely of their time and strength. 

Methods have been used according to the need and opportunity of the 
local church. Some have employed the evangelist, others have conducted 
successful simultaneous meetings. Week-end and pastoral exchange have 
been employed in other parts of the country, while in many centers the 
friendly visitation method has been used with gratifying results. 

One of the helpful features of the visitation method is responsibility 
list comprising all the related members of the family and “trends sends a the 
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church, Sunday school, and other organizations who are not yet won for 
Christ and the church. The discovery of large numbers of people accessible 
and for whom the church is immediately responsible, has been a challenge 
that has given many a pastor and church a new consciousness of power and 
usefulness. 


There have been several special forms of evangelism, one of the most 
fruitful of which is the work among the service men carried on by Chaplain 
F. T. Barkman, under joint appointment by the Society and the Southern 
California State Convention. 


The experience of the past leads us to emphasize anew the slogan “A 
soul-winning effort in every church during the Convention year.” In order 
to keep the evangelistic spirit fresh and strong there should be in every 
local church an evangelistic committee, in every Association throughout 
the denomination an evangelistic committee, and in every Convention 
throughout the Northern Baptist Convention, an evangelistic commission or 
committee. 


We do not expect any abatement at the close of this year in the effort 
to stimulate our churches to win men and women for Christ and build 
them up in the faith and service of our Lord. Nothing should prevent 
us from unitedly moving on in a deeper and wider effort than ever to 
save the lost. 


The Retirement of Doctor Stilwell 


Dr. Herbert F. Stilwell came to The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society ten years ago, when plans for aggressive evangelistic work long 
contemplated were approaching their conclusion. Into the service of the 
Society, first as general evangelist for the Central Division and two years 
later as its superintendent of evangelism, he came as one whom the entire 
denomination honored as a faithful minister of Christ. The decade of his 
unceasing labors has seen a rising tide of evangelism sweep through our 
churches, and the conferences he has promoted in every State throughout 
the area of the Northern Baptist Convention have resulted in such an im- 
proved spiritual vision among our pastors and laymen, that their standards 
and methods of Christian service have been widely revised. Doctor Stil- 
well’s acquaintance among the ministry gave him immediate and happy 
entrance into his ever-expanding work, and his contacts were so widely 
made with our State Conventions and city organizations whose leaders have 
always welcomed him as their fellow worker, that his constructive plans 
have borne gratifying spiritual fruitage. 


During these eventful years the admissions by baptism into our denomina- 
tion have been greatly increased, and it is not too much to believe that 
there are many thousands of people in fellowship with our churches at the 
present time who might never have known the joy of the Lord had it not 
been for the ministry of our beloved brother and friend. 


Suburban Trend 


The Associated Home Mission Agencies held its second annual meeting 
in Chicago, and the discussions revealed a world of relationships which are 
being mutualized for bringing all the various racial groups in this country 
to accept the Saviour as their Lord and guide. The studies of this group 
have led the Finance Committee of the Convention to approve the campaign 
to raise one million dollars for the church edifice needs throughout the 
country and especially in the suburban areas. The coming year will witness 
an earnest effort to secure these specific gifts which will be expended by 
the various missionary agencies receiving them with the best wisdom pos- 
sible after a study of each field reveals the duty of Baptists in relation to 
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other denominations working in the same areas. This extensive study of the 
trend to the suburbs shows that in the cities from which the people are 
moving into the adjacent and more open sections, there is a new problem 
developing, while the alarming movements of people from rural communities 
to the congested sections of our cities automatically makes a perplexing 
and at times an almost seemingly hopeless problem in the areas from which 
they are moving. The Society is, therefore, annually facing the ever recur- 
rent and challenging spiritual missionary situation created by the movements 
of a restless population, ever trying to better their conditions and burdening 
themselves to provide for the welfare of their children, and subsequent 
family comforts. 


Reestablishment of Department of Church Edifice Work 


Conscious of the great need of meeting-houses in numerous. communities 
where Baptists are establishing Christian churches, the Society in Novem- 
ber, 1926, reestablished a Church Edifice Department and chose as its 
secretary Dr. John S. Stump, who has served the denomination many 
years as an appointee of the Society. In the reorganization of the church 
edifice work it seemed necessary that more careful supervision of appro- 
priations should be made by one who could be in touch with the whole 
field, in order that those churches most promising and most needy might 
be selected for assistance. The former plan of contingent loans has been 
abandoned. These loans were not to be repaid except upon the happening 
of certain things, such as the alienation of the property, the failure or 
refusal to keep the property amply insured against loss by fire, etc. The 
method tended to encourage overbuilding and was a source of misunder- 
standing. Churches rarely complied with the conditions, and resented the 
demands of the Society for compliance. 


The method now pursued is to make loans with or without interest as 
the circumstances may require and the state of the funds available may 
permit. It is believed that this method will develop the self-respect of 
the churches, keep them from building in excess of their needs, cultivate a 
proper missionary regard for the needs of other churches, and tend to 
build up a fund sufficient for an adequate development of churches, of a 
type suitable for the work necessary to be done. The funds available 
for church edifice work during the year were about one-half the amount 
needed. If the same amount should be available for the next year it will 
be about one-third of the amount needed. 


Needs as contemplated in this report do not cover the entire need of 
the denomination. Only those churches which the secretary has personally 
investigated are considered. He has confined his investigation to those 
fields designated by State secretaries as most urgent. Others, many others, 
ought to have assistance if money were available. The growth and efficiency 
of the churches depend upon it. Thousands of dollars paid for salaries 
to pastors and missionaries is limited in its fruitage for want of adequate 
buildings adapted to the church activities now necessary to successful work. 
The sacrifices being made by some of the weaker churches to obtain proper 
equipment ought to humble those who are seeking help to make it easy 
to secure buildings. One that stands out conspicuously is a Japanese church 
at Sacramento, California. It has a membership of thirty-one. Three 
or four are business men, and the others are laborers and women and 
children. Their contributions this year averaged $135 per member. They 
need more room and are asking us for a loan at interest to help them 
purchase: adjoining property. There are other churches here and there 
over our territory that are making sacrifices that are almost unbelievable 
in order to obtain the minimum of proper church equipment. The need of 
church houses for Mexicans all over the West, for Negroes in the North, 
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and for foreign-speaking people in all the States cannot be met with such 
limited sums as are now available for this work. 


Recent Developments in Negro Education 


At the meeting of the secretary of education of the Society and the 
presidents of our Negro schools held at Atlanta, Ga., in November, three 
great topics were discussed: The financial needs of our colleges; the im- 
provement of the Negro ministry; the moral and religious training in our 
schools. Important conclusions were reached on all of these matters. It 
was felt that the moral and religious training of the pupils was far less 
effective than is desired, notwithstanding the earnest efforts and definite 
instruction of the teachers. Mr. Wilson Gill, the founder of “ School 
Republics,” discussed his method of moral training and convinced many 
present that it would be most desirable to introduce it into our schools. 
It is based upon the practise of the Golden Rule and upon a large amount 
of self-government. It has been used most satisfactorily in hundreds of 
schools. If our Society had the money to employ Mr. Gill to introduce it 
into Negro schools in general, a very great service could be rendered to 
Negro young people. 

The “condition of the Negro ministry with reference to education is im- 
proving very slowly. At the present rate it is difficult to estimate when 
the thousands of ignorant preachers will be succeeded by better-trained men, 
for our schools are graduating not more than one-thirtieth the number of 
trained men needed each year to take the place of the colored ministers who 
fall out of the ranks of service, Evidently the task is twofold: To supply 
a larger number of trained ministers, and to increase the education and 
efficiency of those who are already in the ministry. Methods of accom- 
plishing these two purposes were carefully discussed and would be carried 
out if the Society had the means with which to do it. 

Perhaps the most practical conclusions of the conference concerned the 
financial situation of the schools. Their cost has increased as the number 
of college students has multiplied and the standards of the States have 
been raised. On the other hand, the income from the General Education 
Board and from our society and the Woman’s Home Mission Society has 
been curtailed. 

For these reasons the presidents were unanimous in the opinion that in 
order to grow, or even to avoid disaster, it was necessary to inaugurate a 
financial campaign for necessary equipment and endowment. They hope 
the Northern Baptist Convention will approve such a campaign and include 
this object in the campaign for a centennial fund of the Home Mission 
Society. It is not expected that the Northern Baptists will contribute all 
of the money needed, for there is reason to believe that the General Educa- 
tion Board, Northern philanthropists, Southern white people, and Negroes 
will contribute largely to the fund; indeed, the campaign among the Negroes 
has already begun. On Founders’ Day, the students and a few churches 
contributed in cash for Benedict College $7,000 with more to come. The 
colored graduates and friends of Virginia Union University have given 
more than $45,000 in cash toward the fund for that school and Hartshorn 
College. Rev. Walter J. Sparks has been employed to carry on the cam- 
paign, especially among the colored people, Southern white people, and 
general philanthropists, in the hope that he will secure by the first of 
January, 1928, the $300,000 needed to meet the condition on which the 
General Education Board promised to Virginia Union the same amount. 

Considered in connection with the gifts of the Negroes for their own 
education, and the extended plans which are being formed for improving 
the equipment and enlarging the endowment of several of our missionary 
schools in the South, the increasing number of men and women in these 
schools who are taking the college course leading to the A. B. degree and 
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who are continuing their graduate course in the professional schools, is 
a source of encouragement to those whose lives are enlisted in this service. 

In cooperation with The American Baptist Publication Society, the Home 
Mission Society has appropriated a small sum toward the publication of 
‘The Home Mission College Review,” to be edited by Professor Benjamin 
Brawley of Shaw University, Raleigh, N. C., one of the most brilliant 
teachers of English, and authors, who has graduated from our schools. 

A practise school building has been erected at Jackson College, Jackson, 
Miss., making the third such building erected within the last two years, in 
large part the gift of the General Education Board. 


Missionary and Educational Progress in Latin America 


In the midst of social upheavals and revolutionary violence that apparently 
retard the evangelization of a country, it is reassuring to know our Master 
upholds all things by the word of his power and that he is also the heir 
of all things, the One to whose benefit all things accrue. Since Mexico 
no longer allows foreigners to exercise a religious ministry in its territory, 
we interpret it as God’s way of leading all missionary societies at once to 
entrust more responsibility to Mexicans. Those missions that have failed 
to develop initiative in their national pastors and churches are at a serious 
disadvantage. We are not so sure of God’s purpose in the present inter- 
vention of the United States Government in the affairs of Nicaragua. 
The landing of Marines to uphold an unpopular president has produced a 
wave of anti-Americanism throughout Central and South America. The 
missionaries everywhere feel that this is a new barrier between them and the 
people to whom they minister. Missionary work is profoundly affected by 
political and economic conditions. In Haiti at the beginning of our work, 
one of the obstacles was seen.to lie in the wide-spread anti- Americanism. 
A change of administration brought about a great improvement in the 
attitude of the American occupation toward the Haitians, and this has been 
favorably reflected in the work of the missionaries. 

At present Latin America is passing through a period of commercial 
depression, due to the low price of coffee and sugar. The churches in 
Cuba are having a hard time maintaining the standard they set themselves 
for advance in their own home-mission enterprise. The attendance at our 
college in Cristo has also fallen off for the same reason. Bad business con- 
ditions, however, do not affect the growth of the church. A fine spirit of 
initiative is shown by the pastors. Revival fires have burned brightly, and 
the pastors have been helping one another in special evangelistic services. 

In Porto Rico two new fields have attained to self-support; Santurce and 
Carolina. Enthusiasm for this form of independence is spreading among 
the Baptists of the island. The cooperation of The American Baptist Pub- 
lication Society in providing an auto chapel car has been of great value to 
our Mission. New country fields have been evangelized, resulting in new 
churches and Sunday schools. 

In Latin America our schools are prospering. There is urgent need of 
the establishment of three new schools to give training for Christian 
work: one in Salvador, one in Northern Haiti, and a high school in Porto 
Rico. 

The school in Nicaragua has quickly been filled to capacity and needs a 
dormitory to accommodate the students from a distance who desire to enroll. 

In Porto Rico, Rev. Stephen S. Huse, Jr., has opened a school in Bar- 
ranquitas without expense to the Society. It was an act of faith on his 
part. Mr. Huse moved to Barranquitas and took charge of the school, 
acting also as one of the teachers and using the local Baptist pastor 
as another. The first year is now drawing to a close, and although no 
support from the States is in sight, plans are being made to carry on for a 
second year, and add the tenth to the ninth grade. It will be a difficult 
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matter to raise the funds on the field for another teacher, but it will be 
done. Ili the Baptists are to have an educated ministry, they must have, as 
a feeder to the Seminary, their own high school, especially provided for 
the unprivileged youth of the rural districts from whom most of the 
recruits come. A fine location near the city is offered to us for $6,000, and 
we all hope that this money will be secured from some sotrces before it is 
too late. -Our missionary work in Porto Rico has increased more rapidly 
than our trained workers. There is urgent need for a school to develop 
leaders for whom the fields are white. 

Haiti presents to the church in the United States one of the greatest op- 
portunities ever known in history. Two and one-half million people, most 
of whom are nominally Roman Catholic, but in reality voodoo-worshipers, 
have been set free from fear of revolution and banditry by an efficient 
government under American occupation. Roads are being built, and hos- 
pitals and industrial schools for a people who have heretofore been the 
most backward and neglected in North America. Because there is a union 
of Church and State, French priests and nuns are everywhere in evidence, 
but religious liberty is guaranteed by the Constitution of the country and 
enforced by an efficient gendarmie, officered by picked men from the Marine 
Corps. It is possible to hold open-air religious services with order and 
reverence. The country people are accepting the gospel in large numbers; 
they are being saved from.the fear and worship of demons, and when 
converted they witness to deliverance not from the errors of Rome, but from 
bondage to evil spirits. More workers are urgently needed to gather in 
the harvest. As a typical instance, last April there were fourteen bap- 
tized believers in Hinche. Now, one year later, there are sixty-eight. 

In Mexico our Mission has been one of the first, if not the first, to have 
a Mexican in charge of the work. On December 31, Dr. A. B. Rudd, 
after a long and honorable service, retired from active service and was 
succeeded by Rev. Ernesto Barocio, who had been for sixteen years pastor 
of the church in Monterey. Except for the physician and nurses in charge 
of the hospital in Puebla, and for two professors in the Seminary at 
Saltillo, this Society has no American missionaries in Mexico and is thus 
complying with the law of the land, both in the letter and the spirit. The 
Hospital Latino-Americano in Puebla has continued its good service under 
the direction of Dr. F. L. Meadows. 

In Nicaragua the Colegio Bautista, maintained jointly by our Society 
and The Woman’s American Baptist ‘Home Mission Society, has secured 
recognition from the government and authority to grant the degree of 
A. B. Our first class consisting of three young men was graduated at the 
end of the school year in February. This Mission, like that of Cuba, has 
been fortunate in having a strong mission school, which means a more 
intelligent and successful leadership for our church. The work in Salvador 
and Haiti will not be properly established until similar institutions are 
founded for them. 

After four years of self-sacrificing labors, Rev. T. I. Stockley reports 
the completion of the Sustentation Fund. Jamaican Baptists under his 
leadership have raised three thousand pounds, and thus met the condition 
of receiving from the Baptist Missionary Society of Great Britain a capital 
grant of two thousand pounds, the interest of which is to be used as grants 
in aid to weak churches for the support of the ministry. During the past 
year Mr. and Mrs. Stockley gave up their home, and from the savings thus 
effected he paid his traveling expenses to the United States and Canada, 
where he spent several months raising through personal solicitation the 
greater part of the last thousand pounds. As our Society during this period 
has been contributing toward the salary of Mr. Stockley, it is gratifying to 
record this great achievement of faith. } 

The following new buildings have been completed during the year: The 
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church in Monterey, costing $40,000, and including Sunday school rooms 
and pastor’s residence. One-half of the cost was provided by the Home 
Mission Society out of the budget of two successive years. In Cap Haitien 
a ruined Baptist church, that had been gutted by fire, fifteen years ago, was 
rebuilt and restored by a special gift from the late Dr. J. Ackerman Coles. 
In Porto Rico a*simple country chapel was built in one of the fields evan- 
gelized by the auto chapel car of the Publication Society. Five hundred 
dollars for this was received through Dr. S. G. Neil. In Cuba the Cubans 
themselves built two rural chapels, one in Baracoa and one in La Piedra, 
near Yara, toward which the Home Mission Society contributed in one 
case $250 and in the other $750. And finally in Diriamba, Nicaragua, a 
house and lot for a church were bought with an appropriation from the 
Society of $1,500. Altogether only $6,500 were appropriated by the Home 
Mission Society for new buildings in Latin America during the past fiscal 
year—a sum woefully inadequate in the face of the growing churches. 
The income of one million dollars could be expended annually for church 
buildings in our six different fields for many years to come, and still we 
could scarcely keep pace with the growing needs. 

At last our prayer for Nicaragua has been answered. Four years almost 
to the day after the passing of Rev. David A. Wilson there arrived in 
Nicaragua Rev. and Mrs. Charles S. Scott to take up the work of general 
missionary. In September Mr. Lloyd A. Wyse, a graduate of Denison 
University, arrived for educational service to take the place made vacant 
by the departure of Mr. R. N. Skeeters, who was compelled to return to the 
States for health reasons. 


Needs and Opportunities in Foreign-Speaking Work 


The needs of our foreign-speaking work are fourfold: (1) Financial 
resources for beginning new work. European racial groups are favorable 
to our Baptist democracy and are turning away from ancient superstition. 
(2) Erection of suitable houses of worship adapted to the needs of the 
work and attractive to the people who have an inherent artistic taste. 
(3) A literature that will meet the new religious problems thrown upon 
these races by competing sects and shifting racial changes. (4) Christian 
missionaries of their own races who can enter the homes and meet the 
older women. 

It is evident that any foreign-speaking church must retain a large measure 
of its young people if it is to succeed in the future. This demands a bilingual 
ministry, an increasing number of English services, and an adequate young 
people’s program. Those who are now in the foreign-speaking ministry 
must be trained to meet these changing needs, and an institute for pastors 
of foreign-speaking churches will again be held at the International Seminary 
at East Orange in June. The aim will be to give instruction and inspiration 
and enable the pastors to make the needed readjustment. In the meantime 
the second generation of New Americans is rendering a needed service to 
our churches; church officers, Sunday-school teachers, and ministers come 
from their ranks, and their presence is felt in secular occupations. The 
Christian element in the second generation is making its contribution to 
our religious life. The incorporation of these people into our English- 
speaking church groups has begun. 

Recent population movements have created new problems. Baptists, 
notably German and Norwegian, are coming from the old world, and 
new fields for missionary endeavor are thereby open. There is a press- 
ing call to begin work among Norwegian villages in Alaska. Rumanians 
have begun to raise a fund of $50,000 from their own members, the money 
to be invested and the income used for church edifice and missionary exten- 
sion. Small independent groups of Polish Protestants are turning to our 
mission churches for guidance and help. Russian churches are growing 
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in spiritual life and in numbers, and are raising a fund to extend their 
missions and afford relief among Baptists in Russia. French churches 
are uniting in the support of a colporter to carry on a ministry among their 
own people. Italian Baptists have opened a new mission in Detroit, and 
have dedicated a fine house of worship in Buffalo. They report that the 
year has been the largest in evangelistic results in their history. The 
opening of a new mission in Detroit for Hungarians affords fresh encour- 
agement. During the year a special evangelist has visited many of the 
Hungarian churches resulting in an ingathering of members. The Slovak 
work has prospered and strengthened. Religious unrest among the Jews 
calls for a missionary program of a new order. 


The Mexican work in the Southwest has received special attention. 
Under the auspices of the Home Missions Council a conference on Mexican 
work in the United States was held in El Paso in December. All denom- 
inations were represented by missionaries and administrative heads, and a 
week was spent in carefully considering the needs and opportunities of the 
two million Mexicans in the United States. This gathering was remarkable 
because it revealed a task of great magnitude. The economic, social, and 
racial problems raised by these people are among the greatest to be found 
in connection with our foreign-speaking groups. The Conference also 
revealed a fine ability for leadership among the Mexican missionaries 
themselves. Northern Baptists have a large responsibility in the evangelism 
of these people. The Society has rendered assistance in securing increased 
help from local sources for several Christian centers. Brooks House is 
being enlarged by the addition of a gymnasium and better living quarters 
for workers, the improvements being financed principally by local indus- 
tries and business men. The Jewish Center, known as the ‘“ House of the 
Prince of Peace” in Buffalo, has been placed on a foundation of better 
support, and plans are in progress to enlarge the work in other centers. 


Newark, N. J., Enters Class “A” 


A careful survey of the whole mission field reveals many problems not 
yet solved and many opportunities awaiting our interest. It is gratifying 
to note, however, that there has been real progress in many directions. The 
Newark City Mission Society has been established as a Class “A” Society 
and embraces one of the most densely populated areas of our country; 
there are probably two million people in this field. This new organiza- 
tion has a twofold problem: a large foreign-speaking population, and a 
rapidly growing suburban area with an especially acute religious crisis. 
The constituency of this Society embraces 44 churches with 14,726 church- 
members. It raises for current expenses $436,486 a year and for benefi- 
cences $293,108. For twenty years the Baptist churches in this area have 
been retreating, and the losses from the central part of the city have not 
been balanced by gains in other sections. The lack of organized Baptist 
work has resulted in many losses of churches and church property. So that 
this field presented the most crucial city problem in the Northern Baptist 
Convention. Under the leadership of a new secretary results are already 
visible and plans have been matured for an advance. 


Missionary Areas in Western States 


The frontier lingers, and there is still a missionary need in great sections 
of the West. Regions too sparsely settled to maintain regular religious 
privileges need financial aid as do certain communities where growing 
populations give fair prospects for self-supporting churches. Expectations 
are not always realized due to unstable populations and changes in com- 
munity conditions. 
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In North Dakota there is a long, narrow strip inhabited by Russians, 
many of whom are Baptists. Some of these churches are large, notably 
that at Max. These people are rapidly attaining a better economic con- 
dition, and their loyalty to their church gives great hope for the future. 
In the northwestern corner of the same State is a large district populated 
almost exclusively by Norwegians, and in the center of the district is the 
Powers Lake Church, the strongest Norwegian Baptist church in the 
United States. There are few churches of any description in this country, 
and the door is open wide if we are willing to go in and possess the land. 
Along the Southwestern border in Southern California and Arizona, there 
are neglected areas. Our Mission at Willcox, Ariz., is in the center of a 
great plain where there are over thirty villages and mining-camps, with 
only one worker to minister to the needs, and only eight of these villages 
have religious services. The Society maintains cooperative relations with 
the State Conventions in all these States, but the people are not equal to 
the task either in number or means, and the aid of the denomination must 
be long continued. The task of home missions on the so-called frontier 
is far from being completed. 


Rural Church Life 


Rural work is twofold: The supervision of rural fields in six States, 
and assistance in the maintenance of twelve rural demonstration fields. 
The rural work in New York State, supported by the income from specially 
designated funds, is carried on cooperatively by the Home Mission Society 
and the Baptist Missionary Convention of the State of New York. The 
present flow of population from the farm is to the small near-by villages 
rather than to the city. The rural dweller may enjoy the opportunities of 
an organized community life, and at the same time by the use of his auto- 
mobile carry on his farm work. The abandonment of many rural schools 
and the establishment of consolidated schools with graded teachers and 
eyuipment in the villages have resulted. The rural churches must inevitably 
be affected by these changes. In one State the number of rural churches 
has greatly decreased, and yet the rural areas are better served and the 
churches are stronger than before. This also presents new problems in 
rural church work, aud our Baptist rural field is now being restudied. 


Responsibility for Negro Work in North 


Negro Baptist churches are multiplying in all our cities. Some of them 
have erected houses of worship and have gathered a large number of mem- 
bers, but there are many more that are still small and struggling. The 
presence of the increased number of Negroes in the North has created 
some difficult social and economic questions, and several cities have appointed 
commissions to investigate conditions and suggest remedies. The report 
from Detroit, Mich., is especially important. A Committee of Twelve com- 
posed of the leaders of the white and Negro races, made a careful inquiry 
and found the city typical of most Northern cities. The report states very 
clearly that “the church is the most important institution in the life of the 
Negro. Negro churches are in desperate need of more and better equip- 
ment.” The report pays a fine tribute to the Detroit Baptist Union, and 
says, “It is the only denominational agency which gives financial aid to 
Negro churches not in any organic connection with the denomination,” and 
also declares, “This problem ought to seriously engage the white churches 
of this city.’ The City Mission Societies are rendering help, and the 
Home Mission Society is cooperating in the support and provision of 
Negro work. While many Negro churches have attained wealth and 
numbers, it is evident that the white Baptists will have a real respon- 
sibility for a long time to come. 
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Twenty-five Years on American Frontiers 


In our country there is an ever-recurrent responsibility upon the hearts 
of Christian people for the spiritual welfare of the Indians. In the 
Continental United States, there are approximately 336,000 Indians; in 
Alaska about 37,000. They are mainly on 147 reservations and in scattered 
communities in 20 States. There are more than 150 tribal bands and clans, 
all speaking different languages and dialects. Less than one-third in the 
United States are related to Christian communions. There are 233 govern- 
ment Indian schools, including 154 reservation day-schools, 54 reservation 
boarding-schools, and 27 non-reservation boarding-schools. There are also 
37 Roman Catholic and 20 Protestant mission schools for them. We are 
reminded of this obligation afresh this year as we recall that Dr. Bruce 
Kinney, our superintendent of Indian mission work, has completed twenty- 
five years of continuous service as a general worker, marked by rare self- 
devotion to the spiritual welfare of his fellow men. His service for the 
Society has been that of missionary pastor, secretary of State Convention, 
district secretary, and superintendent of English-speaking missions and 
Indian work. Dated from his appointment as missionary pastor, his term 
of continuous service is nearly thirty years. During this quarter of a cen- 
tury he has traveled 1,031,935 miles, delivered 3,849 sermons and addresses, 
slept in 1,156 pullman berths, and has been away from his home eighteen 
years. His official relations have brought him into contact with thirteen 
State Conventions as interpreter of the Society’s missionary work. Three 
of these Conventions he assisted in bringing into initial cooperative rela- 
tionship with the Society. He has probably attended more State Board 
meetings in an official capacity than any other living Baptist, and for 
several years averaged thirty such meetings annually, traveling under con- 
ditions that were difficult and often dangerous to health, but has persisted 
in his missionary task with rare patience and with a fraternal spirit that 
has endeared him to large numbers of Baptists not only in the Western 
States but in the Eastern area where he has interpreted the Western phases 
of the missionary work of our Society. 


Progress on Indian Fields 


The reports from the Indian fields indicate that evangelism among the 
Indians was never more promising than now. Two illustrated booklets by 
Dr. Bruce Kinney are now available through the various State depositories. 
A new church has been organized among the Washoe at Dresslerville, 
Nevada. There are many signs of greater self-support on some of the 
Indian fields. 

The Jackson Barnett gift of $550,000 to the Home Mission Society for 
Bacone College has been contested in the New York Courts, and a 
decision has not yet been handed down. Meanwhile, the Indian Bureau 
is not approving any Indian gifts to Bacone until the case is settled. 
Bacone College is therefore in a difficult financial condition. It is hoped, 
however, that the new foundation established by Doctor Young, and named 
the Clara Barton-Sequoyah Foundation, will contribute largely to the sup- 
port of the school. Doctor Weeks, president of Bacone College, was 
elected secretary of this foundation, and was last summer granted a year’s 
leave of absence from his work at Bacone. There is every reason to hope 
that the foundation and the school will work together in hearty cooperation. 
During Doctor Weeks’ absence, Carl M. White has conducted the school 
with fine ability and success. A most interesting development this year has 
been the formation of gospel bands among the students which have been 
very successful in their meetings in surrounding churches and schools. 
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Ministries of Mercy 


Five enterprises that classify distinctively as forms of Christian social 
service have received aid from the Society during the year, namely, Chung 
Mei Home for Chinese Boys, Berkeley, Calif.; Judson Health Center, 
New York; Kodiak Orphanage, Alaska; Northwest Baptist Hospital, St. 
Paul, Minn., and a special type of ministry at the Mayo clinics in Rochester, 
Minn. Several churches have been assisted in planning social programs, 
and a further extension of this type of work has been planned for the com- 
ing year. National conferences on temperance and reform have received 
financial support, and the Society has been represented at most of these 
gatherings. 


Cooperation in Church Architecture 


During the past year the Department of Architecture has made pre- 
liminary sketches for fifty-one new projects and has drawn up 122 revised 
studies. The projects studied are situated in twenty-seven different States, 
and range in cost from a few thousand to several hundred thousands of 
dollars. They include complete new church plants, separate church audi- 
torium units, church school and social units, and church building alterations 
and additions of varying kinds; also college and seminary buildings and 
campus layouts. 


In addition to this designing work, the department has reviewed the 
working drawings prepared by the operating architects for many of the 
projects for which it made preliminary studies, and has reported its criticisms 
and suggestions to the church and to the architects. 


In most cases there has been an excellent spirit of cooperation between 
the operating architects and the department. One of its largest projects 
was brought to the department by a firm of architects who had already been 
engaged by the church and who, in order to have the benefit of the con- 
sulting advice of the department, voluntarily offered to pay the one per cent. 
fee of the Society. The churches are finding that it is not as difficult as 
they had supposed to secure competent architects who are willing to take up 
projects for which the department prepared the preliminary plans, and to 
deduct from their usual commission the one per cent. paid by the church for 
the services rendered by the department. Recently a large church in a 
far Western city wrote in that their local architects, while usually unwilling 
to undertake a project where part of the work is done by another architect, 
had stated that they were very pleased to cooperate in the case of that 
church because they considered that in the sketch plans prepared by the 
department an unusually valuable piece of work had been wrought; further- 
more it was their opinion that the work done by the department was worth 
more than the one per cent. 


Many conferences have been held at the office of the department, and 
138 churches have been visited in the field. In many instances, after the 
conference with the building committee at the site, a church meeting has 
been held in the evening and the department’s representative has given a 
talk on church building, illustrated by lantern-slides which show the under- 
lying principles in planning for the various needs of the church of today 
and how churches adopting these principles have solved their building 
problems. Among the slides were interior views showing arrangements 
which are as nearly as possible ideal for the particular uses to which the 
rooms are put. These talks have proved of value in bringing the church- 
members up-to-date in church building matters, and in arousing enthusiasm 
for their own church building improvements. Where the preliminary 
plans for their particular project had already been prepared by the depart- 
ment, lantern-slides of these were shown on the screen following the lec- 
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ture, and the meeting thrown open for discussion. Churches have found 
this a most profitable procedure. 

It has been the experience of the department that one of the most impor- 
tant elements in the handling of a church building project, is the selection 
of the building committee. While the church in the end decides as to its 
building improvements, nevertheless it places great power in the hands of 
its committee, as the committee determines how the plans shall be developed. 
The department can only advise, and must follow the instructions of the 
committee. In some cases a seeming lack of cooperation and vision on the 
part of members of the building committee has tended to retard the project 
considerably, and in other instances to bring about a plan arrangement 
which is not for the best good of the church as a whole. The department 
is glad to report that in the majority of cases, and some outstandingly so, 
the members of the building committee have been open-minded and have 
worked earnestly toward a solution of their building problem which would 
most ideally meet the needs of the church. 


Literature and Publicity 


Pamphlet literature as follows has been published during the year: 
“ Royalston,” “ Plow Time and Harvest,” “What Some Rural Pastors Are 
Doing,’ “Home Mission Outlook” (two editions), ‘““The New Indian,” 
“Twenty-five Years on American Frontiers.” Assistance was rendered 
the editors of “ The World Tour” in the preparation of the copy dealing 
with the work of this Society; also in the preparation of the supple- 
mentary material that appeared in the denominational periodicals. Advertise- 
ments covering the general work of the Society as well as the promotion 
of the Annuity Plan of the Society have been placed as frequently and as 
advantageously as the budget for that purpose has allowed. 

The story of home missions has been given generous space in the columns 
of Missions, The Baptist, Watchman- Examiner, and all State papers and 
bulletins. In special numbers of Missions, featuring various types of work 
including Evangelism, Indian and Rural Work, Dr. H. B. Grose and Mr. 
William B. Lipphard, editors, have cooperated with their usual generosity. 

In the special field of missionary education the Society appreciates the 
continued and highly efficient services of Secretary W. A. Hill and those 
associated with him in the Department of Missionary Education, Miss May 
Huston, Miss Alma J. Noble, Miss Mary L. Noble, Rev. Floyd S. Carr. 


The Golden Jubilee 


We congratulate the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
on the observance of its fiftieth anniversary and the successful completion 
of its Jubilee Fund of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars. The Woman’s 
Baptist Home Mission Society of Michigan was formed in 1873, because they 
had been importuned to help in missionary work by the frequent calls for 
aid from Rev. A. E. Mather, the agent of The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, who at that time was soliciting funds in Michigan “ from 
the different ladies’ benevolent and missionary societies already organized in 
local Baptist churches, to help in sustaining the many feeble and newly 
organized churches in the State and also to aid in the support of a lady 
teacher and pupils in the school for Freedmen then commencing operations 
in Nashville, Tennessee, under the patronage of the General Society.” 

In Chicago, on February 1, 1877, the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission 
Society was organized and was the result of a growing conviction in the 
minds of many that home missions had a kindred claim with foreign mis- 
sions on the sympathy and means of Christian women. On November 14, 
1877, in Tremont Temple, Boston, the Women’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society was organized and a constitution adopted. The appointees 
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of the Woman’s Home Mission Society of Michigan were Miss Dyer, a 
teacher at our school in Nashville, and Miss Vaughan, a missionary at 
New Orleans. The first appointee of the Women’s Baptist Home Mission 
Society was Miss Johanna P. Moore to Louisiana. The first missionaries 
appointed by the Women’s American Baptist Home Mission Society were 
Miss Sarah H. Clampney and Mrs. Sarah A. Kelly to the Indian Territory, 
and Miss Mary E. Abercrombie and Miss Emma F. Adams as workers 
at Nashville. 

These groups finally united in the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society, and the entire story of the spiritual achievements of these 
organizations is brilliantly told by Mrs. Orrin R. Judd in a volume entitled 
“Fifty Golden Years,” which will be read by Baptists everywhere with 
profound interest and gratitude. 

Very few persons who have contributed from year to year for the exten- 
sion of the work and who have cooperated through voluntary service in 
.making possible its advancement, have fully realized the magnitude and 
spiritual importance of the labors of their faithful missionaries who as fellow 
workers with Christ have poured their strength gladly into lives which 
have been transformed and transfigured by the gospel. Always their cross 
of service was heavy, and their journeys were long and lonely, but these 
noble successors of the apostles have arrived at their spiritual goals from 
year to year, and the angels who keep the books of life have faithfully 
recorded their sacrificial service. 

In the early days the offerings were sent to The American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, and the salaries of the missionaries were paid to them 
by its treasurer. This method, of course, was discontinued later and is 
only mentioned to illustrate the intimate and happy relationships which 
have existed during the decades in which the varied intersphering missionary 
work of the two societies has grown. The spiritual articulation of their 
early labors and the delightful fellowship of their missionaries, boards, 
and secretaries, leaves nothing to be desired as we look back over the 
long period in which these two national home mission societies have done 
their utmost to win North America to Christ. 


The Stream of Giving 


We must note the fact that our receipts under the distributable funds 
collected by the Board of Missionary Cooperation have been steadily 
decreasing in recent years, and that the giving of Northern Baptists for 
their missionary and educational work has fallen so fast in comparison 
with the giving of other denominations, that the causes for this decrease in 
giving are being seriously considered. It is significant, however, that the 
churches are raising much more for their own expenses, reflected to a 
considerable extent in the much-needed increase of pastors’ salaries and the 
great amounts that are given for improving their equipment, enlarging 
their Sunday school facilities, and building new edifices. If this greater 
sum for local expenses is added to the amounts given for benevolence, the 
total giving is larger than the average sum raised by the churches for all 
purposes during the New World Movement. It is evident, therefore, that 
in this period of great financial prosperity in our country, in which the 
Baptists have shared proportionately, the members of our churches exhibit 
an excellent scale of giving, and the present large annual gifts for local 
improvements will ultimately make a stronger denomination, and we believe 
there is little ground for the opinion, held by some, that the great expendi- 
tures in the local parishes are an indication that in this period of world 
unrest the members of our churches have lost interest in the evangeliza- 
tion of the people of America and of the world. It remains to be dis- 
covered why the giving for missionary purposes varies so widely in 
different parts of the country which have enjoyed equal prosperity—and this 
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applies not only in the more densely populated territories of the East, but 
in the Western States, where from the beginning the missionary churches 
aided by the Home Missionary Society were taught to give, even while they 
were receiving aid, for the evangelization of other parts of America and 
the world. 

It is encouraging to learn that the giving of the members of the German 
and Scandinavian groups of churches for missionary purposes is gratifyingly 
high. It is suggestive that these foreign-speaking churches, now so efficiently 
grouped in their various associations for missionary work, are the fruit- 
age of our Home Mission Society’s endeavors. 

Since the first year of the Laymen’s Movement, led so ably by Mr. Ayer 
and his colleagues, a decade has passed in which a united appeal for one 
sum to be divided proportionately has been so insistently made to the 
churches that special appeals for particular pieces of work have been 
virtually discouraged. During the same period other denominations have 
shown a greater wisdom and spiritual astuteness, as in the midst of appeals 
for their proportionate distributable funds they have also successfully solicited 
great funds from men and women whose fortunes have so unexpectedly 
grown during the last ten years. Among some denominations the giving 
has been princely, while our gifts from individuals have diminished. The 
Board is keenly interested in the plan to raise a million dollars under the 
leadership of Mr. Dennis for special needs outside the regular expenditures. 
The present plan making it good form for the executives of the societies 
and boards of the Convention to appeal for special gifts as they have 
opportunity. should be extended to all other officials of the societies and 
boards who have gained helpful contacts during the years of their service. 
There is no possibility of doubt that during these years the prosperous 
members of our Baptist churches and many churches themselves, who 
have been discouraged in -designating their gifts, have been the happy 
and successful hunting-ground of interdenominational and non-denom- 
inational missionary appeals. A person who has had wide opportunity 
for observation in the solicitation of special funds, recently inforined the 
executive secretary that as he goes about the country he is amazed to find 
the extent to which Baptists of means have been, and are now, giving out- 
eee v3 the denomination for various missionary enterprises at home and 
abroad. 


Cooperative Contacts 


Contacts of the most helpful and engaging character have been main- 
tained with Dr. W. H. Bowler, executive secretary, Mr. H. R. Bowler of 
the Literature Department, Rev. H. S. Myers of the Stereopticon Depart- 
ment, Mr. M. E. McIntosh of the Publicity Department, Rev. Bruce Jack- 
son of the Field Activities Department and other workers under the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

The Society’s relations with the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America and with the Home Missions Council have continued with 
mutual benefits. Our secretaries and certain members of our Board co- 
operate in the work of the committees of both Councils, and Dr. John 
M. Moore has accepted a general secretaryship of the Federal Council. 
The Home Missions Council and the Council of Women for Home Mis- 
sions have simplified their relationships through a fresh study of their 
distinct and mutual labors and at the recent annual meeting.of both 
Councils held in Philadelphia, it was unanimously voted that the two 
Councils shall through their Joint Administrative Committee relate them- 
selves to the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America as 
the Council of Home Missions, so that there will be no overlapping of 
their field work and promotional activities. Both home missions councils 
will occupy a suite of offices in the same building with the Federal Counc], 
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A new field of cooperative relationships and activities has been cultivated 
for several years past by the Committee on Financial and Fiduciary Matters 
of the Federal Council of Churches, of which the executive secretary is 
a member. At its Second Annual Conference extended discussion was given 
to the subject, Uniform Trust for Public Uses. One result of the actiy- 
ities of the committee has been an educational campaign through paid adver- 
tising instituted by the oldest banking institution in New York City to pro- 
mote personal and public memorials in the interest of human helpfulness. 
Among the organizations that have officially endorsed the committee’s 
standard resolution on wise public giving, are The Home Missions Council, 
representing 43 organizations of the United States and Canada, of which 
The American Baptist Home Mission Society is one; the Council of Women 
for Home Missions, representing 20 constituent boards, among which is the 
Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society; the Council of Church 
Boards of Education, representing the educational work of nineteen evan- 
gelical denominations, and the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, representing 29 constituent organizations. 

Suggestions as to the use of life insurance for bequests. have been widely 
made by various life insurance companies, and it is believed that this Society 
and other missionary organizations will greatly profit by this growing 
method by which they will be made beneficiaries when life policies have 
matured. 

The Equitable Life Assurance Association set apart a bequest week, 
December 13 to 18, during which time their agents were asked to specialize 
in promoting gifts through life insurance, trusts for educational, mis- 
sionary, religious, and philanthropic organizations connected with the church. 
The possibilities of the new movement among insurance companies have 
already gained great momentum throughout the country, and are full of 
promise. 

Friends of the newly arrived immigrant are much rejoiced over improved 
conditions at Ellis Island. Commissioner Day is very sympathetic with the 
work of the General Committee of Immigrant Aid and is apparently doing 
all he can to prevent thoughtless or unkind treatment. The Hospital 
and Health Department on the island is under control of Federal author- 
ities, the Commissioner’s responsibility being only for immigrants not ad- 
mitted to the hospital. To claim perfection in the treatment of the immi- 
grant would be as foolish as to claim perfection anywhere. But much 
commendation is due both to the commissioner and the committee for the 
advancement that has been made. 

We regret to report the resignation from the Board of Mr. S. W. Huff, 
whose business engagements made it impossible for him to continue his 
valuable service. To fill the vacancy Mr. G. L. Allin, our first vice-president 
and a member of the New York bar, was chosen. 

The Association of State Secretaries at its meeting in Washington passed 
the following resolution: 


“That a committee of six, three from the State Secretaries’ Asso- 
ciation, and one each from The American Baptist Home Mission 
Society, The American Baptist Publication Society, and the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation, be created to study carefully the possibilities 
of reducing overhead charges by redistricting areas covered by certain 
general workers within the States and as between the States.” 


As this reduction of overhead and the redistricting of areas covered by 
missionary workers involved especially the Department of Missions, the 
executive secretary recommended that the secretary of missions should rep- 
resent our Society on the Committee. 

Our Board has endorsed the incorporation in the State of California of 
the Spanish-Speaking Seminary, situated at Los Angeles, and has approved 
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a proposed charter and by-laws. In approving such action the Society is 
acting upon the policy which it has always pursued in its missionary and 
educational work, of placing responsibility and leadership upon the Bap- 
tist constituency living within the area in which the school is training 
leaders for missionary work and who should ultimately bear full respon- 
sibility for the direction and maintenance of a missionary institution so 
situated. 

The retirement of Dr. I. B. Mower, after twenty-five years of fruitful 
service as the able and devoted secretary of the Maine State Convention, is 
recorded with deep regret. Of the large number of State secretaries who 
have so generously supervised the work of missionaries jointly appointed 
by the Society and the Conventions, no one has labored more faithfully 
and disinterestedly in this often perplexing and difficult relationship than 
our beloved friend who has built himself so deeply into the spiritual life 
of his own State. We welcome to the goodly fellowship of our mutual 
work, Rev. John S. Pendleton, his successor. 

The Society has had a delightful spiritual companionship for many years 
with Dr. G. P. Mitchell, who has retired from the secretaryship of the 
Iowa State Convention, in which in earlier years our faithful missionaries 
laid the foundations of missionary beginnings and cooperated in their later 
development, until the Baptists of Iowa became not only able to provide 
for their work but to continue generously on an increased scale of giving 
to the missionary tasks of the Society outside their own borders. We look 
forward with pleasant anticipation to the continuance of these streams of 
living water from the heart of the Iowa churches under the leadership of 
Doctor Mitchell’s successor, Rev. Frank Anderson. 

Hon. Charles H. Burke, Commissioner of Indian Affairs, has cooperated 
with fine sympathy and understanding of the missionary and educational 
work of this Society among the Indians and under very difficult circum- . 
stances, which have always been incident to the administration of his 
office, has with deep conscientiousness handed out even justice to the various 
groups of all denominations and faiths. 

At its meeting on April eighteenth the Board received the report of the 
Committee of Nine of the Northern Baptist Convention with recommenda- 
tions based on the report of the Advisory Committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee, submitted to the Northern Baptist Convention at its annual session 
in Seattle. This report will be presented at the next annual meeting of the 
Convention in Chicago. 

After three years of devoted service, which has been of much help 
to the work of this Society, especially in the Western areas, Dr. Charles 
E. Vermilya has resigned the executive secretaryship of the Home Missions 
Council, that he may be free to enter into another form of Christian service.

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Detailed Reports from the Fields

Baptisms During the Year 


The year has been marked by an earnest spirit of evangelism on the part 
of the missionaries in the United States and Latin North America. One 
case in point bears special mention. Two years ago Northern Haiti re- 
ported two baptisms within the territory where our missionaries were begin- 
ning their work; last year this field reported 68 baptisms; for the year 
ending April 30, 1927, Northern Haiti reported 140 baptisms. The Mexican 
churches in the United States report 512 baptisms. A tabulated statement 
of baptisms on all home mission fields follows: 

Baptisms reported by missionary pastors in the United States, 2,305; by 
colporter-missionaries in the United States, 460; by missionaries in Latin 
North America, 1,307; by eight general evangelists in the United States, 
1,601; total, 5,673. 

Note should be made of the fact that approximately twenty-five general 
evangelists are under continuous employment by the Society. Their work 
consists in promoting the spirit of evangelism among the churches through 
conferences and Associational meetings rather than in actually holding 
evangelistic meetings in the churches, although their ministries include 
the latter form of service wherever and whenever possible. The results of 
their evangelistic efforts are reflected in many thousands of baptisms re- 
ported by State Conventions, which last year totaled approximately 
70,000. Nearly all of our general evangelists report that the churches within 
their territories have been blessed during the year just closed by large 
accessions by baptisms.

THE FIFTIETH YEAR 
1926 - 1927 


“The fundamental missionary challenge in the United States 
today,” says Jay S. Stowell, “is the nearly 20,000,000 boys and girls 
who are not enrolled in any Sunday school or similar organization, 
either Catholic, Hebrew, or Protestant, and who are growing up 
uninformed concerning matters of religion and untrained in religious 
living. And these young people are everywhere. . . To reach all of 
the unreached in America seems an overwhelming impossibility. To 
reach the unreached in one community, however, is a perfectly feasible 
undertaking.” 


For fifty years the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society has endeavored to meet this need, its aim being to bring 
Christ into every home. Fifty years ago a single missionary received 
her commission from the young Society to serve among the Negroes 
of the South. To-day 250 missionaries are continuing the work she 
began, among a score of nationalities, on city streets, on plains, on 
mesas, in mill and mining communities, at ports of entry, from far 
north Alaska to Central America and from Ellis Island to the Golden 
Gate. In this great task they have worked singly and collectively in 
co-operation with other agencies of the Northern Baptist Convention 
in the field of home missions. Especially close has been this relation 
with the American Baptist Home Mission Society, State Conventions, 
City Mission Societies, and the American Baptist Publication Society. 
Interdenominational problems have been approached through the 
Council of Women for Home Missions; the Committee on Co- 
operation in Latin America; the Interracial Conference of Church 
Women at Eaglesmere, Pennsylvania, and the Conference on Work

EVANGELISM 
On the Front Technically speaking, every missionary and every 
Line teacher under the Woman’s American Baptist 


Home Mission Society is an evangel of the gospel message. Prac- 
tically, they express their love of Christ and their desire to represent 
Him in those concrete, tangible ministries which meet the ever pres- 
ent human needs. This accounts for medical work, Christian Centers, 
ministry to foreign-speaking people and educational work. 


The Jesus Road ‘There has been an awakening interest among 
the Indians. God’s Spirit is working in the 
different tribes and many have taken an open stand for Christ and 
His church. Many tribes of their own will have taken measures 
toward training some of their members as Christian workers among 
the unevangelized still hungering for the gospel. “There is manifest 
a craving desire for education. Many boys and girls are going to 
the mission schools, overcoming the old-time oppositions and prejudice,. 
some of them advancing to full college and university courses. 


Foreign-Speaking Although the work among foreign-speaking 
Advance peoples has often seriously suffered through the 
withdrawal of workers from one station and another for lack of 
funds, it was possible this year through a released salary to place a 
missionary in southern Illinois among the mining population. Con- 
trary to the experience common in many other fields, nearly all who 
attend the week-day classes readily accept the invitation to become 
members of the Sunday school. In the short space of seven months, 
scores of homes have been visited from which several members have 


been added to the church. 


Probably no work of the Society is doing more to develop local 
leadership in the churches than that which is done by the missionary 
with foreign language groups. he historical book Fifty Golden 
Years shows again and again the foreign-speaking church pressing 
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forward into self-support and participation in the denominational 
program. 


Christian Here again the emphasis is on Christian educa- 
Centers tion among the boys and girls. Through clubs, 
Bible classes and week-day religious instruction the Centers exert a 
vitalizing influence upon the homes of the community and become 
an inspiration for the development of Christian leaders. “They min- 
ister to all ages and to all groups. With the open door beckoning 
a friendly welcome to all who pass, the Christian Center may be 
compared to a beacon light. Irresistibly it attracts the individual, 
whose interest once gained soon wins others. In this way begins 
the formation of groups. These varied social contacts demand a 
many-sided program adapted to the several ages and localities. A 
similar relation exists between classes and conversions. An indi- 
vidual comes to the English class, obtains citizenship, joins the Bible 
class; seeking counsel, he makes known his problems and questions. 
This frequently leads to confession of Christ and baptism in which he 
is followed by the coming of family, relatives and friends. It would 
be impossible to tabulate the results of the thousands of contacts 
which have been made, but Christian lives nobly lived, and exercising 
transforming power in unlovely places tell the story. 


An Instance Located in places devoid of inspiration, 27 of 

these Centers minister. Visit Weirton, for in- 
stance. Here are gigantic steel mills and glaring sin; here is labor 
for man and gambling dens to lure him; here are gathered men 
from scores of countries, but no home conditions fit for the name 
“home”. The Ohio rolls along obscured by fog; the sun’s rays 
seek to penetrate the dense smoke and hissing steam. One may lift 
his eyes to the hills, but there is no inspiration, for they are denuded 
of verdure by the gaseous fumes from the mills. Uegliness, toil, and 
sin, and—three weak Protestant churches! Bootlegging, temptation, 
and crime entrapping the children, and—but ove Christian Center. 


Other There is East Youngstown, with all these disad- 
Centers vantages plus some others, with two foreign- 
speaking Baptist churches and two brave missionaries trying to teach 
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higher ideals. Listen to the Roumanian woman who says, “Tell me 
the story—my heart it knows—my head it cannot tell—but I want 
to be a Baptist.” South Chicago—steel mills and smoke, a few small 
rooms for a home and many children, evil influences in street and 
alley, and the Society has one inadequate Christian Center. “These 
are but three of the many fields where missionaries struggle with such 
conditions day after day in an attempt to win the children. 


Growing The Christian Centers, which eight years ago 
Needs seemed adequate, are already outgrown. In 
Hammond, East Chicago, Kansas City, and Youngstown, determined 
efforts are being made toward more adequate accommodations for the 
work and the workers. In Detroit the scores of children are testing 
the capacity of the mission so that the children sit “three deep.” The 
growth of the work demands more and better buildings. Needy fields 
call for more missionaries. “Ten more trained workers can be used 
immediately. 


A New A most gratifying demand results from the de- 
Phase velopment toward church organization in several 
Christian Centers. Converts taken into nearby Baptist churches, 
no matter how hearty the welcome, cannot find adequate expression 
for their Christian life in the comparatively strange environment 
of an English speaking church. ‘Their needs are far more fully 
met in an organization of their own language group related to, or 
worshipping in the Center, where they can meet, worshipping and 
witnessing in their own tongue. Among the members of such churches 
there are found those who by mental and spiritual endowment are 
equipped to be Christian leaders and effective evangelists among 
their people. 


The Light in There stands in far away Alaska a house of 
the North love ministering to a group not touched by any 
other Christian influence. Religious education through training in 
the daily tasks of a home and the inoculation of the principles of 
Christian character in the lives of the boys and girls in the Orphan- 
age at Kodiak have borne unusual fruit in that all but one of the 
children of suitable age have accepted Christ as their personal Say- 
iour and united with the church by baptism. 


Chinese Boys’ In order to have a still further part in meeting 
Home the challenge that individuals grow up in Amer- 
ica without Christ, a worker has been placed in the Chung Mei 
Chinese Boys’ Home at Berkeley, California, the only home of its 
kind in the United States. 


EDUCATION 


The Society realizing that Christian education means, in a 
democracy, training for Christian citizenship and the acceptance of 
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responsibility for living like Christ has very wisely put a major 
emphasis on its schools. 


The Training That every worker on the field might be prop- 
School erly equipped, the Training School at Chicago 
was brought into being. This year, under the direction of its new 
president, Miss Alice W. S. Brimson, it has called into its family 
reflex products of home mission work in an Italian girl, two Indian 
girls and a student from Porto Rico. ‘The curriculum is excellent, 
carried by resident teachers augmented by instructors who conduct 
courses under a federated arrangement with other schools and a 
corps of special faculty members who are expert in their fields. 


The Grey Fund has not only made available scholarships for 
needy students but has also brought special privileges of attendance 
at certain lectures and concerts outside the school and new equipment 
for the library. It has made possible a new and greatly needed 
assistance in the appointment of a field secretary. 


The Berkeley Affiliated with the Training School since 1925 is 
School the missionary training department of the Berke- 
ley Baptist Divinity School which seeks to educate young women of 
the far west for Christian service. 


Negro Through the Negro schools missionaries and 
Schools teachers seek to give to Negro young people an 
opportunity for a Christian education which will equip them for a 
useful place in the world. This year Spelman College enrolled 104 
students in its collegiate department and endeavors in every way to 
make its motto “Our Whole School for Christ” vital. 


Mather’s The new Ford car at Mather School has made 
Ford it possible to greatly increase the scope of the 
work by visits to churches, rural schools and homes. Mather this 
year will have a tenth grade and an additional month of school work 
in order to keep in step with the rising educational standards of South 
Carolina. 


The Fireside The Fireside School endeavors to establish the 
School family altar and to strengthen Christian life 
in the homes throughout the southland by the circulation of the mag- 
azine Hope. 


Latin-American In Central America, Mexico, Cuba and Porto 
Schools Rico a multitude of clear-eyed young people who 
are to be the leaders of the future are ready for Christian training. 
Church benches are being used as the last resort to seat the students 
of the school in San Salvador. Not a day passes, however, but some 
parent begs to have his boy or girl placed in the school. While the 
political situation in Mexico and in Nicaragua has created some 
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difficulties, in that educational and religious work cannot be com- 
bined, the present accommodations do not begin to provide for those 
who come. 


The Hostel in Porto Rico and the missionary training depart- 
ment in Puebla, Mexico, are preparing young women who have 
offered their lives to Christian service. Colegio Bautista, at Managua, 
Nicaragua, graduated this year its first class of three young men with 
the degree of Bachelor of Science. “This course is equal to that of a 
junior college. 


The clinic in Santa Ana, El Salvador, lodged in the school, is 
meeting a real need in rendering medical and surgical aid and giving 
hygienic instructions to the poor and persecuted in the city. 


Protestantism is spreading rapidly. “The work must be strength- 
ened, for the hope of these lands lies in the training of large numbers 
of the nationals for Christian service. 


CHRISTIAN AMERICANIZATION 


A Pioneer The Society through its Christian Americaniza- 
Movement tion department has achieved distinction as a 
pioneer in a new field of Christian service. “The local church women 
enlisted by the Christian Americanization missionary is given an 
opportunity of expressing her Christian love and deepening her spirit- 
ual life through friendship-contacts with the mother in the foreign 
speaking home. It is a ministry of interpretation that has enrolled 
approximately 2,500 volunteer Baptist church women in the task of 
breaking down the barriers between races and classes, and of dis- 
covering to the stranger the warmly sympathetic heart of Christian 
America. 


MESSAGES OF LOVE 


The influence of the Society’s work has been immeasurably 
strengthened by the band of volunteer women engaged in the White 
Cross service. Throughout the year it has brought joy to the children 
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—by means of gifts they have been a little better able to understand 
the gift of the Christ Child and His giving spirit; to the mothers it 
has brought courage and cheer in times of discouragement and ad- 
versity, increasing their friendliness and appreciation; to the mission- 
aries it has meant a saving in time and money and has opened the 
way for them to reach the people with the gospel and thus win souls 
for the Master; to the women in the churches it has brought joy in 
doing for others and a deeper interest in our missionaries and their 
work. One missionary expressed her appreciation in the following 
thought: 


“Have you ever thrown a stone into a body of water? Do 
you remember the thrill of seeing the circles grow larger and 
larger until they spread beyond your vision? Your gifts remind 
me of those circles—circles of limitless love you have started, 
that have spread and spread—and only the Infinite One can see 
the far-reaching results.” 


UNION EFFORTS 


Committee of To the Committee of Conference composed of 
Conference four representatives each from the Woman’s 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and the Woman’s American 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society are referred all questions relating 
to the union work of women’s organizations. 


Student By means of the Student Committee and the 
Committee College Counselor an attempt is made to present 
to young women at summer schools, student conferences and colleges 
a vision of the missionary task and its compelling challenge, that 
they may be led to consider how best to relate themselves to it. 


Civic The Civic Committee has prepared literature re-’ 
Committee lating to law enforcement and civic responsibili- 
ties. Their recent pamphlet Covers were Laid for Twelve has 
attracted wide attention. As rapidly as possible this committee is 
being duplicated in states and associations.

Figures as figures are never interesting, but if we could tell the 
human interest stories that lie behind them, they would rival the 
best sellers. “There are stories of sacrifice involved in many gifts; 
there are elements of heroism in the disposition which a missionary 
often makes of her salary of which no one else but God knows. 


Eighty per cent The fiscal year started well with a total budget 
of the Budget of $397,721, but soon after the Convention the 
Society was requested to keep within 80% of the budget. Conse- 
quently the expenditures were permitted to exceed by only $3,000, 
those of the previous year although $60,000 more had been expected. 
Thus for the fourth year the Society has been merely marking time. 
Proceeding on this basis during the year the Society has accumulated 
a deficit of $40,354.94 as of May 1, to which must be added the 
accumulated deficit from last year amounting to $21,800.25. Until 
our churches face the fact that the fiscal year begins May Ist and 
begin payments on pledges on that date also, treasurers will always 
show a deficit on April Ist. 


When it is realized that the budget of the Society is made up 
almost entirely of the salaries of missionaries, matrons and teachers 
with a negligible amount for equipment and that there are on the 
field today 86 less workers than five years ago, surely “retrenchment” 
cannot again be the message of the constituency. 


Notes of Special gifts have been received for the salaries 
Joy of two of our own girl graduates of Porto Rico 
which could not have been taken from the already overtaxed budget. 
Two good friends especially interested in hospital work have made 
gifts toward buildings in Santa Ana and Managua. Fifty-one new 
annuity agreements have been written since April Ist, 1926. Nota 
few of these were made with missionaries who in this way are desig- 
nating a portion of their earnings to the work’of the Society. One 
man has made his 13th gift on the annuity plan, not only defying 
superstition, but also showing a growing interest in our work. 
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Onward The outstanding financial achievement of the year 
March has been the completion of the Golden 
Anniversary Fund of $500,000. This will make possible the carrying 
out of the 15 golden projects that will start the next fifty years of 
work in many different communities in buildings better adapted to an 
efficient program. ‘The gathering of the fiftieth birthday gifts has 
been a labor of love by many women in all the churches of the con- 
vention. It is interesting to note that the list records but few large 
gifts. The vast majority have been small ones with payments dis- 
tributed through the 19 months since the fund was started. - “Golden 
Trees” have been planted in every mission station; each leaf of a 
tree representing the gift of a dollar. Many thousand dollars have 
been gathered by this means. Many gifts to the fund have been made 
possible only by great sacrifice. 


One Sacrificial In one of our city churches there is a little woman 
Gift suffering from a deformity which makes working 
at an ordinary occupation impossible. She washes glasses at a soda 
fountain and receives $7.00 per week. From these meagre earnings 
she found that she could take nothing for the birthday gift, but give 
she must. So carefully gathering and hoarding all the tinfoil she could 
pick up or solicit she finally sold it and was able to make her gift 
fifty cents in money, but a wealth of love. 


Early Givers Because some givers paid early, encouraging 
Help Projects progress has been made toward the completion 
of certain projects. Kodiak in dire need after the fire was the first 
recipient. Partial payments have also been made on the following: 
West End Community House, the Woman’s Building Berkeley 
Baptist Divinity School, and Judson Neighborhood House. 


The Golden Anniversary Fund has helped the Society save in- 
terest, for it was able to utilize the Working Capital Fund instead of 
borrowing from the banks.

At the heart of the administration of this great work is the 
Board of Managers consisting of women elected by the vote of the 
representatives of all the churches of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion who study the fields, direct the work, and plan for its extension. 


Problems The problems have been many. ‘Thousands of 

Negroes have migrated North and are trying to 
adjust themselves to changed conditions which they find here. They 
need the touch of Christian sympathy and understanding offered 
through our Christian Centers, but we have been unable to meet 
this situation because of lack of funds. 


While the political situation in Mexico and Nicaragua has 
created some difficulties, the work is growing to an alarming degree 
when we have not the funds to properly care for it. “There is great 
need of larger and better equipped school buildings, as the present 
accommodations will not begin to care for the number of children 
whose people wish them under gospel teaching. 


The political difficulties in China have been reflected in home 
mission problems. ‘The young men touched by the mission work of 
the Pacific coast question the Christian side of America. 


Early in the year, a Committee was appointed to study the 
various phases of the work of the Society and to determine upon 
what lines of work the Society should concentrate its efforts and 
funds in the future. Final recommendations will be brought before 
the Board during the coming year. 


Through the Golden Anniversary new interest has been stimu- 
lated in the missionary cause as hundreds of women throughout 
America have talked and prayed for the projects. “This energy it is 
hoped will result in even greater effort and interest in the denomina- 
ional task. 


The Long Line If it were possible to trace all the lines of in- 
of Influence fluence radiating from each field, or link together 
the thousands of hearts touched by the ministry and message of your 
representatives, then an adequate story of the year might be told. 
Those lines are long. ‘They extend into China, Japan, and Central 
Europe. Only God may count the real results.

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REPORT OF ANNUAL MEETINGS HELD IN 
CHICAGO, ILL. 


Tuesday, May 31, 1927. 


The culmination of the celebration of the Golden Anniversary 
came Tuesday evening, May 31, before an audience of about twelve 
thousand people in the Coliseum in Chicago. Mrs. George W. 
Coleman, President, presided. 


Dr. C. L. White, Secretary of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society read the Golden Anniversary Scripture, Lev. 
25:10-12 and Rev. 22:1-2. Mrs. A. G. Lester of Chicago, former 
President of the Society led in prayer. Mrs. Katherine S. Westfall, 
Executive Secretary presented the Fiftieth Report of the Society 
and on her motion, the Convention voted to accept it. 


Then three children presented a golden wreath to Mrs. Cole- 
man. ‘This wreath represented the Golden Anniversary gifts of 
the Crusaders of Central District, with the name of the donor on 
the back of each leaf. ‘the leaves each represented a gift of one 
dollar, and were to be returned to the donors as a receipt. 


Then Mrs. R. R. Donnelley of Chicago, who had been a mem- 
ber of the Board through the fifty years was introduced to the 
Convention, and presented with a cluster of yellow roses, the Con- 
vention standing in recognition of her years of service. 

Mrs. Edwin H. Kinney, Secretary of the Christian American- 
ization Department, spoke on “Closed Doors.” 


Miss Eleanor Blackmore, twenty-eight years a missionary in 
Nicaragua, spoke on their great need of Christian education. 


“The Tree”, the Golden Anniversary pageant written by Mrs. 
F. S. Osgood of Chicago and directed by Mrs. Lewis C. Walker and 
Rey. and Mrs. C. J. Hewitt of Chicago, was presented. The choirs 
of the Baptist Churches furnished the chorus, while workers, and 
groups of people from the centers in which the Society works rep- 
resented various phases of the work now carried on. 


The Negro group from Olivet Church, and the Girls’ Glee 
Club from Bacone University, with the Princess Ataloa furnished 
striking evidence of the progress of the work among these peoples. 
Bearing branches of Golden leaves, the ten Districts presented their 
Golden Anniversary Gift to the Society through the President, Mrs. 
Coleman. The chorus drawing their green veils around them, went 
into formation as a tree as the closing spectacle, Mrs. Helen Peter- 
son Barth singing “The Tree” by Joyce Kilmer. Dr. J. W. 
Brougher pronounced the benediction, and with the singing of the 
doxology, the session closed. A picture of the Pageant and the great 
audience was taken.

The Joint Meeting of the American Baptist Home Mission - 
Society and the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission Society 
was held Wednesday evening. Dr. Bruce Kinney called the roll 
of the Indian tribes among which the General Society has labored, 
and Miss Clara E. Norcutt, Secretary of Missions called the roll 
for the Woman’s Society.

States, propose to form a Corporation under an act of the General 
Assembly of the State of Illinois, entitled “An Act Concerning Cor- 
porations,’ approved April 18, 1872, and for the purpose of such or- 
ganization, we hereby state as follows: to wit:

BY-LAWS 
of the 
WOMAN’S AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME 
MISSION SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I 
Membership 


Section 1. The membership of the Society shall be composed as 
follows: : 


(a) Of all persons who are now life members or honorary life 
members ; 

(b) Of annual members appointed by Baptist Churches. Any 
Church may appoint one delegate, and one additional delegate for 
every hundred members, but no Church shall be entitled to appoint 
more than ten delegates; 

(c) Of all missionaries of the Society during their terms of 
service ; 

(d) Of all accredited delegates to each annual meeting of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 


Sec. 2. No member shall be entitled to more than one vote. 


ARTICLE II 
Officers 


Section 1. ‘The Officers of the Society shall be a President, a 
First Vice-president, a Second Vice-president, a Treasurer, one or 
more Secretaries, and a Recording Secretary. “The President, Vice- 
presidents and Recording Secretary shall be elected by ballot at each 
annual meeting and the other officers shall be appointed by the Board 
of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the So- 
ciety. In the case of her absence or inability to serve, her duties shall 
be performed by the Vice-president in attendance who is first in nu- 
merical order. 

Sec. 3. The Treasurer, the Secretaries, and such officers as the 
Board of Managers may appoint shall be subject to the direction of 
the Board, and shall discharge such duties as may be defined by its 
regulations and rules of order. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall give such security for the faithful 
performance of her duties as the Board of Managers may direct. 

Sec. 5. Each officer elected at the annual meeting shall serve 
from the close of the annual meeting at which she is elected to the 
close of the next annual meeting and until her successor is elected. 
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ARTICLE III 
Board of Managers 


Section 1. The Board of Managers shall consist of the Presi- 
dent, two Vice-presidents, Recording Secretary, and twenty-seven 
other persons elected by ballot at an annual meeting. At the meeting 
at which these By-laws shall be adopted, one-third of the managers 
shall be elected for one year, one-third for two years, and one-third 
for three years, to the end that thereafter, as nearly as practicable, 
one-third of the whole number of managers shall be elected at each 
subsequent annual meeting to fill the vacancies caused by the expira- 
tion of terms of office. As many more shall be elected also as shall 
be necessary to fill any vacancies in unexpired terms. 


Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall meet at the principal 
office of the Society to organize as soon as practicable after the annual 
meeting. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Managers shall have the management of 
the affairs of the Society ; shall have the power to elect its own chair- 
man and recording secretary, and to appoint such additional officers 
and such committees as to it may seem proper, and to define the 
powers and duties of each; to appoint its own meetings; to adopt such 
regulations and rules as to it may seem proper, including those for 
the control and disposition of the real and personal property of the 
Society, the sale, leasing, or mortgaging thereof, provided they are 
not inconsistent with its Act of Incorporation or its By-laws; to fill 
all vacancies in the Board of Managers and in any office of the So- 
ciety until the next meeting of the Society; to establish such agencies 
and to appoint and remove such agents and missionaries as it may 
seem proper, by a three-fifths vote of all members present and voting 
at the meeting when said vote is taken; to fix the compensation of 
officers, agents, and missionaries; to direct and instruct them concern- 
ing their respective duties, and to make all appropriations of money. 
At the annual meeting of the Society, and at the first session of each 
annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention, it shall present 
a printed or written full and detailed report of the proceedings of the 
Society and of its work during the year. 


Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall appoint annually one 
of its members whose term does not expire during the current year 
to act as an additional member of the Committee’ on Nominations 
without the right to vote. 


ARTICLE IV 
Eligibility to Appointment 


All officers, all members of the Board of Managers, and all 
missionaries must be members of Baptist Churches. 
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ARTICLE V 
Annual and Other Meetings 


The Society shall meet annually on the third Wednesday in 
May, unless for some special reason another time shall be fixed by 
the Board of Managers in conference with the Executive Committee 
of the Northern Baptist Convention and with representatives of its 
other cooperating organizations. "The meeting shall be held where 
the annual meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention shall be 
held. Special meetings may be held at any time and place upon the 
call of the Board of Managers. 


ARTICLE VI 
Relations with Northern Baptist Convention 


Section 1. With a view to unification in general denominational 
matters, the Northern Baptist Convention at each election may pre- 
sent nominations for officers, and for the Board of Managers. 


Sec. 2. The persons elected each year as the Committee on 
Nominations of this Northern Baptist Convention shall be for that 
year the Committee of this Society on Nominations for officers to be 
then elected. 


Sec. 3. The Annual Report of the Society as soon as it shall 
be prepared shall be forwarded to the officers or Committee of the 
Northern Baptist Convention authorized to receive it. 


ARTICLE VII 
Amendments 


These By-laws may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting at any annual meeting of the Society, 
provided written notice of the proposed amendment shall have been 
given at the preceding annual meeting of the Society, or such amend- 
ment shall be recommended by the Board of Managers.

BY-LAWS 
of the 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 


ARTICLE I 


The regular meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Thursday of each month. This order shall be subject 
to necessary change as deemed advisable by the Chairman of the 
Board of Managers. A special meeting may be called at any time 
by the chairman of the Board of Managers or at the request of three 
members, provided suitable notice is sent to each member. Nine 
members shall constitute a quorum. Every meeting of the Board of 
Managers shall be opened by reading of the Scripture and prayer. 


ARTICLE II 


The Board of Managers shall choose annually three of its 
members to serve as Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Clerk and two or 
more associate secretaries. Ihe Chairman shall appoint all committees 
unless otherwise ordered and shall be a member ex-officio of all 
committees. he President of the Society shall also be a member ex- 
officio of all committees, “he Clerk shall keep an exact record of 
all the business transacted by the Board, which shall be read at the 
next regular meeting, and when approved shall be signed by the Clerk. 


ARTICLE III 


The Standing Committees of the Board shall be the Committee 
on Candidates, the Committee on Christian Americanization, the 
Committee on Educational Work, the Committee on Finance, the 
Committee on Missionary Work, the Committee on Organization, 
the Committee on Publications, and the Committee on the Training 
School. 


Section A. The Committee on Candidates shall consult with 
and direct the Secretary on Candidates in the discharge of her re- 
sponsibility, and shall examine Candidate endorsed by the Secretary 
on Candidates for consideration, and shall make recommendations to 
the Board regarding the appointment of such candidates. 

Sec. B. The Committee on Christian Americanization shall 
recommend the appointment, transfer, and withdrawal of all Chris- 
tian Americanization Missionaries, the designation of fields and 
salaries, and the appointment of all other employees not otherwise 
provided for. It shall submit to the Committee on Finance, at such 
time as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount which 
said Committee believes it will require for the carrying on of the 
next fiscal year. 
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Sec. C. The Committee on Educational Work shall recommend 
the appointment, transfer, and withdrawal of all principals, teachers 
and matrons, and shall designate their fields and fix their salaries. 
The Committee on Educational Work shall make to the Board all 
recommendations with reference to the work of the schools supported 
in part or wholly by the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society. It shall submit to the Committee on Finance, at such time 
as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount which 
said Committee believes it will require for all the educational work 
of the Society for the coming fiscal year. 


Sec. D. The Committee on Finance shall devise and recom- 
mend methods for raising the funds for the prosecution of the work 
of the Society. It shall also recommend all investments and the 
expenditure of funds for general purposes. After examining the 
estimates submitted by all standing and special committees, this 
committee shall prepare a budget, recommending to the Board such 
appropriations as seem advisable for the fiscal year. 


Sec. E. The Committee on Missionary Work shall recommend 
the appointment, transfer, and withdrawal of all missionaries, the 
designation of fields and salaries, and the appointment of all other 
employees not otherwise provided for. It shall submit to the Commit- 
tee on Finance, at such time as that Committee may direct, an esti- 
mate of the amount which said Committee believes it will require 
for the carrying on of its work for the coming fiscal year. 


Sec. F. The Committee on Organization shall have charge of 
the promotion of missionary interests in the churches, shall recom- 
mend the appointment of the State and Associational representatives, 
and shall make plans for the development of the work in the Districts 
and States. It shall submit to the Committee on Finance, at such 
time as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount which 
said Commitee believes it will require for all the field work of the 
Society for the coming fiscal year. 


Sec. G. The Committee on Publications shall make recommen- 
dations with reference to all publications used by the Society in pro- 
moting its work. It shall-submit to the Committee on Finance, at 
such time as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount 
which said Committee believes it will require for the carrying on of 
its work for the coming fiscal year. 


Sec. H. “The Committee on the Training School shall recom- 
mend the appointment or withdrawal of the President, the members 
of the Faculty, the Dean, and the House Director, and fix their 
salaries. This Committee in conference with the President of the 
Training School, shall have charge of the curriculum and all matters 
pertaining to the welfare of the Training School. A subcommittee 
of the Committee on the Training School shall have charge of the 
building and grounds at 2969 Vernon Avenue, including furnishings 
and all supplies, and shall recommend to the Training School 
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Committee all necessary repairs and other matters relative to the 
proper care of the building and grounds. ‘The Committee on the 
Training School shall submit to the Committee on Finance, at such 
time as that Committee may direct, an estimate of the amount which 
said committee believes it will require for all the work of the 
Training School for the coming fiscal year. 


ARTICLE IV 


All committees shall present recommendations to the Board of 
Managers in writing and shall take no action involving an expendi- 
ture exceeding five hundred dollars without the approval of the Board. 


ARTICLE *V 


Sec. A. ‘The Board of Managers shall appoint a State Director 
or Directors for each State, who shall prosecute the work in their 
respective State under the direction of the Board and in cooperation 
with the Committee on Organization. 


Sec. B. The Board of Managers shall have power to appoint 
Honorary and Advisory members. Honorary and Advisory members 
shall not hold office, but may serve on committees, participate in all 
discussions, and vote on all questions not pertaining to finance or 
requiring a legal vote. ‘The advisory members shall consist of Presi- 
dents of Union Districts, Home Administrative Vice-presidents of 
Union Districts, Home Mission Vice-presidents of Union Districts, 
Presidents of Home Mission Districts and President of Women’s 
State Societies. 


ARTICLE VI 


These By-laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the © 
Board by a two-thirds vote of the members present, notice of the pro- 
posed amendment having been given at a previous meeting.
